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Fitz-Harys*s Laſt Sham detefted: Or, A Vindication of 7lis 
Sacred Majeſty from thoſe foul Aſperſions caſt upon him by 
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that impudent Libel called, Fitz-Harys's lat Conteilion, 
left under his own Hand, and publiſhed by Dr. Hawkins.

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Ora mortis, hora weritatis, 18 an uſual Saying, and the Product of a Ciriftiant 
Charity, preſuming all Men to he Men, and to have knowledge of an Eternal 
State, and ſome dread of God upon their Souls: but it faiketh in ſexeral Ca- 
ſes. 1, Where Perſons in that huur have no juſt uſe of their Reaſon, and ſo 
ſpeak they know not what, 2, Where the Perlon is not ſure of his Death, 
but is muzzled up in an hope of Lite, it he will ſpeak to ſuch a ſenſe. 3. Where 
the Perſon is ignorant, or Athciftical; either not knowing, or not believing 
an Eternal State, Or, 4. Where the Party, though believing an Fterial State, yet is perſua- 
ded, that the ncareit way to It is by | peaking falſe, to fare the Repute of a Sh:zm-Religion, into 


which he hath been Baptized, and in which he hath lived. In the firft Caſe, the ſame Reaſon 


that alloweth no great Credit to be given to one mad or drunk, it his Fits, while he liveth, will 
alio diſcharge our Chariry for giving their Dying Words no more credit, The Reaſon for the 
ſecond is as plain, becauſe the onely Reaſon of Mens charitable Preſumption in that Cafe, is 
our fancy of the Perſons Apprehenſon, that he is preſently going before the Tribunal of the 
juſt Judge of the whote Farth, who hath told us, that all Zzars ſhall go into the Lake which burns 
with Fire and Brinſtone, Now he who hath noſfuch Apprehenfion, hath no more credit due to 
his Words dying, than when he was living ; nay, fo much le!s, as he valueth Lite, which he 
hopes may be prolonged by Lying. For the third, whoſo confidercth, that the Reaſon why 
Charity dire&s more credit to the Words of a dying than of a living Man, is, becauſe it pre- 
ſumes a Chriſtian, pofiefled with the belief of an Immortal State, and Eternity, and of the truth 
of Holy Writ, willwithout ditaculty underſtand why the'Words of 'a dying Man, that cither 
doth not know, or, though he hath heard ſuch things, yet accounteth them Romartigue, deſerve 
no more credit than they had due to them when the Perſon was at furtheſt diſtance from his 
Latter-end; eſpecially if the ſullereth as a Malefactor : for thongh it may be he either knoweth 
not or believet!: not that he hath an Immortal Soul, capable of eternal Happineſs or Miſery, yet 
he cannot but kaow that his Repute wall out-live hum, and when he is dead he will he yet ſpo- 
ken of, and his Relations alſo will be a little concerned in the Worlds Diſcourſes of him, may 
juftly be preſumed, not knowing of any inconvenience from falſe Diſcourſes tending to that 
<£nd, tolie for 15 and his Families and Friends Reputation. And in the fourth Caſe it is as plainz 
admitting 2 Man to believe an Eternity, and the Immortallity of the Soul in Bliſs or Miſery; 
vet if he belicveth that the neareſt way 1n his State to that- Bliſs, 1s to zell Zies for the Glory of 
God (as he is periuaded), to uphold the Reputation of the Church (the onely rrue Apoſtolick 
Church), and the true Catholich Religion, he hath all the reaſon in the World, and it is a great 
piece of his Religion, to die with a Lie in his Mouth ; that is, an highly officious Lie and lo far 
from guilt, that it becometh meritorious, The third of theſe is the Caſe of too many who are 
no profeſt Papiſt;, Some ſcores die by the Hand of the Executioner every year, boldly denying 
what muft be truc, or double the number of thera (not tainted with any ill Repnte) muft be 
perjured ; and an ealte Judgment will determine, That a double or treble number of Perſons, of 
known Integrity, are rather to be believed upon their Oaths, than balf or a third part of that 
number are, who have been ignorant and Atheiftical Perſons (of norepute) during the time of 
their Lives, dying without any ſen'e of their other Sins, of due knowledge of the Principles 
of Religion; which hath put me into ſome admiration of the Credulity of ſome amongft us, 
who w ill fo often fay of Perſons profeting our own Religion, (though they have died denying 
the Fact for whic!: they hay died) Doubrleſs they were guilty, whatever they ſaid at the Gallows ; that 
they ſhovld ſo ealiy cred'f Papfts dying If erds, contrary to the moſt evident proof; eſpecially 
conſidering, that by tae Principles ot Popery, aud the Determination of the generality of their 
DireFors of Conſciences, Vapilſts may tell Lies in an hundred Caſes, and in ſome Caſes ought to 
do it ; which is directiy cor: trary to all the Principles of that Religion which Proteſtants profeis, 
The fourth is the Cafe of Fapiſts, wao do not onely judge thor 7ocoſe Lies are no'Sins, and officious 
Lies (to lave themſclyes, without wronging others) but venial Sins 3 but pernicious Lies alſo, ſuch 
as arc to the injury of otvers, and the violation of Juſtice, in many Caſes, cither not Sins, or ver}: 
little ones, attono pretent!s by Confeſhon ; as, in caſe they do not tend to ſome notable daniage of 
ethers 3 of which I hope their Prieſts ranft be Judges. He who will read in Englih what their Di- 
vines ſay in this Caie, may find it in a Book called The Praftical Divinity of Papiſts, P. 245,249, 
And if any defire to have it from the Pens of their Divines themſelves, he ſhall find them chers 
quoted to his full ſ:ti-fattion, And if it he meritorious to lie for the Catholick. Cauſe, Lying with 
them. 7 their bor of death, {or the Credit of their Church or pretended Religion, is plainly the neareſt 
way the Malefeciors of that Religion can take to go to Heaven, But.yct when any of theſe Pera 
ſons tellor write Li-5, at ſuch a diftance from the hour of their Death, that they- have tims to 
make Confeſſion and take 45/vlution, according to their Religious Principles; they are a5 innotent as the 
Child unborn, $9 that 1 confels I have not been much affe&ed with the Writings, or pretended 
Writings, or Specches of Men of this Religion, ſome ſhort time before their Death, or in their 


dying hour; ant have had a great temptatioyupon me to think, that thoſe Proteftants who haye 


been moved at them, have been very ignorant of their Principles, or at beft too much inclinable 
to their Religion ; they wouli never clfe at that rate defame their own Religion, by denying or 
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queſtioning the truth of what hath been ſaid by thote who have been hred and lived in the Pro- 
feſhon of it, ani] credited the Romiſh Religion, by a creduity of any thing the Profcilors of that 
ſay, becaule (forſooth) they are Dying Words ; as if P7eteftaits might (1 ain ſure by their Prin- 
ciples they may not) die with Lies in their Mouths ; but Papitis {who by tlic Py inciples may, 
and perhaps ought) may not do the ſame. But among ali toe 1: notorious 5þans of this na- 
ture, there hath been none fo foul and impudent as that which we nave ina late Pamphice entity 
led, The Confeſſion of Edward Fitz-Harys Eſq: written with his co#n Hand, and delivered to Dr .Hawkins 
Miniſter in the Tower, 1, July, 1681. being the day of his Execution, 
I muſt confels, 1 have often wondred that the Magiſtrates. of this Noble City, being Men of 10 
Front Loyalty and Integrity,and who haye lately been rcfledted on for [uftering Panphters with il Re- 

exions to His Majeſty to be printed and ſold, have not before this time bound over to the Scfhons 
the Publiſhers of that impudent Pamphlet, which retic&s upon His Majeſty to a degree beyond 
any Pamphlct that I have met with, and ſucha one as no good Subied ought to have patience for. 
For, conſidering that the Trial and Erection of that wretched Villzin were both dirccted by His 
Majeſty, he muſt have entertained molt vile Thoughts of His Majeſty, that can believe Firz- Harys, 
ſaying, As to the Crimes for which I die, | was no further concerned in the Libel, than as EM- 
PLOYED to give the King notice of what Libels and other Accuſations were againſt him 3 and to this 
intent, and no other, 1 endeavoured to get this Libe!. This he repeats again in his Speech at his Exc- 
cution ; and he further tells the Reader, Mrs. 1/:{ was ſhe by whoſe Hands he conveyed ſuch 
Libels, and he was taken with this Libel while he was going to my Lord Clarendon or Hyde. Can 
any who hath one dram in him either of LZoya/ry or Reaſon, believe this ? And will not all the 
World both admire the Loyalty, Reaſon, or Policy of him who was the Man-Midwife to this ſpurious 
Pamphlet, and the Sponſor tor it too ? 

After ſuch an avowed Piece of Villany and Falſhood as this, is it at. all to be admired, that ht 
ſaith againſt my Lord Howard, or indeed any other ? All which may be reaſonably preſumed as 
true, as that he had no other concern in the Libel than what he mentioneth : for, if he had no concern 
in tke-firſt compoſing of it, or adding to it, or dilperfing of it, they muſt have ftrange Appre- 
henfions of their Sovercign, that will think he ſhonld for a Picce of Loyalty and, Serwice, direct 
this Man's Tryal and Execution, He who can believe this, may cafily beheve what he ſaith elſe, 
which cannot reaſonably be thought to be more true than this idle and ſcandalous Story, having 
as much, yea more, the Emphaſis of Dying IPords (tor it 1s repeated at his Exccution again) than 
any thing clſc he ſaid, But it is evident, that hz who drew up that Paper, had a thouſand times 
more regard to the Reputation of a Roman Catholick, and the Reputation of the Church and Reli- 
gion of Rome, than to the Reputation and Honuur of His Sacred Majeſty, His moſt Henourable 'Coun- 
cil, and the Reverend Judges: And thole that publiſh or vouch it, fall not much leſs under the 
ſame ſuſpicion. 

What Ever rd is, or what Parts he hath to fit him to draw Libels, I cannot tell; but it is not 
probable that the King, or His Honourable Council, or His Judges, believed a word of what hc 
faith, That he had the Libel from Everard; for then Everard, in ttead of being pardoned, and u(ed 
as a Witneſs, had doubtleſs been indifted and proſecuted as the Principal, in as foul a piece of 
Villany as ever was atted upon an Engliſh Theatre. For it had been the higheſt Injuſtice imaginable, 


to have proceeded ſo ſeverely againft an Acceffary, (yea, no Accclary, if what he ſaid before of 


his Employ be true) and to have let the Principal go free, 

For what he ſaith of my Lord Howard, 1 ſhall leave it to time to diſcover the tri.th or falſhnod 
of it ; but 1t is all prefaced with ſuch an apparent Lie as he had juſt before told aborit the Livel, 
and his onely concern in it, Admit my Lord Howard had had or known of fuch a Lefhign as he 
mentions, 1t 1s hard to imagine what could move him to communicate it-to \uch a Fellow, who as 
he lived upon others Trenchers, and was not likely to have advantaged it by his Purſe: ſo having, 
never riſen higher in Military Aﬀairs than an ordinary Captain or Enfign (in which Employ I» 
famous Military Exploits are yet to be made known to the World too) it is as hard to conceive 
how he could advantage it by his Arms or Intereſt; ſo as we that live abroad in the World can- 
not fancy my Lord Howard ſhould communicate iuch things to him, unleſs his LorCjhiip had a mind 
to capacitate a Witneſs or two to take away his Life, of which I never heard that his Lordſhip 
had reaſon to be weary, 

His next Paragraph ſufficiently refle(ts upon our two Sheriffs. Men known to all the City to 
be Men of Integrity and Truth : He faith they came to him in Newgate (that is, March 15. for 
aſter that they ſaw him not, he was the next day removed to the Tower ,) he faith. They to! 44m 
that he was to be tried within three or four days [ that muſt be at fartheſt by March 14.] That the Pec- 
ple mould Proſecute him, and the Parliament would Impeach bim, Within a few Lines aſter, he laith, 
The Sheriffs brought Inſtru@ions, which they ſaid came from the Lords and Commons, who met that day in. 
or der to Addreſs to the King on his behalf, if be ſhould confirm the Inſtruions. Fitz-Havrys couid not 
but know, that the Parliament was Proclaimed to meet at Oxford, March 21. The Sheriffs came 
to him the Tenth of March, to inform him he would be Tried by the Fonrteenth of March, - 17 
that not at the Suit of the King (which might have been true), but at the Proſecution of the P c- 
pie, upon the Impeachment of the Commons, which could not poſſibly be till March 24, or 2+. 
For they met but the 21. and two or three days muſt at leaft be allowed them ty {wear their 
Members, and ſettle their Great Committees, before they could think of lmpeachments. Now 
is it not likely that the Sherifls ſhould te!l him a Story which himſelf could not but know was 
impothhble, and they muſt know was no lets than a moſt impudent Lie ? 

In the next place he refle&s upon our Renopred Recorder He brings him in fivearing, Gods- 
wounds, hai were you ever but a Rogue? Let all who ever converſed with Sir Geerge ti ftifie, whe- 
ther he be a Perſon ever uſed his Tongue to {uch a Diale&: 1t is not very proh2hle that his ftrit 
Oath ſhould be Gods-pounds, eſpecially to a Priſoner, and upon no further Provocation than the 
Paper mentioneth, | | 

The lntegrity of Sir Robert Clayton: anil Sir Geor ge Treby is too well knov'n, for any but Papiſts to 
believe they would either of then ſollicit ot ſubbaen Men againſt the Duke, and the Lords Bel- 
lafis, 4runde!, and Powis ; beſtes that Sir George Treby knew ſo much of what was depoſed before 
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the Committee of Secrefie, that he conl:1. not bur know, that againft the Lords in the Tower there 
was no need of ſuch Arts for Witneflzs, more than againit Lord Stafford, if his Conſcience 
would have diſpenſed with ſuch Villany. TT 

But the impudent Author of that P.phiet will not aJow Sir George the Diſccetion of. an ordina- 
ry Petti-Conftable ; for (if any body would believe h:m) either Sir George, or my Lord Shaftsbury 
(who, by the way, was not in Newgate with him} ſaid to him, You bow more of theſe Matters tha: 
any Man. Then he addeth, Sir Gesrge would h.ve had me ſpeak to the Conſult, That the Duke was a! 
it, the Lords Arundel, Bzllatis, and Powis were at it; you bave ſeen them go to it at St, Jameſes, with- 
out doubt they were there: DO 70U BUT $47 IT, WE HAVE THCSE THAT IFILL SWEAR IT. 
Sir George is a Perſon not onely of known Integr.ty, but alſo Skill in the Laws, and is looked 
upon as a Perfon not ordinarily verſed in Men. Would any filly. Conſtable of a Parifh have {po- 
ken this Language to one that had been his Priſoner ? Or was there ever any ſuch Intimacy be- 
twixt Fitz-Harys and Sir George, 2s he could be preſumed to have thus expoſed his Honour and 
Repntation to him ? Or could Sir Geerge {had he been never {o viciouſly diſpoſed) have ſuch a 
confidence in a Villain, who but a day or tivo before had been accuſed of High-Treaſun by Sir 
William Waller, &c? If ever the Popiſh F:dion were infatuated in any thing, it certainly was in 
this, in publiſhing to the World a Story, which if any credulous Fool could imagine the leaſt truth 
in, yet a Man of the leaſt ſenſe muſt Judge it to have tuch degrees of improbability in it, 2s 4 
known Lie might hive expect 2n eater Credit to, 

For what he ſaith next, retracting what he had laid about Sir Edmondbury Godfrey's Murther, 
and the Earl of D:nby, 15. it might have obtained lame credit with ſome, had not it been known, 
that Sir Edmondbury was certainly murthered in Somerſet-houſe 3 and that befides the ahundant 
Evidence of certain Papiſts murthering him, it is moſt certain alſo, that thoſe of that Religion 
were thoſe who raiſed the Reports, That he was alive, and gone to marry Mrs. Offlet : Then, That he 
was a melancholy Man, and h.1d murthered binſelf : And had they not lately found out one to witneſs 
he cut bim down, with ahundance of mote Circumſtances of that nature ? Though what Conſults 
and D#liberations were previous to it, 1 know not of any that diſcoyered, till Firz-Harys appear'd : 
And for his ſaying now, He was ju? pon it, he ſhould have done well to have ſaid by whom; for 
certain it is, that what he ſaid of this nature was in Weſtminſter- ball, at his Arraignment, many 
Weeks after the Recorder, or Sr Rob-rt Clayton, or the Sheriffs had ſpoke to him. In his Examina- 
tion before Sir George Treby and Sir Robert Clayton, 10 March, he ſaid no more than that De Puy 
told him, That that Mwther wits conſult2a at Windlor 3; and that in A4ppil, 1680, Kelly told him at 
Calais, That he was one of the Per (ons concerned in the Murther, and that the ſame was done much in man- 
ner as Prance had related it, After that time.he could not be put upon if by any that went to 
him to Newpate. 

For the Earl of D.:nby, beſides the R-flexion cat upon him by the Narrative of Mr. Chr iBopher 
Kirkby, which 1ells vs, That upon Augyt 12, Mr. Kirkby preſented His Majeſty with the Firft 
Diſcovery, bronght him by Dr, Tozge, who reterred Mr, Kirkby to the Ear! of Danby, ordering 
Dr. Tonge and Mr, Kirkby to wait on the Earl the next Morning, 4:guf 14, which they did ; but 
nothing was done in it, nor a Perſon apprehended of fix Weeks after, and that upon another 
Information, given in to S1r Edmondbury Godfrey, Sept. 6, Sir Edmondbury Godfrey read not the In- 
formation, as appears by the Narrative, it having been Three Weeks before delivered to the 
Earl of Danby. September 28. (ſaith that Narrative) was the firſt time Sir Edmondbury Godfrey read 
the Informations, when alſo he took the Copy of them; then began the Proſecution, full Six 
Weeks after the Earl of Dany firſt had t1em,: This begat in ſome, ſeme hard thoughts of the 
Earl; but yet ſo free was the Proteſtant Party from charging the Farl of Danby with that Guilt, 
that when a Sheet of Paper came out, called, Reflexions on the Exr! of Danly, with reference to that 
Murther, a Vindication of him from that Charge was alſo publiſhed, by him that put vuc Mr.irk- 
by's Narrative, and ordinarily ſold with it: many ſober Perſons apprehending, that the Deſign 
of that Paper refleQing on his Lordſhip was meerly Popiſh, that the Papifts by it might throw on 
the Earl the Odium of that Murther. Though it was true, the Publiſher of that Paper ſeemed 
not to anſwer all that was in the Pper of Reflexions * for though it ſufficiently vindicates the Eark 
from any Capacity of Concea/ment of Treaſon, His Majeſty having had the firſt Information, and 
giving the Earl the Informations Drought to him 3 yet others thonght it did not vindicate hint 
from the Non-proſec:tion of the Informations from Aupgvyſi i 4. tO Seprembh, 28, and not proſecuting it 
then until Sir Edmendbyy Godfrey had received the fame Informat:ons, and given them in to the 
Council, keeping a Copy of them: And many wondred that there was nothing ſaid to what 
was ſuggeſted in that Paper, That Sir Edmendbury Godfrey {ined at the Earl of Danby's that day in 
which he was murthered : and that none is yet diſcovered who Jaw him that Afternoon, after he 
had been in Mr. C//7::n's Company {who was my lord of Banbys Gentleman) till he was murther- 
ed. Bur it ſufficiently appears how little any confiderable Proteftants judged my Lord of Danby 
concerned in that matter, till F73-Harys himſelf difcovered what he here retrafts. Here any 
may judge how likely he w2s to he put upon it, unites it. were by his Confeſer, who might have a 
great mind to take the 0471 of that foul AQ from off their Church or Party, 

He ſaith further, 4»4 whit! | ſaid concerning Fitz-Patrick wa; forced out of me, and what 1 ſaid 
concerning him is nc! +1140, This looks fo like an Interpolation of a Popifh Prieft (to clear their 
Church), as it is har! poſhble any ſhovld helieve it to be any other. Who charged Fitz- Patrick? 
or thought him more concerned in this Plot than moſt of their Prieſts, till Fitz-Harys firſt fained 
his Reputation ? How then conll any dody force an Accufation of him out of him ? 

Nor doth his further c!l:ng of God and all vis Angels to witneſs the Truth of what he ſaid; or his 
renouncing Mercy at th» þ:n.'s of God Almighty, at all contribute to the Credit of what he ſaid; For there 
are ſeveral Lies in it, evident to all our Fngliſh World ; and thoſe kind of Appeals and Atteſta- 
ti9ns, where the Vatter is fo, fignifie nothing, but that. ſuch of that Religion as uſe them are 
£iheifts as well as P zpiſts, or have a great confidence in their Confeſors 4bſolutions after ſuch Con- 
f-ſhons : And it may be, to give ſonte due tg for Confefkon and  Abſelution after ſuch notorious 
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things, it is of late that they have rather choten to write ſomething aforehant, than to ſpeak 
much at the Hour of the Execution. ire

It much affeQts ſome credulous Perſons, that i in the beginning of his. Confeſſion, declareth, 
That he doth profeſs and declare bis Religion in the general to be that which hath been truly and anciently 
delivered in the Four firſt General Councils ; and in particular, my Belief is that true Faith of a Chri- 
ftian briefly contained in thoſe Three Creeds commonly called The Apoſtles Creed; St. Athanafius's, ard 
The Nicene Creed. And1 die a Member, and in the Communion of Chrift”s Holy Catholick Church, 
hoping for Mercy through the alone Merits of the Paſſion of our Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chrift, 

Whether Fz-Harys was of Parts enough to draw up this Confeſſion himlelf, or who drew it 
for him, I cannot tell; ſure I am, it was drawn with ſubtlety enough, and 1 fear with more 
ſubtlety than ſincerity. The Defign I perceive is to leave us in the dark, as to making any judg- 
ment whether he died a Proteſtant or a Papiſt, That he did not die a 44% org Diſenter is evident 
enough; for although any of them would at their death have profeſted their hope for Mercy 
through the alone Merits of Feſus Chriſt, and alſo have agreed to the Articles of Faith exprefied in the 
Three Creeds ; yet none of them would (eſpecially having not read the Four firft General Councils) 
dying, have declared their Faith at adventures, according to what they Decreed ; nor admitted 
any General in this Caſe, but the Dodrine contained in Holy Writ. $0 as the Scuffle about this Mar's 
Bones muſt be betwixt Dr. Hawkins and the Romiſh Prieſts ; the one on the behalf of the Church of 
England, the other on the behalf of the Church of Rome: nor dare I determine who hath the 
Right, For, both Papifts and knowing Proteſtants are agreed in the DoQtrine contained in the 
Three Creeds 3 both Parties will own a Communion of Chriſt's Holy Catholick Church ; both of 
them will declre their hope for Mercy through the Merits of Feſus Chriſt : The Word [ alone} is all the 
Papift will ſtumble at ; and, when they come to die, they will, in conformity to their great Car- 
inal Bellarmine, own that too, as the ſafeſt, So as nothing appears from this Paragraph (too 
{ubtlely drawn for a Soldier of Fortune to be indeed the Author of the Draught) but Fitz-Harys 
might die a Pap?ft or a Proteſtant. 

But though I believe this Confeſhon calculated for the purpoſe to give credit to a Proteſtant 
Plot, yet it will not reach the End; for in the firft Words of his Examination, taken before 
Sir George Treby and Sir Robert Clayton, May 10. 1681. he faith, That be was born in Ireland, and is 
the Son of Sir Edward Fitz-Harys; and that he was bred, and is a Roman Catholick, So that while he 
was a Plotter, we are ſure he was a Papiſt, from his own Confeſſion ; and it is not likely he was 
any other when he told ſo many Lies for the Credit of the Roman Catholick Cauſe, as he hath 
done in his Confeſſion. Let them that defire ſuch a Member of their Church, rejoyce in his 

 Memary. 

That which is moſt to be admired is, to ſee the Midwifery of a Do@or of the Church of Eng- 
fand to this Monſter (if net Baſtard), and the yarious Arts exprefled in his Atteſtation, to pur- 
ſuade the World that the Contents are true. He tells us, he was perfely by bim firſt convinced 
that there was 70 hopes of Life for him; (ſo as hedid it not, it ſeems, to ſave his Life.) Indeed 
he might have been perfealy convinced of this long fince : The Commons in Parliament could 
not do it 3 for as they had Impeached him, ſo they were bound in Honour to make their Charge 
£00d, The Lords were not like to have found ſo notorious a Malefaftor Not guilty 3 and his 
dying Reflexions upon His Majeſty let all theWorld ſee,he could have no hope of Mercy from him. 
But what his Wife might, from ſome Suggeſtions of Perſons of her own Sex, perſuade him, 
whoknows ? And therefore how Dr. Hawkins could affure the World he was ſo perfe4ly convinced 
there was no hope of Mercy for bim, I cannot tell, I much leſs underſtand to what purpoſe the 
ſame DoQtor tells us of his reeling dopn and proteſting the truth of ſeveral Paragraphs, unleſs it 
were to induce the World to belieye he ſpoke zruth3 when it is impoſhble any ſhould belieye it, 
that hath any reverent or indeed decent thoughts of His Majeſty, or that will not believe His 
Majeſties Privy-Council and Miniſters of Juſtice ſo unrighteous, as to puniſh the Acceſſary, and let the 

rincipal go free ; nay, ſo ſeverely to puniſh one that vvas no Acceſary, but a Servant to His Ma- 
jefty, and that by the appointment of ſome, firſt to get, then to acquaint His Majeſty vvith Se= 
ditious and Treaſonable Libels, for vyhat he did in that Service : Or vvho vyill not believe Sir 
George Treby and Sir Robert Clayton, and both the Sheriffs at London, got onely egregiouſly yyicked, 
but every vvhit as raſh and vveak, and very unfit fer ſo great Truſts. He that can get leave of 
his Reaſon to believe all theſe things, may believe Fitz-Harys's Confeſſion: But he that cannot, 
may ſee reaſon to adore, and to he thankful for the good Providence of God, in ſuffering ſuch a 
Villain for ever to defame Dying Words of Papiſts, and to diſabuſe a company of poor credulous 
Souls, yvho have had ſo mnch Faith to ſpare for their Sh2ms, upon this ſingle account, becauſe 
they vvere the Words of Dying Men. That vvhen Gavar's Lie, in his Dying Speech, about. the One 
Mariana amongſt the Feſuits that had held it lavyful for private Perſons to kill the King, vvhen it is 
knovvn it is the ayoyyed Dottrine of multitudes of them in their Printed Rooks, vyould not 
convince people, it being onely yyhat Learned Men could by Reading find to bea Lie in a Dying 
Mouth ; nor my Lord Staford's Denial of his knovvledge of Turberwill, vwhen the contrary after- 
vvards vvas made appear by multitudes of Depoſitions printed by Smith; People might at laſt have 
ſo plentiful a Proof of the falſhood of their Dying ors, as ordinary Perſons might under- 
ſtand, and none of any reaſonable modeſty could deny. - And hovv he vvho hath taken ſuch 
pains to atteſt-the moſt impudent Libel ever printed, yvill for it acquit himſelf to His moſt $a4- 

' cred Majeſty, to'the whole Nation, and particularly to thoſe worthy Patriots vvho are fo abuſed in it, 

vvill be his, not my Concern to ftudy. He yyho obſeryed Fitz-Harys's Demeanour. from the firſt 
to the laſt, could not but diſcern him, after his firſt Apprehenfion, ready to ſay, deny, affirm, or

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Felate the whole Diſcourſe, asif he had known nothing thereof: which done, the grave 
Doctor began to uſe many Spiritual and Comfortable Words; and in the enqd, uttered (if 
1 may ſo term it). theſe Prophetical 'Speeches: Be cf good Chear (ſaid he} your Son 55 
and jhall be very well : And cor.cerning h1s Tooth, aſſure your ſelf, it doth fere-1ell, that be ſha 
Travel further than the Queen hath any Land, . and as the length, return again 19 the unſpeak- 
able Foy and Comfort of all that love him. 

Theſe words of the Door were often Rehearſed in the hearing of many (long before 
his going over the Sea) by his Mother; the, Effect of which ſaying, I leave the Indiffcrenc 
Reader to conſider, whether it be not alcogether accompliſhed, and whether his Glorious 
Martyrdome, and great Courage in the ſame, (foreſhewed by his Tooth,) was not a com- 
fort to all that loved or favoured the Catholick cauſe ; but let us return to our infant, who 
until he was two ycars old, had the ſame Tooth in his Head ; but then he lott it, agd it 
vaniſhed away without pain, trouble, or any advertiſement. 

And here endeth the moſt wonderful, and remarkable Hiſtory of the Miracle of the Fair 
Tooth, which dath certainly tend very much to the Comfort and Edification of the Ideets of the 
Infallible Church. at ler us preceed, flill in the Authors own words, 

With no leſs Admiration may I report unto you his 4dmirable ripeneſs and Gravity eveft 
in his Infancy, who was never delighted with Childiſh plays, or any thing that might 
ſeem Toyiſh ; No, he would never be inticed to play at any time with like Aged Children, 
bur loved greatly to behold the Heavens ; and therefore he uſually went in tte Evening, 
to delight himſelf with the fight of the Skies, bedecked with Stars; And on a timein 
theſe his tender years, going forth at night, according tohis Cuitome, this ſtrange Specta- 
cle appeared to him in the Air; he ſaw, as it were, Armed men witn Weapons,. Killing 
and Murthering others that were Difarmed, and altogether deſtitute of like Furnicures 
and preat ſtore of blood, running every where about them: This ſtrange ſight, pur the 
Child into a great ſear, which cauſed him to run in haſtily to tell bis Mother, (being then 
a Widdow) what he had ſeen ; and ſhe preſently went forth with three or four of her Neigh- 
bours, who that night had ſupped with her ; and they were all Eye-witneſles of the ſame 
Spectacle. Thus much 1 my ſelf have heard them Report, who alfo attirmed, that my ſelf 
was then preſent.; buc being very young, I cannot remember it. This happened in the 
beginning of our Chiefeſt perſecution, not long before the glorious death of Blefed Father 
Campan, and the reſt, 

Our Young Saint growing further in years, he became Page to a Catholick Gentleman, 
one Mr Richard Sherwood ; This Gentleman at firſt, had a watchfull eye over his new Ser. 
vant in all his Actions, becauſe he knew all his Friends to be earneſt Proteſtants ; but in 
ſhort time he found him fo faithfull, that he began to deal with him touching Religion, and 
the Salvation of his Soul ; and perceiving him Tractable, capable and willing to hear, he 
ſo far inſtruRed him, that at length the youth earneſtly deſired to be Reconciled, and made 
a Member of the Catholick Church, from which he promiſed he would never ſerve, Af- 
ter a while, his Maſter being Reſolved to forſake the Realm, and Turn Monk, he deter- 
mined to place his man (now about Seventeen years of age) with ſome one of his Ac- 
quaintance, leſt perhaps he ſhould return, not without ſome danger of his Soul, to his own 
Friends, who were Proteſtants. | 

This his purpoſe he diſcloſed to his man Edmwrd, with good Counſel and perſwaſi- 
on, to remain firm in his Faith, and Religion: But when our Youth underſtood his Maſters 
Reſolution, he was much diſturb'd at it, and defir'd his Matter he might go with him; 
the good Gentleman, to try his Ability, told him, 1: was ;mpoſſible; to which, Edmund 
replyed, Alas! and is it impoſſible! ſhall my Native Soyl reſtrain free-wil, cr home-made 
Laws alter devout Reſolutions? am I not young ? cannot I ſtudy * Aay I not in time get 
what you have gotten? Learning for a Schollar, yea Virtue for a Pricſt pcrhaps, and ſo 
cbtain that for which you are now ready. His maſter unwilling to diſcourage him any 
longer, took him with him, and ſetled him at Rhezms under Cardinal Al, 

Afterwards coming to twenty three years of Age, he was made Prieit; where he 
imprinted in the Hearts of his Collegian Fellows, an everlaſting memory of him, for 
his extraordinary pious and comely behaviour in Celebrating Maſs at the Altar; and 
though he was by Nature affable and merry ; yet before and after Maſs, he was ſel- 
dom or never ſeen, for the ſpice of one whole hour to laugh, play, or ſpend any time 
in talk. 

Long had not our Vertuous Prieſt been Inveſted with Holy Orders, but that Ap- 
poſtolical faculties were given him; and ſo with ſome others he was ſent for England, 
and Landed at Wiztby in Yorkſhire, and from thence came to Londen; and the ſame 
night on which he came tothe City, he repaired to a Catholicks Houſe in #7-1vo777, where

he found a very Virtuous and godly Prieft: after ſome common Diſcourſe, they gan . 
to Confer touching the Offering of the dreadful Sacrifice, whete they might ſerve 
God together ' the next day, and ſay Maſs; at length, they concluded to fay their 
Mattins together, and Cclebrate the. next morning at Mr, Swithez Wells Houſe in up- 
per Holbourn; and being come together accordingly, behold, when he was even atthe 
'Canſecration of the holy Body and Blood of our Saviour, one Mr. Top«/ift, with other 
Officers knockt at the Dore ; which ſudden noiſe Alruck fear and Terrour into the Hearts 
of all that were preſent; but the good Prieits, with the relt, aroſe from their Devo- 
tions, and drawing out their Weapons (as St. Perer did to defend our Saviour) were rea- 
dy at the Chamber dore when their Enemies had burſt it open, bidding them ſtand, 
not ſuffering any one of them to enter till the Prieſt had finjſhicd his Mats; at which 
time, two that were at Maſs, ſeeing the Officers would not ftay, one of them threw 
Mr. Topclife down Stairs, while Mr, Plaſden having appointed the reſt to keep the 
Dore, went to the Altar and bad the good Prieſt go forward without fear, and finiſh 
his Maſs, to the greater glory of God and honour of all his Saints: and after return 
ning to the door, he eſpied Mr. Topc/ift haftning up ſtairs with a broken head, and 
fearing he would have raiſed the whole ſtreet for help, the more to pacify him, ſeeing 
- no means to eſcape, he told him ghat he ſhould come in preſently, and they would all 
yeild, which they did accordingly; for no ſooner was the Maſs ended, but he with 
the reſt ruſhed in, and took Mr. Gennings and all the reſt, Men and Women, with 
Church-ſtuff, Books, and Beads, and-all they could find; They carried them all to 
Newgate, and were not aſhamed to lead Mr. Gennings through the ſtreets in his Prieſt- 
ly Veltments, to make him a laughing - itock to the beholders; and he, with about ten 
more were Commited cloſe Priſoners to Newgate; and a while after were Indicted and 
Arraigned at the Old Bayly for High Treaſon; and here the Judges laughing at Mr. 
Gennings told him, he was more fit in his Frieſtly Attire to be preſented to the Queen, 
for a jeſter, than to a Nun for a Confeſſor ; moreover, they moſt ſlnderouſly affir- 
med, that it was Impoſſible for him (being a young man fair and fine, and as they 
termed him, frolick) not to break the Bands of Vowed Chaltiry, by being naughr 
with thoſe Beautiful young Women, with whom he had daily Converſe ; but he took 
all things patiently, knowing he Merited very highly thereby. To be brief, the Verdit 
was given up, and ,the Prieſts were all found guilty of High Trafon, for returning in- 
to the Realm, contraty to the Law provided in that behalf; and Sentence of Death 
was pronounced againſt them, that they ſhould all die at Tyburn, except Mr. Gennings 
and Mr, Wells, who were boti to be Executed before Mr. Wells his own dore jn Grays- 
Inn-fields. Then the Judges began to perſwade them being Condemned) by all means poſ- 
ſible they could, to conform themſelves to the preſent Froteitant Religion, by going to 
their Churches and Service; but they affirmed ſtoutly, they would live and die in the 
Roman and Catholick Doctrine. 

When the happy hour of his paſſion was come, the reſt of the Priſoners Executed ar 
Tyburn,and he was brought in a ſled to the place appointed. and being put upon the Ladder, 
many queſtions were asked him, he was a while after turned of the Ladder, and 
in a little time cut down; he was ſo ſenſible (if it be not a lie) when he was diſmem- 
bred, that he crycd, Oh zt ſmarts, Which Mr Wels hearing, replyed thus, Alas ſweet 
Soul, thy pain is great indeed, but almoſt paſt : pray for me now moſt Holy Saint, that mine 
may come, He bcing ript up, and his bowels caſt into the Fire, if we may believe the 
Hangman himſelf, and Hundreds of People ſtanding by), the bleſſed Martyr uttered (his 
heart being in the Executioners hand) theſe words, Santte Gregors ora pro me, that is, Ho- 
ly Gregory pray for me ; which the Hangman hearing, with open mouth ſwore rhis damna- 
ble Oath, Gods Wounds, ſee his heart is in my hand, and Gregory in his mouth, Oh Egregious 
Papiſt : Thus the afflicted Martyr, even to the laſt of his Torments, cryed for the Ayd and 
ſuccour of Saints; and eſpecially of Saint Gregory, his devoted Patron, and our Countreys 
Apoſtle; that by his Interceſſion, he might paſs the ſharpneſs of his Torment : bur now be- 
hold a Miracle ; among many Proteſtants thar came to view the body when it was quar- 
tered, there were many Catholicks alſo ; and among the reſt, a'Virgin who had wholly De- 
dicated her ſelf to the ſervice of God ; ſhe being deſirous to be partaker of ſo great a 
merit, and to get {if poſſible.) ſome little part or parcel of his ſacred Fleſh, or Guiltleſs 
Blood poured on the Ground, to keep as a perpetual Relique, for her private Devotion, 
uſed all diligence to draw near to the Gibbet, that ſhe might obtain her deſire; but ſee. 
ing her ſelf fruſtrated of all.in that kind, through the Preſs of People, and alfo through the 
danger of being diſcovered; Devotion being her Guide, ſhe followed his Quar-

The Court that does commit is Superior to this Court, and 
therefore it the contempt had been particularly ſhewn of what Judg- 
ment ſoever this Court {hould have been as to the contempt, yet they

The Fudzes in no Age have taken upon them the Judgment of what 
is Lex Q confuetudo Parltamenti ; but here the Attempt 1s to engagethe 
Judges to give their Opinion in a matter. whereof they might have 
refuſed «to have given it. If it had been demanded in- Parlia- 
ment, 'tis true, if a.Writ be brought where Priviledge is pleaded, the 
Court ought to judge of it as an Incident ro the Suit whereof the Courr 
was polleſs'd; but this will be no wartant for this Gourtto-aflume a 
Judgment of an original Matter arifing in Parliament, and that which is 
{aid of the Fudges power to expound Statutes, cannot be denied. 

Bur it is not applicable to this Caſe by the ſame reaſon that this com- 
mitment is queſtioned, every commitment of the Houſe of Commons 
may be likewiſe queſtioned in this Court. Ir is obje&ed, that there 
would bc a failure of Juſtice if the Earl ſhould not be ditcharged ; bur the 
contrary is true ; for, if he be. diſcharged, there would be a failure of 
Tuſtice for Offences in Parhament, and therefore the Earl would: be dif- 
charged from all manner of puniſhment for his Offence; it he be diſchar- 
cd (tor he mult be diſcharged or remanded; tor the Court cannot Bail 
but where they have Furisdiftion bf the Mitter) and ſo delivered out of 
the Hands'of the Lords, whoonly have power to puniſh him... 

It is objected. that the contempt is not-ſaid to be committed in the 
Houſe of :Peers, bur it may well be intended to be commitred'there ; for 
it appears he is a Member of that Houie, 'arid that the contempt. was a- 
gainſt the Houſe; and beſides, there are contemprs whereof thgy have 
Cogniſance though they are Commitrred our of the Houle, it i& Obje&ted 
that tis poſſible this Contempt was Committed before 'the General Par-

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don but ſurely ſuch Injuſtice ſhall not be ſuppoſed in the Supream Court, and it 
may. well be ſuppoſed to be Committed, during the Seſſion in which the Com-

It would begreat difficulty for the Lords tomake their Commitments ſo exa& 
and particular when they are Imployed in the 4rdvous Aﬀairs of the Realm, and 
it has. been adjudged on a return out of Chaxcery, of a Ccmmitment for a Con- 
tempt againſt a Decree that it was good, and yer the Decree was not ſhown. 

The Linnitation of the Impriſonmenr is well, for if the King or the Houle de- 
termine their Pleaſure, he ſhall be diſcharged, for then tis not the pleaſure of both, 
that he ſhould be detained, and the Addition of thoſe words during the pleaſure, 
15 nv more then was before Implied by the Law, for it thoſe words had been O- 
mitted, yet the King might have pardoned the Contempt if he had but Expreſt 
his pleaſure under the Broad Seal. It a Judgment be given in this Court, that 
one {hall be Impriſoned during the Kings plealure ; his pleaſure ought to be De- 
termined by Pardon, and not by any Attof this Court, ſo that the King would 
tiave no prejudice by the Impriſonment of a great Minitter, beeauſe he could dif. 
charge him by a Pardon the double Limitatior is for the Benefit of the Priſoner 
| who ought not to complain of the duration of his Imprifonment, ſince he has neg- 
le&ed to make Application for his Diſcharge in an orderly way. 

I Contels by the Determination of the Seſſion, the orders made the ſame Seflion 
are Diſcharged,but I ſhall not affirm whether this preſent Order will be Diſcharg- 
ed or no,becaulc jt is a Judgment.But this is not the preſent Caſe, for the Seſſion 
continues notwithſtandingthe Royal Aﬀent given to ſeveral Bills, according to the 
On Cook and all the Judges. Hutton. 61.and 62, Every Provilo in an Act 
of Parliament is not a Determination of what was the Law betore ; for they are 
often added for the SatisfaQtion of thoſe that are Ignorant of the Law. 

Solicito2 Gen, - To the ſame effeR, in the great Caſe of Mr. Seder, 5 Cay, 1: 
the warrant was for notableContempts committed againſt us and our Government, 
and ſtirring up Sedition ; and although that be almoſt as general as that 1n our 
Caſe, yet no ObjeQion was made to 1t for that cauſe in 2ny of the Arguments, 
Ruſhworths Colleftions 18 & 19. in the Appendix. But I agree that this Return 
could not /have beeg maintained if it were out of an inier;our Court, but du- 
ring the Seffion this Court can take no Cognizance of the Matter, and the Incon- 
venience would be great if the Law were taken otherwiſe ; tor this Court might 
Judge one way, and the Houſe of Peers another : which doubileis would not be 
tor 8 Advantage and Benefit of the SubjeQ, For the avoiding of this Miſchief, 
It was dgreed by the whole Court in the Caſe of Barzardiffon and Somes, that the 
Accord tor the double Return could not be brought in this Court until the Par/ia- 
ment had determined the Right of EleQion, left there ſhould be a difference be- 
tween the Judgments of the Courts. | 

When a Judgmeat of the Lords comes to this Court, though it be of a Rever- 
ſal of a Judgment of this Court, the Court is obliged ro execute it, but their 
Judgment was never examined or correQted here. In the Caſe-of the Lord 77o/lzs, 
it was Reſolved that this Court had no Juriſdition of a Miſdemeanor commit- 
ted in Parliament, when the Parliament is determined, the Judges are the Expoſli- 
tors of the AQts, and are intruſted with the Lives, Liberties and Fortunes of the 
Subje&, and if the Seſſion were Determined, the Earl might apply himſelf to 
this Court for the Subje& ſhall not'be' without a place where he may reſort tor 
the Recovery. of his Liberty, but this Seſſion is'nor Determined for the moit part 
the Royal Aſent is given the laſt day, as ſaith Plouden, Partridges Calc, yet the gi- 
ving the Royal Afent, does not make it the laſt day of Parliament without a Sub- 
ſeanicns Refolution or Prerogative, and the Court Judicially takes notice of Proro- 
gation and- Adjournments of Parliament: Cro.

Habeas Corpus , but upon the whole matter being; diſcloſed, it ap- 
pcars upon the Return, that the Cauſe belongs ad aliud examen , 
they ought to remand the Party. 

Asto the Linutation of the Impriſonment, the King may de- 
cernun hs. Pleafure by a Pardon under the Great Seal of England, 
as inthe Caſe of Reinger and Flagoſſa, Plowden 20. 

As to the Exception that no Commitment is returned,the Con- 
ſtable can only ſhew what concerns himſelt, whichis the Warrant 
to him dire&ted; and the Writ does not require him to return a- 
ny thing elſe. 

As to your Exception, that he 1s otherwiſe named in the Com- 
mitment then in the Writ: The Writ requires to have the Body 
of A. Earl of S. Qzocunque nomine Cenſeatur 1n the Commut- 
rc.

8&9 as properly, and neceſſarily belong ro His Majeſties 
FS Prerogative, and the due Adminiſtration of the Go- 
vernment, as the power of Execution, which ſome- 
times is thereby more advantagiouſly ſuperſecded. 

Secondly, It is frota this unqueſtionablie Prerogative of Diſpenſing, that 
all Reſpites, Remiſlions, ſpecial Priviledges, Immunities, Indulgences, Nox 
vh/tantes, and the like, do clearly flow : Theſe being as obv1ouſly given 
without, nay, contrary to the precept of Law, as they are known every 
where to be the moſt peculiar and reſerved Marks of Soveranity. 

Thirdly, Of theſe many Laws none known to be more diſpenſable than 
ſuch as do only enjoyn an Oath, or Subſcription for the greater publick 
{:curity, in as muchas His Majeſty, Tanquam hic ſolus ſujtinens Perſonam 
et Authoritatem Civitatis,1s the only party, and conſequently according to 
the undoubted priviledg of every party in whoſe favour any Law is con- 
ceaved and made, hath as abſolutly the right of Diſpenſing, as that of 
Exacting.

1680, the Cereral of the King's Forces having notice 

chat Mr. Cameron ( that Trumpet of Sedition and Rebellion ) 
who lately emitted that moſt Treaſonable and horridly Re- 
bellious Declaration againſt the King's moſt ſacred Perſon and 
Government, was with a confiderable Party of Horſe and Foot 
in Craford-Fohn neer [Lanerick ; he unmecdiately commanded 
Sir Alexander Bruce of Earls-ball, Lieutenant to Captain Gra- 
ham of Clawerhouſe , to take his Troop and a Troop of Dra- 
goons, and go in ſearch of the Rebels. Who having diſcove- 
red Cameron and his Party, who conſiſted of one hundred men 
moſt Horſe, attaqued themſo briskly, that they were forc'd to 
retreat, and betook them to, a great Marſh or Bog, where the 
King's Horle could not come at them. Upon which Sir Ale- 
'xander Bruce commanded his Troop and Dragoons to diſmount 
and quit their Horſe , and with great Bravery charged the Re» 
bels on foot, though with great diſadvantage. And after a 
tharp Diſpute for half an hour, Cameron's Party was totally 
defeated, himſelf and fourteen of his men kill'd on the place, 
( though fighting the Battles of the-Lord, as himſelf preach'd 
ſome days before ) and fix Priſoners taken , amongſt which 
was that Notorious Murderer of the Archbiſhop of St. An- 
drews, Haxton of Rachillet; amongſt the dead were two more 
of thoſe Murderers. The Priſoners were brought hither this 
nga, together with Cameron's head , which was carried upon 
a Poll through the ſtreets by the common Hangman. And ſo

But to proceed, When Mrs. Fitz- Harris and her Maid ( for Reaſons beſt 
knawn to themſelves, and which it's to be hoped, will hereafter be better 
known ta the Nation ) were plealed to Accuſe the Lord Howard ; and when 
thereupon on S»rday the 12th Inſtant, the Lord Howard was committed to - 
the Tower, and the day after cloſely continued 3 It's not to be thought; with 
what Attention the Maſqueraders prickt up their Ears in eyery Coffee-houſe; in 

hopes to have ſure and certain Tidings of a Presbyterian Plot 5 nay, he was a 
modeſt Man that told you of but ſixteen or ſeventeen Warrants to Apprehend 
an equal number of Proteſtant Lords 3 and it was ſcarce pardonable to doubt, 
but that ſome of them did abſcond and fly away from Juſtice : As for the Lord 
Howard himſelf, they gave him up for a loſt man; becauſe, forfooth; he had 
ſach Papers ſound in his Pockets ( belides all other Evidence), as would; no 


doubt, 
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doubt, in a little time run away with his Breeches. I am apt to think indeed 
there is ſomething extraordinary in the caſe, either on the one ſide, or the

On the 20th Inſtant the Lord Howard was brought up by Habeas Corpus to 
the Kings-Bench, where he did not only make tirong Protefitons of his own 
Innocence, but to the great Grief and Atttiction of the Confpirators, He pub- 
lickly proteſied, before the Reverend Judges, and that great Audience, 1n the 
. molt Ggnificant and binding expreftions he could mike uſe of, That he knew of 
no other, nor did belicve there was any other Plot again{Fthe Government, but 
only that which was carried on by the Papiſts. So char the Of ſervator 1s yet 
at a loſs how to contrive an Intriegue to the prejudice of ſuch Proteſtants, 
whom for his own convenience he 1s pleaſed to call Faraticke. 

After all this, there was great noiſe of a clear and ſubſtantial Evidence a- 
gainſt the Lord Howard; and on the One and Twentieth Irftant, an TodiCt- 
ment was preferred againſt him to the Grat.4- jury of £dw0zton, though 
excepting the Caſe of Fitz- Harris, that of Ojworlffor (1 am 101d) has moſt 
commonly been made ute of 1n matters of this na: ure. 

The Witneſles that gave Evidence to the Jury, were ir. Swith, Mr. Eve. 
rard, Mrs. Fitz- Harris, and her Maid. And it Teſterdays Priat of the Fvi- 
dence be true, I ſ:ppoſc it will not be pretenUeo, that the Two ftrit Witnefles 
ſaid much to ſupport the Indictmem. The Account that the others give, Is 
indeed very extraordinary; for upon further Examination, they contradicted 
each other, which the Phbliſher thought good to conceal 5 2nd it's the 
firſt time that I have heard , that Mr. Fitz-Harris, a known Papiſt, was em- 
ploycd in a defign ſo much to the diſadvantage of D. I. and in favour of D. M. 

However, it's not to be thought, that any thing of moment cculd eſcape 
the obſervation of the Jury, eſpecially when afhifted with the advice of A. 
G. and S. G. who were plcaſed to favour them with their good Companies, 
for near the ſpace of Two hours (a civility that I have not heard of, till of late.) 

And yet after all that could* be faid, and a full and deliberate hearing, 
and Re-examination of Witneſſes, Fourteen in Nineteen of the Jury came to a 
Reſolution, to find Jemoramys on the Bill ; the other Five, it fecms, were under 
ſome ſcruples 3 and the Fourteen that were agrecd, prefled to have the Bill en- 
dorſed accordingly 3 but Mr. Ward (a Clerk of the Crown-Office, who at- 
tended the Jury), putting the Bill up, ard defiring to take it with him, but 
withal promiſing to bring it back to them the next Morning 3 and the Major 
part- of the Jury, being fatished, thar nothing was wanting to perfeCt their 
finding an Ignoramws, but the bare Formality of an Endorſement, which might 
quickly be diſpatch't ; They therefore conſented to an Adjournment till the 
next Morning, viz. the 22th Inſtant; and then meeting again, they called to 
Mr. Ward for the Bill, that it might be endorſed ; but 1nftead of that, Mr. 
Ward told them , the Þill was withdrawn by an Order from the Attorneys 
General ; and. the Jury apprehending this practiſe to: be of dangerous Conſe- 
quence , applied themftelves to the Court , that their Bill might be returned ; 
but there was no Rule of Court mide to that purpole, and fo the Grand-Jury 
of Edmonton was diſmiſt; but Mr. YVard was pretently after Indicted by the 
Grand-Jury of Oſwoulſtone, for his practice about the aforeſaid Þill. 

And whoever conſiders this whole Afﬀair, will find a new Argument to per- 
ſwade him, that there cannot be too much care taken im chooſing thoſe Officers 
of Juſtice, to whom the Law has entruſted the returnsof our Jurics.

E having very lately received this following Letter from Parzs, 
dated April 8th. and the News being ſomething extraordina- 
ry, we have without diminiſhing or adding any thing to it, 
given it you, as it was communicated to us; and as to the Ve- 
rity of it time will ſhortly ſhew 3, but we think it more than 

poſlible, yea, probable, that it 1s true, or at leaſt, the moſt part of it, and may 

revive the Hearts of the perſecuted Proteſtants of that and other Nations, with 
hopes, that upon the like Cauſes the like Effefts may follow; and that in ano- 
ther Ape, if not ſooner, by the Attings of this Monarch againſt the Church of 

Rome, that that great and flouriſhing Kingdom may more purely receive the Go- 

ſpel, and that a thorow Reformation may be there made, as it hapned in Erg- 

ar after the Death of our King Hexry the 8th. But as to the Letter take it as 
it follows. 


SIR, 


Received yours, @*. and in return of your many Favors, ſhall.communicate 
| freely to you the moſt eminent Occurrences I have met with. You, have 
heard, I doubt not, of the determinations of the Clergy of France concerning 
the Regalia, and of the Manifeſto of the Moſt Chriſtian King, concerning the 
Emperor, and the Princes of Germany; but ſince that, I underſtand there hath 
paſſed in the Cabal, or Cabinet Council of this King, what will ſurprize al the 
Catholicks of Exrope, 242. theſe Votes following, Firſt, That His Moſt Chriſtian 
Majeſty is defired with an hundred thouſand Horſe and Foot, to make this next 
Campaign a Deſcent. into Italy. Secondly, To reduce Rome to his Obedience. 
Thirdly, To declare himſelf Emperor of Rozze. Foutthly, To remove the Pope 
to Arignion in France, the place of their Reſidence formerly for two hundred 
Years. This I have from the beſt hand, and therefore to be credited. If His Moſt 
Chriſtian Majeſty ſhall purſue the Defigns of theſe Councellors, theſe Concluli- 
ons will aſfuredly follow. Firft; 1f his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty ſhall declate him- 
ſelf Emperor of Rome, the Emperor of Germany is but an Uſurper and Intru- 
der upon his Dominions and Rights 3 and then you may gueſs what may be the 
Conſequence.

Conſequence. Secondly ; Fhe Donation. of Conſtantive, the Conceſſions of 
Pepin and Charlemain will be refcinded and made zall to his Holineſs, and 
the moſt Chriſtian King may reſume thoſe Dominiors by them formerly granted 
to the Popes 3 and his Holineſs is anſwerable for the mean Profits ſince they have 
been held and enjoyed by the Apoftolick See. Thirdly, The Nomination or 
Appointment of the Popes, will be by his moſt Chriſtian Majelty (being Empe- 
ror) as formerly they uſed to be by the Emperor of Rexre. Fomthly, All Gene- 
ral Councils will be called by hirh, ard ro. Article or Canon (tho' of Faith) 
{hall therein paſs without his Imperial Fzat. Fifthly, All matters concerning the 
Church, will be folcly in his Majcſty to declare and determine, fo that there 
will be no more need of a Fope, than of a Sun-Dial 1n the Grave. Sixthly, His 
Holineſs being ſeated Avigrnion, Will in a ſhort time, wſtead of Chrilt's Vicar, Cor 
Supream Head of his Church on Earth) beceme a French Curate. And 1t will 
concern ſome ſerioully to contider, it that his moſt Chriſtian Majelty may not be 
tem; ted (the. better to diſabje all the Clergy of France to give any Oppoſition to 
ſo vaſt Deſigns) to ſeize vpon the Patiimony of the Gallick Church (which is 
by ſome accounted a {curth part of Frazce) as your Herry 8th. did in England.

"THE High and Vuſtrious Embaſladors of the Princes of the Empire met at 
this preſent Conterence, by Order of his Imperial Majeſty, do declare,that 
after they the ſaid Embaſiadors havirg duly deliberated on the Propoſitions deli- 
vered them as aforetaid, return this Anſwer ; 
That His Majeſty of Fraxce his deſire of conſerving the Nimeguen and Munſter 
Peace 1s vely acccptable 19 the aforeſaid Miniſters, ard that they wiſh nothing 
more; and that they will labor with all their Might the keeping thereof,hoping 
and believing, that whatever places have been poſleſled by his Majeſty of Frazce 
(fince the Treaty of N;megnern) ſhall be reſtored to its former Eſtatez and that 
due SatisfaCtion be made for Damages ſuſtained by the aforeſaid Occupation 
and that all Grievances that have been complained of (either at Ratisboxe or 
here) by any Princes, Towns, or People, ſhall be redretſed, and for the future 
forborn ; and that then any other Points inſerted in the French Propoſitions 
ſhall be farther treatcd of between the aforeſaid Deputies and the Embaſlador of 
France, with all readineſs, according to the Peace concluded at Nimeguen,e*c. and 
ratified by the whole Empire conformable to Juſtice and Equity; as alſo to the 
Power they have received from their Principlas.

{cs between him and the ſaid Baker, (all which proved of 
no effe&t ) NotwithſRtandirg the Informant can depofice upon 
Oath that the ſaid Rebels remained in the ſame Town all-night. 
drinking, at the houſe of one Richard Baths, and in the morn- 
ing were ſo drunk that their Wenches were forced to help them 
a". ay, ſo that if five or ſix Countrey-men had attempted to take 
then: with the uſe of their Clubs, they might have eaſily ac- 
conpliſhed the enterprizz, notwitaſtanding their Fire-Arms 
and Weapons. 


V. 


That after the ſaid Lieutenant Baker received intelligence 
that a certain Tcry, by name Art Mackarale, was in one Ed- 
mund O Q's houſe, the ſaid O-Qiz being Tenant to the 
Informan:s Father g and the ſaid Baker and {ome of his Soul- 
dicrs lying in ambuſh till morning about the ſaid houſe ; from 
whence then came forth the ſaid Tory , whom the Souldiers 
puriucd from the Mountain ro the Plain, where the ſaid Tory 
made his eſcape; ar which the Souldiers ſeemed much con- 
cerned and angry: in which rage they took Priſoners both 
men and women that they met with , under pretence of en- 
couraging the ſaid Tory in his flight, and thar he had given 
his Arms (as he eſcaped ) to ſome women; among the reſt 
rhe Informants nurſe was taken, and brought Pritoner to the 
Town of Dundalk: the day following being Sunday, A certain 
B.y came and inforved the Deponent, that his Nurſe was 
taken by Lieutenant Baker and his Souldiers, under the pre- 
rence aforcſaid; the ſaid Boy affirming further, chat he the 
faid Aackard/e with two more of his Companions, weredrink- 
ing at 01e Richard Baths houſe, not far diſtant from the ſaid 
Enlign Foba Smith's houſe, where the ſaid Baker had been 
h\mſeif an hour before, The Informant ſending the ſaid 
B y to fee whether the ſaid Tories tarried ſtill in the ſaid 
place, the Boy returacd with the Affirmative, and how they had 
raken ſome Gentlemen as they paſſed by z at which anſwer 
the Informant haſtcd ( in fome fury ) to the ſaid Baker ; en- 
quiring what knavery was carried on berween his Souldiers 
and Tories, and why the Informants Nurſe ſhould be derain- 
es Priſoner about the eſcape of Mackarale £ ſeeing he was all 
cay drinking near the ſaid Baker's houſe : Aﬀeer which the 
taid Baker promiſed her liberty > which he accordingly per- 
tormed, 
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That the Deponent having a Brother , by name Phele- 
my Murphy, who travelling to Dundalk , paſſed by near to the 
{aid Enſign Foh» Smith's houſe, in a certain hollow place 
where Sand and Gravel was before digged up, and who did 
he there meet but the ſaid Baker, and the foreſaid Cormucke 
Raver O-Murphy, a Rebel and proclaimed Tory, with others 
drinking hot waters and other Liquors, the ſaid Phelemy was 
fomewhat aſtonied ar firſt ſight hereof, but the leſs daunted ar the 
ſight of the ſaid Baker z who commanded the faid Phelemy to 
lighr off his horſe, and take the Bible Oath not to reveal the 
meeting of the ſaid Tory and himſelf, (who were exerciſing 
themſelves in wreſtling ) who preſſed ſo much drink on the ſaid 
Phelemy, that he was altogether uncapable to go about his bu- 
ſineſs any further, (nor return home ) therefore ſtayed all nighr 
in the Field : in the mean time his horſe went home withour 
him, where his friends immediately concluded he was ei- 
ther ſlain or drown'd, And at this time Wiliaw Murphy 
was Herdſman to the ſaid Baker, in the room of his bro- 
ther the ſaid Cormucke, who was turned Rebel and Tory: 
though *cis the Informants opinion, that had they all three been 
ſhaken together in a Bag, it would puzzle the underſtanding 
of a wiſe man to pals an impartial judgement who was moſt Re- 
bel and Tory of all the three ; whether Cormucke, or his ſaid Bro- 
ther William, or the Lieutenant himſelf: for the ſaid william 
Murphy, who was the ſaid Baker's Herdſman (as before men- 
tioned) told the Deponent and ſeveral others, chat he was as a 
faichful Meſſenger employed by the ſaid Lieucenant Baker, to 
carry Powder and Ammunition from his Maſter , for the ſup- 
ply of the Tories, |

That the Deponent was credibly informed by Xatherine 2Mi- 
cardle and ſeveral others, thar the ſaid Baker was God-father 
to the Child of Bryan Micardle , a proclaimed Tory: and 
the Informant had all other circumſtances relating co the ſaid 
Chriſtening told him, _ | 
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That Richard Bath whe lived the ſame year in the In- 
formants Pariſh (did and ) can reftific that what was reveal- 
ed to the ſaid Baker in ſecret, in order to apprehend the 
Tories that frequented the ſaid Barh's houſe; that it was 
no ſooner revealed, bur the Tories were made acquainted 
therewith, repeating Yerbatins what was delivered as matter of 
Secreſie to the ſaid Lieutenant Baker, relating to the appre- 
hending the ſaid Tories ; | which being underſtood by them , 
and that the faid Bath went about to betray them; the ſaid 
Cormucke coming to his houſe, defigned to kill him , bur the 
Picce miſſing Fire, he wade his etcape: ir was agreed on by 
the Tories ro have him hanged ar his own door; but giving 
him the liberty of taking the Oath, he folemaly ſwore on 
the Bible never ro atrempe the betraying them any more, b 
which means he was then ſpare!. This was declared to the 
Informane and Mr. william Hethrinyton , by the whole fami- 
ly of the ſaid Bath, which afterwards was related roche Duke 
of Ormond by the Informant : With many more of the like 
cranſactions in the Countrey. : 
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That the ſaid Cormucke Raver O- Murphy growing very no- 
rorious, ar length he forſook the great Rebel Redmond Han- 
ty; and by reaſon of his, dexterity in plundering and pil- 
Jaging , he became the Ring-leader of a company diſtin ro 
himſelf; and at a certain time came accompanied with two of 
his men, to the Informants Pariſh (22, ) Killevey, andplun- 
dered three Scotch-men there reſident, ( the names of which 
were civen to the Duke of Ormond by the Informant, ) theſe 
thrce men being before Tributaries to the ſaid Redmond Harn- 
loz, it being become a cuſtome for the Countrey people of 7re- 
{and to pay a certain ſum of money to the Tories for a Paſs to 
90 unmoleſted { about their neceſſary affairs ) from the reſt of 
the Gang : the ſaid three men complaining to the ſaid Redmond 
how they had been ſpoiled by the ſaid Cormucke and his com- 
pany, notwithſtanding their paying for Pafs and Protection from 
{ich invaſion ; the ſaid Hana" defired them to bave. patience, 
and to colour the matter till ſuch cime as he could rake the {aid 
Cormucke, Wo hereupon the ſaid Haxloz repaired towards. the 
place where he- knew the faid Corwucke was, and fſenc 
to. defire his company to go-glong with the ſaid Hanlon ( as 
he pretended) to take a bdbty; whic? the faid Cormucke , 
not in the. leaſt doubting, came accordingly ro meet Harley , 

| | | having 
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having no more in company bur two of his men, that had been 
at the taking of the fore- mentioned booty; bur he no ſooner 
appeared before the ſaid Ha»lon, bur he was taken ; which the 
ewo men perceiving their Captain in cuſtody, betook them to 
their heels, and one of them had made. his eſcape, had nor one 
Laghbin Hanlos, brother to the ſaid Redmond, taken a horſe 
from the Plow and purſued him, fo that he was alſo taken : 
and all three (vzz, ) the {aid Cormucke and two men were 
guarded by fourteen Tories through the Informants Pariſh to 
one Neale- Brolly's houſe, where the ſaid Flop (ent for the 
pzrſons that were robbed, and delivered them the faid Murphy, 
zzrting his two men at liberty, upon condition they would re- 
ſtore the goods aforeſaid, and withal writ a 14irtimus to the 
next Juſtice of the Peace, with the ſaid Cormucke Murphy ;, 
who iceing himſelf liable to the cenſure of the Law, contracted 
with the {aid Hazloz's brother ( before-mentioned ) ro giye him 
20 4, the week following to have his liberry, which he had ac- 
cordingly, but without any Arms or Weapons : This being 
done in the face of the Informants Pariſh, The ſaid Cormucke 
being ſer ac hiberty, provided himſelf new Arms, tends a Chal- 
lenge to the ſaid Redmond: who refuſed to appear, but made 
ſolemn proteſtarions to be revenged of the (aid Cormucke in pub- 
lick or private. 
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The Informant receiving intelligence that one of his Horſes 
were ſto!en, obtains a warrant from Sir Hans Hamilton for the 
apprehending ſuch perſon or perſons in. whoſe cuſtody the ſaid 
Horſe ſhould be found ; which he effe&ed accordingly : and 


brought the perſons before ohe Sir Toby Points , one of his 


Majeſtics Juſtices of the Peacez where the Informant mer one 
Caprain william Butler, who enquired of the Informant if he 
had ſeen the great Rebel Hanlon lately. ro which the Infor- 
mant replyed, he might eaſily be feen in the Informancs Pa- 
riſh, if there were any to look after him : Upon which the (aid 
Captain called the Informant alide ,' asking him if he could 
affiſt him with his advice how the ſaid Rebel z72loz might be ap- 
prehended or kill'd : ro which the Deparenc anſwered, how dan- 
gerous it wasto truſt the military men of char Kingdome ; and 
withal relaced to the ſaid Captain how Lieutenant Baker had 
ſerved him in that matter ; adding, that if any diligent and 
faichful Souldiers had taken the cauſe in hand, the ſaid Hanlon 
had nor tyrannized over poor people for two years laſt paſt: 
ro which the (aid Captain anſwered, if char ſervice was bur 
once accompliſhed, the ſaid Baker ſhould be disbanded : the 
faid Captain 'deliring che Informants advice herein, ' they made 


2 folemng Covenant among themſelves co be crue to each oche 
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in the management of this affair : the Informant telling the ſaid 
Captain, that Cormucke Raver O-Murphy who had lately fallen 
out with the ſaid Farlon, and being by him taken, he would prove 
the only man inſtruwencal in this buſineſs : and withal, the In- 
formant told the Captain he would by one means or other in- 
cire the ſaid Cormucke to this ſervice, if the ſaid Captain 
thought no danger would enſue; thereon : hereupon the Cap- 
rain approved highly of the deſign, and defired the Informant 
ro promiſe the laid Cormucke twenty Guineas and his Par- 
don ; and that he might have free regreſs to the ſaid Cap- 
rain , ſeeing he was hitherto no Murtherer, though a Rob- 
ber and Rebel : all which the Captain defired ro be done in 
his name.

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That the Informant made diligent ſearch and enquiry afcer 
the ſaid Cormucke ſeveral days, and when he had found him, 
he privately declared ro him what ſervice he was to do, . with 
Captain Butler's propoſitions for the performance of the ſame : 
withal the Informant toid him, he would give him five pounds 
of his own over and above. |

That the Informant having delivered the meſſage, the ſaid 
Cormucke made the following Objections, ( vzz. ) that there 
was great difficulty that attended the accompliſhment of the ſaid 
deſign, by reaſon of the mutual correſpondency chat was held 
between him and ſeveral of the Officers of the Kings Army , 
as alſo his intimacy with many of che Romiſh Clergy, though 
he the ſaid Cormucke confeſſed he knew no Company leſs con- 
cerned than the ſaid Captain Butler's, by reaſon they were 
newly come to the Countrey, though five therein held corre- 
ſpondency with the (aid Hanlon, who by" his Letters received 
daily encouragement that in a ſhort time he ſhould ſee war : 
and it was that.expeRation which obſtructed his departing che 
Kingdome before that time; neverthele(s he the ſaid Cormucke 
would work a device to have him deſtroyed or taken , with 
the aſſiſtance of Captain Butler aforeſaid, 
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That the device ſhould be carried on thus : that the ſaid Cap- 


tain ſhould ſend Cormucke a private proteRtion , and twelve 
voul-. 
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Souldiers, habited like the Tories ; -and thi$:to be done inthe 
night time; and thart-he would place ren of | the (aid ewelvye in 
Ambufhmenr near the. place where Redjond's goods were ſuipe- 
Ced ro be, by him the ſaid Cormucke ;. and that himſelf wou!d 
g0 with the other-/two, to a place where they might be dif- 
covered by the ſaid Redmond ;and his company, as ſuch as 
came to plunder ; which when by chem obferved,they would make 
a retreac to bring the ſaid Redmond. and company to. the men 
in Ambuſh , who might preſently iflue forth and rake Rea- 
mozd : this the ſaid Cormucke concluded to be the beſt courſe ; 
ro which che Informant gave hisapprobation.

That che Informant might not be ſuſpeRed,; by the ſaid Red- 
mord's friends living in his Pariſh, he concluded to go on foor 
co the faid Captain Burler's houſe., which was ſixteen miles 
diſtant from the Jnformants habitation, it being'allo very tem- 
peſtuous- weather -he notwithſtanding repaired thither ; and 
not finding che Captain at home , determined - to ſend the re- 
ſult of his meſſage to \Cormucke, and: Cormucke's anſwer, in a 
Letter by the handoof one of his Souldiers tothe (aid Captain 
Butler ,, by reaſon the Informant underſtood he was not to return 
in four days : and obtaining leaye from ;his Lady for one of che 
Son!diersto go, he ſent the Letrer accordingly. 
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Thar the Informant ſuddenly afcer this, mer the (aid Cormucke, 
who demanded where his private Protection was, to which 
the Informant made anſwer, that he had nor fſecn the Captain 
ſince, but that he had ſent him a relation of their Conference 
by one of his own Souidiers in Letter ; bur the {aid Cormucke 
replied, he would neither truſt the Deponent nor the ſaid Cap- 
rain : for he farther faid, that 3f the Souldiers came to execute 
the ſaid deſign againſt 'Hazlop , he : would nor ftir without a 
Protection ; for thereby himſelf; was liable to be raken, eſpeci- 
ally if/whar he intended -could not. be effected againſt the ſaid 
Redewond : upon. the hearing of this matter, the laformanc ſends 
a Mcſlenger with a Letter- co. the ſaid Captain , therein ac- 
quainting him with the ſaid Cormucke's readineſs to the ſer- 
vice aforeſaid: as alſo how he doubted the Iaformant's and ſaid 
Captains fidelity, ſeeing no Protection was provided for him ; 
wherefore the ſaid Captain rerurned anſwer to the Deponcnr, 
chat: he had encloſed him a Lerter in the Duke of 0rmond's, 
from whom he expeCted a Do_ ſhould be had the Tweſ-

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dey following ; defiring alſo the Informant ro give che (ad 
C-rmucke all the encouragement poſſible; afluring by Oath in 
his Letter, he would not for a Million of money any Trick 
ſhould be pur on the ſaid Cormucke ; but on the contrary, he 
ſhould have all reaſonable ſecurity for the performance of what 
was promiſed'; which Letter the Informanc ſent co the {aid 
Cormutke for his affurance of a Pardon and Protection, and ber- 
ter encouragement to protecure his deſign. 
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| Thatthe firſt opportunity the ſaid Cormucke took to expedite 
his intent was the ſurprizal of ohne David Mollizan of the Town 
of Lecorry, inthe County of Armach ; who coming from Dub- 
liz, was comtnanded to and ( by the ſaid Cormacke ) and de- 
hver'his Putſe ; inſtead of which che ſaid David produced his 
Paſs under the great Rebel Manlon?'s hand, telling him, thac 
his 'Father and ' Han/o# were Goſhips, and that the ſaid Haxlon 
had ofcen been ſhelrered in his Fathers houſe when narrow ſearch 
was made by virtue of Sir Hans Hamiltoy's Warrant for him : 
hereby the ſaid Corpmebe had the opportunity ro exaſperate the 
faid Halon, ſeeing his name and authoriry were made ule of, 
for the ſaid Cormweke on ſetipurpoſe reſolved ro contemn the 
ſame,acquainting farther the ſaid Davis, notwithſtanding Þis great 
eſteem of Hanlon, that he wouldnor {ave the leaſt ſcrip of bis goods 
for his ſake, till ſuch time the ſaid Halo did reſtore the ſaid 
Cormuck's Arms, which he had a little before deceirfully taken 
from him : hereupon the ſald David promiſed he ſhould have 
them, provided he would reſtore his goods at the reception

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That the ſaid Cormucke found out the Informant that nighe, 
and rold him how opportunely the: had met with che great Re- 
bel Haox's Friend, and of the other circumſtances relating 
to the ſaid mecting by them appointed': bue rhe Informant. coun- 
felled the ſaid Cormwcke not to fend for the Souldicrs afhgacd 
for char purpoſe , till he night be afſuted of Frans hitwſcif

rares had been in che purſuit of him the ſaid Cormucke, fince the 
Informant had been abſent: to all which the ſaid Informanc re- 
plied, that the ſaid Captain was departed with his Company t9 
remote parts of the Countrey : at which the ſaid Cormucke grew 
very angry with tne ſaid Captain and Informanc, for making

one of his drunken companions,” who willed che Informant co 
pct up early in the morning, and to accompany him ro his Cap- 
rains Chamber , who he was {ure would be- glad of the news ; 
further he confirmed the matrer, by making Proclamation in 
the audience of all the Company that was near, that he would 
not depart with the Deponent, till the ſaid Rebel Hanlon was 
betrayed, and himſelf performed what he had promiſed, 


X X Y. 


That the Informant went to the ſaid Captain (by name Coult) 
and made him ſenfible of all, and how Captain Butler was de- 
parted when the buſineſs was brought near a period ; alſo com- 
plaining of one of the Souldiers, whom he had employed to in- 
form his Captain, and inſtead thereof, had fooliſhly publiſhed 
the ſame z for which the (aid Captain blamed the Informancr for 
crafting any but himſelf : bur withal, defired him to uſe his en- 
deavour, and he ſhould have affiſtance. 


X XVI. 


That through the rumour that ſpread through the ſaid Soul- 


diers report, all or moſt people were poſleſs'd, that the Infor. 
mane received a large {umm of money from the ſaid Captain 
Cult, to bring in the heads of ſeveral of the chief Tories and 
Rebels, among others one Neale, and the ſaid Cormucke, both 
Tories ; all which was ſpread abroad by the means of lying 
fame. Allthe ſaid Tories verily believed che report except Cor- 
mucke, who well knew the Informants deſign , but the reft made 
ſolemn vows to kill the Informane in the firſt place they mer 
him ; the Informant getting intelligence hereof, betook himſelf 
to a habitation at Dundalk, where he continued a NS 
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fon 4 but one day going thence to. vific his Pariſh , accompani- 
ed with on'y one Fryer Duffee, as they patled by the Hill of 
Carriſtickin they were eſpied by the foreſaid Tories,among whom 
was the ſaid Cormucke'; and coming violently all together upon 
the Informant,he was thereat ſurprized ; but Cormucke immediate. 
ly-interpoled between the Informant and them, making oath that 
whoſoever ſhould lay hands on the ſaid Informanr ſhould 1a the like 
manner periſh, and Cormucke demanding what might be his crime, 
they told him he was a Rogue, and had contracted with Cap. 
cain- Coult for a ſumm of money to bring in their Heads, - bur 
the Informant proteſted the contrary ; and that he never men- 
tioned their names ro. the ſaid Captain ; ( which indeed was 
rrne, for his only aim was to ſurprize Hanlon ) whereupon 
they were ſaticfied : and the Deponent admitted c9 relort to his 
Pariſh.

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That the ſaid Cormucke, the better tO bring his buſineſs ro 
perfeftion , commurted the ſecret to oni2 Neale , who he ex- 
pected would be partaker with him in the laid {ervice ; rhe which 
the faid Neale faithfully promiſed to do, and in order 1hcreunto 
went tothe ſaid Redmond, to learn whattime he wou!d return, 
where Cormucke expeted him. 

Bur the ſaid weale remaining fix days with the ſaid Hanlon, 
in that time he difcovered ro him the defign of Cormucke,

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which Hanlon hearing, bound weale by Oath nor to let Cormucke 
know that he had ſhewed him che matter, but difſſemble the 
ſame ; and that in the interim he would ſend one of his men to 
wait an opportunity to kill the ſaid Corpwucke ; and withal, thac 
he would give Neale ten pounds 5 with which reſolution the 
ſaid Neale and one Mackarale departed to Cormucke, to whom 
they coloured the. buſineſs with much deceir, vilifying che ſaid 
Redmond. very much, and ſaying that he civided the (poil un- 
equally among his men, and for their owa parts they did nor 
approve of ſuch ſhuffling z and that they intended .to deſert him,

Thar the ſaid Corwacke willing to haſten his enterprize , 
willed the ſaid Neale to accompany him to the houſe of Enſign 
Frhn Smith , there to get ſome powder, the better co furniſh 
himſelf, as he was accuitomed to do'; ſaying he had ſome bufi- | 
neſs with Mr: John Dermond: whither they came, it being haif 
a wile diſtance from the ſaid Enſign John Smith's houſe , where 
they had not been long drinking, but the ſaid Neale, to be- 
gin 4 quarrel, fell ro abuſe the ſaid Dermond in his own houſe, 
for which the (aid Cormucke reproved him z at length came 
thither Cormaucke's two brothers, the one ſervant to Lieutenane 
Baker, the other ſervant ro Enſign Fohn Smith ; they came.

ken a little before, and that the ſaid Cormmucke ſhould intercede 
with the ſaid Enſign John Smith for his releaſement, and chat 
thelaid Enſign would write with one of them thereabouc, both 
which Brothers of Cormucke accompanied him out of the houſe, 
the rather becauſe he reproved the ſaid Neale for his abuſe to 
the {aid Dermond, and leſt a difference ſhould ariſe therefore, 
hard words having already paſſed; the ſaid Cormucke having 
before over-charged one of his Piſtols, left it with the faid 
Neale bxctore they parted the houſe, and went to Enſign Fohx 
Smith's houſe ; the two Brethren of Cormucke going ſome di- 
ſtance before : when the ſaid Neale came to the -Enfigus 
houſe, he knocked at the door ſomewhat too hard, for which 
Cor mucke was ſomewhat angry with Neale ; which he perceiving 
t-ok che (aid P.ſtol, with which he thot Cormuckez asking him 
whether he had the (ame deſign againſt him as he had againſt 
Hanlon.

the cry of the ſaid Cormnck, his brethren haſted back, and zedmond for 
the Enliga alſo waked, it being the night-time, and came to his reward, 
ſee the {aid Cormuck, who lay wallowing in his Blood, and Agony 
his Brethren with others carried him near to another Brothers Tye, in- 
Honſe, half a mile diſtant ; in the mean time a Servant of flead of Ten 
Licutenant Bakers came poſting in all haſt to the Informants _— : but 
Houſe, pretending to the Informant, that his Wife lay at the ©oner as 
poiat of death, and that -he feared ſhe would not live. his of 81ood. 
eoming, except he haſted ; the Informant made not the leaſt 
delay, but got up, and immediately followed the Mcflenger, 
till he had brought him where the ſaid Cormuck was, in 4 
deplorable condition, but his Life not quite expired ; many 
of his Kindred and acquaintance being preſent, the Depo- 
nent examined him of the matter, and in his reply, he ſaid, 
that Neale had betrayed him; withall part of the Stock of 
the ſaid Piſtol was there produced which had wounded him, 
and that near Enſign Job» $mith's Houſe 3; but the Informant 
enquired of him, whether any belonging to the ſaid Enſign 
had a hand therein? but he anſwered in the Negative. Sud- 
denly after this, there was ſent a Meſlenger from Enſign 
Jobs Smith to ſee the ſaid Cormuck, and to know if he want- 
ed any thing ; but at that time was nothing mote wanting, 
than ſomething to prolong Life, which could not be procu- 
red, and therefore in a ſhort time he gave up the Ghoſt. 
The Deponent having departed, there came a Brother of the

thren of Cormmuck ; and that if Nee! complied with him, the 
Informant to have notice thereof, and that he would feem- 
ingly come to the place accidentally, to the end he might 
be inſtrumentally ſervicablc to detain the {ard Tories by ac- 
companying them to drink, till ſuch time as the Guard might 
be ſent for to Dundalk in that Interim, @*c.

That when this Stratagem was laid, 1t was concluded that 
the ſaid Cormuck ſhould not be removed until the ſaid Hygh, 
Brother of Cormnck, ſhould find Neal, which hc at length 
did, and by many proteſtations and feigned words, prev 1il'd 
with him to come to Cormuck's Burial, of which, the Tafor- 
mant had notice to meet them near the Church; and to avoid 
ſuſpition, he took his Horle and carried his Siſter behind him, 
and tarried a while 1a the faid place ere the Burying cams, 
at laſt he ſaw the Company that atteaded the Corps coming, 
and amongſt the reſt the ſaid Neg!, and another Tory, by 
name Mack/evy, which the Brethren of the deceaſed invited 
to the Ale-houſe after the Burial was over, which the {aid 
Neal and company embraced, theD=ponent going before to 
the next publick Houſe, and giving order if any came to 
enquire for him, that they ſhould not want what Liquor 
they deſired and he would pay all ; having giving this order, 
the Informant went into the company of ſome Gentlemen 
then in the Houſe; the Brethren of the ſaid Cormnck draw- 
ing near the Houſe with the ſaid Neal, it was obſerved by 
Neal and his Company that there were Strangers drinking, fo 
refuſed to go in, but drank in the Backſide 3 but one Ker- 
an aforementioned ( who made the Bier for Cormick's 
Corps )deſired the ſaid Neal to depart, being his Kinſman and 


Goſlip, for that he ſuſpefted the ſaid Cormnck's Brethren 


batch'd ſome miſchief againſt him; by which means he be- 
came cautious of himſelf, and told the Company he would 
ſtay no longer, ſome of which inform'd the Deponent

As the ſaid Hugh, and the re{t of Cormuck's Brethren 
departed with Neal and his Company, Neal kifled a Siſter of 
theirs; but when he was gone a good diſtance, one of the 
Brothers was fo angry, that he (truck her for having ſuch fa- 
miliarity with her Brothers murdercr; at which ſhe cried out, 
and Neal hearing, return'd back, and would have killed the 
{aid Brother, bad not a Kinſman of Cormuch \tept in between 
and thrown Neal down, and had certainly kill'd him, had not 
Kernan prevented, by taking him by the Hair of. the Head 
from off the ſaid Torey ; being 1n this confuſion, there was 

reat noiſe, which the Informant hearing, did haſtily ride to 


_ underſtand the matter, and ſeeing the buſtle that the ſaid . 


Cormuck's Brethren made in ſo inconvenient a place, was vex- 
ed they ſhould diſcover themſelves and intentions to the ſaid 
Torics, being there was no probability of citing their en» 
terprize 11 the open Fields: He therefore colour'd the mats 
ter, and perſwaded-the Tories, that no evil deſign was 1n- 
tended againſt them z but Kernan replyed, they would be 
murthered if they haſtened not away, which counſel of his 
they took, and departed with him : But the Informant be- 
ſeeched the ſaid Brethren not to let their Brothers death (the 


faid Cormuck ) go uarevenged, which they promiſed ac- 
cordingly.

That a report was ſpread abroad, that Cormurk was (lain 
near Enſign Job 8miths, that he alſo was acceſſiry to his 
death 3 which he in great fury ſware to ſore perſons,” that he, 
nor any of his Family had a hand therein. 


XXX1UIL 


That a difference happening between Mr. John Dermond, 
and Enſign Job: Smith, Dermond upbraiding him with de- 
frauding theKing of Exciſe, and of furniſhing the Tories with 
Ammunition 3 the ſaid Eafign alledging the ſaid Dermornd to 
be confederate with the Tories when Corwwck was killed, for 
to plunder the ſaid Ealign's Houſe, had not Coramenck's death 
prevented their deſign. The Enſign doubting what this dif- 
ference might produce, and fearing ſome of the perſons privy 

to 
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to his and Lientenant Bakers, fails in relieving the Tories, 
ſends for one of them that was more than ordinary acquaic:- 
ed therewith, by name William Myrphy, then Scrvant to 
Lieutenant Baker, and under pretence of having him to ride 
before his Daughter to Dundalk, lent him with a Nore to 
the Bayly to have him Imprifoned, which when the Bayly 
ſaw, did according to the order given him therein from 
Smith.

That Two Brethren of Corzzucks, who the Deponent wil- 
led to revenge their Brothers Blood upon the Tories, oneday 
clpied Harloz, and came to the Informant, and made him ac- 
quainted therewith, complaining, they were uncapable of 
proſecuting. the matter, by reaſon they feared their Maſter, 
the ſaid Enſign, who pretended they ſought after his Life, 
and therefore ſearch was made after them, in order to their 
Impriſonment ; and that the Enſign might have no juſt pre- 
tence, defired the Informant to ſatisfie him with the truth, 
that no ſuch thing was thought on 3 whercfore the Infor- 
mant repaired thither, and enquired what might be the cauſe 
of the Enfign's ſuſpition of the foreſaid matter, ſeeing Cor- 
2ck's dying words rendered him innocent of his Blood, and 
that his Brethren never thought nor ſpoke thereof ? the En- 
fign's Wife replied, that her Husband might have killed Cor- 
»mck at his pleaſure fince he became a Tory, but would not 
moleſt him, and that it was Kerman ſuggeſted her Husband 
that Cormueck's Brothers had a deſign to do him a miſchief ; 
but the Informant replied, that Kernas and the Murderer of 
Cormuck ſhould experimentally feel the reward of ſo treache- 
rous a fa&, for he expeRted ſome good ſervice ſhould ſhortly 
be performed by Captain Bstler, at his return to that Conn- 
trey.

That the Deponent went to the ſaid Spies ( viz.) Cor- 
»:uck's brethren, and told them he had ſatisfied the Enſign 
Smith's Wife concerning them, and therefore: defired them 
to be aQive in their buſineſs, in ſpying out Redmond, and 
others of his Companions; the next night following the De- 

nent was ſent for to Chriſten a Child to one of the ſaid 

nſign $443t4's Tenants, who was a near Kinſman to the ſaid 
 Cormuck 
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Cormack lately Murdered by Neal, before the Informant was

ſons, with one of Cormmck's brethren, to hind out the Tories, 
which he hoped wonld anſwer his end in a little time 5 aud 
the Captain anſwered, he would be ſure ta be at home the 
Week following to give him his afſiſtance.

That the Informant acquainted Captain Cox with the ſame 
matter that he had Captain Byz/er, deſiring him to'detain the 
ſaid Priſoners, leſt npon their enlargement,” S$3#h and Baker 
might oblige them to be ſilent in what the Informant expe.

That the Deponent had information by the Wife of : the 
ſaid Spy ( viz. ) Hugh Mnrphy, that he kept a feigned cor- 
reſporidency with the Tories, and that he went in. great 
danger, by reaſon they began to have ſome ſuſpition of him, 
for that he would not be competitor in their Robberiess 
whereupon the Deponent went to the Captain, and made 
him acquainted with all, and the ſaid Captain repaired to Sir 
Hans Hamilton to have his advice therein, which done, came 
to the Deponent, and ordered him to acquaint the Spy to 
give them notice of the firſt and moſt convenient oppor- 
tunity in that matter 3 the Said Spy did dayly ſend the State 
of the Tories, which the Deponent communicated to Cap- 
tain Butler in writing by a certain Damſe], to avoid ſufpi- 
Lion. 


XLIH. 


That about the latter end of 0Jober, 1679. the faid Spy. 
came to the Informant, and told him that the Tories would 
endeavour to get a booty about Dxndalk, and that himſelf 

would 
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would come along with them, and that when they went to 
hide it till the time of diſtribution, he would give the Depo- 
gent cogniſance of the place, that the Company of Soldiers 
might be placed in Ambuſh hard by, that when the ſaid To- 
ries came to divide the ſpoil, they might be ſurprized.

That about this matter, the Informant repaired to the ſaid 
Captain Bztler, and made him acquainted with the opportuni- 
ty thafſeemed to offer it (elf; the ſaid Captain in his anſwer, 
among other difcourſes.told the Deponent, that one Efq; HP, 
a Privy Councellor, deſigned to Impriſon the Deponent, 
wherefore the ſaid Deponent defired the Captain to accompa- 
ny him to the fid Efq; Hf, ro know what he had to alledg 
againlt him, which the Captain did 3 coming there, the ſaid 
Captain gave Efq; HzU to underſtand the Informants buſineſs, 
which was to know what he had committed worthy of cen- 
ſure. The faid Eſq; having called the Informant, required of 
him by what authority he exerciſed his Prieſtly funtion ? The 
Deponent replied, by the fanie that all the Prieſts in the King- 
dom did theirs, But the faid fz#7 proceeded to examine, 
whether the Deponent was authorized by 0lgver Phuncket to 
ſay Maſs > But the Deponent anſwered, Sir His Hamilton: 
was able to give a good account of him 3 and that he thought 
there was no ſuch neceſſity for ſo ſtrit an examinati on, ſeeing 
he was bound over to proſecute ſuck matters as Sir. Hers was 
acquainted with, as an Evidence in the Kings behalf. With 
that, the ſaid H3// enquired if the Informant knew one Doxe- 
ley, or did he in Verbs Sacerdotis, receive any Knives from 
the Tories ? The Inforniant anſwered, he never received any 
Kaives from the Tories in his Life. Lieutenant Baker bein 
preſent, told the ſaid Hzll, that the Informarit pr: ir 
continual correſpondency with the Tories; to which the De- 
ponent replied, that he never was ſo familiar with them as to 
be Goflip to their Children, nor affociated himſelf in their 
company, as the Lieutenant had done 1n ſeveral places, and 
to the knowledg of many perſons that could prove many 
more fatts of that kind agaiaſt him than he was awate of : Ac 
the hearing of this reply from the Deponent, . the ſaid Lieu- 
tenant Baker requeſted leave from the ſaid Hz// to take off the 
Informants Head, rather than he ſhould be admitted to ſpeak 
any further z which the faid H;// denied him. The Deponent 
farther added,that he offeredithe ſaid Baker his ſervice againſt

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the Tories, which he would never accept of ; at which Bake# 

herear, ſaid, who ſhould accept ſervice at the hands cf an 

excommunicated perſon, as the Deponent appeared to be? tor 

that himſelf: was aſſured he was excommunicated by his Pr i- 

mat ( viz.) Plancket, and withal appealed to Captain Bowlt- 

01, to bear witneſs what he ſaid was very true: The Depo- 

nent being before well ſatisfied with the [aid Boulton and B.1- 

kers confederacy with Pluncket, to carry on the Plot by means 
of the Tories, as well as connving at Plaxcket's Provincial 
Councel for the deſtruQtion of all the Proteſtants ; and the ſ:1d 
Baker delivering a Letter ( wherein conſiſted the weal of the 
Three Kingdoms) to inform the ſaid P/yncket and the reſt of 
the -Conſpirators, of the diabolical councel at Aripatrick , 
that-therefore the Deponent dared not to take any notice ot 
the ſaid Plot before them, deſired only, that the ſaid ©z// 
and the reſt would bear him witneſs, that the ſaid Biker ſaid 
the Deponent was denounced excommunicated; acquainting 
them further, if he was cenfured by them worthy of Impri- 
ſonmeat, he would relieve himſelf by a Habeas Corpes, to have 
the matter to Dublirz, and that there he would manitcſt all 
their Knavery ; but the ſaid Hill anſwered, he would hiader 
his Habeas Corpss. The Deponent in the words of Paul, re- 
plied, Thou whited wall, ſhatl I not have the priviledg of the 
Lan £ Upan which, H:{{ wrote a Mittimus, that Edmond Mur- 
phy ſhould be ſent to Priſon without Bail or Mainprize. The 
Deponent not deſparing of hope altogether, that when Sir 
Hans Hamilton cameto- the Countrey he ſhould have his ea- 
largement procured; in the-1nterim. the Deponent made his 
application to one Mr. Will:am Hetherington, (hewed him the 
ſeveral abuſes that was putupon him, for two things ; Firſt, 
his endeavour to-ſuppreſs the Tories Secondly, his making 
manifeſt that the Kingdom was privately co be invaded by a 
foraign enemy, through the means of ſeveral Confpicators. 
To which relation Mr. Hetherington ſcarce gave credit; but 
for the better confirmation, Jeawes Mackenna, the ſaid Plunc» 

ker's man, came to-the Deponent in Priſon, and faying inthe 
hearing of Mr. Hethrington, how treacherous the Deponenr 

had been in betraying the councel held at Artpatrick aforc- 

ſaid; and that he was ſure Primat P/azzcket would never be 

concerned to have him releaſed, ( the ſaid Meckernz not at 

all doubting that Mr. Hetherzxgtox took notice of his dif- 

courſe) but the Deponent told him, if 1t was to bz done 

again, he ſhould do it the very, next day. |

That the Spy whom the Deponent had formerly employed 


to fiad out the Tories, was now encouraged by Captain 
Butler and Sir Hans Hamilton to keep correſpondency with 
the Tories, and accompany them, till ſuch time he might 
have an opportunity to betray them all at once; the ſaid To- 
ries with the forementioned Spy, having obtained their hearts 
delire, by {urprizing a conſiderable booty near Dundalk, be- 
inz in company with Fourteea of the {aid Rebels, who laid 
up the prize 1a a place for that purpoſe till it might be di- 
vided at a time appointed 3 at this time the ſaid Spy coaclu- 
ded it a convenieat opportuaity to have his ead accompliſh- 
cd, by placiag an ambuſh near where the ſaid booty was hid, 


and that at the time of diſtributing they might be taken ;_ 


hcreupon the Spy enquired narrowly after the Deponent, and 
hearing that he was apprehended, ſends his Brothers Wife to 
acquaiat him, that all that formerly he endeavoured to ac- 
compliſh, was juſt now brought near to a period, if he the 
{aid Spy might be but ſecured, and that nothing might be laid 
to his charge for accompanying the Tories, ſeeing it was to a 
200d end. Upon this Information, the Informant ſends for 
Mr. Hetherington, to whom he imparted the whole matter, 
which the ſaid Hetherington hearing, promiſed the Spy Ten 
pounds of his owa Money for his good ſervice, and forth- 
with defired the Deponent might be careful to let Captain 
Butler and Captain Cox be acquainted therewith ; and fur- 
ther, the Depozeat dclired the ſaid Captain Butler, that one 

of the Witnefles whom the Doponeat nxmed, ( who after 
- was caſt into Priſon for a preteaded miſdemeanour ) might 
be privately bound over to proſecute the matter, which Cap- 
tain Butler condeſcended to; but Captain Cox would by no 
means take Bail for him, for that Sith and Baker had order- 
ed the contrary, and being overſcers of the ſaid Priſon, pre- 
vail'd to have te Witneſles tran{ported without Jud, Jury, 
Witazſs, or Accuſer : ln this Confuſion, the opportunity of 
apprehending the Tories as aforeſaid, was loſt.

That Mr. Hetherington, by intelligence he received at 
Dundalk, both from the Witnefles and others, was fo well 
fatizfied in the matter; fo that he reproved $mzth and Baker 


of 
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of their unjuſt proceedings, as well in reference to the Tories, 
as to the Letter the Deponent intruſted them with, touching 
the Provincial Council, mentioned 1n the Deponent's Narra- 
tive of the Plot ; withal the ſaid Mr. Hetherington deſired the 
Deponent not to concern himſelf with Sir Hars Hamilton, or 
any other, till ſuch time he might be relieved by a Habeas Cor- 
pw; and himſelt engaged ail he was worth upon the Depo- 
nent's juſt and lawful Cauſe ; after which,the ſaid Mr. Hethe- 
rington departed to Dnblin and Imprifoned Pluncket ; the 
next day following, the Deponent ſent him many conſiderable 
Papers touching the Plot, and Money to have himfelf, the ſaid 
Deponent, relieved by a Habeas Corpas, Which things the 
Informant ſent by the Jaylor's Brother, who delivered nei- 
ther Money nor Papers to Mr. Hetherington, but only the 
Pope's Bull, which the Meſſenger thought to be ſome Leaſe 
appertaining to the Deponent, otherwiſe had retained that 
alſo. The ſaid Hugh, the Jaylor's Brother, having betrayed 
the Deponent, by keeping his Papers and Money, and diſco- 
vering the matters therein contained to Sm7th and Baker, who 
underſtood, that one Art Murphy ( which the Deponent na- 
med for a Witneſs ) had ſomewhat to inform againſt then, 
got a Mittimus from Captain Box/toz to have him committed 
(for ſome pretended mildemeanour) to Priſon, where he was 
yoaked and chained, which the Deponent finding fault with, 
was ſerved the ſame ſance, whereas he before had his liberty 
to go abroad with his Roper, keeping the ſaid Deponeat 
from any ſuſtenance from Monday to Friddy, only a piece of 
Bread that one of the Priſoners ſtole, the Deponent partook 
of, this being done by 823th and Baker's command. 


XLVII. 


That during this extremity of the Deponent's, my Lord 
Lieutenant (viz. ) the Duke of Ormond, was made acquaint- 
ed by Capt. Butlcy and Capt. Cox, that a certain Prieſt was 
groſly abuſed, for giving information in the Kings behalf of a 
Confederacy that was between ſome of the Officers of the Ar- 
my and the Tories, which the ſaid Prieſt, or Deponent, de- 
fired to be ſecretly kept till the Tories might be taken ; which 
matter the Duke of Ormond hearing, took it in further con- 
{ideration. The Deponent's Friends hearing of his troubles, 
requeſted the Jaylor that he would take the Priſoner to his 
own Houſe, for which he ſhould be conſidered, and that the 
Informant ſhould be perſwaded to give in Bail in a ſhort time, 

which 
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which requeſt of theirs -was granted : In the intcrim all the 
Petitions that the Informant ſent to the D. of Ormond, and 
other Letters to Mr. Hetherington (then in Dablin ) were (top- 
ped in the Poſt-office, by tne means of the ſaid Smith and Baker. 
The Dzponent having obtained more liberty than before, 
feared it ſhould coſt him his Life, therefore determined to go 
to Dublin, and leave his Brother ſecurity till he returned, be- 
ing before informed by the ſaid Mr. Hetherington, 1n a Letter, 
that he had taken Pluncket, and that a Habeas Corpus would 
be ready for the Deponent ; which he no fooner underſtocd, 
but went (without taking notice of any perfon) with all the 
expedition he could for Dublin, and at his arrival acquainted 
ſeveral there how he had eſcaped the hands of violence; and 
at that inſtant the Informants grievances was carried before 
the D. of 0rmond again, who tent for the Deponent the next 
day, to whom he related the whole buſjnets of the Officers arid 
Tories ; to all which, the ſaid Duke promiſed, that juſtice 
ſhould be done, and that the Country ſhould be redrefled, 
and withal, acknowledged. that he had reccived the Depo- 
nent's Letter, encloſed 1n Capt. Bxtlers, touching theſe mat- 
ters, a year before. | 


XLVTIT. 


That the Informant, immediately after this conference with 
the D. of 0r-:02d, repaired to Mr. Hetherington, and related 
to him all the paſſages that had paſt between them, particular- 
ly, of the Excommunication that was denounced againſt the 
Informant, that malice was the original cauſe thereof; to 
which the ſaid Hetherizngtor replied, that it wasalmoſt impoſ- 
ſible, as well as improbable, to have any juſtice done againſt 
the ſaid Pluncket, by reafon of his ſtrong faction, nor in any 
other matters relating thereunto; the Informant not taking 
much notice of the reply, informed the ſaid Hetherington, if 
he would accompany the Deponent to the North, he would 
produce evidence to prove the whole that before he had re- 
vealed, and more allo. 


XLIX. 


That many days after, the Informant remained in and about 
the D. of Ormond's Houle, attending for a Warrant that he 
promiſed againſt $z:ith and Baker, and alſo to bring ſuch Evi- 
dence as was in Gaol to teſtifie 1 that behalf; at length an 
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Order of Reference was granted to Sir Hans Hamilton, and a 
Letter to take Bail for ſuch Evidence as was 1n Priſon aforc- 
ſaid, which the Deponent no ſooner received, bur acquaint- 
ed Mr. Hetherington, who went with the Deponent, under the 
denomination of a Fryer which was lately come from Rome, 
by which means he learned ſeveral matters relating to the 
Plot and other affairs : the Informant came to Sir Huizs Hy 
miltons, and brought Bail with him for the Evidence atore- 
ſaid; but Sir Hers ſaid, he would as well ſummons the reſt that 
were not Impriſoned ; inthe mean time the Informaat com- 
plained he wanted fafe condutt to profecute his atfairs, to 
which he alſo anſwered, there was no ſuch necetiity, ſeeing 
the D. of 0r0nd did think it necdful to ſend ſuch affiltance 
at firſt: Hereupon the Informant conſulted with Mr. Zether- 
ingtor, and fo determined to proſecute the deſign.

That the ſaid Lieutenant Baker, in the men time, had in- 
telligence of the Informant's Order of Reference from the 
- Lord Lieutenant, - came therefore with ſeveral Armed men to 
the Deponent's Meeting-place, with a defiga to kill him, but 
was diſappointed, finding none but the Curat;z notwithſtand- 
ing took the Informant's Brother, and plundered ſeveral of his 
Friends, and in the night time ſent the Tories to find out the 
Informant and Mr. Hetheringtoz, and ordered they ſhould 
murther them 3 but in their purſuit the Deponent and his 
Friend eſcaped their hands, through the goodneſs of the Hor- 
{es they rid on, both of the Soldiers and Tories, whe made 
diligent (carch after them hereupon the Deponent and the 
ſaid Mr. Hetheringion law it high time to remove from thoſe 
parts, and ſtaying for one cr two nights within ſome Six 
miles of the place, in which time came the Wives of the Evi- 
dences in Priſon, with ſeveral of their Friends, and acquaint- 
ed Mr. Hetherington and the Deponent, both by Letters and 
word of mouth, that the ſaid Evidences and Prifoners could 
not ſupport their lives uader ſuch miſeries they endured 
by the means of $-ith and Baker, the Gaoler not contenting 
himſelf to Bolt, Yoak, and Chain them, beating them with 
an Iron Bar ( whereby they had loſt much Blood )) and this 
was to force them to lign an inſtrument for their tranſporta- 
tion, ſo that their Evidence might not be given againſt the 
ſaid S-ith and Baker ; hereupon Mr. Hetherington repaired 
to acquaint the D. of Ormond, which tranſactions he accor- 
dingly related, and left it to his conſideration. = LI. 
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That the Informant alſo haſtening to Dubliz to bring in 
more of the matters to my Lord Lieutenant, was drawing up 
his Examination,whenone Hugh Mar Canna,who made a Pro- 
claraation throughout the City, that the Informant was the 
caule of Pluncket's Imprifonment, the which Hugh was ſoon 
after taken by George Murphy, for not delivering the Papers 
of the Treaſon, when ſent by the Deponent, along with the 
Ball, to Mr. Hetherington, by his hand 1s ſuppoſed to have 
delivered it to Pluncket, Smith or Baker ; but he was ſoon re- 
leaſed, alledging the Deponent acculed none but ſuch as were 
honeſt men ; the Informants being impriſoned gave occaſion 
to all the Primat's, as well as Smith and Baker's friends, to fill 
the Town with all manner of ſcandalous and ignominious 
Charaders concerning the Deponent; others came to Priſon, 
tempting him to Petition for to be tranſported to Fraxce ; 
underitanding alſo that Mr. Hetherington was concerned in 
Pluncket's Imprifonment, very diligent enquiry was made af- 
ter him, a-general report going up and down the City, that 
TwoRogues, for their own intereſt, intended to take a pre- 
tended method to diſcover Treafon to the Duke of Orwond, 
hoping to have Money for their reward ; the one being ta- 
ken, the other had eſcaped, and that Five hundred pound 
ſhould be given to any that took him ; and that the next 
Week there was great hopes he ſhould be proclaimed a Rebel; 
ſome came to the Deponent allo, and promiſed him Money 
and liberty, to declare where the ſaid Hetherington was. 


LIL. 


That the Head of the forementioned Spy, that the Infor- 
mant employed to look after the Tories, was brought to the 
D. of Ormond, as a piece of good ſervice done by Lizute- 
nant Baker, notwithſtanding his being authorized by Sir Hans 
Hamilton and Capt. Batler to betray the Tories, under pre- 
tence of correſpondency with them, which he was allowed 
in. The manner of Killing of the ſald Spy, was when hc 
was at his Houſe fick in Bed, Lieutenant Baker came and 
knock'd out his Brains with the But-end of a Piſtol! or Muſ- 
ket, afterwards cut off his Head. That afterwards, the ſaid

That notwithſtanding the Deponents Petitions, rhe fore- 
mentioned Witneſſes were tranſported by the means of Sir 
John Davis ; during the Informant's Impritonment, arrived 
at Dublin from the North of Jrel/ard, a certain Gentleman, 
by name John Curfy, who was a {tranger altogether to the 
Informant, and being demanded the occaſion of his coming 
to Town, ſaid, he came to confirm the teſtimony of a cer- 
tain Prieſt; for this he added, he could confirm what the 
ſaid Prieſt had ſaid, and relate much more of the like kind. 
The ſaid perſon being brought under pretence of {ceing the 
Deponent, was clapt up in Priſon alſo, under the notion of 
ſeveral unknown Adions of Debt, and was threatned to be 
hang'd by. my Lord Chief Juſtice Booth 3 and in that fright 

ave a.Bill of his Hand for what was alledged to his charge, 
beſides Ten pounds that he paid down, and made atchelts' 
tions, that he would deny that he had any thing to fay on 
the Deponent's behalf; which done, he was diſmiſſed.

him this Examinant from cA7 to come 2nd be helptul to them in the Exerciſe of 
his Profeſſion in Chirurgery ; whereupon being allo perſwaded to it by his 
Neighbours, he went on weareſday was ſevennight to theif Camp, then at and 
about Hamilton, where (to the beſt of his judgment) they were 1n Number 
about 8000 Foot, and 14 Troops, {ome being about 60, and others more, and 
being demanded who were their Gaptains, and what Collonels or Field- Officers 
he ſaw of the Foot, f{tith, he did not ſee or hear of any Officers (tiled Captain, 
but ſaith , that ſome of the chiet among[t the ſeveral parties, out of the bounds 
and parts from whence they came, commarided them, And-.he further faith , 
that it was commonly fpoken , that they.intended to dilperſe of themſelves, and 
return to their Dwellings *ti{l they had notice thatthe King's Forces were to 
imbody at Leith.

His day there came to Town one George Lyo»,Maſter of a Gl:ſgow Ship, who 
FT gave ar} account of ſome Boats he mer at Sea, to my Lord Mount Alexander

{erions difcourſe with him, and he told me, That yeſterday before he came into 
the Lough of Carrickfergus, he ſaw 12 or 14 boats and Barks at Sea coming 
from Scotland to Ireland, and that he met with twoof them that were come into

that they begun about feven of the Clock to Skirmiſh, the Presbyrerian party 
being then about 11000, the Kings party not above 4000, but they did not 
Engage in Battle till nigh Nine of the Clock, atid that the diſpute did not laſt 
above an hour, till the Horfe of the Rebellinus party retreated and broak 
through a wing of their own Foot ; Theſe men fay, they came off in a party of 
about 300 Horfe, and when they were about 2 Miles off, on the Top of a 
Hill, they looked back and faw their Foot ſtanding on their Ground , and 
firing very hard, but this party before they halted came to Ki/mares in their 
Roadway to Irwir, but asthey lay upon the Graſs to reſt themſelves on Monday 
Morning, a friend of their own came and told them, that the Foot was broke, 
and the Kings party was in purſuit of them, and that there was Order for no 
quarter for ſome time, neither quarter to any who harboured them and denyed 
them, upon which that party preſently took Horſe and Shifted every one for 
themſelves to feveral Ports to get paſſage to Irelar4 for ſhelter ; Theſe two 
Barks this Man met with came from Irwiz on Wedneſday laſt, and he fatth, he 
verily bclieves the reſt of the Boats and Barks he ſaw were all full of Men, and 
came from Irwin and other parts thereabours : And he told me alſo, that thee . 
Men defired him to take them aboard his Ship , and bring them a ſhore, for 
he was laden with Deal-boards coming from Norway, but he denyed to bring 
them aſhor« 5 ſaying, if they came aſhore he doubted they would be put in priſon, 
and he,ſhoald he bring them, upon which they both went to Sea again,but whether 
they returned, to Scotland, .ar.gane to ſome other part of this Country, he 
knows not. Sir, this was all the account he could give, which I thought kit 
to acquaint you of, and remain with my reſpeds,

| HAT on or about the 23d of December, 1678, I was 
FT at the Marſhalſeys in Southwark, , where was one James 

Netterwile, a priſoner there for debt ; who defired me to 
do ſo much for him, as to carry a Note for a friend of his that 
was a Priſoner alſo, unto one Pierce Butler, that lived in 
Germanfſireet, near my Lodging ; and faid, If I would procure 
any. of his friends to come to his friend there, he would have 
Money enough, whereof he ſhould have a ſhare ; and allo it 
would be a great kindneſs to him ; whereupon I told him I 
would, provided he would write it quickly. Whereupon he 
called forth his friend, and they two conſulted together, and he 
wrote two or three Lines, and gave them me for the {aid Butler. 
But when I came to the place where I was direed, they. told 
me he was gone out of Town in obedience to the Kings Pro- 
clamation. And fo I troubled my ſelf no further, but pur the 
Note in my Pocket: The next Morning he ſent a Meſſenger 
to me, to know what I had done in it : 1 deſired him to tell the 
ſaid Mr. Netterwile, that the ſaid Mr. Butler was gone out of 
Town in Obedience to His Majeſties Proclamation. 

About Ten days after, ] had occaſion for ſome waſte- paper ; 
and putting my hand in my Pocket, Þ lit on this Note thar I 
{hould have delivered to Batler, and opened it, and read it, and 
found in it theſe words written, or to this effec. 


Sir, I am here committed by the name of Daniel Edmonds, by 

a Fuſtice of the Peace in the Country, as being a Recuſant.

The next mornitig being the x6 of this inſtant January (think- 
ing to have found the ſame Kelly there), 1 came there ; and com- 
ing to the aforeſaid Netterwile, and after ſome ſecret diſcourſe, I 
asked him how his friend did that I carried the Note for ? he 
rold me he procured Bai]. Then I asked him what he was? he 
told me that he was a Prieſt, and one of thoſe that Oats (that 
Rogue) had impeached. I asked him how he could get Bail, 
being a Prieſt ; he told me, they did not know that he was a 
Prieſt; and thoſe that were his Bail, would be Bail for any for 
money ; and he gave them Ten Shillings a piece, and the fel- 
low that procured them, Five Shillings ; and he got them the 
Copy of his Commitment for them to move by ; and the Prie 
promiſed him, the faid Nettervile, ſeven pounds. But he had 
not left it him as yet ; and ſo we left this diſcourſe, and came

have gone thus: far, 1 think you ought not to conceal any

fo on Thurſday the 6th of February, 1 did: go to Mr. Netter: 
vile, and told him I was not come on a bare viſit; but Iwas com- 
manded by the Earl of Eſſex and Sir Fofepb Williamſon, Cwhom 
he knew had both been very kind co him) to advife him, that 
he would be ingenuous, and diſcover what further he knew in 
this buſineſs... ' Truly, ſaid I, I fuppoſe all they do expe from 
you, is, that you would make ſome clear diſcovery unto them 
whoſe money this $00 7. was ; ſaith he (Swearing by his Soul ) 
| did rel] them all I knew, I thought they had been fatisfied; no, 
{aid 1, they are not; and Sir Joſeph Williamſon fath, you'were 
not ingenuous ; for you only in general terms told thent-it was 
ſome of the Lords money in the Tower. Now if you canremem- 
ber which of the Lords money it was, 'it may ſatisfie them ; for 
they judg, and ſo do I, and every one elle; thar R«fſel would 
as eaſily rel] you whoſe it was, as totell yon it was ſome of the 
Lords in the Tower. I could get no more trom-him a great while; 
but after we had fate and diſconrſed ſome time, he told me thar 
Brewer was to be before the Council the next day, and he be- 
lieved he ſhould be ſent for too ; I ſuppole not, faid I, unleſs [ 
have ſome better account to give them from you : ſo juſt upon 
my coming away I told him ; Mr Netterwile, I am ſorry I can o1ve 
no better account of my Journey to you ; therefore pray, if you 
have any thing more to ſay, let me know it before I go. After he 
had pauſed a while, By my Soul, faid he, I cannot remem- 
ber the particular name of any Lord but one, Who is thar, 
ſaid 1?

for his ſervice in being qne of His'Majeſties Lords Commiſſioners 
tor managing the Government of Ireland ; and in proſecution 
thereof, being leveral times in company with Mc. Netrerwile, 
who was formerly a Clerk in the Cort of Claims, in Dublin, 
and who prerended to injorm the Caprain of ſeveral concealed 
Lands and Houſes in Ireland, which he might place his Debt up- 
on ; And upon the Captains receipt of his laid Letter of the y 1tÞ 
of January, 1678, defiring a ſpeedy Conterence with the Cap- 
tain, touching matters which may redonnd ro his advantage, 
whack the Caprain readily embraced (ſuppoſing it refered to 
the ſaid concealed Houſes and Lands); and according to Net- 
terviles requeſt by his Note, on the faid r3th of Fannary laſt, 
the Caprain vill ied the ſaid Netteraile 3 in the Marſhalfey 1 in $ onth. 
wark ; when inſtead of a Communication as to the aforeſaid 
concerns (the ſaid Nettervile: being no ſtranger to the Captains 
long abode here, and the expence he had been at in his folicita- 
ton) took the opportunity to feel the Captains pulſe, as to the 
horrid fact before-mentioned. 

Prima facie. It aſtoniſhed the honeſt Captain to think that 
Netterwile had difcovered a matter of that nature to him ; and 
conſ{idering if he ſhould reveal it to any one, there would be but 
his afſerting it, and Netterwiles denial, befides the cenfnre the 
World wonld paſs on the Captains Reputation, trom the appre- 
nenfion in Netterwiles breaſt, that the Captain wonld be, or was 
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fie to be profligated in ſuch a concern, which with the danger

All thele Conſi- 
derations made him ſometimes reſolve within himſelt, to ſtifle

But yveighing the direful effeQs of ſuch a contrivance, vvhich 
if proſecuted by ſome other inſtruments, vvhen he vas departed 
this Kingdom, would not only have been the deſtruQion of this 
intimate friend, and old acquaintance,Mr. Bload,;bur prejudicial 
to His Ma ;eſty, and the whole! Kingdom, in taking off the 
evidence of Mr, Oats and Mr. Bedlow ; and thereby the Papiſts 
might ſtill carry on their deviliſh deſign and Flor when they 
had waſhed their own hands, and made ſuch. an alreariotis when 
the innocent would have beets ruined, and the true Blood ickers 
acquitted. 

This Conſideration {o affeted the Captain, that he reſolved 
to leave the event of his particular concerns to Providence ; and 
as you read by his Depoſition, he repaired to Mr. Blood, and 
gave him intelligence thereof. And having ſo imparted che ſame 
ro him, the goodneſs of God appeared much to the Caprains ſa- 
tisfaction, touching his troubleſome thoughts about his particular 
concerns, by His Majelties Gracious pleaſure, 1n ordering Sir Jo- 
feph VV illiemſon to write to the Lords Chancellor of Ireland, that 
the Captain might ſuſtain no damage in his Concerns, by his non- 
appearance there, being commanded by His Majeſty to attend 
his Service here, which Letter was ſent accordingly. 

Upon the ; oth of Zanuary laſt, as the Captain was going to 
attend Sir Zoſeph VVilliamſon, to give in his Nepoſition, meeting 
with Alderman Brooks, and diſcourſing with him of Netterwile, 
he told the Captain he had been at the Marſhalſeys the day be- 
fore with Netterwile, and feared he had done a very ill thing ; 
which upon the Captains enquiry what it was,the {aid Mr, Brooks 
was ſomewhat unwilling to acknowledg, 5H? he had ſearchr fur- 
ther into it. But before their departure, Mr. Brooks told the Cap- 
rain, that Netterwile had procured Bail for one Pominickh Kelly, 
who was one of the Murderers of Sir E«4mondbury Godfrey; which 
Relation of the Alderman gave a Confirmation to the Captain 
of the wickedne(s of Nettervile, and Gods Goodneſs in anima- 


ting the Captain to what he was then going about, touching his 
Own 1 Information, W hich 
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Which when he had ſignified to Sir Joſeph Williamſon, he was 
much affected with it, and told the Captain of what great con- 
cernment it was, to have the ſaid Dominick Kelly in cuſtody; and 
dutired the Captain ro bring the ſaid Alderman Brooks to him: 
which the Captain actired to reſpite | in,thar Mr. Brooks might make 
tome further inquiry, as he ſaid he wonld, into the concern ; 
and allo leaſt the Information given by the ſaid Captain ſhould 
be dilcovered, before there was a further progreſs made for the 
obtaining a full diſcovery of the deſign, and perſons aCting 
therein. 

Upon the [ 19 January Sunday morning, Mr. Brooks came to 
the Captains Lodging, to know whether his Journey held for 
Ir:/:nd the next day; and then told the Captain he had been.the 
day before with Netterwile ; and upon the Captains demandin 
whether he had learnt any thing more touching Dominick Kelly, 
the ſaid Mr. Brooks gave the Caprain the tull account, which the 
£ aptain cauſed ro be put in writing, and carried him to Sir F-ſeph 

Williamſon, to make Oath of the ſame, which he did, which 
appears by his toregoing Information. And the Captain could 
r.0t but take notice of a Series of Providence all along in this 
buſineſs ; for by what Alderman Brooks atteſted, Dominick Kelly 
was ſo infatuated, as to ſend the Letter unſealed to Pzerce Butler 
by the Alderman, alrhough he was in ſuch dangerous Circum- 
ſtances. 

Upon Mr. Brooks his free acknowledgment of theſe paſlages, 
the Captain (deſiring his ſecreſie) acquainted the ſaid Mr, Brooks 
_ of Netterwiles prank with him ; which on the Monday following, 
Mr.Brooks(being,to meet Mr. L ongwien and Mr. Glover,the Keeper 
and Clerk of the Marſbalſey, to conſider ſome way for the diſco- 
very of thoſe who were Bail tor Dominick Kelly). happened to 
give ſome hints of the Captains Information to the ſaid Mr. Low- 
man,and Mr. Glower ; whereby Mr. Oats coming to have ſome 
underſtanding thereof, with Mr. Bedlow, and by an untimely pro- 
cels therein, going to Netterwile with Sir William Waller , [poyled 
the Proceedings, which otherwiſe might in a little time have pro- 
duced the 500. depolited 1 in the Goldſmiths hand, and full in- 
telligence of the parties concerned in the projet, and of the De- 
poſitions which the Captain was to have Sworn, when he received 
the 5001. from Ruſſel, and the ſeizure of he (aid Ruſſel, Lec. 

Upon Thurſday the 234 of January, Mr. Brooks met with the 
Captain, and told him Chal Netterwile had related to. him of the 
buſineſs of Captain Kelly in the Tower; He told bim the ſtoty, 
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as you find in his Information. And further rold the Captain, 
that he had another Letter, which he was going ro cerry to Cap. 
rain Kelly in the Tower;and Netrerw#le told him the (aid Mr.,Brooky, 
thar it Capiain Kelly did notſend him the 7 / he the ſaid Net- 
tervile did know enough ro turn him out of the Tower, ] have, 
faich Brooks taken a Copy of this Letter, and the Captain de- 
fired he might ſee it, which he did ; and the Contents were to 
{ionifie ro Captain Kelly, what a fright the ſaid Nerrerwile had 
been put into by Mr, Oats and Mr. Bedlow, having been with 
him. And therefore Netterwile defired Caprain Kelly to ſend him 
the 7 [. to diſcharge him our of rhar priſon, leſt worſe ſhould 
come on it 3 and upon the Captains readiny the Copy of the ſaid 
Letter, he deſired Mr. Brooks not to be too haſty in delivering 
thar-Letter to Captain Kelly; but that he would draw up by 
way of Information what he had told'him, and go along with 
the ſaid Captain to Sir Foſeph Williamſon, and give in the Infor- 
mation, and take his advice. | 

So that on Friday the 24th of Fannary, the Captain and Mr. 
Brooks went to Sir Foſeph Williamſon, and gave him the Informa» 
tion, and the ſaid Letter with the Copy thereof ; Then Sir Jo- 
ſeph told the Captain and: Mr:Brooks,that the Committee of Lords 
was going to fit,and that they ſhould attend at the Council.door, 
and he would call them in, that they might know their Lord- 
{hips pleaſure,as to the delivery of the Letter to Caprain Kelly. 
After debate, their Lord{hips were of opinion, That the Letter 
ſhould not be delivered, but thought they had ſufficient ground 
to ſeize Capt, Kelly, and to {earch his houſe for Dominick Kelly, 
and for papers; in order to which, Sir Joſeph Williamſon was ſent 
for his Grace the Duke of Monmouth, who 1mmediately came to 
the Council, where the Lords acquainted his Grace with the by- 
fine(s, and deſired he ono 74 Mr. Brooks a Warrant 'to fetch 
Capt.Kelly. His Grace was pleaſed to {eh tor his Secretary, and 
ordered him immediately to draw a Watfrant rected to Sir Fohz 
Kobinſon,to aſſiſt them with #'Guard,for executing the Warrant, 
and Nettervile was orderel t6 be brought ro 'the Council that 
afternoon. _ lg LH, + ITE PIO] - 

And fo the Captain and'Mr. Brooks accompanied with Sir 
William Waller, went to the Tower ; and being guarded by Sir 
John Robinſon, came to Capt: 'Kellys houſe, 'and there his Foote 
boy came to the door ; and tpon ennaey tor his Maſter, the Boy 
replied, he was not within 3'they askt'him'if he knew where he 
was; the Boy told them no,'for he ditied'abroad*They went in- 
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to the Houſe, and in the Room where the Lord Stafford lodg. 
eth, they found Capt. Kelly, and brought him to the Conncil 
with what papers they could find : but Netterwile had been exa- 
mined, and was gone away betore, and had conteſled the ſending 
the Letters, and Capt, Kellys being with them in the Marſhal. 
ſexs, &c. | 

The Captain thereupon was put into the Meſſengers hands, 
and ordered to be brought betore their L ordihips next morning, 
and Netterwile alſo ( who were face to face at the Council- 
Table ). 

Capt. Kelly denied that he knew this Dominick Kelly : Netter- 
vile told him he would not deny ſurely that he was with them 
ar the, Marſhalſeys, which Capt. Kelly then contefſed ; ſome of 
their Lordſhips asked what he did at the Marſhalſeys ? Captain

[7 obedience to an' Order direfted to me, from the Honourable Committee of the Houſe of Common;, 
then futting in_the Speakers Chamber of the ſecond of October, 1666. I did carry Robert Huberc 
zo St. Katherines-Tower by Water, to let me know tbe Place where the Swediſh Ship lay, that broug ht 
him and other Frenchmen from Stockholm, and he pronght me to the Dock over-47ainſt Mr, Cor- 
{cllis, bis Brew-houſe, and did then verifie to me, and Mr. Corſellis, That the Ship lay there, antil 
ſuch tim? as he with Mr. Piedelou and others did go and ſet fire to a Houſe, And this Aubert 
aid then further ſay, That Mr. Piedelou dd fix two Fire-Balls to @ long Pole, and put them into a 
Windaw ; and that he th: ſaid Robert Hubert did fire one in the ſame 14anner , and put it iv at 
the ſame Viindow.

Then by rea'on of his lament(s I ſet him 
on, 4 Horſe, and carried him to ſeveral other places, bat no other place would he acknowledge ; but 
rode back, again to the Bakers Honſe, and ſaid again, That that was the Houſe (pointing at the Bakers 
Houſe ). And this I ds bumbly certific to this Honourable Committee. 
Be me fohn Lowman, Keeper of his Majeſties County-Goal for Sarry, 
Þ being intimated to the Committee, That notwithſtanding the ConfefTion of the ſaid Hyberr, 
* it, was confidently reported the Fire in the foremenrioned Farr;ners houſe began by acci- 
dent: The Commirtee therefore ſent for him the ſaid Farryner before them, who being ex- 
amined, faid, That it was imp2ſſible any Fire ſh:uld happen in his Hoſe by accident ; for he had 
after Twelve of the Clock that nizht gone through ev:ry Room thereof, and found no Fire, but in one 
Chimney, where the Room was paved with Bricks, which Firz he diligently raxcd up in Embers, He 
was then asked, whether no Window or Door might let in wind to diſturb thoſe Coals ? He 
affirmed there was no poſſibility for any wind to diiturb them: and that ic was abſolutely {ct on 
fire of purpoſe.

DawesWeymenſel Eſq; one of his Majeſties Juſtices of che Peace, informed; That he ſaw a man 
apprehended in the time of the Fire, near the Temple, with his Pockets ftufc with combuſtible 
matter, made of 'Flax, Tow, and ſuch-like materials. 

Dottor fobn Packer .informs, that he ſaw a Perſon in the time of the Fire, throw ſome 
combuſtibl: matter into a Shop in the Old Bayly, which he thinks was the Shop of an Apatheca- 
ry ; and that immediately thereupon he ſaw a great ſmoak, and ſinzIt a ſmell of Brimſtonz. The 
Perfon that did this immediately ran away; but upon the out-cry of the People he was taken 
by the Guards. | 

_ Mr. Ranaal, Mr, Haſſews, and Mr. Humphrey Bowyer, do all agree, Thar they faw a perſon 
flinging ſomething into a Houſe near- St. Ant-olines Church ; and that thereupon the Houſe was 
on fire, and the ſmoak thereof infeſted the adjacent Houſes. And when tnis was done, there 
vas No fire near the place. 

Mr, Michacl March, an Officer in the Trained Bands in a Company of Sir Richard Browns, 
apprehended a Walloon in the time of the Fire, at the Nags-head in Leaden-hall-Streer, with 
an Inftrument like a dark Lanthorn, made (as is conceived) to lay a Train of Powder, and it 
was. filled wich Gun-powder.

Newton Killsngworth Blq; informed, That he apprehended a perſon during the Fire, about 
whom he found. much combuſtibl: matter, and certain black things of a to: g fizare, which he could 
not. indure to hold in his hands, by reaſon of the:r extream heat. This Perſon was ſo ſurprized' 
at firſt, that he would not anſwer to any queſtion ; Bur being on his way to Whjte- all, he a@- 
ed the part of a Mad-man, and fo continued while he was with him. 

Sir ?obn 7Mcynard ,ia Member of this Houſe,aftirms , That he had ſome of that combuſtible matter 
in his hand: ; aud though it were in its natural ſubſtance , and unfired , yet the heat of it was ſcarcely to be

' William Champners a Ratband-maker, now living upon Horſlydown , was upon Tueſday-morning, 
September the fourth 1666, in Shoe-lane , and there met with a Conſtable who had apprehended a 
Fr:nchman, whom he took firing a Houſe there with Fire-balls, and charged thefaid Champneys to 
afſift him ; who carried the {aid Frenchman to Sal:sbxry Court , hoping there to have found a Juſtice; 
but finding that Place burning down, returned into Fleer-ftreer, who was preſently called upon by 
the Commander of the Life-Guard , to know what the matter was . The Conſtable told him , He 
had apprehended a Frenchman firing a Houſe in Shoe-lane ; he examined the Perſon and commit- 
ted himto the Gzard, and told the Conſtable he would ſecure him ; and carried him along with 
him. The Conſtable acked him whether he ſhould go along with him togive in his Evidence? He 
re; lied, That he had done enozu;h, and might go home. But what became of the Frenchman he knoweth not.

fupped. Afrer which he askr rhe Eſquire , If he had heard any thing of the Firing of London? who anſwered, No. But 
Urmſtraw ſaid , He wenldſhortly , For it was, or would be fo that Night. The Eſquire anſwered , If it were, he hoped it 
-ghe be quenchedagain , as it had been many a time. But Urmſtraw anſwered , No, it would not be quenched: For it 
ſhould be fad of it, as of Troy, repeatiug a Larine Verſe , Nunc Seges eſt ub Troja fait 5 Thar New Corn grows where Troy 
froed This Diſcourſe was managed pleaſantly by him, after which they went to their Beds. And in the morning 
this Urmſtraw inquires earneſtly, Mhether they had heard of tbe Firing ef T.ondon that Night * They anſwered . No: 
Bur he prayed them ro ſend one of the Family out to inquire , and doubtleſs they would hear of it : Upon which 2 MeC- 
ſenger was ſent . who brought in. Word from a man thar travelled upon the Road, That it was on Fire indeed. After 
Dinner this Vrmſcraw defires his Horſe ro be ſaddled, that he might be gone. The Eſquire intrears him ro ftay tilt 
next morning : Bur he anſwered , If T ſhould ſtay, 1ſhowld fleep no more thy night than I did the laſt : Therefore I would 20 
fee London before zts quite burned : For I ſhall never ſee at more. :

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A Citizen being burnt.out of his Houſe, had hired a Lodgiog in Queens-ſireet in Covent-Garden ; and 
poing up Holborn( there being a Crowd of people)iteps in amongſt them,and hears a Woman ſay, that 
ſhe hada hand in Firing the City, The People askr her, whether ſhe were an Anabaptiſt ? She faid 
No: Are you an Independent ? She ſaid No: Are youa Presbyterian ? She ſaid No: Are you a Romani 
Catholick? to which ſhe would give no anſwer. The Citizen asked her, but Miſtrefs had you a handiri 
Burning the City? She anſwered, what would you have me ſay? / have confeſſed it already, and 
do deſerve to Dye for it ; this ſhe ſaid with great trembling, and ſeemed to be much troubled.

She anſwered, Tnat ſhe had apprehended her and delivered her to the under Beadle of 
White-Chappel-Pariſh, The Woman falling under the accuſation (not being able to deny it) there being 
many Wizncſſes at that time that heard it: She was delivered to Sir Fohn Robinſon, but heard of no

One from Fr4»ce writes to his Correſpondent in London, toknow the truth of what was muttered in 
Paris, Whether London were laid in Aſhes or uo, The Letter being dated a week before the Fire began, 

From Surry in or near Darkin, 4 Perſon in ordinary habit (who was yet obſerved to take place of all the

Humphrey Ayrs of White: Lion-Court«n Barbican Porter is ready to. depoſe upon Oath, That on the 
third of Seprember 1666, being the Monday, at which time the Fire was as farre oft as Walbrook, he 
coming to &«dge-Row, and no Fire near thathe could perceive, buton a ſudden he ſaw two houſes about 
the middle of 444ge-Kow, betwixt St, Anthelines Church and Wa'brook break out in alight fire in their 
middleitories, "5 Ak the tops of the ſaid Houſes catcht or were toucht with fire, fo that they burnt 


- downwards till the Roof fell into the Fire. 


The like is atteſted by Ar. Jdorton a Gold-ſmith near the end of Fofter- Lane, who averrs, that the 
cople that dwelt in Alder/gate, having removed their Goods and abandoned the ſame, he on a ſudden 
Na a fire in one of the Rooms, which mult needs þe ſer on fire as well becauſe there was no other fire 
near thereabouts at that timc, nor for many hours aſter, as alſo for that it began not on the top tut in- 
wardly, and ſo flam'd forth through the very ſtones; But by his calling out for help it was for that time 
Quencht, though afterwards fired again; Ir being ſo convenient for their purpoſe, who deſign'd 
to have carryed on the flames further up Alderſgaze-ſireer, though in that reſp«& God prevented 
them. 

In the ſame manner A Perſonof eminent Quality, and another very worthy Gentleman both then of 
the Temple, have atteited, that ic that fire in 1666, they ſaw the fire break out at the Temple when no fire 
was near, nor could they poſibly make any reaſonable apprehenfion how from the common Conflagrati- 
on any fite ſhould reachthither, or catch atthe place where they obſerv'd it to break ovr. 

A Maid was takenin the Street with two Fire-Balls in her lip, Some did demand of her where ſhe 
had them?

In the time of the Fire, a Conſtable tock a Frenchman firing a Houſe, ſeized on him, and going toa Ma- 
giſtrate with hizs, met with His Roysl Highneſs the Duke of York, who atked the reaſon of the tumutt - 
One told him that a Frenchman was taken firing a Houſe ;, his Highneſs called for the man, who ſpabe to him 
in French. The Duke asked, Who would attefF it ? The Conſtable ſaia, Itook himin the Act, and1 willat- 


teft ir. The Duke took him into bis cuſtody, and ſaid, 1 will ſecure him. But he was heard of no wore. 


On Munaay the third of September, there was a Frenchman taken firing a Honſe; and upon ſcarching 
of him, Fire-Balls were found abont him, At which time four of the Life-Guard reſcued the Frenchman, 
and took him away from the People, after their uſual manner in the whole time of the Fire. 

One Mr. Bellanda Frenchman, living at Maribone, who baught great ſtore of Paſthoard for a conſider- 
able time before the fire in the City of Londen, to the quantity of twenty groſs in one Shop, and much 
more elſewhere, was asked by a Citizen, What he did with at] that Paitboard ? He made Fire- works for 
the Kings pleaſure. The Citizen asked him, What doth the King give you? Hereplyed, Nothing, onely 
T have Keſpcitr at Court : The Citizen ſaid, Take beed, Mr. Belland, you do nor expend your eState, and 
then loſe your Respetts at Court, for you areat a great charge, belland anſwered, Sir, do you thirk_this 4 
great matter ? ]uſe all this my ſelf; But if you dia ſee all the great quantities 1 have made elſewhcre, in 
three ſeveral places, three, four, and five wales off, you would ſay ſomething. Another time, the Stationer 
with whom he dealt for Paſtboard, being at his Houſe in Jfaribone, and wondring at the many thouſands 
of Fire- Works that lay piled up of ſeveral ſorts, he ſaid, Sr, do you wonder ar this? if you ſhou d ſee the 
quantity that I bave made eiſewbere by other men, you would WONDER INDEED, 

The S»naay betore the Fire began, this B-l/and came to the Shop where he was wont to buy his Paſt- 
board, but the Stationer being not there, he delircd a Citizen (the Stationers Neighbour) to ſpeak to him, 
and to let him know that he had much wronged him in diſappointing him of the four grofs of Paſtboard 
which he ſhould have had of 'him,and ſaid that he ſhould not do his work by the time ; and that if he had ir 
not by Tueſday night,it would come too late} e ſhould have no occaſion for it after thar (which was the 
Tueſday night before the the Fire) Mr. Belland (ſaid the Citizen) what is the reaſon of your halt ? Have 
youany Shew ſuddenly before the King ?

No, ſid Belland, 
1 ſet no man to work, neither know I any Man that makes of them, but wy ſelf, though he had often before 
ſaid otherwiſe, While they were thus diſcourſing, Old Zellazd looks from under the Hanging, Sir,faid 
he, 7 hear you charge my Son with Suſpition of Burning the City, I pray you ſpeak, lower (calting his Eyes 
about, fearing the Ladies paſſing by might hear.) and ſaid, Ay Sor doth nothing but what be bath a Pat- 
tent from the King for, and ſhall bave an Order to Sue any man, that ſhall accuſe biz, And heſaid, My 
Son u no Priſoner, but Loaged here to prevent himfrom the Rage of the Common People, Wellſaid the Ci- 
tizens, Ton muſt give an Account for what you have done, And ſothey ſhut the Door upon them. 
A Houſe in Shooe-lane fired by a French-man taken in the Att, yet diſcharged. 

ON T ueſday the 4th. of September 1666. A French-man was taken for Firing the Turn-broach of the 

Temples houſe, in Robin-hood-court in Shooe-lare where he lodged. This Court was full of pitiful 
rotten honſes, and he did the faCt early in the morning before ever auy tre was come over Fleet bridge or 
croſs the Ditch ; but the woman being up and perceiving it juit as he was going forth, cryed out to one 
Mr. Nicaſius a neighbour who was then in that Court, ſay:»g, This Ropue hath fired my houſe, and 
withil came running out of the houfe into the Court aſter him, thereupon Mr. V:icaſizs ſeized the Fellow, 
talkt French to him, ſearcht his pockets and found a writing purporting to be Indentures of Covenant 
for him and another to ſerve one Gl-wde Lantee of the Pariſh of St. Leonard Shoreditch French-fring-maker 
for 101, per Annum wages,dared 10th. of Far. 1665, Atteſted by Fohn Viid:rwood publick Notary and 
Foſhuab T hirk-ll his ſervant. *Tis uncertain whether his name wis Martin de numer, or Andrew Som- 
mers, becauſe they were both parties to the ſame Indented Articles, but"tis more probable it was de Hu- 
»et becauſe the ſame isa French, whereas Somwers is an Engliſh name, This perſon being fo taken in 
the Fat, was asktif he werea Frenchman, which he acknowledged, the people would preſently have 
uſed violence to him,but Mr. N:caſius with much ado perſw:dei them to the contrary. and got their leave 
to be patient that he might carry him before the Duke of Toh, whom be found with his Guard about Sa- 
lisbury Court, to him he preſented the French-man, and related the F-Ct with its apparent circumſtances 
in Engliſh ; on which the Duke called one of the Horſe Guard, and d.Þ vered tim unto him, who rode a- 
way with him triumphantly towards Weſtminſter. The AMonnfieurs about the Duke making a great 
noiſe at his delivery, but the next morning Mr. Nicaſe:s erquired what became of the French-man, . and 
the people told him he was let go, nor hath he ſince been heard of by Mr. N:caf: though he hath uſed 
means to inquire and find him out. The Turn-broaches houſe con fiſted only of two Rooms, the uppermoſt 
of which was the Chamber which this French-man lay, and which he had fired and carried away the key 
with him, but the people perceiving it ſo ſoon, broke open the Chamber, and had happily quencitt the 
ſame before Mr. Nicaſizs came back from carrying him beforetie Duke of Yo: h. 

The ſame Mr. Nicafius had a fair brick houſe wherein he dwelt, being the furtheſt houſe on the right 
band in Plow yard in Fetter-/ane adjoyning to Thavies-Inn Garden, this houſe on the wedneſday was by 
ill Councel ordered to be blown up, ans Powder brought to that purpoſe, which if it had bcen done the 
| fire had undoubtedly proceeded much further: But upon his repreſenting the unres fonableneſs thereof 
to the King, and that if by playing with the engine on an houſe hard by that was on lire, they could fo - 
dimp the flames that they might not ſeize his houſe, then the ſame being brick woul3 icreen and preſerve 
other paper Buildings behind it, his Majeſty was pleaſed to order that courſe {hould be taken, ard thereby 
that houſe and divers others were ſaved, though in Mr. Nic aſt occafional abſence for a very ſhort time.peo- 
ple got into his houſe with (trange pickaxes, and battle-axes, cc. Wherewith they Froke open his doors, 
and (beſides what they robbed him of, ) brake down all his windows,and threw pre's Cupboard, PiCturcs 
| and other combuſtibles into the fire to encreiſe it, and endeavoured to break down the Turret on the rop 
# of the houſe and did actually break ſome part of it, which conld not be but on purpoſe to let in the fire and 
E that it might the ſooner take hold on ſuch his houſe, which if it had done "tis mott probable all Zolborn had 
becn deſtroyed,

L inthe Vintrey, where my {clfand ſeveral others obſerved the motion of the Fre tor two or three hours 
together, and weall took notice, that the Fire did break forth out of ſeveral hov!es, when the houſes 
which were then burning were ata good diftance from them every way, and more paiticularly,l ſaw the 
* fire breal; out from the ir. fide of Lawrence- Pountney Steeple, when there was no fire near it, Thele and ſuch 
like Obſervations begat in mea Perſwaſion, that the Fre was maintained by delign, Upon Aunaay l 
repaired again into the City, and found as the day before, thar the Fire did break forth in treih houſesat a 
oSreat diſtance one from another.

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A further True Relation mace by the ſaid Thomas Z1rddleton, conceriing ſome occurrences in 
the great Fire of London. 


TP Hat upon Monday the 34, of Sept.1666,being next day after that areadful fire began, the Duke of York 

being at Flect-bridge in the afternoon, and the fire not being then cometo Ludgate, d1d declare that thoſe 
Houſes adjoynins upon the bridge ſhould be pulled down the next morning, awongst which was the ſaid Tho. 
Middletons, who thereupon endeavour*d that night to get Carts to Carry away h1s Goods, and had gor a Conn- 
try Cart and loaded it with Goods, but by that time the ſame was done, there was a ſirong Guard ſet aCroſs 
the ſtreet, fr om Shoe-Lane to Salisbury- Court, which the ſaid T, M. perceiving cauſed the Cart tobe driven 
up to Shoe-lane, and then he with other Neighborrs,( one of which was Mr. William Wheatly a Common 
Conncil-man) repaired to the Captain of the Guard of Horſe under the aforeſaid Duke ,being then in Salisbu- 
ry-Court, whoſe name was Peters, whom the ſaid T, M. acquainted, That dweiling on Fleet-bridge, and there 
being order given by the Duke that his Houſe «mongſt others ſhould be pulled down next morning, He 
thereforeprayd that the man which had his load of goods in his cart in order to remove them, might have li- 
berty to paſs and repaſs through the Guard to fetch the remaining part of his goods, he having a large houſe 
and many loads in it, But the ſaid Captain peremptorily denyed ſuch his requeſt, declaring that no cart ſhould 
paſs,except there were an order ſhewed from the Duke whereas it was then about 12 a Clech inthe night, and 
the Duke at Whitehall, or ſome where elſe, not eaſily to be met with, ſothat it was in peſſible to precnre ſuch an 
Oraer ſo ſuddenly ;, whereupon the ſaid T, M. earneſtly deſired that the cart might be admitted to paſs, and 
offered money for the ſame, and ſaid that foraſmuch as the Capt. and his ſouldiers could not ſave his houſe, be 


' hoped that they would not be inſtrumental for the deFroying of his goods, Adding that he thought be might 


bave ſome kindneſs ſhew'd him in ſuch a difficult hour, for as much as not long before be had voluntarily lent 
bu Majeſty Money. The man that owed the Cart ſtanding by all the while,when at laſt he ſaw it would not be 
granted, ſaid it was a very hard thing that when a man cannot ſave his Houſe,be ſhould be hinared from ſav- 
;ng bis Goods.To which CaptainPeters anſwered,why your Cart has carryed one Load,which the man acknow- 
leaging, theCaptain replyed, Then you have done enough, your ſpokes may be knockt out and your Cart 
burnt: So with theſe unnatural and unchriſtian Replies Thomas Middlcton retxarns to his houſe where he was 
net long before ſome of thoſe deſtroyers were got on the top of it, throwing the Tiles and bricks down the ſtairs, 
ſo that the ſaid T.M. and his Family were forced to leave bis houſe and moſt of his Gods tobe conſumed. 
He likewiſe further ſaith, That within a little time after the flames were over, be the ſaid T.M. with bis 
Son going near theground where his houſe had lately ſtood, ſaw a Man that bad tookup a Aluſquet that lay in 
the Runes not burnt, and as the ſaid T. M. was coming towards bim, be ſaw him take the Muſquet, and break. 
zt, whereupon the ſaid T. M. acked him wherefore he did ſe, and the fellow replyed, and ſaidit was no matter 
if Thouſands of them were deſtroyed,or words to that purpoſe, upon which the ſaid T. M.aiked him what be was 
that wor'ld deſtroy the Arms of the King ? ſuppoſing they were ſome of the Souldiers Arms,to which be replyed 
that he did belong to a Major or Coll. whoſe name the ſaidT.M doth not now remember, but T.M. did tell the 
ſaid Fellow that be was a Papiſt, which proved t1ue, for the ſaid T. M. andothers ſearching hs pockets, found 
therein a Maſs-book Printed in Latine, with a particular Prayer for the Queen of Spain, &-c. In the inte- 
rim conies aCaptain,to whom: the ſaid T. M. made this Relation and delivered the man into his Cuſtody, who 
faid ke would cerry him before the Committee that ſat in the Temple to examine ſuch matters, but of the man 
or matter,the ſaid T.M, never heard more, ſave only about 4 year afterwards the ſaid T.M's. S1n (who was 
at the taking of him as aforeſaid) walking in the Strand at noon day the ſaid Fellow met him and without 


any provecation ſiruck him withal bis force upon the head with a great ſtickor club, aud then ſuppeſing he had

IN thetime of the Fire, near Bridewell, there was a man ſadly bemoaning the great Loſs he was like 
'] to ſuſtain (the Fire being within tive or fix houſes ot him) whodid betſcech the people for Gods fake, 
they having no Goods of their own in danger, to help him throw our Trunks, Chetts, Beds, &c. out at 
a window,having procured two Carts or Waggons to carry them away. WhereuponI ran into his Houle 
with ſeveral others, broke down his Windows, threw out his Goods, and loaded the Carts; and there 
being ſome interval of time before the return of the Garts, and tecing a Room wherein were many 
Books and looſe Papers (which ſeemed to be a Library) I went in and took downa Book, which prov- 
ed to be Ovid Metamorphoſis, and while I was looking upon it, there came into the ſame Room an Old 
Man of Low Statire, with a white Frock, who looked alto on the Book as it was in my hand ; I took 
him in my mind to be ſome Groom come out of a Stable, and thought him;to be prefumptuouſly fooliſh, 
{uppoſing ſuch a mean like Old Man ignorant of that Language in which the book was written, it 
being in Latin,but I ſpoke not to him: In the mean time, there brake forth a Fire amongft the Papers 
which were behind us, there being none in the Room but he and I. Whereupon the reſt of the people 
coming in, cryed out, we had ſet the Room on fire, and ruſhing in upon us, pur out the fire with their 
Feet : whereupon I took hold of the Old Man by the Buttons under thethroat, and ſaid, How now 
Father, it muſt either be yos or I muſt fire theſe Papers. There was a imall thing of a black matter,which 
looked like a piece of a Link burning, which queſtionleis ter tire on the Papers, burit was immediately 
trodout. A multitude of people thronged in; and when 1 {aid, Zow now my Father, and took hold 
of him, he ſaid, Parce mihr Domine: The people which did not underttand it, cryed out, He is a French- 
an, kill him, and with pulling of him, his Perriwig fell oli; then appeared a Bald Skull, and under 
hisFrock he had Black Clothes, I think of Biſhops Sattin, whereupon he ſeemed to bea grave Eccle- 
fiaſtick Perſon. I had mucha do to fave him trom the People, but at laſt brought him before the 
Duke of 707k: we found in his Pocket a bundle of Papers cloſed up with Wax like a Pacquet, which 
was delivered tothe Duke of York. I know not what was written in them, neither do I know what 
Country-man he was; but methoughts he looked ſomething Jefuit-like. This I am certain of; 
that when I went intothe Room there was no hire in 1t, and it was fired when there was none but he 
and I in ir, yet I cannot ſay I faw him do it, though I cannot bur ſuſpect he did it, and the rather, 
becauſe there were ſeveral houſes untouched betwixt. this houſe, and where the fire was coming on, 
when the Papers in the Library where thus on fire as I have related. What became of this fellow 
after wehad delivered -him to his Royal Highneſs. the Duke of York, I have not heard.

Ot long after the Burning of Zondon, Mr. Brook Bridges, a youhg Gentleman of the Temple, as 
N he was going'to attend Divine Service in the Temple-Church, in a Pew there found this follow- 
ing Paper, which immediately, . either by himſelf or a Relation of his, was delivered to Sir Will:an 
Morrice, one ofhis Majeſties principal Secretaries of State; the Contents of the Paper are as follows: 


A VVarning to Proteſtants. 


[| Who have been a Papift from my Infancy, till of late ; and in Zeal for their- horrid Principles, had 
too great a ſhare in the Fireing of the City ; And did intend to do further miſchief to the Proteſtants 
( of which I am now, and ever ſhall be a Member ) do upon abhorency of that Viilany, and Religion 
that hath moved me to it, declare to all Proteſtants the Approach of their ſudden Ruine, that it may 
be prevented, if it be not too late. | Fl 

When 1, together with other Papiſts, both French, Iriſhand Engliſh, fired the City z others were im- 
ployed to maſlacre the Proteſtants, we thinking thereby to deſtroy the Heads of your Religion; bur 
the Maſſacre was diſappointed by the Fear of him who was the chief Agent in this Villany. And the 
Fire not having done af its Work, they have often endeayoured to fire the remaining part. They in- 
rend likewiſe to land the French upon you: To whoſe Aſſiſtance they all intend to come, and for 
that purpoſe are ſtored with Armes : And have fo far deceived the King, that they have the Command 
of moſt part of the Army and the Sea-Ports. The French intend to Land at Dover, that Gariton being 
moſt Papiſts, And the Papiſts in England have expreſs Command from Rome, to haſten their buſineſs 
before the next Parltament; and to diſpatch.

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Thus we ſee, that then, even preſently after he dreadful Calamity, there wanted not various: 
proofs of its being contrived and carryed on by Popiſh Treachery : By what means theſe Informari- 
ons were ſmothered, *tis not my buſineſs now to inquire; *tis certain, had they been ſufficiently raken 
notice of, and encouraged, and due proſecution made thereupon, it might have prevented many 
miſchiefs which ſince happened : But we have now a more full diſcovery of that villanous Intrigue 
from their own Mouths; for as I my ſelf have more than once heard them own and boaſt of the Ex- 
ploit, ſonothing can be more plain than what Dr. Oats hath made out in his Depoſitions Sworn be-

That in ly 1678, Richard Strang, the then latt Provincial of the Jeſuits, did tell him, That their 
Society of Jeſuits did get 14 thonſand pounds in that Fire in 66, and thar he the faid Srrang, with 
three other Jeſuits and a Dominican Fryar, all there named, deſigned, and were chief Inſtruments in 
eficcting the ſame z That they intended to have Burnt it ſooner, vx, in Feb. 1664, but had not then 
got pertons and things ready for Execution: That they commonly met at the Green-Dragon at Puddle- 
Dock, and pretending themſelves Fifrh- Monarchy-men, tilt drew m one Green a poor man, by fur- 
niſhing him with 301. to-joyn in the Plot of Firing the City, and killing the King, who toon after 
bropght in B more of the fare Gang ; but at laſt /ſome notice was taken of their Deſign, and away 
the Jeſuits arcgone, leaving the poor fiNly ſeduced new Brethren of the Fifrh- Monarchy to ſuffer for 
their Roguery, and accordingly 8 of them were Executed in May 66, but never ſpoke a word of 
the ſaid Fathers, nor-indeed conld they, for they knew not their true Names, nor ever ſuſpetted 
them to- be Jefuits or Papiſts, wherenpon the faid Strang further ſaid, That he himſelf and the others 
retnrned- again in 7zne following, and fell again to prolecute their Deſign, which had been carried 
on in the-mean time by others of their Sociery. In ſhort, he ſaid they got 5o or 60 Iriſh, and di- 
vers French, who were very faithful to ply the work, and got one Everarad, who was chief Keeper of 
their Fire-works, a place in the Kings Service, relating to the publick Ammunition, the berter to 
colour it ; That himſelf by the Name of Walker, and the ſaid Fryar, took a Lodging in Ang. 66, in 
Fanchurch-ſtreer, that they might be at hand, it having before been reſolved where they ſhould be- 
gin; That all things being thus prepared, one Neal of Y YVhite-Chappel, whoſe charge it was to ſee 
the Fire carried on through Thames-ſtreet to the Tower, called him up about 12 a Clock, and before 
he could make him ready, the Fire was begun; That there was Fourſcore or upwards imployed 
therein as Servants by the Society, and that they ſpent 700 Fire-balls, and had others, both Men and 
Women; attending to Plunder what they could, having a Warehouſe in Y'Y7ld-ſtreet, and another 


at Somerſet-hewſe, to receive what they fo got, which amounted to the value of 14000 pounds, as 


aforeſaid, &c. ; | 
As for the Fifth- Monarchy-men that were Executed, mentioned by the faid Strang to Mr. Oats in 
this Diſcourſe, 'Tis very obſervable what Account the Gazerz gave of their Tryal. 


Tis in the Gazette publiſhed on A4unday April the 30th 1666. The words are theſe. 


At the Seſſions in the Old-Baily, John Rathbone, an o/a Arzy-Colonel, William Sannders, Henry 
Tucker, Thomas Flint, Thomas Evans, John Miles, William Weſcot, and John Cole, ( formerly Of- 
ficers or Soldiers in the late Rebellion, were Inditted for Conſpiring the Death of his Majeſty, and the over- 
throw of the Government, having laid their Plot and Contrivance for the Surprizal of the Tower, The 
Killing his Grace the Lord General, Sir John Robinſon Liextenant of his Majeſties Tower of London, and 
Sir Richard Brown, «nd then to have declared for an e;ual diviſion of Lands, &c. The better to effett 
this Helliſh deſizn, THE CITY WAS TO HAVE BEEN FIRED, and the Portcullices to have 
been let down to keep out all aſſiſtance, The Horſe-Guard to have been ſwrprized in the Inns where they 
were quartered, ſeveral Ofilers having been gain'd for that purpoſe, the Tower was accordingly viewed, 
aud its ſurpriſe ordered by Boats over the Moat, and from thence to ſcale the VVall ; one Alexander who 
is rat yet taken, had likewiſe aiſtriouted ſums of Money ta theſe Conſpirators, and for the carrying on the 
Deſign more effetizially, they were told of a great Council of the GREAT ONES rhat fate frequently 
:, London, from whom iſſued all Orders, which Council received their Direft,ons from another in Hol- 
land, which fate with the States, and that the Third of SEPTEMBER was pitcht on for the at- 
rempt, 4s being found by Lillies Almanack, and a Scheme eretted for that purpoſe, to be a Lucky day, 4 
Planet then ruling which Prognefticated the downfal of Monarchy. The evidence againſt theſe Perſons

Fifth- Monarchy-men; For, ſaid the ſubtle Fathers, if we can perſwade them to the Buſineſs, vi. Fire- 
ing the City, and Killing the King, Then not only our work will be done to our hands; but we ſhall 
have an excellent occaſion to fall not only on theſe people, but whoever elſe we ſhall pleaſt to call 
Fanaticks, as their Accomplices ; and all the World ſhall acknowledge, that we do but Juſtice in 
cutting them off, when they ſhall be made guilty of fuch Treafon and Villany. On the other fide, if 
they attempt and fail in it, Ler the Rogwes Hang, we and our Church are free; both frem the Dan- 
ger and the Odiam of it; Nay more, we ſhall gain this advantage, 'That when we ſhall dv it if earn- 
eſt, 'twill certainly be laid at their Doors, becauſe of their former Attempt, and to load them' the 
heavier, they had ſer down the Names of all the moft eminent Diflenters, and ſuch as had fery'd nn- 
der the Parliament, as concern'd in this Plot, and left it with theſe people, That as a Liſt of the Gon- 
ſpirators, it might be taken with them, and conſequently all thoſe perſons ſecured in Cuſtody art a 
time when they defign'd the French, with whom we were then at War, ſhould invade the Kingdom ; 
and 1 am credibly intorm'd, they had all been taken, had not his Grace, the late Duke of Albemarle 
Interpoſed. | 

A. "As they had to do with ignorant Enthuſiaſtical people, fo they managed them accordingly ;

nothing infrequent with the Jeſuits ro imitate their Father the Devil, in tempting people firſt to Vil- 
lany, and then to be the firit that ſhall accuſe-rhem.

Thomas Roe of Bernards Inn Gent.taken the 3eth-ef July 1690 
by Sir John Fredrick, Alderman, one of His Majeſties Juſtices of Peace in the Ci- 
ty of London, upon Oath,as'followeth, | 


Homas Roe faith; that he hathfor atleaſt twelve of thirteen years laſt paſt been acquainted with 

one {oſeph Harrifos, who: was examined lately at the Guild-Hall Zondon, before the Honohxable 
the Lord Mayor and Court of Aldermen, npon ſuſpition of his being a Confpirator in the'Fireihg the 
City and Suburbs-mm' ſeveral parts thereof | 

Thomas Roe, and fofeph Harriſon, having been School-fellows at Eaton Colleage, and being thereby 
acquainted ; 7oſeph Harriſon hath ſeveral times lately been with him, and adviſed him to with-draw 
his Concerns, and remove above twenty mites out of the City ; for that the City, and twenty miles 
round. would be ſuddenly deſtroyed and laid waſte (or to that purpoſe :) Whereupon Thomas Roe 
asked him, whether he were privy to any ſach conſpiracy, or concern'd in its Agitation?” preſſing 
him with divers Arguments to diſcover what he was acquainted with of that kind. Harriſon re= 
plyed, Thar he had no perſonal and pofitive knowledge thereof. Thomas Roe demanded upon what 
ground then he did thus adviſe him? of. Aarriſon replyed, That he was ſometimes converſant among 
ſome Papiſts, and perceived a Plot or Deſign was carrying on by them againſt the City of London 
and the Proteſtant Religion; which Plot or defign (ſaid he) the Papiſts call, The Game of T1 rap, or, do 
you underſtand Trap ad Crucem? which is the watch-word amongſt them. Further, fof. Harriſon (aid, 
Thar he was informed of thoſe things by ſome German Proteſtants, and that he had offers of tifty pounds 
per annum, made him by ſome eſuites and Papiſts, ro turh to their Religion ; but he had refuſedit, and , 
would not embrace the Romiſh Religion. 

Thomas Roe further faith, That about five weeks ſince, he walked through MNew-Cheapfide; and 
from thence into Mark-lane, with oſeph Harriſon, in company with Mr. Moſeley (a Gentleman be- 
longing ro Bernards Inn hikewiſe ) and one'of his acquaintance, together with another man, a'ftranget 
to Thomas Roe, Upon their firſt atlociating, Harriſon ſaid unto him, That he would not diſcover hint- 
felf to be an Enghſhman, but pretended himſelf to be a German or Italian, ( whether of the two he 
doth not well remember ) and that he might not detect himſelf; ſpake in the company, as occafior 
offer'd, in Latine. Bur leaving the place where they tarried in Mark-lane, going towards Biſhopſgate- 
ſtreet, Mr; Harriſon told Mr. Roe ſecretly, That he believed that Mr. Meoſely underſtood. the Game of 
Trapp by ſome ſigns he had obſerved from him, and that he would try him.

Nother attempt was on Tharſday Ang: 11; 1670. about 10 of the Clock at Night, a Woman 
A ſiting at her door in Geat-yard aforeſaid, heard a great Hiſſing noiſe, and turning to ſee 
what mMigjt be the cauſe thereof, ſhe ſaw a light upon a Shed or Hovel in a Whee|-wrights yard, 
bonnding *upon the faid Goar-yard, on which Shed or Hovel were old Wheels, and ſach cam- 
bnftible ſtaff, whereupon ſhe cried otir Fire ; which canſed ſeveral Neighbours to come forth, 
who with ſpeedy application of Water, quenched the ſaid Fire ; which done, they diligently ſearch- 
ed the place, where amongſt the old Wheels, they found a Canvas Page, in which was ſome 
Snfphwirous 'matter, compoltinded with other Ingredients, and about half a Yard of Match tied to 
it, one end of which {aid Match had been hired, and on ftrit obſervation, ſeveral Spoaks had the 
marks of Fire, and ſcerit of Gunpowder and Sulphur remaining upon them. This villainous Deſign 
was miſchievouſly placed for the accompliſhing of ſome great Deſolation ; for, near adjoyning to 
the ſaid Sheil was-a Loft full of Hay, the Boards of it old and dry, and behind the faid Shed was 
alſo a'great quantity of Billers, and'adjoyning to that Hay-loft was a Timber-yard, wherein was 
about an hundred Load "of Boards and Timber. A Juſtice of Peace inhabiting near the faid place, 
had the Match and combnitible Matrer aforeſaid delivered to him, and there are fufficient wit-

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* | Sevetal other Attempts were made on Soxrhyark, but without any. conſiderable Effet; anti! 
the 264 of May, 1656. and then'they farally accompliſhe their. Deſign, ſetting Fire'to the houſe 
ot'one Mr. Y'Yelſh an Oy-man, ſeituate near St''Margarers-Hill,' between the George 'and' Talbet- 
Ins, (it ſeems that was the place ordered by the'Superiours) which broke out abour four'ef rhe 
Clock in the Morning, and was carried''on with that Art and Violence, that it''confumed '500 
dwelling houſes or upwards, many ſtately Inns, the Meal-markert; the Priſon of the Compter, &c.

Hundred pounds to him the faid Groves, and Two Hundred pounds apiece to the three 7ri/h- 
en ; and yet (beſides carrying on their Deſigne of weakning and impoveriſhing Proteitants) 
got conſiderably by the Bargain ; for Groves affirm'd they gor. at leaſt Two Thouſand pounds by 
that Fire, for whili{t the Fire raged, they kad their Inſtruments to Plunder houſes, and Steal 
what goods they could, and convey them to their Ware-houſes at YVV'ld-ſtreet and Sommer ſet- 
houſe, And tonching this their gaining Two Thouſand Pounds: by Southwark-Fire, the ſaid 
Richard Strange the Provincial, hath likewiſe acknowledged: it- to be true; yet it ſhould ſeem 
they were not content with all this Deſolation, but endeavoured ftill 'to carry it on further ; 
for after the Fire was believ'd to be ſtopt and Maſtered, about 10 a Clock at Night, on a ſud- 
den, a Honſe appeared on Fire near St. Mary Overies Church, but on. the other ſide thereof 
furtheſt from the General-Fire, ſo thar it muſt needs be wilfully ſet on Fire, but by blowing up 
of one houſe in time, and good Help, it was preventcd from ſpreading further.

Firſt! on the 29th of Fane 1673, there was a Fire promated over againſt Y Vapping-Dock.in a 
Bakers-houſe amongſt his Bavins : Now that this was wilfully and with Deſign fer on Fire, be- 
ſides what I and others know of ſuch their Reſolutions to deſtroy that place, the circumftances 
attending it, may eafily convince a conſiderate Impartial man ; for about a Month before, there 
was found in the fajd heap of Bavins anew Cordevant. Glove. full of onponder and other ingre- 
dients, by a Boy that happened to. be at Play there, . and that very Night it began ; theye were 
ſeen ſeveral Gentlemen with Swords by their fides,..that had that day, been drinking ar the 
Fortune Tavern near the place, with ſame of the Bakers Fanuly, and were ſeen, in the Evening 
the.

The great Fire at St. Kath imes was deſigned for the Burriing of the Ships in the River, though 
in that reſpett, by the ſpecial Providence of God, and timely Help, there was no mighty miſchief 
done, but. on Shore a great rumber of houſes were deſtroyed. 


Shadwe! Fire began at'Shadwell-Dock in a Brew-touſe, in which there Kad not been any Fire 
fo: a confiderable time, nor3 can account be given how it ſhould happen by accident, and there- 
ve nav probably Afign'it to the fame miſchievous hands. fa .3 

But all theſe miſthieis.did nor fatisfie the Romifh undertakers, but they teſolv'd on a moxe 
gencral Devaſtation ; For no longer ago than the 3orh of Auguſt laſt, rhe before named Blynael 
at Fexwicks Chamber, produced a Scheme or Mapp, deſcribug the manner of Firing wholly both 
E Fappings Weſtminſter, Toolzes-ſtreer, Barnaby-Street, Fc, For V Veſtmunſter, the Jeſujts and their 
Agents were to begin at the next door to the Palſgraves-head Tavern without Temple-Barr (be- 
ing my appointed Foſt as aforeſaid) and carry on the Fire to the Savoy, and then the Beneai;nes 
19 mannage it on both f;des the way to Charing-Creſs, and ſo to VYhite-Ha!!: This was atteſted 
on Oath before Sir Eamundsury Godfrey in September laſt, whereitt'tis obſervable, though then, 
and ior long after, he was not art all aequaihred with mie, yer he mentions the yery bouſe where 
I-was lodged, and had prepared matcrials as aforeſaid, to be the place for the Commencement 
of the Fixe z fo that 'tis plain it was not the deſign of any particular men, but a thing generally 
known among ft them, and to be Profecuted not: only by the 7eſmites, but Benediftines, and o- 
thers had an hand init: He rhere likewiſe ſcrs forth how this ſhonld have been done in the time 
of the great Froſt 1676, but pur oft, becauſe they were not then aſſured of the French Kings Aid, 
which now they have obtained [By rhe Negotiations of Coleman and others.) How V Vaapping and 
the Ships were to be Burnt by a Fire to: be begun near Limehouſe, and how himſelf was ordered 
to ply at the Hermitage, with ſeven more as his Ailiſtants, to help carry it on; for which ſer-

And though. the Plot were in the mean time partly diſcovered, yet ſuch was their confidence; 
that they endeavoured nevertheleſs to go on with this Deſign ; For on Wedveſ#zy the 18th of Sepr. 
1678, a Fire was promoted near Lime-hoxſe, in purſuance of ſuch their former Order aid Reſoluti- 
on, which began there abour five of the Clock in the Morning in a Boat-Builders-yard in a parcel 
of Reeds, which afterwards being increaſed by certain dryed and ſeaſoned Timber caught hold 
of a Sea-Caprains houſe with that violence, that the lower part thereof was poſleſt by the dread- 
fal Flames. before any of the Family perceived it, or at leaft could get out ; at laſt Ladders were 
brought, and two or three of the Servants made ſhift to get out at the uppermoſt Windows, but 
juſt as they came to ſave the Miſtreſs of the Houſe and a Servant-Maid which attended her in 
her Room, the floor of the Chamber in which they were ſunk down, and fo they bdth, without 
any-poſſibiliry of help, periſhed. As alſo an adventurous Seaman, who preſuming too far to ſave 


ſome Goods afterwards in another houſe, was. interrupted in his return by one of the Rafters, ' 
which falling on his Head, knockt out his Brains. This Fire was carried on very vigorouſly, in- 


ſomuch that in three or four hours time, it burnt down and wholly deſtroyed between 40 and 5o 
Houſes, and had undoubtedly done much rgore miſchief, had not the indefatigable pains and 


hazards of a great number of Seamen, or rather, the accidental Abſence of ſome of thoſe Agents 
ordered to promote it as aforeſaid, prevented its further Progreſs. 


But often befecre this, there were ſeveral other Fires, or at leaſt Atternpts of that kind, 


for deſtroying the. Suburbs, as appears by the following Depoſitions, which deſerve 


our Notice.

The ſubſtance of the Examinatiqn of Robert Redway Vittualler, at the Red-Lyor, 
zn Fetter-Lane, taken the 6th of Auguſt, 1690, by Sir Thomas ' 
Bludworth Katgbt, as follows * 71 


e Examiriate ſaith, That on Wedzeſday the third of Auguſt 1670, about Ten of the Clack art 

Night, his Houſe was fired up three Stories high, by a perſon or perſons (as he verily believes) 
who were {trangers, and near about the fame time-1n his (aid Houſe ; .but- nor preſently miſtruſt- 
ed by him, he epi a Vigualling-houſe (where it is not uſual to take ſuch ſpecial cognizarice 
of Gneſte,) The fire was diſcovered by one of his Maid-{ervants, wha had occaſion. to carry a Child 
to Bed, which Bed ſhe found on Fire, and the Chamber fo full of ſmoak, as put her into a ſud- 
den fright ;. but it being but newly kindled, through the induſtry :of the Family , with the 
affiftance of Neighboprs, it was ſoon extinguifhed; But this Examinate was fo Alarm'd by the un 
expected ſuddenne(s hereof, and rhe many fearful eccurrences of this kind of lare, that-he could 
take no reſt in his houſe, till he had.cauſed narrow ſearch and in{peftion. to be made in every 
Corner thereof; cleanſing it from all ſich matter as: might eaſily -be tired, locking or. boiting the 
doors of every Room where any Bed was, or that was yot common for entertainmenr., - 


© Yer notwithſtanding all this care and vigilance was nicd, he faith; that: the very-next day, viz 
Mei wy the fourth of Auzzſt 1670, his houſe was again fired two Stories high, abont twelve of the 
Elock at Noon, 'which was diſcovered by one of his. Men-ſervants, 'who, as he was going up one 
parr of Stairs to attend ſome Gueſts, heard a very great noiſe, cracking and bouncing like Squibs, 
bur much founder, which cauſed;him to run down Rtairs, crying out, aſter, Mater, the houſe is on 
Fire, whereupon ſearch was made, and the fire found out two pair of Stairs in an'incloſed Fed, 

commonly called a_Freſs-Bed) which was broke out into a perfect Flame, the Rails thereof, with 
the Deit-boards that. jncloſed it all round, being on fixe, and almoſt conſumed, rogether with the 
Red-cloaths, al fave the upper Rugg. This Bed this Examinate ſaith, muſt of neceſſiry be ſet on fire 
by fome Fire-ball, or ſuch like ſtuit, conveyed into the Bed, (or caft on ſome combuſtible matter 
abit it). at ahole_abour an Inch and half wide, which was made in a Deal-board, inftead of a 
Staple to receive the ſhutter or bolt of the Lock. | 

* Had, not-$he fire been feaſonably diſcovered, it would have conſumed the whole houſe, and pro-- 
bably many moxe. But þy ach gimely dereCtion thereof, it was ſuppreſſed withour doing any fur- 
ther Hurt; unle6 to. the Goods in the Room adjoyning, and what elſe. was near it. | 

As to. the Pexfans; that arc violently preſumed ro be the Authors hereof, this Examinate ſaith, 
That &n the faid Thrſday at Noon, two Perſons came to his houſe and Dined above ftairs, and by 
their long continuance there, gave ſome ſuſpition ; but nothing appearing till they were gone, 
cauſed leſs notice; yet i leſs than a quarter of an hour after broke forth the Fire, as aforeſaid, juſt 
upon the diſcovery of the breaking forth of which, theſe two men, one in Black cloaths, the other: 
in Gray, welt apparelted, having his Hair of a bright brown colour, with a Shaſh ryed about him, 
were feen as they went, ,to make a ſtap near by the Examinates Houle, ſmiling one upon the other, 
ang pointing at the Fire, which-was obſerved by a near Neighbour, who was condoling the Diſ- 
after, and. fnaking ſome compaſſionate reflections on' the Neighbourhood, who were like to ſhare 
in the fame aMiQtiop.; at which theſe two men deridingly ſaid, It was either a Caſualty, or ſet on 
Fire. by the Fanaticks, and. ſo: departed. 

' Now, that theſe two perſons or one of them, were the immediate Inſtruments of this Villany, 
is more than probable-by divers circumſtances, as well as in the opinion of this Examinate and 
his Neighbours, wha took ſome {mall obſervation of them the latter time ; For when they de- 
parred, they. made no ſtay to change their Money (as is uſual) but had Money ready for what 
they had to pay. _ | 

And the feriorion of the habit, ſtature, and complexion, &c. which the Neighbours gave of 
theſe perſons, doth. exaCtly agree with the Characters that this Examinate and his Servants deſcribe

But char they were not apprekended or purſited at that Inſtant, muſt be attributed to the deep 
ſurprize the people of the Houſe and Neighbourhood were in, every one ſtriving to make proviſion 
to ſecure his own Concern, and partly perhaps to the ſmall Encouragement and little notice then 
taken. by ſome in Office of fach fervices; it being leſs dangerous, as things were ſometimes man- 
naged, to be a'77aztor amt & Villain, than to detect or d;ſcover one, oe 
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-T he ſubſtance of the Examination of Joſeph Speed, ſervant 
to Abraham Ever Uphoyſter m the Minories, taken 
upon oath before the Right Worſhipfal Sir T ho; 
Bludworth, Fay. the 31 1670, 


Hat he the ſaid Joſeph Speed being ſent on the Saturday before about eight of the clock at: 
| T night, by his Maſter to carry ſome goods into Wapping, in his return homewards in 
new Gravel Lane was overtaken by two proper men in Gentile Habir, the oze of them in a 
Light coloured periwigg and a ſtuff ſuit, black and gray mixed, as near as could be gheſſed, by 
the help ofa Link thac a perſon paſſed by withall,it being then grown late inthe Evening,and a 
Rapier by his ſide ; The other in a Cloath coar, his own hair and a [tick in his hand ; 
_ Who began to diſcourſe with the Deponent, and after diverle diſcourſes of the deadneſs of 
Trade and difficulty of getting money , when they were come into an obſcure loneſome 
place , being a field commonly known by the name of King Davids Fort, he in the Wigg 
began to declare himſelf more fully , telling: the Deponent that there was a way. of late 
come up of geting of money with a great deal of eafe., He having ſome ſuſpicions of 
them, by their frequent ſwedring,. to found the depth- of- their intentions , ſeemed very 
inquilitive to know what way that was, and how glad and ready he would .be to embrace 
it : whereupon at laſt the ſaid perſon in the Wig told hm it was to be done by making of fires 
balls and firing them; At which the Deponent, though much fſurprized, yet concealed his 
reſentments , and pretended to comply with them , diſcourling after ſuch a manner as 
might give them reaſon to ſuppoſe him fit for their pupole. Afrer {eyeral words paſſed, he 
in the Wig tells him he ſhall be imployed. Then the Deponent deſired ro know when and how. 
Whereupon the ſame perſon took two fire-balls ( as he called them) out of his pocket, 
ſhews them to him, and tells him he ſhould have Twenty ſhillings to rake thoſe 
Balls, and Fire them in ſuch places as they ſoujd direct ; the which he exprefied as fol- 
lows, viz. In the great ſhip that was building in fach a yard,  bemg wholly or near finiſhed, 
and newly Tarr'd on the outſide : ( which Ship was afterwards underitood to be Captain 
Tailors, though the owner was. not mentioned by them; and whole Bolt-ſpit lay croſs 
the ſtreet, at Wapping ) But if it might not conveniently be done there, then to do it 
at the houſe adjoyning to the Yard : or if ro levere a guard were kept thereabouts then ar 
a Tarr-ſhop , near the Armitage Bridge , or clie at the Talbot Inn ,in Southwark. , 
where he ſaid, the Deponent might come eaſily to the houſe, the back Wag, and no body 
obſcrve him. Bur he principally urged the firing of the ſaid Ship; and as for the time he bid 
him obſerve the Tide, and be ſureto do it within an hour of low water. He alfo gave him di- 
reCtions touching the manner of firing the faid Balls, viz, Tharif he could by any means 
privately get into the ſaid ſhip, or any of the ſaid houſes, then to wrap one of the Balls tn halt'a 
pound of pitch, with ſome quantity of Tow, and ſer fire to it. Bur if that gat not be done 
with ſafety and ſecreſy, then to obſerve a bole or narrow paſſage which was in the middle 
or Centre of the Ball, into which he ſhould putfome duſt of gun-powder, and ſertins fire 
to it , throw it into the place iftended. After theſe direCtions the fame fellow gave 
the Deponent one of the ſaid Balls into his hand, who then was urgent for his money , 
bur is denyed tull the Ship or one of the houſes ſhould be on fire, They retling him 
that they would be thereabauts , and when they had obleryed his work to be dane 
would go to the Bull-bead Tavern in Grace-Chuxch-ſtreet , where they would: meet wit 
him and give him his reward. . In this diſcourle about the money the Deponent told them 
rhar Twenty ſhillings was too (mall a matter , and. they might wel} gire him four or five 
pounds, becauſe he ventured his life , being fure.,to be hanged if diſcovered ; to which 
was returned by them , that they would certainly procure hun a; pardon, if ic ſhould happen 
ſo, but of that there was no. danger. After all this talk the Deponent willing to appre- 
bend them, tells them he was. very dry, and ,defires that they would give him ſome drink : 
ro which they would by no means aſſent : But; he yas fo impoxtunate with them as he- 
ot a fiſpicion in them of his deſign upon ons whereupon be with the Stick faid, Hmg 
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him Dog , or Hang Wm Rogite, he will not do the buſmeſs, or words to that effect z 
and after ſome other words, endeayoured to ſeize the Deponent, one of them diawing 
his Sword, but he got away, and they did not purſue him, but run away therlelves crots the 
fields as faſt as poſtibly they could, as he turning back at ſome diſtance oblerv'd. They 
being thus fled the Deponent at once apprehending the hazard of Concealmenr, and the 
danger thoſe places might be in that they. direfted him to fire, did immediateiy. repair to 
Captain Tailors houſe, as alſo to the Tarr-ſhop by the Armitage Bridge, acquainting them 
with this affair, as alſo ſeveral peoyle in Wapping as he went along, particularlytwo Con- 
{tables aud their Watch; thence he went home to his Maſter, and preſently ivform'd him 
of it, who repair'd to the. next Conſtable , they ro the Common Council-man of their 
Liberty, and thenall together ro the watch-houſe at Aldgate, where part of the Fire-ball 
was tryed for an experiment, which burned to their general wonder and amarze- 
ment. 

The ſame Night was he to appear before the Right Honourable the Lord Mayor 
at his houſe, but his Lordſhip being in Bed, he was put off till next morning, and then by rea- 
ſon of his Lordſhips indiſpoſition, carried before the worſhiptul Sir Thomas Bluaworth, be- 
fore whom he depoſed the premiſes, and further declared on his oath, that the betore-men- 


tioned perſons told him, when the Fire came to the midſt of the Ball, it would flame two 
yards or two yards andan half high. | 
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eAn Account of the apprehending of a Scotchman, about the 
ſame time, at the Croſi-heys m Fleet-ſtreet, 
about Firing. 


Scotch-man pretending great reſpect he kad for Wilkam Colbora { then) keeping the 

Crols-keys,a Victualling-houle in Fleer-ſtreer,near Chancery-lane end, came to him, and ad- 
viſe him, that by all means he ſhould remove his goods onr'of Zovden,and dilpolt of his houſe. 
Colborn askt for what reaſon, the Scotch-man replyed, Becaute that he with many others, were 
imployed to ſet the remainder of Londoz on fire, and that they would ſer it on fire at ſeve- 
ral places at one and the ſame time, and Chaxcery [ave end ( which is near the faid Col- 
borns houſe; as aforelaid,) they intended ſhould be one of the firſt ſer on fire. With ſeveral 
other diſcourſes very foberly, and after a friendly manner exprefied. Whereupon Colbern 
( according to his duty ) apprehended him, and being brought to his Tryal he was ſentenced 
to ſtand in the Pillory, and did accordingly ſtand three r:mes, once at Chancery lane end, and 
twice elſewhere in the City. 
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eA Relation of a Fire that happened in Budge-row, 
in July, 1670. 


O\ the eighth of 7aly about midnight, in a new houſe, not glazed, in' Budge-row, a Fire 
began ; the Shop-windows and doors were all made and cloſe ſhut and faſtned when 
the Brick-layers went away, which was between fix and ſeven of the Clock ia the evening 
before ; ( the Carpenters not having been at work that afternoon ) and the Bricklayers at 
that time having nothing to do above ſtairs, but only to build up a wall in the yard. When 
the fire was firſt diſcovered, it appeared in a Room oyer the front of the Shop, right againſt 
the Chimney, where ſtood ſeveral Deal-boards and Laths reared againſt the wall, heing pre- 
pared in order to. floor part of the ſaid houſe, then unfiniſhed ; ſome of the next neighbours 
who heard the firſt alarm of the Fire, doaffirm, That if they could preſently have got to it, 
they might eaſily have quenched it, *twas ſo ſmall to appearance, or that they could, in caſe

they nad wanted water, have thrown it out at the Window. But before they coul& get the 
doors open, It was grown ſo outragious, that there was no vyehturing up ſtairs to ſuppreſs 
it, andiin ſhort time it ſo farprevaited, as very confiderably ys bar Houta : That 
this came by Treachery there is good reaſon to believe; as well becauſe there had been no 
fire, nay not ſo much asany perſon all the day before in the ſaid Climber where it began, as 
allo for thar near Jſygron,'0n the evening before, ſome Perſons that were going thirher- 
wards, met two IMicn and one woman, who very earneſtly inquired, If there were not 4 Fire 
in London wear Cheap-ſide.

ſeen ſo ſoon was quickly extinguiſhed without much hurt done. One ot theſe Companions 
hereupon run away and made his eſcape, the other being apprehended confeſt he 
put the Fire-brand there on pucpoſe to burn down the Inn and Town if he could do-ir, 
and that they came down for that very end, being, hired to bura that and ſome other 
places, any were to have-ſuch a ſum (5. /. as I remember ) for each Town they could Fire; 
Hereupon he was committed to Hartford Gaol. But in his Tryal l know not how things were ſo 
ordered that though the fire was aQrally begun in the Straw as aforeſaid, yet it was lookt upon 
only as an Inteation, and conſequently not a Felony, but only a miſdemeanour, for which 
he was ordered to ſtand in the Pillory, &c. | 
In Town ſtill their work went forward with all the inſolence imaginable; for about the 
year , 1676. one Mr. Keeling a Smith, a very ingenious workman 1n Black.fryars, hav- 
ing made an Engine moſt effectual for quenching of Fires, being ſo contrived char it might 
be carried into any room, and the pipes of it and conlequently the water conveyed by 
Ladders or up Stairs into any place where Fire may be, The excellency and great uſe of 
which Engine was notably Experimented at the Fire in Southwark, the Hoſpital there being 
chiefly by means thereof preſerved ; For which he was ſhortly afterupbraided and affronted by 
a certain perſon, ſaid'to be a Frenchman ;, telling him plainly that he deſerved ro have his houſe 
burnt for making ſuch an Engine ;, and ſeveral other threatning words : nor did they fail to at- 
tempt it : For within few days after ſuch Menaces, there was one evening a hard ball thrown 
out of the ſtreer through a Glaſs window breaking a pane as 1t paſſed, into a Chamber of 
his ſaid houſe one pair of ſtairs high, which as providence would have it, fell into the mid- 
dle of the. room where there was nothing near apt to takeFire, but only the boards; into 
which it burnt a round hole of conſiderable. depth, but did no further harm, whether by 
reaſon the matter of the Fire-ball was not. rightly prepared, or what other accident not 
known. The whole Room was filled with {moak and ſtench of burning when the people 
came into it, which much affrighted them, eſpecially when they found this Ball which was 
then almoſt cold, and ſaw. how it had burnt the boards, and which way it came in, expect- 


ing no other but that their houſe was reſolved upon to be burnt. 


In the Winter 1677.at the ſign of the Shipin Shadwe!,the houſe of one Pezrcea Victuallerthere,

The firſt on the 27h. of September, 1677. at the Kings Bench Office, whici thereby was

On the ninth of Ap7i! one Eligabeth Oxley having dwelt about fix weeks as a ſervant-maid 
with one Mt. Bird an eminent Attorney in Ferter-lane, took the opportunity when all the 
Family was in bed, to. Fire a large Prefs in his Cloſet, in which were kept papers and wri- 
tivgs, and when ſhe thought fit, acquainted her Maſter thar the houſe was on fire z and running 
down let in the Watch: but it bemg obſerved that ſhe had packtyp her cloaths, and ſeveral 
other {dſþicjous circumſtances, ſhe was charged with ſetting the ſame on fire, andar laſt con- 
feſſed' the ſame, declaring on het examination , that, ſhe was imployed to do it by one 
Mr. Stubbs , who promiſed her five pound to do it. Hereupon Mr. Stubbs was ſeized , 
and acknowledged that he had perſwaded her thereunto, and was to give her five Guinneys, 
beſides' a Crown in hand. - And further faid, That one Father Gifford (the ſame man that I 
my ſetf was to be an Aſſiſtant to for ſich wicked purpoſes asaforeſaid) his Confeſſor had 
pur” 'him on this buſineſs, and told him it was no ſin to Fire all the houſes of Hereticks, 
and'that the faid Gifford had promiſed 'him one hundred pounds for the ſame, and told 
him'he was to have the mohey from the Church. ' And further declareJthathe uſed ta meet 
the ſaid Gifford, and other two perſons, in St. Fames's fietds, in the dark of the evening to con- 
ſult theſe matters. roofs ; : 


"They [likewiſe declared” ſeveral other things conterning "an InſurreRion at home by 
Ptpilts, and an Inyaſſon ſpeedily to be made by the French, ' cc. - upon which inge-" 
ny nuoug 
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nuous Confeſſions,” the Houſe of Commons beeame ſuitors to his Majeſty to grant them 


both his gracious Pardon, which was granted, and lately allowed in Court. 


The laſt Intrigue of this kind I ſhall mention is that of Dariel Clark, an Apprentice 
to a Gentle-woman that kept a Flax-ſhop in the A4ories, who on the fifteenth of 14ay 
laſt ſet fire to his Miſtreſſes houſe by putting a Candle to a bundle of Flax, but being 
ſeen ro do ir, the fame was ſeafonably extinguiſht without much damage, and he com. 
mitted to Newgate, declaring on his examination, that he was hired to do it by an emi- 
nent Papiſt; on the fifth of Ze he was Indifted ar the Old Baily and thereunto plead- 
ed Guilty: And though it appeared he had been niuch tampered with, yet at laſt the in- 


defarigable pains of the Court got the whole Truth ( as | am credibly informed )) out of 
him, and in pity to his youth reprieved him. 


After theſe numerous Inſtances I think no ingenuous, impartial man can quelti- 
on that this curſed deſign of treacherous Burning has long time been, and to this day 
1s vigorouſly carried on by the Jeſuites and other Papiſts and their Inſtruments. 
Alſo that no wiſe man or good ſubje& will be wanting in caution to prevent the 
future deſigns of theſe Incendiaries, or in contributing all hecan to bring any 
of them that ſhall be diſcovered and apprehended to condign and exemplary 


puniſhment. Which God grant, and ever preſerve his Majeſty, the Proteſtant 
Religion, and this Honourable City.

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This Information of the Plot was five years ſmce given 
by me to perſons berein ſpecified, but was ſuppreſſed ; and 
was again now of late tendered a-new to the Committee 
of the Lords ſating in Parliament at Weſtminſter, upon 


Oath, the 21ſt of December, 1678. And is now ten- 
der'd by me to the Commons. 


HILE I was employed as Agent at the French 
Court for the Engliſh Militia's Concerns, one of 
the Officers brought me at Paris to the acquaint- 
ance of my Lady Anne Gourdon, Siſter to the now 
Marqueſs of Huntley in Scotland, She after abour a years frequen- 
ration, communicated unto me certain 1imporrant ſecrets concern- 


In al Popiſh Plot againſt England. 


She's a Lady of vaſt correſpondence with the Popiſh Clergy 
and Nobilicy almoſt through all Europe, living ordinarily as a free 


perſon in Nunneries, and was then in a Convent at Paris. 


At a time I ſarprized her with two of the chief Scotch Semina- 
riſts of Paris, in a deep and dark diſcourſe of the Engliſh Af- 
fairs; and as foon as my Lady made them underſtand that I was 
one of her privatelt Friends, and Catholickly affe&ted ( it being 
fir ſhe thould imayine this ) they begun to ſpeak plain enough, 
to let me perceive that their diſcourſe tended ro ſome ſudden de- 
ſion for the ſubverſion of che Engliſh Government and Gover= 
nour, and the ſetting up of Popery here in England. 


But on ſome day of the Month of November, 1673, I enqui- 
red of my Lady what thoſe myſterious diſcourſes meaned ſhe had 
with the Scotch Prieſt? She after long 1importunities and pro- 
teſtattons, revealed unto me that which tollows,

That there was a very confiderable party in England, who 
Jaboured to make the Duke of Tork King, bur-thar the Scots in- 
deed were more for the Duke of Monmouths being ſ{ach, if means 
could be made to bring him over to it, wherein ſhe conceived 1 
might be an uſeful Jnſtrument, having been employed under 
him. Bur ſaid I, What do they eng todo with the King him- 
ſelf? She anſwered, 


[. That the now King of England would be made away, and 
diſpatcht after his Father, {o that he would not be ſhort] y in acale 
to annoy any body. 


Then I askt her by what means they thought to bring Gacks; mat- 
ters about ? and who were the leading- men 1n the contrivance, 
and who the Ynder-agents to carry it on ? She ſaid, That all that 
was too much for me to know at the firſt time ; beſi des, that it 
was then too late at night ; but rhat at my return within three 


days ( for avoiding of ſuſpition ) [ ſhould be fully ſatisfied. But 


I infiſted, That theſe were grand affairs whereof ſhe ſpoke, for 


which conſequently ſhe needed to have more than common 
grounds. She replied, that 1 ought not to doubt but that ſhe had

our into {ome of his Love-commerce with her ; fo that I leave 
ro others to infer from the premi/es to which, either to Love,or the 
Plot-part, or all of this his Letrer-Correſpondency muſt be refer- 
red. And to confirm turrher the credit I muſt yeild to her words, 
ſhe drew forth a Bag full of Letters, a matter of a Buſhel full, 
and ſhewed ſome more in a Cabiner, ſaying, Are theſe all about 
erifles, think you © She further produced a picture in mignature 
of the ſaid Chancellor, and went abour tro read one of his Let- 
rers ( of a large andill-ſhaped CharaQter methovght ), bur with- 
held, referring me till the fore-mentioned three days term. I in 
fine, asked how ſhe could avoid ſuſpition, if ſo many Letters 
were directed to her in her own name ? She told me ſhe had taken 
a good care for that, becauſe her Correſpondents writ to her un- 
der ſeveral] names by which they called her, and part of her Let- 
ters were directed to Mr, Conne a Scotch-man, living at Paris as 
Agent for the Pope; others were addrefſed ro Mr. Dalliſon her 
Scotch Phyſician there, ſome to Father Joſeph, Prior of the En- 
gliſh Benedictines at Paris, who was her Conteſlor. 


I. Now in the interval, having before been recommended b 
Dr. Brien, Dr. Molony Prieſts, and others, to Colonel KichardTal- 
bot, and to his Brother Peter (the pretended Archbiſhop of Dub- 
lin ) tor a perlon that carried on buſineſs after the formalities of 
the Courr of. France, and the Colonel himſelf having made ſame 
tryal of me ; he ona time deſired me to be afliſtant ro his Brother 
the Biſhop, not long ſince come out of England : The Biſhop 
deſired I ſhould go and complement on his behalf, rhe Marſhal 
Bellefond ( Grand Steward to the King of France ), and know 
when he might. be introduced by him to the Kings Audience a- 
bout the buſineſs whereof he treated with the Marſhal himſelf 
while he was in England as Ambaſſador (in or about the 
year 1670.) 


The Marſhal being then at Court, kept at Son , the Biſhop 
would have one Mr. Moore, a Prieſt and Philoſophy-Profeſſor at 
Paris, to accompany usthither on the next day, having lain that 
night at Verſaile ; and the Biſhop ſtriving to make us all merry on

The next morning I went to 
che Kings Riſing ro acquaint the Marſhal Bellefond, that the Arch- 
biſhop Talbot was in Town ro wait on His Majeſty and Him; he 
wiſh'e me to introduce him : The Marſhal knew him at firſt fighe, 
and imbraced him, and acquainted the King witch his coming ; 
His Majeity receiving him with great civility, led him into a pri- 
vate Room, where Mr. Moore and I following them, he beck'ned 
to Mr. Moore that had rhe paper, to advance : But I from the door- 
ward faw the Biſhop preſent a Letter ro the King, and other pa- 
pers, which I think were ſealed. I over-heard he ſpoke in Italar 
at firſt entrance, their Conference laſted about halt an hour ;

So, not to increale ſuſpicion by further inqui- 
ries, I urged him no more, but, departed from him for that 
time to Paris, .Yet note, that Mr. Moore did alfo generally 
touch unto me the Matters of the aforeſaid Articles and Plot, 
having heard it from the ſaid Biſhop, Peter Talbot, and his 
apers.

b Rnd farther obſerve, That one Mr. Conne a Scotch-man 
{ who was formerly the Popes Nuncio, and then his Agent 
at Paris.) had almoſt every day private. Conferences with 
both the Talbots, and went betwixt them, their Nuncio,then 
being at Paris; and that the Talbots and this Conne came 
often to my Lady Anne Huntleys, though my Lady had 
alſo another pretext to ſee Conne. "The very ſame night 
{ did communicate all that paſt in this Peter Talbot's Nego- 
tiation to Sir Robert Welſh, as I had done before that other 
Plot of Lady Huztleys, both fearing leſt this grand ſecrer 
might dye with me, i having many Enemies daily threat- 
ning me then at Paris ; and for that this- Sir Robert was a 
man that {ill made much profeſſion of his Adings, Suffer- 
ings, and Loyalty for the King of England, in ſuch former 
diſcoveries ; but Sir Roberts truer CharaRer I found out too 
late. FE os DR Oy ; 

However Sir Robert moſt untaithtully forthwith diſcovered 
:]1 ro Colonel Talbot, both that of my Lady Huntleys, and 
ihe Talbots buiineſls ; and that I intended ſpeedily to go for 
gland to accuſe both him and his brother Peter ; the Co- 
lone] feigning to keep his bed, deſires to ſpeak with me at 
his own Lodging. The Circumitances ol the meſlage with the 
Premifſes weighed, | took one or two along with me to his 
very Chamber door on another pretext ; he preſently deſired 
to know when I intended for England, and when I had ſeen 
Sir Robert Welſh, Bur by this much, forthwith perceiving [ 
was betrayed ; I pretended another occaſion of has Voyage; 
for which beſides I ſeemed not to be very earneſt, if either 
in Paris, or with the now Dutcheſs of York ( then at Paris ) 
he would procure me {ome fit employment of Secretary, or 
| Uſher. And at firſt he went abour to perſwade me from com-

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ing over into England at all. Then began to threaten me man- 
fally ; and if he heard I did otherwiſe than I ſaid, in ſteal- 
ing away for Ezgland on ſuch occaſions avainſt them and 
che Catholicks, they would infallibly procure I ſhould be 
forthwith commirted ro rhe Tower of London or the Gate. 
bouſe, at my arrival ; which actordingly happened according 
co his ſpightful propheſie, about ſeven days after I arrived at 
Fontlon, 

That ſecing the effe& of his threatnings, fall out ſo pun- 
Qually, and not doubring thereupon, but thar he, with Sir 
Robert Welſh, and Correſpondents here, were the ſecret Con- 
errivers of my four years cloſe impriſonment in the Tower 
( though a very remote ſurpriſe was pur in by them for pre- 
text ) therefore I ſaid I was afraid to charge them much, and 
bur warily, whilſt 'I was in the Tower , fearing to fare the 
worſe by the means of any ſecret friend of theirs. 


EVIDENCES. 


| T H E aforeſaid Sir Robert Welſh his Evidence, now iti 

London, may firſt confirm the truth of this my Informa- 
tion ; for he being now in Loder, can witneſs that ] diſclo- 
ſed to him all the ſaid Treaſons abour five years ſince, in or a- 
bout the Month of November 1673 ; fo that it cannot be ima- 
gined that this my Information is ſome new matter fitted for 
the rimes againſt Papifts ; nor that 1t 1s ſome odious new- 
coined ſlander, according to the humour and device of ſome 
diſſenting parties ( as Papiſts cavil ) , ſeeing that by four or 
five witneſſes hereafter mentioned, who are none of m 
Friends, it undeniably appears that I diſcovered this faid Plot 
many years before theſe times were thought of ; nay, and in 
ſuch a time when I never had ſeen England, or knew any 
perſon there, either by Letters or otherwiſe ( except ſuch 
Officers of the Army that were then in Fraxce ). 


I. 1 did not know but that Sir Robert Welfh or ſome other 
had hinted theſe matters to ſome Miniſter of State. 


II. I began to diſcover ſome of theſe matters to Sir Jobn 
Rob. 


Robinſon at the beginning of my impriſonment; bue whe. 
ther it was through any defect of ' my delivery, 'or "that he 
took {ach Relattons for a deviſed ſtarting from the only 
point/he would have me confeſs againft the Dake of Mo#- 
mouth, againſt 'whom''I'never coticerved the leaft'hatm'; but 
whatever it was for, Sir John made light of "my Nattation 
concerning the Lady Huntley and the faid Talbots buſtnefs, 
which I am ſure 1 began to relate to him, at the leaſt in ſub- 
ſtance; but how far he ſuffered me to proceed, j cannot now 
well remember;both for.thar there's above four years ſince,and 
tor the hard uſages wherewith he ſtill troubled my mind 
(whereof neither His Majeſty nor the Duke of Monmonth knew 
their continuance ſo long ) as my Lord of Northampton told 
me. 
II. And ſince my enlargement at the very bepitining of 
this Parliament, 1 yet went to the Tower to deſire Sir Fobn 
to ſecond me for the diſcovering of (the ſaid matters ; bat he 
at my firſt ſpeaking rejefted my propoſal, referring me to the 
Secretaries. And truly 1 would as heartily have applied my 
{elf ro the Secretaries, as to any, but that I teared, leſt of ſome 
errors which might be found in my carrying on this buſineſs, 
they would be more likely to charge me therewith, as parties 
for the King and Laws, than any other chief Parliament-mem- 
bers, who would be more fit to intercede for me, and more at 
leiſure to ſue out a pardon for me, if need were. 


IV. In fine, Col. Juſtin Maccarty, being then at Paris when 
theſe matters were vented out of Sir Robert, of my accuſing 
the Lady Huntley and the Talbots, he, I fay, with ſome of his 
Olkcers, can teſtihie that ſuch a Report came out then, ſome 
years {ince, if they would ſpeak truth. 


V. Nay, and one Capt, Barret, with ſeveral other Officers 
that were beyond (eas, told me about a fortnight ago, that the 
report went amongſt the Iriſh, That the Talbots were commit- 
ted upon my Information , though 1 never ſpoke of them 
theſe tour years till now ; but that by a fore-boding guilt they 
knew pertealy, and heard I had grounds enough wherewith 
to accuſe them; fo that the Iriſh Catholicks here did threaten 
me, alledging me to be an abettor of Mr. Oate's Informations

againſt, them, which he neither needs, nor did 1 ever ſee him 
but.in publike, before 1 gave in this Information ; nor Bedlow. 
Beſides, that it appears I made the diſcovery of the Plot, and 
the. aforeſaid matters, before they, had I not had ſome - the

LIAM WALLER, one of Hs Majeſttes

ſex, and City and Libertics of Weſtminſter, 


this Fourth of APRIL 16 7 9g. 


HE true Contrivers of my Imprifon- 
ment were the 7albots and Lady Hunt- 
ley, who for diſcovering of their Plot- 
ings , threatned me 1n expreſs words, 
That if ever I came over into England , 6: 
that Defign,I would be ſecured inthe Tow- 
er or Gate-Houſe ; or if I remained in 
France , they would get me laid faft e- 
0ugh : They put theſe Threatmings in- 

to Execution , forthough boththey andI were ſeeming] TC- 
conciled, yetthey made ſuch a Search for me in Paris, that I 
was faign to change Lodgings very often into remote and 
by-places; and when Iwas on my Journey tor England, one 
or two of my own ſervants, whom I diſnuſt at Paris, ſeeing 
me take Coach privatcly, carried them word of it, and for ſome 
pretence or other they ſent one Mr, Perrig, who was theirac- 
quaintance and Hentley's chick friend , 1a poſt to apprehend 
me ; whereof Sir Edward Hungerford , of this Honourable 
Houſe , can teſtifie from a Friend of his , who heard the ſame 
from Perriz's mouth (that is now dead.) And it's to be r6- 
mark'd, that hecould not purſue or apprehend a ſtranger in 
France, but ina concern againſt the King of that Courtrey ; 
who rather oives protection to ſtrangers that are purfacd on 
any other Account. Before the 7albors fell out with me; 
and when I firit determined in my own mund to come ovycr 
privately into Erglard , T inquired of one of the Taloor's ket- 
yants (who was my Countreyman) where one nught take

cheap and friendly Loognep in London , till one were in 


+ fit Equipage (I having never been in England betore ) he di- 


rected me to one Kenedy's Houſe at tac Pal-Mall, or to an- 
other Countreyman's Houſe of his in St. Martir's Lane, at 
the Sign of the Patrick ; the firſt night and hour I came to 
that Houſe,” Ftold them my Name and Imployment from 
the Duke of Monmouth , and that it was fit I ſhould go and 


wait on him-immedaately \, Icft he ſhould take it1ll ; and de- 


ſired my Landlord to fcnd tor fome Link-boy that knew 
his Grace's Houſe , where. I repaired forthwith; but not find- 
ing his Grace at home, I acquainted ſome of the ſeryants of 
my Arrval , to notific to his Grace : The next day Icame, 
he alſo was abroad carher than ordinary , on ſome Riding or 
Recreation Account : Bur unto Gentlemen of his Chamber, 
Mr. Champins and St. Giles, I told I would gladly come to 
kiſs his Grace's hand , and confer about Buſineſs , in what- 
cyer company he were in; ſorhat Captain Watſon and Mr. Ver- 
7202 Were not preſent , who were my Enenues on private 
Accounts, and would moye his Grace doubtleſly againſt me, 


notto grant me my Requeſt; which partly was ſome Arrears 
oran Imployment. 


The next day Ibcing ill, was let blood and kept my Cham- 
ber aday or two: I think the Sunday morning I went to viſit 
Licutenant Collonel Tre/ary , who meeting accidently aday 
or two before, I came to re-vifit on this Sunday morning, 
who at my firſt {fight found more than ordinarily diſturbed, 
and courtcouſly deſired to know my Lodgings , and whe- 
ther I had ſeen the Duke ? I rold lim of the lorry Dwelling 
T had taken up for a little tme, and that I would gladly ſce 
his Grace without the {ide cnenues and with him : He deſired 
me to accompany lum to 1/h:teha/l Chappel, where I might 
at the leaſt be ſecn of his Grace. ( Thither we went) Burthe 
Collonel defiring me to ſtay about the Chappel Door, throng- 
clin with great haſte, without conungout to me afterwards: 
In the mean time hearing of Organs and Children ſinging 
in Surpluſles , as I had {cen and heard 1n the French Kings 
Clappe! , where I percaived ſome of the English Nobility 
come as frecly as here; I did not know what to think, whe- 
cacr I had not been too forward in ſpeaking of any Diſ- 
wy1jes agaunlt that Religion which might be perhaps of late 

changed 
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changed in England : for that I had not heard or ſcen ſuch 
things in the French Church at Charenton ; where 1 only 2 
took my Idea of Proteflaniſm ; but this crromious ſtate of 
things (that I nuw know to be indifferent) did howeyer 
make me pauſe in my Diſcoveries ; but whulſt inthefe thoughts, 
Captain Watſon ſtept out of the Chappe/, :who looking on 
me a-{quint, went down the Privy Stairs in one end, and 
the other Watſon his Nephew, ſpeaking a word or two to me 
more colaly than ordinanly , went out through the Guard 
Hall, to the other Stairs, and preſently follows in the King's 
company the Duke of Monmouth ; who cying me only , paſt by : 
at all which paſſages of indifterency from former friends I was 
aſtoniſh'd. Bur I was1n Scarlet Breeches and Stockings, ſothat I 
could be cafily diſcerned and dogg'd to my Lodgings ; where 
I went preſently from Chappel. 


Within two days after two men brought a Paper to my 
ſaid Lodging , f1gned by the Secretary , whereupon he ſaid 
he mnit nccds ipcak with me : I inquired for what? but 
they could not or would not tell me ; bur it ſeems by 
their expreſſions. to my Landlord , they were with him the day 
before to inquire for me: and they could. tell that I had been 
laſt Sunday at Morning Prayers at I/hitehall, and there alſo 
ſcen the ſame Night amongſt others : Afcer break-faſting 
peaceably , Iwent with them to Whitehal! , not thinking this 
any Commument Buſineſs. Itold my Landlord I thought 
would be back within an hour. The Secretary ar my arri- 
val, inquiringof my Name, told me he would go and {peak 
with the {ing about me ; which I know not whether he 
did fo, or no : bur returning ſoon after , fpake not one 
word to me, but going into lus Clerk, he {ent our the ſame 
Meſengers , who callcd me into the Stone Gaery ; who faid 
they had Orders to carry me tothe 7ower, but for what they 
could not tell me. , 


Sir John Robinſon atter my Arrival entertained me to Din- 
ner , which continued in the company of his*Lady and 
Solicitor , 1n a free and cheerful manner in Diſcourſe of 
the French Cultoms , and of his Son , waom I knew ar 
Part. 


After 
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After Dinner , and having had a Nap with his Chaplain] 
who came in , Sir Fohn inquired of me, Whether I were not 
a RomanCatholique? 1 told them I had been ſuch, but not 
one of late ; and whether I was in Orders? Itoldthemnevyer; 
inquiring whether I knew for whatI was committed? TI told 
them no, no ;No more do I, ſaid Sir Fohn, but in the general; at- 
cerwards he ſent for one Captain Creſſer, the then Gentleman 
Goaler, he rcad unto me a Paper , he called his Warrant, 
which being butin general words, andgiving me no Copy 
of it, made no ſuch impreſſion upon me, as now to remem- 
ber the Contents ; for 1 thought it was but ſome 7ower for- 
mality, wherewith others wereſerved as well as I: for Sir F0h7 
never explained nor inſiſted upon ir, no more didI, but fol- 
lowed Captain Crefet to my appointed Lodging; which was 
converuent enough, asalſo the Dict : ſo that at the beginning 
I being not lock'dup neither day nor night, for a !/\-5!1 or 
ous, and grving my felt to reading an Fnglish Chroni- 
cle that belonged ro my Landlord, Tunconcernedly expect- 
ed a ſpeedy enlargement , after the Duke of Monmouth ſhould 
come to hear of my Impriſonment ; unto whom I deſired 
Sir 70x to giyenoticeof it; but Thad noreturn, 


After ſome Months, Sir Johz ſent for me, and ſaid he had 
Orderto exanune me; heinquired, Whatand whoml yerily 
thought were the Cauſes of my Imprifonment? TI told him 
that the Lady Anne Gourdon, alias Huntley , with Peter Talbot, 
Tiular Biſhop of Dzblin, were afſuredly the Cauſes of it; and 
might well contnve by other Inſtruments ſome falſe Accuſa- 
tion againſt me, for to weaken the teſtimony I was to give a- 
gainſt chem of their plotring againſt Erg/and : tor that the ſaid 
Lady had informed me of a Deſizn the English Catholiques had 
againſt the King's Perſon, his Government , and Religion; and 
that ſhe had correſpondency with her Brother the Marquiſs 
of Huntley, my Lord of Rothes, my Lord of Oxenford of Scot- 
land, and other Catholiquesand Prieſts, this ſide and beyond 
Seas : That the ſaid Peter Talbot, betore I brought himto the 
French King's preſence, told me, That he was to treat withthat 
King trom ſome very great Perſon or Perſons in England, for 
to raiſe men 1n Tre/and for the French King , and that I had 
declared theſe rlungs 1n France to one Sir Robert _ wo 
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deſired me to acquaint the Duke of Yrmond therewith. So 
Sir 7obz being 11 haſte to go to Whitehall, took theſe Heads 
in his 7able-book,, and faid he would acquaint them above with 
it ; but bid mc not to mention the Duke of Ir-02datall; for 
he was a good man. I bring hum in onely by occaſion, fail 
I. Nextday Sir John ſent for me, and deſiring to know what 
other things I could fay , I began to particularize the fore- 
mentioned relations of the Plot ; but he broke me off of that: 
ſaying , That theſe were but trifles , and that we cared not in 
England what Prieſts and Women beyond Seas, could deviſe; and 
that he took ſuch Stories from me but as ſtarting-holes from the 01- 
ly point he had to urge againſt me. That unleſs I would confeſs 
other matters againſt the Duke of Monmouth , he would rack me 
next day, and afterwards hang me. I ſaid , He might do what he 
pleaſed , but that Ineither knew or could confeſs any ſuch Deſign : 
And {ol was ſent back to my Lodging, but my forwardneſs 
to {pcac cverafterwards of any Plot againft England was well 
abated, by ts Storm. I defired my Keepers Wife and 
Child, here preſent to pray for me, torthatI was to be rack'd 
the next day. I asked my Keeper , What a Rack was ? An In- 
ftrument, {aid he , toſtretch the Body and Limbs oat of all joynts, 


ſometimes full of Needles; and that it was called the Daughter of 


ſome Duke. I do not now remember which.  Burrhus Fanuly be- 
ing weak perſons, were themſelves frightned ar this fad and 
terrible threatnings ; alledging, 7hat none was ever carried to 
be executed out of their houſe. Ir 14 


Sometime afterwards I was ſent for to be exatnined , to 
Whiteha!!, bctore the Secretary, my Lord of Bath', of New- 
port , and ſome others, I never ſaw before : They inquired; 
WhetherIhad beenumployed under the Dukeof Monmouth 2 
And whether I knew ſome other perſons, I do not now re- 
member my felt? with ſuch other Queſtions; our of whichT 
could not yet know certainly the Caufe of my Commutment ; 
for no body appearcd againſt me, as I think, atthat time, one 
only at the ſecond time: So they in a general manner urged 
me {till ro conteſs, to confeſs , what evil Deſign T had in 
coming to England : I ſaid ſtill, I had none, nor could I confeſs 
any: And fo was ſent back to the Tower. Some Weeks or 
Months afterward I was ſent for to Whiteha!l again , where 
one Dalliſon, who was formerly 1n France entertained by _

for writing, appeared. He there ſaid, 7hat T there inFrance 
threatned ſome perſons here in England , and that he thought 
that it was the Duke of Monmonth, becauſe of non-payment of 
Arrears. Itold him, That that was a bad inference , that be- 
cauſe I threatned ſome body , it muſt be therefore the Duke of 
Monmouth , who had never any ground ſo to do ; for that he had 


ſigned an Order for payment of me ; and ſpoke to Captain Watſon 
and Dottor Goate for it : Though I never was yet paid. | 
But the pretext or ground from which they took the occa- 
ſion of this landerous Allogiſme , was from the marters of 
ſome private quarrels, which one Mr. Hampton and the Lad 
Ame Gourdon would have me vindicate againft ſome of their 
Rivals; which I complimentally was til woar to promiſe 
them I would do, the better to in{inuate my ſelf into their 
ſecrets, concernins the Phot and other matters. 


The Lady Gourdon would havethe Earl of Rothes his Lad 
to be madeaway, ſhe being a Presbiterian, beyor (as ſhe ſaid) 
a great obſtacle ro the Roman Carholick Religion's progreſs in 
Scotland, 'and her own Rival, Gc. 


Mrs. Wingfield, alias Hampton, a Benchers Wife of the 7en:- 
ple, thenalſo1n Paris, went alſo aboutto all English Gentle- 
men there, to avenge her quarrels againſt her Husband , who 
as they ſay ( not without ſome good cauſe) has caſt her off: 
She applied her ſelf ro me, who nor approving of thoſe vio- 
lent means. Iobtained for her a Letter of Recommendation. 
for Juſtice ro be done to her, from the French King to the 
King of England, tgned by Secretary Pompone , directed to 
Secretary Arlington 1n England: This was 1n73, but ſhe not 
finding any: good by thus Letter, ſhe went on to propoſe to 
me her old-ways; ſo ſeeing herincorrig}ble, fearing ſhe would 
fall into worſe hands , and hoping to get back the money I 
had lent to her and Jaid our for her; I kept in with her till 
the could get money to pay me: bur finding no hopes of ct- 
ther the one or the orher , I bid this Daiiſox my Man , to 
take her in hand , to pretend to cloſe to her Deſigns, nll I 
could get my money. I directed him to her Lodgings, bur. 
he told me that Sir Robert Welsh and himſclf knew her well 
enough : And that he would get me one Johnſon a Student in 


Phyſi k, 
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Phyſick, who would att his part in the Comedy better than 
any. I told them I would ſhare with chem both of what 
was due to me by this Woman, and whar betides they could 
oct from her : She ie a9 to give fome Pundreds of 
Pounds , then 1n the hands of Monſrcar de Bafti mm London , 
and her Daughter beſides in Marriage, .to any that would kill 
her Husband by the Sword, Poyſon, G&c. But finding (he 
could not perform the payment of a tar leſs funi.dae tome, 
and thar to recave into my company perfons 'of fo wicked 
principles 1n Religion and Moralines, was ſcandafous; Tcaft 
them all off 1n Paris. She fome Weeks before catne over un- 
known to meinto England, but thenext day after hiy Artival 
here, I met her acadentally , and ſhe brought me to her 
Lodging ; having now catt of Dallifon. Alſo he there ih 
Paris met with the 7 albots every night , and with Sir Robert 
IWelsh ; amongit them it was contrived that Dalliſc#” ſhould 
come over into England, and turn theſe perit matters where- 
in I ſeemcd to comply with theſe Ladies , as if T intended 
them againſt the Duke of Monmoath, tor not payment of Ar- 
rears, Oc. and by this mcans chey thought to blaſtmy Dil- 
covery of the Plor againit them, whenl came into England; 
and that I would be certainly ſecured when I arrived there: 
and they had the aflurance to threaten me chere-with'to my 
face. Their threats came punctually to paſs, for I was ſecu- 
red according to their Contrivance within a few days aiter I 
was 1n London. 


Now when Sir 70hz and the Secretary did fo oft prefs me, 
What might give grounds to this Slaunder of ſome Deſigna- 
cainſt the Duke of Monmouth , I have related theſe matters 
aboveſaid, untottiem concerning theſe Womens Propofals, 
whuch I conceived to be the only ground and pretext of thar 
Slaunder , they made me fign it., I think; which raking bur 
for a formality of no great importance, I did do; and though 
[ did but our of a complcinental policy hearken to theſe Wo- 
mens def1gns, I could not be at quiet there ar the Zower with 
Fs and others, till I had ſaid, That I had a real intention 
to ſerve theſe Women in the premiſſes, though Mr. Hawkins 
the Tower Chaplain , and Mr. Robinſon the 7ower Gentlemar 
Faylor , may witneſs thatI told them and others , That Idal- 
licd with theſe Ladies only. Bur what-cyer Sir Fobz or the 

SCCIC- 
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Secretary 'can make of this or any other he, the Popilh plot- 
ters {ent into their hands, to flaunder my Evidence, cannor 

be material to the purpoſe, and I will be ready to anſwer 
it. And though Sir Fohr's ill uſage and threats of Racking 
of me, and hearing that he was wont to give an account of 
me to the Duke of 7ork ( the 7albor's Maſter ) though I fay, 
theſe things did diſcourage me to ſpeak further of the Pot 
whilſt I was 1n the Tower , either to Sir Fob» or the Secreta- 
ry , yet after I had bcen abroada while, during the laſt Par- 
liaments Sitting, I went to him to the 7ower , intreating him 
to ſecond me 1n the diſcovering of the ſaid Matters afore- 
{yd, for the good of the Government ; John Bagot his Man 
I think was 1n hearing ; bur he with a Check rejected me: 
which diſcouraged meſo, as almoſt never to ſpeak any more 
of the Matter. Till a Lord of the Parliament, to whom I 
diſcoycred the whole , by the means of -a Friend, had re- 
ceived me again to make the Diſcovery, as I have done on 
the Twenty fourth of December laſt before the Committee 
of Lords upon Oath., Three Months ago before this In- 
formation I now do giyc into the Commons, 
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The Subſtance of the Information of 
Richard Perkin , as 1t was taken upon 
Oath by Sir Robert Atkyns Knight, ; To 
a Judge at Stafford Aſſhzes 167g, 


His Informant ſaith, that about Seven or 
Eight Tears fince, Mr. Arthur Fox, 

( then Servant to the Preſent Lord 
Aſton) came to him, and to another of his 
Friends, and told them that there was a Ba=- 
{ſtard-Child 14:4 to his charge, by one of his 
Lords "Fenants Daughters, and 41d acknom= 
ledge to them that he did ſeveral Times lie 
with her, and that by the beſt computation of 
Time he could make, he had juſt grounds to believe 
that the had done him no wrong m this her 
charge, and that be verily believed himſelf to 
be rbe Father of the Child, and therefore 
came to them as his particular Friends, for their 
aduice in the caſe, how to prevent the noiſe and 


ſcandal and great charge that was like to enſue 


hereupon, and deſired them to treat with the 
Young Womans Father and Mather about it, and 
to offer them a certain Summ of Mony to free 
him from all future charge from, or by reaſon of 
this buſineſs. 

In Purſuance of this requeſt, this Informant 
and his Friend addreſſed themſelves to the Young 
Woman, and to her Father and Mother, The 
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Toung Woman mith the greateſt Aſſeverations 
and Proteſtations did affirm that ſbe had never 
lain with any man mhatever,but the ſaid Mr. 
Fox, and that he mas the real Father of the 
Child; then they came to a Treaty with her Fa= 
ther about aſcertaining the charge, and agreed 
that Mr.Fox,ſhould Pay Thirty Pounds, 
to be for ever diſcharged from the ſaid 
Child, Part of .mhich Summ mas accordingly 
Paid. 

When they returned to Mr. Fox, and bad ac 
quainted hm mbat Agreement they. had made for 
him, with the Father and Mother of the Toun 
Woman, be ſeemed exceeding well ſatisfied there= 
mith, and returned them many Thanks, owning 
himſelf very much obliged to them both, for their 

oreat care and pains m tranſatting this Aﬀair 
for bam, and bringing it to an iſſue, ſo much to his 
CONEeNE. ES | 
Mr. Eures the Prieſt belonging to the 
Lord Aſton's Houſe, was road whilſt this 
buſineſs was in agitation, but returning in 
few days before all the ſaid 301. was 
paid, was informed by Mr. Fox himſelf 
what agreement was made for him by this 
informant and his Friend as aforeſaid. 

Mr. Eures having thus underſtood the 
whole caſe,told Mr. Fox, that what he had 
done was not {ſufficient to take off the 
Scandaltrom their Church;for to his know=- 
ledg this ftorywas muchtalked of abroad, 
and that with very ſevere Ref/e/tions upon 
the Roman Catholicks 1n genera, and there- 


fore 
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fore as his Ghoſtly Father, he would adviſe 
him what was to be donein order to the 
taking off {0 great a {ſcandal from their 
 Church,and added, that he had conſult- 
ed Mr. Peters, another Prieſt, about it ; and 
that they were come to a Reſolve what 
method ihould be uſed ; and therefore 
required him to prepare himſelf for Con- 
feſeon. | 
Accordingly Mr.F:x came toConfefion to 
the ſaid Mr. Evers, and owned the whole 
matter as aforeſaid ; then Mr. Evers told 
him again, he {till continuing upon his 
knees, that the Scandal that was hereby 
brought to their Church and Religion, was 
very great, and therefore for the taking 
it off, and preventing further /canda/ for 
the future to their Church, to my Lord 
Aſton, or to himſelf, Mr. Peters and he had 
agreed upon this courſe, 9:7. That he ſhould 
go immediately to his Lord Aſton, and on his 
knees before his Lord and Lady, mith ſulemn 
Oaths and Aſſeverations, deny that he ever had 
any thing to do mith the ſaid young Woman in 
that nature ; and that be was altogether inno= 
cent of the Crime laid to his Charge; and that af= 
ter this be ſhould go up to the Chapel where the 
Congregation was met, and there in like mannef 
deny it, with the like Aſſeverations ; and to con= 
firm them im the belief of the Truth of it,he ſbould 
then before them recerve the Sacrament. When 
Mr. Evers had finiſhed theſe In{tru#:vns, he 
gave him Atſolution before he roſe from his 
B knees, 
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knees, telling him, That if be obſerged- theſe 
Inſtr attons,be was abſolved from the: ſnid Crime, 
and therefore Innocent of it altogetber, and might 
ſo-declare himſelf as aforeſaid. And for Pis 
further Penance, he enjoyn'd him to viſit 
the Chappel once a day for the ſpace of a 
amonthnext following, and to ſay fuch 
Prayers as he {nould particularly dire& 
thercin :. Ai! nhich Injtruttions in every partt= 
cular the ſaid Mr. Fox punttually obſerved. His 
Friend aftorctaid being in the Chappel 
when the things enjoyn d were done, v17, 
when he dilowned the Fact with ſolemn 
Oaths, and received the Sacrament upon 

it, and did the Penance enjoyned him. 
Afcer this Mr. Foxes other Friend that 
had alliſted in compoſing the Aﬀair with 
the Father and Mother, came to him, to 
know what care was takenabout the Pay= 
ment of the Moneys, becaule he {toed 
engaged forit, and ſuppoſed he ſhould 
be called upon for it; to which Mr. Fox 
anſwered, 'That what he had done fince 
that Azreement was by Mr. Evers his order, 
nor ſhould he do any thing elſe but by 
his advice; upon which his Friend repairs 
to Mr. Evers, and defires to know of him 
what they intended to do, and when the 
money ſhould be paid; Mr. Evers an- 
{wered, 'That what Mr. Fox had done in 
reference to the denying of the Fact, was 
done _ mature deliberation , and 
o00d advice; and that it was the beſt WAY 
rnaart 
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that could poſlibly be propoſed in that 
Atﬀair, and that he ſhould not need fur- 
ther to concern or trouble himſelt about 
it ; his Friend then told Mr. Ezers,that he 
{tood engaged for the moneys, having 
promiſed to fee it paid. and that he was 
therefore in danger of being ſued for it; 
to which Mr. Evers replies, that he wound 
take ſuch effe&ual care abour it, with the 
Lord Afton; that he ſhould nvt ſuffer 
thereby, and fo he did, as appeared by 
the [equel ; for the Lord Afton toon after 
{eat for the Father and Mother of the 
Toune Woman, and told thery, that if they 
did not defiſttrom {preading {uch a Re- 
port, that Mr. Fox was the Father of the 
{41d Child, he would ruine them, to 
which the Father anſwered, That it was 
not in his power to {top the laid Report; 
nor wasit any thing but Truth, and Mr. 
Fox himſelf had confefled,thathe was the 
Father of the Child ; at which refuſal 
the Lord was very much incenled, and 
preſently ordered him to be deprived of 
ſeveral Profits that he enjoyed, as One 
of his Lordihips Tenants and Servants.

ther places of Spain ; whohad lived there Seven bun- 

dred ſeventy and eight years ; they ſet upon the Re- 
formation of Religion, and the Conquered Moors Liberty to ſtay 
and to enjoy all their Goods, provided they. would turn Chriſti- 
ans : And whereas alſo, there were many Zews, who had continu- 
cd there, ſince 7tus conquered. Zi7nſalem z they gave them. leave 
co ſtay upon the ſame . condition ; but all ſuch as refuled were 
commanded preſently to depart out of Spazz. Yet afterwards find- 
inz,that thoſe P2clons were Chriſtans, oaly ia Nam2, and had lub- 
mitted only to ſave their Eſtates ; :nſtead of providing, godly 
Miniſters with meeknelſs to inſtru& them , and ro them for their Er- 


TOrs: ( by the advice of the Dominican Friers) they erected the Tvented by 
Inquiſitions wherein the PIOr W retches inltead of Inſtruction, [2ominicars 


were robbed of alt their Eſtates; and eicher put to moſt cruel 
Deaths , or elſe ſuffered molt intollerable Torments, by whipping, 
Fc. And leading the reſt of their Lives in Ignomiriy and Poverty : 
Neither was this inflicted only upon ſuch as Blasphemed Chriſt, 
but for the Obſervation of the leatt Fewiſh or Mooriſb Ceremony , 
or the ſmalleſt Error in the. Chriſtian Religion. But this Inqui- 
tition at firſt erefted againlt Fews and Moors was afterwards 
turned againſt the faithtul Servants of Jeſus Chriſt, and for the 
{uppreſſing of the Goſpel , and the Profefiion of it. 
As ſoon as Information is given in againſt any one , though but for 
a very {mall matter ; they do not preſently cite the Perſon ro appear 
before them, but they ſuborn one of their own Officers, called a 
Famihar.to inſinuate himſelfinto, his company , who taking occaſion 
ro meet the Party thus accuſed, uſed, thus. to greet him. Sir , 
1 was yeſterday by accident at my Lords Inquiſitors,who ſaid that they 
had occafion to ſpeak with you,about certain of their affairs; and there- 
tore they commanded me to. Summon you to appear before them to 
Morrow at ſuch an hour : The Party daring not to refuſe, goes to the 
place, {ends in word that he is come to attend them ; and ſo 
when” he 15 called in, they ask him, what Suit he hath to them 2z 
And when he an{wers that he comes upon Summons , they enquire 
his Name : for ſay they , we know not whether you are the = 
man or- not, but ſince you are come, if. you have any thing 
to inform this Court of, either concerning. :your ſelf or any 0- 
ther , you may let us hcar it , for. the dilcharge of your own con- 
jcience. The Parties ſafeſt way , is conſtantly ro deny that he hath 
any thing to declare to them ; but if through ſimplicity, he doth 
accuſe himſelf or any other; they rejoyce, as having attained their 
acſires, and fo preſently commit him to Priſon: If nothing be con- 
| B teſled,

feſſed, they diſmiſs him; pretending that for the preſent the? 
know not whether he be the Party or no: After his departure 
they let him alone for ſome ſpace, and then ſend for him again , 
exhorting him, that if he know or hath heard any thing , thar 
concerns their Holy Court, to diſcloſe ' it tothem , for (lay they) 
we know that you have had dealings with ſome Perlon {uſpeted 
in Religion ; and therefore remember your ſelf well, If you confeſs, 
you ſhall fare the better ,and you ſhall but do therein as a good Chri- 
= ought to do : If ſtill he refuſe, they threaten, and ſo diſmiis 

im. 

Yet they have always one or other to keep him Company, to 
creep into his Boſome,, and grope his Conſcience ; who under 
the colour of Friendſhip, ſhall viſit him daily , and have an eye 
ro all his dealings ; obſerve what Company he keepeth , with 
whom he conferrs, &c. So that without Gods ſpecial affitance , 
It ts not poſſible to eſcape their Snares. The Inquiſitors alſo , if 
they meet him, ſpeak courteouſly to him , promiſe to befriend 
him , &. and all to make him more careleſs of himſelf, that 
they may undo him before he be aware : But if the Party be a 
Stranger, or one that is like to make an eſcape, or that they hope 
to gain any thing by his confeſſion , they preſently clap him up 
in Priſon, in wh:ch Priſon great Numbers die , either ſtarved with 
hunger, or by extremity of racking of them, &c. 

It any one that 1s accuſed, chance to make an eſcape, they 
have many devices to find and fetch him in again ; they have Store 
of Searchers to whom beſides the common Signs , they give his live- 
ly Picture , whereby they may eaſily know him, An Ztabaz, at 
Rome,having woundedan Apparitor,fled to Sevil , the Familiars were 
{ent to ſeek him ,and when they had found him, though they had his 
Counterfeit, yet by reaſon that he had altered his Habit, they were 
doubtful whether it was he or no, the rather becariſe he had 
changed his Name , whereupon they followed him only upon {1u- 
ſpicion ; but one Day as he was walking ,, and earneſtly taiking 
with ſome Gentlemen, two of thoſe Familiars ſuddenly called 
him by his odd Name: The Party earneſt in talk , and not mind- 
ins it, looked behind him , and, made anſwer, whereupon they 
preſently xpprehended him, clapt him in Irons for a long time , 
then whipr him , and! condemned him to the Gallies , during his 
Life, So ſoon as any is arreſted by the Familiars, they take trom 
him all the Keys of his Locks , or Cheſts whatſoever : and then 
they take an Inventory of all his goods , leaving them to ſome man 
that will undertake to be accountable for them. , But in the Seque- 
{tring , or rifling the Houſes, if they have any Gold, Silver ,. or 
Jewels : theſe Familiars , which are uſually , Bauds, Theives, Shif- 
ters, antl the vileſt of People , will beſure to filch ſome of it ; and 
the reaſon of this Sequeſtration, is,, that if the. Party be condem- 
ned, the holy Inquifitton may enjoy his whole Eſtate . 

As ſoon as the Priſoner is entred within the firſt Gate of the Pri- 
ſon ; the Gaoler asketh him, If he bath a Knife about him, or Mo- 
ny, or Rings, or Jewels and if a woman, whether ſhe hath 
Knives, Rings, Chains, Bracelets, or other Ornaments ; and all 
theſe the Gaoler ſtrips them of , as his Fee, and this is done, yr 
the 
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the Poor Priſoners may have nothing to relieve themſelves with. 
during their Impriſonment : They ſearch them alſo, to ſee whether 
they have any Writing , or Book about them, which likewiſe they 
take from them; then they {hut them up in a Cabin, like tg 
a Little-Eaſe, where they have little Room for cleanlineſs and but 
little light. | 
Some are thus kept all alone for two or three Months, fome as long 
as they live ; others have company , as the Lords Inquiſitors pleaſe. 
When the party hath been in priſon a week or two, the Gaoler per- 
{wades him to petition for a day of hearing, telling him, the ſooner the 
better ; and that it will much further his Cauſe, and bring it to ſome 
g00d effe, &c. whereas 1t were far beter for him to itay till he be cal- 
led for; for then he hath nothing to do but to anſwer their ObjeQi- 
ons. But the poor Priſoner not knowing this Myſtery, is uſually ru- 
led by his Keeper, 1ntreating him toſtand his Friend to procure him a 
day of hearing ; whole Suit is cafily heard,and the Priſoner is brought 
into the Confiltory ; then the Inquiſitors ask him, What is his Re- 
queſt ? The Priſoner anſwereth, That he would gladly have his Matter 
heard : Then they labour by threatning him with worſe uſage if he 
conceal the Truth, to caule him to contels the thing whereof he is ac- 
cuſed ; and it they can but draw him to this, they have their deſires ; 
for uſually they draw more from him than they conld have proved a- 
gainſt him. Then they adviſe him toler him come trom himſelf ;pro-

day of hearing , and ſo they diſmiſs him. Ana ſome days after . 
they call for him again ; asking him whether he be yet deter- 
mined to tell ought © But whether he plead his Tnnocency , or con- 
teſs ſome little, they ſtill urge him to disburthen his nan” Cie 
perſwading him, that they adviſe him for the beſt, and in love and 
compaſſion to him, but it he now refuſe the Favour proffered , he 
{ſhall find thera afterwards ſharp Juſtices, &c. and ſo ſend him back a- 
. 9ain to priſon. | | 

_ / Thethird time heis called for, they ule the like Subtiity, to draw 
him to Confeſſion; telling him, that if he refuſe, they muſt uſe ex- 


tremity, and do what they can by Law ; by which word, they mean 


extream tormenting and mangling of him. Then if the party confeſs 
any thing, Nay, ſay they, we arenot yet ſatisfied, we have not all 
you can ſay, you keep back ſomething on purpoſe, and ſo they re- 
mand him to priſon. 

Having thus excruciated him day by day, if they can yet get no- 
thing out of him, they then require an Oath of him, and hold a Cru- 
cifix or Croſs before him, whereby the poor Chriſtian muſt at laſt 
nceds ſhew himſelf, for knowing that he ought to {wear by God a- 
lone, who hath reſerved this Honour to himfelf, he muſt refule the 


Oath ; which if he do, then they read a large Indi&ment againſt - 


him, wherein they lay to his Charge things thas never any man ac- 

- cuſed him of,and which, it may be,himſelt never thought of;and this 
they do to amaze him, and ſo to try if he will confeſs any of theſe 
miſdemeanors;or if they can trip him in hisAnſwers,and fo catch him 
in

in their net. Then they put him to anſwer toevory Ait'clepartieuian- 
ly extempore, without any time of deliberation ; then they g:ichim 
Pen, Ink and Paper, requiring him to-ſet down his Anſwer ir, Wr:- 
ting, to ſee 1t they can find any difference betwixt his 101 mer Antw cr 
and this : And if the party chance to confeſs. ought, then they en- 
quire of whom he learned it,and whether hc hath ipoken of it before 
others, and who they are, and hereby many are brought into rrou- 
ble ; for whether they liked it or not, they are ſure to be queſtioned, 
becauſe they did not come and declare it to the Fathers Inquiſitors. 
Then pretending to ſhew him ſavour, they appoint him an Advocere, 
to blind the Peoples Eyes, as if they proceeded according to the Rules 
of Juſtice ; but this Advocate dares not tell his Client any point of 
Law that may do him gocd, for fear of angring 'the Inquiſitors ; nei- 
ther may he ſpeak privately with his Client, but either before an In- 
quiſitor or a Notary. 

Two or three days after the party hath had the Copy of his Accu- 
{ation, he is called into the Court, where his Advocate is, as if he 
intended to defend his Cauſe ; but indeed he dares ſay nothing tothe 
purpoſe, for fear of angring the Inquiſitors ; only he chears up his 
Client, and bids him tell the Truth 10 any caſe, as the only way. co 
prevail in that Court, and then is rhe Priſoner ſent back again ; who 
hopes that now his Caſe will be heard, and his Buſineſs diſpatched ; 
whereas uſually theſe good Fathers let him lie two, or three, or four 
years 1n priſon, without ever calling for him again : And if through 
Loathſomneſs and Intolerableneſs of the Priſon, any ſute to come to 
Hearing, it may be, with much ado he obtains it ; bur uſually thar fa- 
Vour is denied them, yet at length, when they pleaſe, they call for 
him to hear the Depoſitions of the Witneſſes againſt him, which yer 
is not done till the poor Priſoner , by his grievous impriſonment, is 
brought ſo low, as that they think he will rather chule Death, than 
{uch a Life, and therefore will be willing to tell all, that ſo he may 
be rid out of his Miſery : then between rebuking and a gentle admo- 
nition, they tell him, that though he hath ſtood out to long, yet at 
length they would have him wiſer, to confeſs the Truth ; but if he 
yet refuſe tobe his own Accuſer, then the Fiſcal produceth the Depo- 
fitions, whichare deliverd to the Priſoner ; but they are drawnup 
{o intricately and ambiguouſly , that he knows not what to make of 
them ; and this they dq to conceal the Witneſles, left he thould ex- 
cept againſt them; and ſo to ſet him on gueſſing, that ſo, if be chance 
to reckon up any others, to whom he ſpake any thing about any of 
thoſe Matters, they may thereby get more Griſt to their Mill; tor 
they preſently Outlaw ſuch perſons, as Fayourers of Hereticks, for 
{»Fcring an Heretick to ſow ſuch peſtilent Seed amongſt them, with- 
out complaining thereof to the Inquiſitors. 

The Keeper of the Priſon alſo 1s examined what he hath ſeen and 
obſerved of him in rhe Priſon ; and his Teſtimony 1s as good as two 
Teſtimonies to take away the Priſoners Life. 

They have alſo promoters to bring in Accuſations , who are ad- 
mitted, though Fragtick Bedlaxs, or the verielt Yarle ts that be ,and 
ifin their Intormations , they chance to want words of weight , rhe 
Inquiſitors will help them our,and prompt them,word by word. Then 
after three or four daies , the Priſoner 1s called again, to pot. m his 
| n{wer

Anſwer to. the Depolitions ; But in the /zterim, his Adyocate never 
comes at him, to affiſt or dire& him ; but he is left to himſelf, with- 
out any help, ſave of God alone. His anſwer being viewed, he is 
remanded to Priſon again with this tems , that if he confels not the 
truth , they will extort 1t out of him by extremity. 


After two or three Months more he 1s called for once again, and 
'Tequired to ſpake whathe hath for himſelf, or elſe they muſt draw 
roan end. And if he {till ſhrinks not , but ſtands firm in his Juſtiti- 
cation; they proceed to other Dealings, in compariſon of which , 
all their former dealings are not only ſufferable , but ſeem 
rerſonable and full of gentleneſs, for their future Aﬀtions far ex- 
ceed ail Barbarouſneſs; the Devil himlſelf beirig not able to go 
beyond them in their monſtrous Cruelty and Tyranny : for not 
long after , the Priſoner is called in before the Inquiſitors, who tell 
him,they have deeply conſidered his whole Caſe,and found qut that he 
doth not declare the whole truth; and therefore they are reſolved that 
he ſhall be racked; that by force they may draw from him,what by fair 
means he will not acknowledge ; and therefore they adviſe him, ra- 
ther todo it voluntarily , and thereby to avoid the Pain and Peril , 
that yet attends him: yet whether he confeſs , or not confeſs, all is 
one ; to theRack hemultgo; Then is he lead intothe place , where T hey proceed 
the Rack tandeth z which is a deep and dark Dungeon , under ground, #9 te Kart. 
with many Doors to paſs through , ere a man coms to it ; becauſe the 
Shricks and Cries of the tormented ſhould not be heard. Then the In- 
quiſitors ſeat themſelves upon a Scaffold, hard by the Rack ; and the 
Torches being lighted, the Executioner: comes in, all arrayed 
from Top to Toe, in a Suit of Black Canvas his head is covered 
witha long Black Hood , that covereth all his Face, having only two 
Peepholes tor his Eyes 5 which fight doth more affright the poor Soul, 
to ſee one in the likeneſs of a Devil to be his Tormentor. The Lords 
being {et in their Places , they begin again to. exhort him to ſpeak 
the rruth freely and voluntarily ; then with ſharp words, they com- 
mand him to be ftripped ſtart naked,yea, though the modeſteſt Maid, 
- the chaitelt Matron in the Cityzwhole griet-1n regard of the Rack,is nor 
{o great , as tobe ſeen naked in the preſence of ſuch manner of Per- 
ſons : For theſe wicked Villains, without any regard of Modeſty, will 
not by any Praiers of godly Matrons, or chaſt Maidens forbear one 
jot of that Barbarous Impudence ; as if a ſhirt or ſmock could hin- 
der the violence of the Rack , from ſufficiently tormenting them. 


The Party being thus ſtripped ; the Inquiſitors ſignifie to the Tor- 
mentor, how they would have him or her ordered. The firſt kind of 
Torment,is the Gibber or Pully ; but firtt one comes behind him,agd 
binds his Hands with a Cord, eight or ten times about; the Inqui- 
ſitors calling upon him , to ſtrain each harder than other : they cauſe 
allo his Thumbs to be bound extream hard with a {mall Line ; and fo 
both Hands and Thumbs are faſtned to a Pully , which hangs on the 
Gibbet ; then they put great and heavy Bolts on his Heels, and | 
hang upon thoſe Bolts betwen his Feet certain weights of Iron , and The Cbber. 
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{o hoiſe him or her up from the ground ; and while the poor Wretch 
hangs in this plight, they begin ro exhort him again to accuſe himſelf 
and as many others as he knows of ; then they command him, to be 
hoiſed up higher, to the very Beam, till his headtouch the Pullic ; 
having hung thus agood while , they command him to be let down, 
and twice ſo much weight to be faſtned to his Heels, and ſo hoiſed 
up again , and one Inch higher,if it may be ; then they command the 
Hangman to let him up and down, that the weights of the Irons 
hanging at his Heels may rent every joint in his Body aſunder ; with 
which Intolerable Pains , if the party ſhreek or cry out , they roar 
out a loud to him , to confeſs the truth , or elſe-he ſha!l come dowu 
with a Vengeance: then they bid the Hangman {ſuddenly to lip the 
Rope, that he may fall down with aſway, and inthe midway to ſtop ; 
thus they give him the Srrappado, which being as ſoon done, it rends 
all his Body out of joint; Arms , Shoulders, Beck , Legs , &c. by 
reaſon of the ſudden jerk , and the weights hanging at his Heels; If 
yet he remain conſtant, they ad more weight to his Heels the third 
time ; and the poor Wretch already half dead, is hoiſed vp the third 
time , and to increaſe his miſery , they rail at him, calling him 
Dog and Heretick , telling him that there he 1s like to make his end : 
If the poor Creature 1n his Pangs call upon Chriſt , entreating that 
he would vouchſafe to aid and affiſt him , thus miſerably tormented 
for his ſake ; then they fall ro mocking and deriding him, ſaying , 
why calleſt thou on Jeſus Chriſt « Ler Jeſus alone, and tell us the 
truth ; what a crying out upon Chriſt makeſt thou £ ©. but if the 
Party deſire to be let down , promiſing to tell ſome what ; that is the 
ready way to make him be worle ufed ; for now they think that he be- 
g10s only to broach the matter, for when he hath don, they command 
him to be halled up again, and to be let down as before; ſo that uſu- 
ally theſe Torments are exerciſed upon him , for three hours together; 
Then they ask the Gaoler if his other Torments are ready, to affright 
the poor Soul ; The Gaoler anlwereth, that they are ready, but he 
hath not brought them with him : Then the Inquiſitors bid him to 
bring them again the | morrow , for ſay they , we will try other 
ways to get the truth out of this Fellow : and ſo turning to 
him that lies in miſerable pain , having all his joints out z how now , 
Sirrah , ſay they, how like you this Geer ? have you enough of it 
yet 2 well, ſee that you call your wits to morrow, or look to die then, 


tor what you have felt is but a Fica-Biting , in compariſon of what is 
behind. And ſo they depart. 


Then the Gaoler plays the Bone-Setter, ſo well as hecan, fctting his 
Joints, and fo carries him back again to Priſon, or drags him by the 
Arms or Legs molt pitifully : and if they mean to rack him nojmore, 
after two or three days they ſend for him again, and cauſe him to 
be brought by the Rack ; where the Hangman ſtands in the Ike- 
neſs of a Devil, as before , the more to affright him: when he 
comes before the Inquiſitors , they fall perſwading him to confeſs 
the truth at laſt; and if he confeſs any thing, he may chance to 
to go to the Rack again, whereby they hope to extort more zand 


when 
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when indeed they intend to rack the Party again , then at three 
days end, when the Ach in his Joints 1s moſt grievous and painful 
tohim, they ſend for him, requiring himto declare all his Hereſfies, and 
to Impeach all ſuch as he hath had conference with about them ; acid 
all ſuch as he knows to be of that mind, or elſe he muſt prepare 
himſelf for the Rack and if he continue conltant,. he 1s again ſtrip- 
ped of his Clothes , and hoiſed up with weights at his Heels, 
as before; beſides which, as he hangs at the Pullie, they bind Another ora: 
his Thighs together, and Legs abour the Calf with a ſmall trong © 799m 
Cord, and with a ſhort piece of wood they twiſt the Cord till 
it be ſhrunk {ſo deep in the fleſh that it is paſt ſight , which is 
extream and terrible torment, worſe than any he hath yet endu- 
red; and in this plight they ler the poor Soul lie two or three 
hours, rhe Inquiſitors in the mean time not ceaſing toexhort, per- 
{wade, threaten and ſcoff at him. | 


Yea, ſometimes they proceed to anther kind of Torture, cal- 
led the ſell;, which 1s after this manner; There is a piece of 
Timber ſomewhat hollowed on the top like a Trough, about the 
middle whereof there is a ſharp Bar going acrols, whereon a 7/* 779% 
mans back reſteth, that it cannot go to the bottom ; it is alſo pla- 
ced fo, that his Heels ſhall lie higher than his Head ; then is the 
naked party laid thereon, his Arms, Thighs and Legs bound with 
itrong ſmall Cords, and wrefted with ſhore Truncheons, till the 
Cords pierce almolt to the very Bone; then they rake a thiek fine 
Lawn Cloth, laying it over the parties Mouth as he lies upright 
on his back, ſo that ir may ftop his Nottrils alſo; then taking a 
quantity of Water, they pour it in a long ftiream like a Thred, 
which falling from on high, drives the Cloth down into his 
Throat; which puts the poor wretch into as great an Agony as a- 

ny endure 1in the pains of death; for in this Torture he hath nor 
| liberty to draw his Breath, the Water ſtopping his Mourh, and 
the Cloth his Noſtrils; ſo that when the Cloth is drawn out of the 
bottom of his Throat, it draws forth Blood with it, and a man 
would think that it tore out his very Bowels ;-this 1s iterated 
as often as the Inquiſitors pleaſe, and yet they threaten him with 
worte Torments, if he conkels not; and fo he is returned to pri- 
{on again : Yet many times, after he hath lain there a Month or two, 
he is brought againto the Rack, and uſed as before ; yea ſometimes 
five or {ix times, evenas oft as they pleaſe ; for their Luſt is their Law : 
and yet they have another Torment with Fire , which is no whit 
inferior to the former : They take a Pan of burning Charcole , and Torment 
{cr it juſt over againſt the Soles of the parties feet, juſt before he wb Ars. 
goes to the Rack; and that the Fire may have the more force 
upon them, they baſte them with Lard or Bacon! But if all Extre- 
mity of Torments will not. force him to confeſs what they de- 
fire, nor to deny the Truth ; they uſe other means , by ſubtil In- 
terrogatories and frequent Quettionings , to draw him into fome 
Snare or other: Yea, if yet they cannot prevail, then ſome one of 
the Inquiſicors comes to him in private, and ſhews himfelf much

affeed with his Miſery , weeps with him, comforts him, gives 
him Advice, ſeems to impart ſuch a Secret to him, as he would 
ſcarce impart to his Father, or deareſt Friend alive ; and this 
they uſe moſt with Women; whereas they are but fair Baits up- 
on deadly Hooks , whereby they ſeek to deſtroy them ; whereof 
we have this Example. 


At Sivilthere were apprehended a godly Matron,two of her daugh- 


ters and ber Torments with manly Courage, and Chriſtian Conſtancy, becauſe

they would not betray each othec,nor other godly perſons in that City. 
Then one of the Inquiſitors ſent for the youngelt Maid oft to his 
Chamber , pretended much compaſſion towards her , ſpake much 
to comfort her, told her what a grief it was to him to lee her 


' Torments , and then he uſed familiar and pleaſant communication 


to her; and told her he would adviſe her the beſt way to free 
her ſelf, Mother, and Siſter from theſe Troubles, that he would 
undertake the ordering of their Buſineſs, and then perſwaded her 
ro tell the whole Truth to him, and he bound himſelf with an 
Oath that he would ſtop all further proceedings againſt them, and 
procure their difmiſſion 5 having thus out-witted the poor Maid , 
who pave too much credit to him, ſhe told him of ſome points 
of Religion which they had wont to confer of amongft them- 
ſelves; and {ſo when he had gotten out of her what poflibly he 
could , like a perfidious Villain, contrary to his Vows, Promiſes. 
and Oath, he cauſed her to be racked again , to get more out .of 
her; yea, they. put her alſo to the intolerable pain of the Trough, 
and through extremity of Pangs and Torments, they at laſt ex- 
torted from her a betraying of her own Mother, Siſter, and divers 
others, which were immediately apprehended, tortured, and atlaſt 
burnt with Fire. But when they were brought with great pomp 
upon the Scaffold, and had the Sentence of Death paſt upon them, 
this Maid went to her Aunt , who had inſtrg&ted her in the Prin- 
ciples of Religion, and boldly, without change of countenance, gave 
her hearty thanks for the great benefit which ſhe had received 
by her means, entreating her to pardon her for what ſhe had of- 
tended her at any time, for that ſhe was now to depart out of this 
lite; her Aunt comforted her ſtoutly, bid her be' of good cheer, 
tor that now ere long they ſhoyld be with Chriſt: This Woman 
was openly whipt , and kept in priſon during her Life, the reſt 
were all preſently burned, 


Another Device they have is this ; When they think that Priſo- 
ners which are together do talk together of Religion , exhorting 
and comforting one another, as they have occaſion or opportunity 3 
the Inquiſitors commit to priſon, under a colour, a crafty Knave, 
whom they call a Fly, who after two or three days, will cunningly 
inſinuate himſelf into the boſom of the other priſoners , and then 
pretending a great deal of Zeal to Religion, he will profter Diſcourſe 
to them, and by degrees get out of their Mouths ſomething ge 

0 
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of he may accuſe them : Then doth he move for a day of Heir: 
ing, and fo getting to the Tfquiſitors; 1mpeathes the Priſoners, 
who ſhall be ſure afterwards to hear of it tb their ſmart ; yea, 
theſe Flies aſſoon as they are out of one Priſon, for the hope of gain, 
will be content preſently to be put into andther , and then into a 
third, where they will ie in Chains, as the other Priſoners do, en- 
during Hunger, Cold, Stink, and the Loathſomneſs of the Priſon, 
and all to betray others; and this mans Aecufation is 'as ſtrong 
and valid'as the Teſtimony of any other Witneſs whatſoever. Other 
Flies alſo there be that ſerve rhe Holy Inquifition abroad, lily in- 
ſinuating themſelves into the Company of the Common people, 
who are ſuſpeCted to be Zutherans, and when they can pump any 
thing out of them , they preſently betray them. They have yec 
this other Device, when they can catch any man that 1s noted for 
Religion , or a Miniſter that hath inſtructed others, after he hath 
been in priſon a whi'e, they give 'it out, that he upon the Rack 
hath diſcovered all his Ditfciples .and Acquaintance, and they ſub- 
orn others to ayer that they heard it: And this they do to draw 
the ſimple people to come of their own accord, and to confeſs 
their faults to the Inquifirors, and'to craye pardons whereupon 
they promiſe them favour. Na ak 


The Inquiſitors and their Officers uſe to tall their -Prifoners 
Dogs and Hereticks, and indeed they uſe them-' much worſe than 
moit men do their Dogs; for firſt, the place where uſually each of 
them is laid, by reaſon of the traightnels, ill Air, and dampnels-of 
of the Earth, is liker a Grave thah-a Priſon ; and if it be aldft,in 
the hor veather, it is like a hot- Ove or Furtiace, and in each of 
theſe Holes uſually two or three are thronged together; ſo that 
they have no more room than to lie down in, [In one Corner 'is a 
St)0l of eaſement; and a Pitcher of Water to queneh their Thirſt; 
in theſe Cells they have no Light , but whar- comes in at the 
Key-holte, or ſome . ſmall Cranney* ' other-ſome there: are much 
worſe, not being long enough for' #'tan- to le in; ſo that ſuch as 
- - are put into them,never likely cgrme blit till they be half rotted a- 
way, or die of a Conſumption. ' ot OH 


Their Diet is anſwerable' to 'their Lodging ; the Rich- pay-large 
Fees to the Holy Horſe, and every Prifoner- is' rated as the Inqui- 
ſitors pleafe 5 but fach-as are poor, the King "allows Three'pence 
a day, out. of which the Steward, Landreſs 'and ſome other nece(- 
ſary Charges are dedufted, ſo rhat not. one half of it comes to 
the. Priſoners ſhare ;_and if any be: moved-withi compaſſion to re- 
Heve, them , it'is counred ſuch + an” hainons Offence, that' it will 
coſt him a, ſcourgipg - till ' blood come at leaſt: - It once hapened 
that there was” Keeper appointed for their Priſof in the Caſtle of 
Triaza in Sivil, that was of a courteous diſpoſition by Nature, 
who uſed the Priſoners. well, and cloſely , for fear of the Inqui- 
ſitors, ſhewed them ſome fayour ; at which time there was a 
godly Matron and her two Danghters committed to priſon, which

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being put into ſeveral Rooms, had a great deſire to ſee each other fos

*= Keeper to ſuffer them to come together, if it were but for one quar- 
ter of an hour ; the Keeper yielded,. and. ſo they were together abous 


tew days after,theſe- women being racked in a terrible manner.the Kee- 
per fearing left they would confeſs that little favour which he had

nied thim, Offence, that they preſently commanded him to be haled to priſon, 
where, by reaſon of the extremity ſhewed' him, he fell mad; yer 
this procured him no favour z for after he had been. a whole year 
In a vile Priſon, they brought him upon their Triumphant Stage, 
with a Sambenitoupon. him, and a Rope about his Neck, and there 
they cenſured him to be whipt about the City, and to have two hun- 
dred ſtripes, and then to ſerve in the Gallies for fix years. The next 
day one of his mad Fits coming upon him as he was ſet on an Aſſes 
back to be ſcourged, he threw himſelf off, ſnatcheda Sword out of 
the Officers hand, and had ſlain him if the prope had not immedi- 
ately laid hold on him ; whereupon he was bound faſter on the Ales 
back,had his two hundred ſtripes, and was for this offence condemned 
four years longer to the Gallies. 

Another Keeper at another time -had a Maid, who ſceing how mi- 
ſerably the Priſoners were uſed, pitying rheir diſtreſſed conditionz 
who were hunger-ſtarved and - almoſt pined, ſhe would ſometimes 
ſpeak: tothem at the Grate, exhort and. comfort them as well as ſhe 
could, and ſometimes would help them toſome good and wholeſom 
Food ; yea by her means the Priſoners came to underſtand one ano- 
thers condition, which was a great comfort to them ; but this ar laſt 

4A Maid coming to the Inquiſitors ears, they enjoined her to wear the Sam- 
whipe ſhew- benito; to be whipped. about -the Streets, to receive two hundred 
3ng them fz- Stripes; and to be baniſhed the City for ten years, with this Writing 
vour, on her Head, A Favonrer and Aid:r of Hereticks, And whereas all 0-

the poor Souls of all kind of Solace, and to keep other Priſoners from 
knowing how their Friends do ; ſo that it often falls out that a man 
and his Friend, the Father and Son, yea, the Husband and Wife ſhall 
be in onePriſon:houſe two or three years together, and not know 
of each orhers being there, till they meet upon the Scaffold, upon the 
great day of Triumph: ; 

By reaſon of this cruel uſage, many of the Priſoners die, ſome of 
their Torments, others of the ſtink of the Priſon , and others of Diſ- 
caſes contracted by Hunger, Cold, ill Diet, &'s. They have allo an Hot:

'That che Juſtificatioa of a Chriftian reſteta only jn the 
Merits of Jeſus Chrift apprebended by Faith ,. &c. That there 

was no Purgatory ; that the Popes pardon were gf na yajue: 

And for my ſelf ( faith he) I am not only willing , but 
defirous to die, and ready. to ſuffer any puniſhment , for 2535 Speech 
the truth which I have profelled: I eſteem nox of this # P*ath 
World, nor of the Treaſures of ir, more than for. my -ne- 
ceſlary ule; and 'the reſt to- beſtow in. the Propagation 

and Maintenance of the Goſpel, and I bþeleech God daily 

upon my Knees, for my . Wite and Children , that they 

may always continue in this'quarrel even ynto death ; and 

when he came to his Execution , he patiently and comfar- 

tably ſlept in the Lord. 


At the ſame time , there 'was alſo brought forth one John Gone 
Jobn Gonſalvo , formerly.a Prieſt; bur by his diligent Fydy lalro, 
of the Scripture , it -pleaſed God to revea} his. truth go him, 
ſo that he became a Zealous Preacher of it, labouring in all 
his Sermons: to beat” into mens minds , the euch and. means 
of -our Juſtification, ro conkhliti,in Chrift, alone, ang. in 
ſtedfaſt Faich in him; for which he Was: apprehended and 
caſt- into Prifon.,; where he endured all their cruekyi wich 
Chriſtian Courage : at laſt with two of [his Siſters, he Was Tormented 
condemned ; his Mother alſo and one of his Brothers 9 77:0". 
were imptiſoned with .him for the txych., 4nd exgcuted 
4hortly after z when be with his Siſters went gue: at TiN 
wh: | Caltle- 
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Caſtle-Gate ; having his Tongue ar liberty , he began to 
ſing the 106 Pſalm before all the People; who. had often 
heard him make many godly Sermons ;:/he condemned all 
Hypocrites as the worſt of People ; whereuporr they ſtock- 
ed his tongue. Upon the Stage he never changed Coun- 
tenance, nor was.at all daunted:. when they all came to 
the Stake , they had their Tongues looſed ,, and were 
commanded to ſay their Creed., which they did carefully : 
when they came to: thoſe words, the Holy Catholick 
Church, they were commanded to add, of Reme, but 
that they all refuled; whereupon their Necks were 
broken in a trice, and then twas noiſed abroad, that they 
added thoſe words' and died, confeſſing the Church of

There was: in Sivil a Private Congregation of. Gods: 
People, moſt of which the Inquiſitors conſumed in the Fire,

pluſs'd ' and put tro:ſhame many of thoſe Friers that _ came 
ro ſeduce her. | 


Another of thefe Women was a Grave Matron, whoſe

the time being come wherein they were ripe for God, they 
together with other 'of «their!

The- young Maid eſpecially: came with a merty and chear- 


' ful'-Countenanee; as it were triumphing over the Inquiſt- 


tors,- and having her rogue. at liberty , ſhe began to ling 
P/alnis to God;-whereupon- the Inquiſttors cauſed her tongue

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to be nipped, by ſetting a Burnacle upon it : after 'Sen- 
tence was read , they were carried to the place of Ex- 
ecution ; where with much Conftancy and Courage they 
ended their Lives; yet the Inquifirors not fatished here- 
with , cauſed the Houle of the Matron ( where the Church 
uſed ro meet) to be pulled down, and the ground to be, | 
laied waſt, and a Pillar to be erected upon it, with an In- je. 
ſcription ſhewing the caule. | 

There was allo apprehended another worthy Member 
of the ſame Congregation , called Ferdinando , he was of £,,4ninq: 
a Fervent Spirit, and very zealous in doing good ; a young 
Man , but tor his integrity of Life very- famous : [He had 
ſpent 8 years in educating of Youth, and had endeavoured 
to ſow the Seed of Piety in the hearts of his Scholars , as 
much as lay in him to do in a time of fo great Perſecution, 
and Tyranny ; being at laſt apprehended for a Lutheran ,he 
was cait into priſon and terribly tormented upon the Gib- ,,;--,,: 
bet, and in the Trough , whereby he was ſo ſhaken in mens. 
every joint, that when he was taken down, he was not 
able to move any part of his Body ; yet did thoſe cruel 
Tormentors drag him by the Heels into his priſon, as if 
he had been a dead Dog ; but notwithſtanding all his cos 
torments he anſwered the Inquiſitors very ſtoutly , and 
would not yeild to them one jot. During his Impriſon- 
ment, God uſed him as an Inſtrument; to recal and con- 
hrm a Monk, who had been caſt itito Priſon for confeiling | 
the * Goſpel openly : But by meass of the Inquiſitors Flat- "<d: wr 
teries and fair Promiſes, he had ſomewhat relented :* Gods 
providence ſo ordering it, that Ferdinando was .caſt into the 
lame Priſon , and finding the Monk wavering , he:rebuked 
him ſharply ; and- afterwards having drawn him to a ſight Humare Jn: 
of, and ſorrow for his fin , he at laſt trenothened him in Fenn 
the promiſe of Free Grace and Mercy.” 'Herereupon the 
Monk delired a day of hearing, where before the Inquilitors he 
ſolemnly renounced his recancation, defiring that his former 
Confeſſion might ſtand, whereupon a Sentence of Death paſled 
upon them both ; after which the Inquiſitors asked Ferdi- 
nando, whether he would revolt from his former Herefies? To 
which he anſwered , that he had profeſſed nothing but what 
was agreable to the pure arid perfect word of God,

ped every Port, and kept ſuch ftrict Watch to prevent the 

coming in of all ſuch Commodities ; but through Gods migh- 

ties ty: Protection , he. brought his burden ſafely thither , and 

++ which was alſo.miraculous, he conveyed them fate into Sivil , 

notwithſtanding . the buſie Searchers, and Catchpoles that 

watched. jn every.corner ; thele Bibles being diſperſed, were 

moſt joytully and thankfully received ; and through Gods 

Bleſſing wrought wonderfully amongſt Gods people to ripen 

them againſt the time of Harveſt: But at laſt the matter 

broke out by the means of a falſe Brother, who going to the 

Inquiſitars played the Judas , and betrayed the whole Church 

A falſe Bro- to them , {o that there were taken at ,Sivdl at one time, 

er... * eipht hundred Chriſtians , whereof twenty of them were 
20 Roſted, je ana iy PP at one fire. 

- Amongſt theſe, this Juliano was one of the firſt that was 

_  . apprehended and ſent to priſon , where he lay without any 

. Company, laden with Irons above three years, yet was his 

conſtancy ſo great and wonderful, that the Tormentors them- 

ſelves were ſooner, wearied in inflicting , than he in ſuffer- 

ing Torments ; and notwithſtanding his. weak -and wea- 

ryiſh Body ;; yet. he remained undanted in' mind in the un- 

dergoing of all their Tyrannies , fo that, he departed from 

the Rack leſs dejefted than he came to .it ; neither threat- 

nings, nor pains, nor torments made him ſhrink -or yeild 

one jot to them; but when he was drawn back to his 

_ eh priſon, 
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priſon , he would tell his Fellows how he had conquered and 
confounded his Enemies, ſaying they depart vanquiſhed ; 


'the Wolves flie with ſhame , they fie with ſhame. 


In the Day of their Triumph , when he was brought out 
apparelled ( with his other Fellow-Priſoners) in all their 
ſhameful Habits, he exhorted them with a chearful coun- 
Ttenance, ſaying, My Brethren, be of good Chear , this 1s the hour 
herein we muſt be faithful Witneſſes unto God and his Truth before 
men, as becomes the true ſervants and Souldiers of Jeſus Chriſt, and 
ere long We ſhall bave bm to witneſs with #s agam ; and within a few 
hours we ſhall Trmmph with him m Heaven for ever ; but hereup- 
on they preſently clapt a Barnacle upon his Tongue, that he 
ſhould ſpeak no more, and {o he was led to his Execution ; 
bur though he could not ſpeak, yet by his Countenantice and 7 
Geſtures, he ſhewed his chearful and quiet mind ; ther krieel- His Death. 
ing down, he kiſſed the Step whereon he ſtood, and being 
tied to the Stake , he endeavoured by his Looks and Geſtures 
to encourage his fellow-Martyrs in theit Sufferings, . and ſo 
chey quietly. and patiently reſigned up their Spirits unto 
God. 

There. was alſo one fohn Leon, a Taylor. by trade, who out 3,þ, Leon; 
of a blind Deovotion to ſerve.God, reſolved to enter into a 
Monaſtery ; but by Gods Providence it fo fell out that he en- 
rred into a Cloiſter at Sivil, wherein moſt of the Monks 
were well affeCted to the true Religion, amongſt whom in 
two or three years ſpace he was {o grounded in _the Principles 
of Religion, that he reſolved to leave that kind of Life, which 
accordingly he did, and went into the Countrey ; yet after a 
time, he had a great mind to confer with his former School- 
maſters; bit when he came back to the Cloiſter, .he. found 
chat they were all fled into Germany ; hereupon he relolved 
co follow them, and through many Dangers and Perils it 
pleaſed God ar laſt, after a long and tedious Journey ,. to 
bring him ſafe to Frankford, where he mer with ſome of 
his old Acquaintance, and with them he travelled to Geneva, 
about which time Queen Mary ſuddenly dying, and Queen 
Elizabeth of Bleſled Memory , ſucceeding her , the Engliſh 

: | -..: Exiles, 
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Exiles who lived in. thoſe parts, were called home ; where- 
upon divers Spaniards that ſojourned at Geneva , thinking 
England a fitter place for their Congregation , reſolved to 
acompany the Engliſhnen, and for this end they diſperſed -- 
themſelves into ſeveral Companies, that they might 
travel with the more ſafety. The Inquiſitors took 
the departure of theſe Monks ſo ill , that not ſparing any 
coſt , they ſent Flies abroad to apprehend them , who way- 
lajd them , eſpecially at Colen, Francfort , Antwerp , and 1n 
all the ways that led from Geneva : This John Leon had got- 
en him a Companion , with whom he travelled towards 
Leon goth England , who being diſcovered at Argentme , were dogged 
— En- into Zealand, and as they were ready to take Ship , -they 
1s apprehen- Were apprehended. John Leon took his arreſt very com- 
ard. poledly,never changing countenance at it : they were preſent- 
ly carried back into the Town , where they were miſera- 
bly racked to diſcover their Fellows, and not long after were 
ſentroSpain. ſhipped for Spain ; having great Irons wrought like a Net 
that covered both head and feet, within which alſo was 
another peice of Tron made like a tongue , which being 
thruſt into their mouths took away their ſpeech ; they were 
allo loaden with other Engines and Fetters of Iron, where- 
with they were bound: hand and foot, and in theſe con- 
tinual pains and torments they lay a Ship-board wll che 
came into Spain ,and then John Leon was ſent to Sivil, and his 
Companion to /alidslid , where afterwards in defence of the 
truth he ſuffered Martyrdom ; but Jobn remained long in priſon, 
where he taſted of the Inquiſitors Tyranny , ſuffering both 
| Tormemed. hunger and cold, and enduring all their torments one af- 
rer another, and art laſt was brought out in their folemn ſhew, 
arraied after the uſual manner : It was a ſad fight to ſee 
fuch a Ghoſt as he was ; his Hair fo grown , his Body 
ſo lean, that he had nothing but Skin and Bones left on 
him, and his pain much encreaſed by having a Barnacle 
upon his Tongue. After Sentence of Death pronounced 
upon him, they ſer his Tongue at liberty , hoping that he 
would have recanted, but he made a ſtout and godly 
confeſſion of his Faith , and ſo quietly ended his. Life in 
Martyred. the flames.

There was alſo one Chriſtopher Loſada , a Phyſitian, a Chriſtophet 
Learned Man and very well ſtudied in the 'Scriptures ; as -9%: 
alſo of a very holy Converlation , infomuch as he was 
choſen Superintendent of the Church of Chriſt in Sivil, 
which at this time was very great , though diſperſed ints 
Corners. Art laſt he was apprehended by the Inquiſitors , 
before whom he had made good Conieſſion of his Faith, 
for which he endured hard and ſharp. Impriſonment with 
moſt cruel Torments, and the open Infamy of their 
ſolemn  Shew : And laſtly was adjudged to the Fire. As 
he ſtood art the ſtake, the Barnacle being taken from his 
Tongue , þd diſputed notably with ſome Monks that came 
to ſeduce him; and when they ſpake Latine,that the Com- 
mon People might, not underſtand them; Loſada alſo be- 
gan to ſpeak in Latin fo copioully & eloquently, as was ſtrange HisCmſt ar 
ro hear that he ſhould have his- wits ſo freſh when he was 9 
ready to be burned, after which he patiently reſigned up z; pray. 
his ſpirit. to God in. the Fire. | mY | 


There was alſo in Sivil one Aris, 4 man of "x fharp Arias: 
wit, and' well ſtudied-1n Divinity , but' withall - of 4 Sraf, | 
ty Wit 2nd Inconſtarit Nature, which 'Vices . he yet cove- 
red with. a Cloak. of Religion; 'whereby-he deceiyed tma- 
ny. About this time there were allo in this City two ſorts 
of Preechers, and both had a great number of Auditors; 
the one taught School-Divinity , and were continually call- 
ing upon their Hearers to often Faſtings, Mortification , Self- 
G denial, 
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denial,” Frequency, of Prayer , Humility, '&#c. But themſelves 
praiſed nothing leſs than theſe things: And indeed all 
their Religion conſiſted in Wbrds and Bodily Exerciſes, as 
running to Maſſes , Hallowed Places, Shrift , &&c. The .o- 
ther ſort dealt, more; ſincerely with the Holy Scriptures ; 
out of which they declared what was true Righteouſneſs and 
perfect Holineſs ; By means whereof that City above all others 
in Spain, bore the name for juſt and true Dealing , and it plea- 
ſed God that the brightneſs of this Light did diſcover all the 
Counterfeit Holineſs , and Phariſaical Devotion of the other 
Party : The cheit Labourers-in this Haryeſt , were Conitantine, 
FEgidius , and Parguims , all Doors , and ſober , wile and 
learned Men , who by this kind of Preaching procured to 
themſelves many Enemies , but above all others, Aris was 
the moſt ſpightful and malicious , yet he carried it ſo cunning- 
ly that he ſtill kept up his Reputation with theſe men , but it 
was not long before he diſcovered himſelf, and that upon this 
occaſion. There was one Ruzims, a Learned Man, queſtio- 
ned before the Inquiſitors for ſomething that he delivered in a 
Sermon about the Controverſies in Religion ; the Inquilitors 
appointed him a day of hearing; and two or three days be- 
fore, Arias met him , ſaluted him courteouſly , and diſcourſed 
familiarly with him : then did he pump our of him all thoſe 
Arguments wherewith he intended to defend himſelf before the 
Inquiſitors. When the day came , and Ruzius appeared , Ari- 
as went on that ſide where his Opponents were , which much 
amazed Ruzins, andin the Difpuration , Arias being prepa- 
red , did ſo wittily enervate all his Arguments, that Rzms had 
nothing to ſay for himſelf , and fo was fain to yield the Caule, 
and 4145s went away with the Honour of the Field, though he 
got it by Treachery. Yer did this Arias, being of St. Tſidores's 
Monaſtery , Preach fo practically , that a great Light be- 
ganto dawn in that dark place; for the whole Scope of his 
Sermons was to overthrow their Profeſſion ; he taught them; 
that ſinging and ſaying of heir Prayers night and day was 
no Service of God, that the Holy Scriptures were to be 
read and ftudied with diligence, whence alone the true 
Service of God could be drawn, and which alone cells us 
the true obedience to his will ; to the obtaining whereof we 
muſt uſe Prayer as a Means, proceeding as well from a ſenſe 

and 
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and feeling of our own Infirmities, as grounded upon a 
perfe& truſt and confidence in God: 


By laying theſe Foundations through Gods Bleſfling , he 
began to make them out of Love with their Monkiſh Super- 
ſtition , and much provoked them to the ſtudy of the 
Holy Scriptures ; beſtdes alſo his Sermons , he tread daily 
a Lecture upon Solomons Proverbs very learnedly, and made 
application thereof with good Judgment and Diſcretion; 
alſo in private conference he did much good : the Lord 
alſo ſo ordered it in his wifdom , that he met with Scho- 
lars that were very tra&table, ſuch as were not greatly wed- 
ded to their Superſtitions. And ſuch was the force and 
might of Gods Election , that theſe few good Seeds ſo fructi- 
fed, that in the end they brought forth a great encreaſe 
of Godlinels ; for divers of the Monks that hereby had their 
Conſciences awakened and cleared , to fee their fas Hy- 
pocrifie and Idolatry, ſought out for further Inſtruction , 
and through Gods mercy , they light upon thoſe Preachers 
which taught the truch with more {fincerity , of whom 
they learned the Principles of pure and perfect Religion , 
fo that by degrees they left that evil Opinion which they 
had formerly conceived againſt the Lutherans, and were de- 
firous to read their Books: and God miraculouſly provi- 
ded for them, they had all ſorts of Books brought them, 
rhat were extant at that time , either in Geneva, or Germany, 
whereby it came to paſs , that there were very few in all 
thar Cloiſter, but they had ſome taſt of true Religion 
and Godlineſs ; fo that inſtead of mumbling their Mattens, 
they brought in Divinity-Leftures, and Vain Faſting 
was turned into Chriſtian Sobriety ; neither were any 


taught to be Monkiſh, but to be ſincerely and truly  re- 


ligions. | 


' Bur conſidering, that when this ſhould be once known, 
they could not live in any ſafety, they reſolved among them- 
ſelves, to forſake their Neſt, and to flie into Germany, where 
they might enjoy more lafety of their Lives, and freedom of 
their Conſciences ; but how to get thither, was all the difhi- 
culty ; if” one or two ſhould go firſt, the reſt would be ex- 


poſed 
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poſed to danger ; it many ſhould go together, a thouſand to 
one bur they would be taken again, being to travel from the 
furtheſt part of Spain into Germany : yet upon Debate they 
concluded that they mult all either ſpeedily depart, or ſhort- 
ly be apprehended by the Inquiſitors, who now had got ſome 
inckling of thematter ; and God ſeeing them in this Diſtreſs, 
ſhewed them a means how, under an honeſt pretence, a do- 
zen of them might depart together within a Month, and each 
of them betake himſelf a ſeveral way to Geneva, where they 
appointed, by Gods afliſtance, all to meet within a Twelve- 
month : the reſt , which were but young Novices, were left 
behind ; who yer nctlong after were ſo ftrengthened by God, 
that they endured the Brunt of Perſecution when it came, 
three of them being burned , and divers others diverſly pu- 


niſhed. 


The aforementioned Servants of Jeſus Chriſt forſook that 
place where they lived in honour, eaſe, and plenty ; and by 
undertaking for Chriſt's ſake a voluntary Exile, expoſed theme 
ſelves to Shame, Ignominy, Wants, yea, and were in conti- 
nual danger of their Lives alſo. And under God Arias was a 
great means of this, who by his Miniſtry bad firſt enlight- 
ned them with the Knowledge of the Truth ; for which 

| he was often complained of to the Inquifitors, and was con- 
vented before them ; where he ſo cunningly anſwered the 
Matter, that he was {till diſcharged : bur this laſt 'Apprehen-. 
ſton (through the Mercy of God ) brought forth in him the 
Fruits of true Repentance ; for he did {o deeply and unfeign-: 
edly bewail and repent of his former withholding of the 
Truth in unrighteouſneſs , that whereas che. uled to be ex- 
cceding fearful of the Rack, he being brought to.it, and up- 
on it, with a marvellous conſtancy withſtood: the enemies of- 
of Gods Truth, and took up the Inquſitors roundly, withal 
telling them that he was heartily ſorry, and did moſt ear- 
neſtly repent him, for that he had wittingly and: willingly in 
their preſence impugned the Truth, againſt the godly Defen- 
ders of the ſame; many other ſharp Rebukes he gave to the 
Inquiſitors '{o oftea as he came to his Anſwer : Bur art laſt 
he was brought forth arrayed in their accuſtomed manner, 
upon their Day of Triumph ; at which time, he allo made 
a n0-

And thus you "i IR hath FO the Lot and Portion 
of the Church and People of God, viz, That through many Tribu- 
lations they, ſhould enter into the Kingdom of Heaven. Here you bave a 
certain and infallible Mark of the true Church of Chriſt, viz, 
To be bated and perſecuted by the Devil and his Inftruments. - Here: 
in, as in' a Perſpective, you may look back upon the perſe- 
cution of the Church of Chriſt , by reaſon of that cruel 
S paniſh Inquifition. 


| Upon the whole, let us conlider, it that Religion ſhould 
be ſer up amongſt us, which allows of ſuch Cruelty and 
Tyranny, whether or no we have not caule to fear the worſt, 
and to prepare for it. Fore-warned, Fore-armed: 
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& Ha Infticurion of this Spaniſh Inquiſitimr at firſt was not 
only neceſlary ( as the condition of affairs then was ) 
but exceeding laudable,, had: it been. kept withiathe bounds 
at firſt intended ;. but inſtead of being uſed on the Jews and 
Moors, it hath Þecn turned on. the ProteFtants , and that with 
Juch Fiojence and extremity of Tortute, -that it is counted the 
greateſt Tyranny, and ſevereſt: kind of . Perſecution under hea- 
ven'; infomuch, that many Papiits who would willingly die 
for their Religion, abhor the'very name and mention of it, and 
to the death withſtand the bringing in of this Slavery amongſt 
them; this was it which cauſed the irremediable Reyolr of the 
Low-Comntries ; the greateſt part of that Narion, at the time of 
their taking. Arms; being Roman Catholicks; yer it is planted 
and Aabliſhed in Spain and all Italy (Naples and Venice ex- 
cepted) the management thereof commitred to rhe.moſt zeal- 
ous and rigorous Freers in the whole Pack; the leaſt ſuſpicion of 
Hereſy, ( as they call it ) Afﬀrinity or Commerce with He- 
reticks, reproving the Lives of the Clergy, keeping any 
Books or Editions of Books prohibited , or diſcourling in 
matters of Religion , are Offences ſufficient ; nay they wall 
charge Mens, Conſciences. under the pains of Damnation, 
to detect their neareſt and deareſt Friends , if they do bur 
ſuſpect them to be herein culpabl. Their proceedings are with 
great ſecrecy and ſeverity ; for, 1. The parties acculed ſhall 
never know their Accuſer, bur ſhall be conſtrain'd to reveal 
their own thoughts and affections. 2. If they be but convin- 
cedof any Errourin any of their Opinions, or be gainſayed 
by ewo Witneſſes, they are immediately condemned. 3. It 
nothing can be proved againſt them, yet ſhall they with inh- 
nite tortures and miſeries be kept in the houle divers years, for 
a terrour unto others. And laſtly, If they eſcape the firſt 
Brunt with many torments and much anguiſh, yer the ſecond 
Queſtion or Suſpition brings Death remeditets. And as for 
rorments and kinds of Death, Phalaris and his Fellow-Tyrants 
came far ſhort of theſe Blood-hounds. 


The 
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The Adminiſtration of this Office, for the more orderly re- 


oulation and diſpatch thereof, is diſtributed into 12 Courts or 
Supream Tribunals tor the ſeveral Provinces of Spain, no one de- 


pending upon another, but in ſort ſubordinate to the General 
Inquiſition, remaining inthe Court near the King's Perſon, which 
hath a kind of Superintendency over thoſe Tribunals. In all 
which,thole of the Secular Clergy fit as Judges,the Friers being 
only uſed as Promoters, to inform the Court, and bring more 
Griſt unto the Mill of theſe Inquiſitors : every one hath the title 
of Lord, and are a great terrour to the Neigbouring Peaſants ; 
certain it 1s, that by this means the people of this Kingdom are 
ſo kept under, that they dare not hearken after any other Reli- 
gion than what their Prieſts and Friers ſhall be pleaſed to 
reach them; or entertain the Truth, if it comes amongſt 
them, or call in queſtion any of thole palpable and groſs Im- 
poſtures which every day are put upon them : for by this 
means the People of this Kingdom have been, and till are, 
punctual Followers of the Church of Rome; and th at too in 
the very errors and corruptions of it, taking up their Re- 
ligion on the Popes Authority, and therein ſo tenacious or 
pertinacious , that the King doth ſuffer none to live in his 
Dominions which profeſs not the Roman Catholick Religion; 
of which they. have been, ſince the time of Luther , ſuch 
avowed Patrons, that one of the late Popes being ſick, and 
hearing divers men to bemoan his approaching end, utter- 
ed ſome words to this effect; My Life, ſaid he, can no- 
thing benefir the Church , but pray for the Proſperity of 
the King of Spain, as its chief Supporter. And thus you 
have the Original of the Inquifition.

T being, deſired of me by a Worthy Divine, that I ſhould Pub- 
liſh what I ſaid to Staley, who was Condemn'd for Treafona- 
ble Speeches : Likewiſe my Diſcourſes with the other Twelve 
Teſuitical and Popiſh Conlpirators, before their being Drawn 

out to their Execution : I could not (though with ſome relu&tancy 

at firſt) but grant him his Requeſt ; hoping thar this Narrative may 
be of publick Uſe and Benefir to all, into whoſe hands it ſhall 
come ; to acquaint them with the Truth of what I ſpake to them, 
by way of Advice, to Prepare them for their approaching Death : 

And that I may give ſome Satisfaction, to ſuch as are apt to be 

ſtaggered in the Belief of their Abominable Crimes, becauſe they 

frequently Avowed their Innocency. Which Satisfaction I ſhall perform 
in order as they Suffered. 


|. Mr. Staley. 


He firſt perſon Executed , was Mr. Staley, who ſpake Treaſo- 
+ nable words againſt his Majeſty, - which expreſly threatned 
to take away his Sacred Life. I did frequently, after the 
Sentence of Death was paſt on the ſaid Staley, viſit him in order ro 
Prepare him for his Execution. In my firſt Addreſs ro him, I 
told him, I came nor to inſult over him, but out of Conſcience to 
diſcharge the Duty of my Office: He received me with great wil- 
lingneſs, and ſaid, He had great "Terror upon his ( onſcience for the Guilt 
of his many and great Sins; yet utterly deny'd the ſpeaking of thoſe 
words for which he ſtood Condemned. I told him, that the rea- 
dieſt way to be free from thoſe Terrors, was to make an Ingenu- 
ous Penitent acknowledgement; and thar for Tongue-fins or ſecret 
Heart-{ins formerly Indulged, God might juſtly deſert him, to en- 
ſnare himſelt by ſnch Treaſonable Words. He ſaid, He never had 
any thought of miſchief againſt the Kings Perſon. 1 replied, that words 
were the narural product of thoughts, and a frequent Prologue ro 
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the moſt abominable A&ions. He perſiſted in denying, that he 
{poke any words tending to that ſenſe ; but when I told him, that 
his friend, who was Drinking with him, could, or had Depoſed 
upon Oath, that he ſpake thoſe very words: He replied, Nay, 
if my Friend will fare ſo much, it is probable T wight (im the heat and ex- 
traVagancy of Paſſion ) utter them, though they never were intended in my 
Heart. He had great Remorſe for the finfulneſs of his Life, and 
expreſſed foe particulars which I ſhall not mention. I told him, if 
he expected any lertlement of true terenity in Conſcience, that he 
muſt not ſeek it in adhering to the Romſh Religion ; For falſe and looſe 
Principles can never produce lod and lalting Comfort : then I un- 
dertook to convince him: from the Sacred Scriptures, of the many 
Abſurdicies which are maintain'd by Popiſh Doors, thar it is a pre- 
ſumption not to doubt of Salvation, and yer thar a perlon may Merit 
it, which is 'ntterly inconſiſtent ; for it any man doubr of his future 
kappy eſtate, how can he Merit it and it he may Merit it, what need 
he doubt, when by works of a ſelt- Righteoulnels, he can create 
a Tick, or may lay Claim to Eternal Life? I judged it necel- 
lary, in-order ito the. removing his Terror in Conlcience, to inform 
him aright; ' chat although ic were impoſſible to fulnl the Coye- 
nant of Works, or to attain any Perfection in _this Lite ; yet there 
is 2 Foundation of hope, for degenerare Man-kind as reſtored to the 
Image of God by Chiiſt; Whoſe fatisfaCtion ro divine Juſtice, is 
of infinit value and vertuc: fo that Chrift being the only Mediator 
by Redemption, it is Blaſphemy, and the highelt Sacriledg to con- 
ftitute or invocate any Saint or Angel as a Mediator of interceſſion. 
For this is equivalent ro Chriſt's Infinit Sarisfaction, as grounding 
the Right-'& his interceſſion, eſpecially conſidering , that Medi- 
arory Incerceſſion is only the reprelenting and pleading the Meric 
of infinit Satisfaction. Uvon this, he expreft an Aﬀent to whar I 
hid affirmed; by bowing his head ; and applying his hand to his 
Breaſt, he fajd; Sir, Go on. Then I untolded the nature and necel- 
firy of Faith and Repentance in order to the Juſtification of a ſin- 
ner; how they were the conditions of the Covenant of Grace, So 
required of us; for pardon of fin, and erernal Life; As that they could 
not be extracted our of the power 'of free-will in man, but were 
the ſole purchaſe of Chriſts tree-Love ; who by his Spirit, intuſing 
the principle of Faith and Repentance, doth Regenerate, and actual- 
ly reconcile a' {inner to God; and ſo Redeem, or {et him free from 
the ſlavery of his corrupt will, which he cannot ſhake off by any 
Improvement -of Natural Reaſon, or moral Reſolutions. I Rated 
alio' the difference twixt true ſaving faith and repentance, from that 
Which is: falſe And: that the: Office of Faith, 1s not only to rely on 

; the 
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the mercy of God, and metits of Chriſt, but alſo to give back th 


the whole man, im an hearty reſignation, to the conduct and 50- 
vernment of Chriſts Word and Spirit in all things, That $avita- 
Repentance was not an AC of meer Arttrition, which only effects 
a legal conſternation in Conſcience, from the apprehenſion of guilt, 
and divine Wrath : But true Repentance is Evangelical, wrought 
deep in the heart by ſound Contrition for fin as fin, chiefly for of- 
tending the Holy God : fo that it is the reſult of an holy filial In- 
genuiry, and 15 incouraged by the hope of Mercy, attended with 
an hatred of all fin, and a ſtudious reſolution to walk in all hotly 
Obedience. Here I told him, what an unſound dangerous Opinion 
that was of the Romiſh Doftors, who maintain Atrrition only with 
the receit of the Euchariſt, and the Sacrament of Abfolution at the 
very point of Death to be a ſufficient Paſport for a comfortable E.x- 
ic out of the World, or Ticket to claime Salvation : [After this, and 
lome other Diſcourſe, he thankt me for my Advice, and ſaid, Ht 
was much Benefited, Supported, and Comforted thereby : And dehired me, as fre- 
quently as I could, to renew my viſits ot him; ſo I promiſed I would, 
and then I praya with him ; and he was very intentive, and much at- 


fected with what 1 Pray'd. 


When I came again, he complained, that his heart was not ſo 


throughly Contrite for {in as he deſired; that he was muich perplex- 


ed that he had no more Aflurance of a future happy ſtate. I ſtated- 


the nature of true faving - Faith, that it was an adherence ro the 
free grace of God in Chriſt, for pardon and Eternal Fife, joyned 
with an obedient ſeli-reſignation ; and where this was wrought, the 
foul-ſtare was fate, tho aſſurance of Gods Love might be wanting. 
For this was not an eflential Priviledge, abſolutely neceſſary to' Sal- 
vation, bur only a peculiar favor given to ſtrict walking Chriſtians ; 
and that only ar ſome {er-tjmes, in great extremity and need of fuch 
hidden Mama. "That it was rather of the nature of a Rational ſhort 
ſenſation, than the Ground ſerled Comfort ; which is the refult 
of an Heroical ſtrain of Faith, to truſt in God, when he ſeems to 
reject and ſlay us; and that the Lord doth more eſteem this reſo- 
lute dependency, in the midſt of ſeeming-contradictions, than the 
moſt multiplyed Acts of external Worſhip. Upon this he was ſom- 
what more ſerene tm his mind : And I told him, that in praying and 
ſeeking the Lord more fervently, comfort would gradually be ob- 
tained, | | ” 


' The next day he diftruſted his Heart, as to the Truth of his Faith 


and Repentance, which I told him, was a good figne thar he was in 
a hopeful way of making his Peace with God. Thar he muſt wait: 


n believing that he ſhould obtain Cotntort promiſed to the Penitent. 
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He deſired me to pray with him, and for him; and to prepare to ſpeak 
ſomwhar of the ſufferings of Chriſt, when I ſhould next Viſit him. Ac- 
cordingly, from that Text, I am Crucified with Chriſt, 1 treated of many 
parts of his Birter Paſſion, and of his Soul-agonies, interring marrer nor 
only of Comfort from thence, bur alſo of Inſtrudtion, tor our Imitation 
and Conformity. I left him afterward in a frame more willing and fic 
to Die; and comming to him on the vexy Morning he was to Suffer, he 
told me, that Now he had more Comfort, and an hope of his future Happy-ſtate : 
yet renouncing all opinion of worth in his own Tears, Prayers, and Hu- 
miliation. He was folicitous, if the Executioner ſhould deal wich him 
according to the ſtriftnels of the Sentence, leſt feeling any pain (it Cur 
down, & ript up Alive) he ſhould Curſe, or ule any Unchriltian word : 
Which rather than to do ( ſaid he) I would Bite my Tongue in pieces ; for [ 
dread Sin now, more than Death. 1 told him, that I hoped the manner of his 
Execution would be mitigated ; however, that God would prevent Sin in 
him at the time of his Suffering, becaule he was ſo anxious as to diſtruſt 
himſelf, and cautious to avoid all unbecomming Words or Geſtures. 
After ſome farther Diſcourſe, I pray'd with him, and he was much 
pleaſed with my attendance abour him ; yer he ſpared me from going 
with him to the place of Execution for ſome Reaſons. I cannot ſay 
how he declared himlfelt there, becauſe I was not preſent : But upon my 
whole Obſervation of his Behaviour in Priſon, I do charitably judge, 
he was a real Penitentiary. It was doubtful to ſome, whether he dyed 
in the Roman or Proteſtant Religion ; becaule (as I think) he did not ar laſt 
declare himſelf either way : . Yer this I am ſure of, that if he had ſolid 
and true Comfort in Dying, this could not proceed from {uch a ſandy 
foundation as his old Popiſh Principles, but only from Selt-abhorrenc 
in the ſenſe of his great Sinfulneſs, and the defectivenels of his beſt Re- 
pentance and Obedience, that he might build his hope on Chriſt, and his 
Righteouſneſs only, as the Rock of Eternal Lite. 


[1T. Mr. Coleman, 


Come now to Coleman, of whom I can ſay very little, becauſe he 
had an Arrogant opinion of his own Abilities; and out of an 
Hope to be Canonized for a Saint, deſpiſed and rejected any 

Affiſtance from me, either by Diſcourſe or Prayer. I offered him both 
on the next day after the Sentence of Neath paſs'd upon him ; but he 
returned me this Anſwer (by the Meſlenger I ſent to him, to know 
if he would admit me) T hat he had but a very ſhort time to Prepare hin- 
ſelf for Death, and would not be hindred in the Loſs of any part of it ; thanking 
me for my offer of Viſiting him, but defired me to forbear. I pur 
2 fair conſtruction on the Meſſage brought me ar the firſt, thinking he 
might 
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might be very buſie at that rime, about ſome' extraordinary em- 
ergency, or indiſpoſed to be, Vidited ; and therefore told the Meſ 
ſenger, that I would atrend on him on ſome other fit time. The 
Officer told me, that Mr. Coleman would neyer admit me; and he 
inferred it from his manner of ſpeaking that Meſſage which he-ſenc 
by him ; he obſerved his. Countenance and Geftures in the deli- 
very of it, | Say] totally deſiſted. Yer when he was brought doxwn 
from his Chamber in the Preſs-yard-i1de, to go to the Sledge, ] 
ſtayed him a lirtle, {aying, Mr. Coleman, :You did not think well of 
admitting me, yet know, I have eameſtly Prayed that God would 
give you true and great Repentance for your great Crimes, ſtand 
not out in your-denying of them. Some other words I uſed, to 
which he replyed in ſhort and .quick tone, Thank you, thank you. 
As I moved nearer with him towards the gate, he ſaid, Sir, 7 
muſt beg your Pardon. It being a ſtrange word to drop from Him, I 
askt him for-whart ? He replyed, That I did not Admit you ; but truly, it 
was not in any contempt of your Office; but when you ſent to me, I Was un- 
der ſome perplexed T houghts ; and for other Conſideratious, thought it not 
Convenient. Then I told him, that I would pray for him as a dy- 
ing man, which he took well, and ſo we parted. 


III. Mr. Grove. 


k AFR. Grove was Executed on Friday the 24th. of Jamary 1 678. 
I ſpake to him in the Chappel theſe words (before he was 
carried down the Stone-ſtairs unto the Sledg:) Sir, I earneſt- 

ly defire you, Now that bp are going to appear at the Tribunal of 
Chriſt, that you would clear your Conſcience and ſpeak the 
Truth, that you may die in Peace: And 1 do Exhort you, that 

ou would beg of God great Repentance for your great fins. 
He repli'd, That he did underſtand his Duty. Yet I perſiſted, to ex- 
hort him not to truſt to the merits of any Saint or Angel, but whol- 
ly to go out- of himſelf, not grounding any Confidence of his 
Salvation on any prayers, tears, nor the deepeſt Humiliation of his 
own heart. Thar eyen Cardinal Bellarmine ſaid, when dying, It was 
ſafeſt to rely wholly and ſolely on the Alſufficient Merits of the bleſſsd Jeſus. 
Mr. Grove replied, That T homas a Kempis had ſaid-the ſame: . To 
which I replied, Do you conſider of ic, and A& accordingly : 
For you mult not hazard your Souls eternal welfare by any pre- 
{umprious mixing of your own good works with Chriſts: Infinit 
Sarisfaftion and Merits. For the Apoſtle faint Paul faith, If Juſti- 
fication be of Works, it is altogether of Works ; but if of free Grace," it is 
altogether of. Grace. Lt 
C 90 
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So I took leave of Mr. Grove, defiring him to conſider well of 
what I had faid, Praying that the Lord would in much me;- 
cy look upon his ſoul to pardon him, and fit him for his ap- 
proaching Death. Mr. Grove leemed to take in gopd part what 
was {aid to him. After which, he was conducted down to the

I V. Mr: Jreland. 


R. heland was Executed on the ſame day with Mr. Groe, to 

whom I had not time to ſay more than thele few words, vi. 
* Sir, I doearneftly beg of God to grant you mercy and 
pardon for your great fins. Truſt alone in the Righteouſneſs 
and Merits of Chrift Jeſus : Compole your lelt in your pallage, 
and fix your Heart upon the Lord, till you Expire. Which 
words' Mr. Jreland ſeemed to take kindly from me: And fo we 
rook leave of each other. 

Here. I cannot forbear to give ſome account of Mr. Irelquls 
perverting of a Woman who was Burnt in Smithfild for Clipping 
his Majeſties Coine. This ſeduction or the fid Woman from 
the Proteſtant Religion, was before Mr. Ireland was Apprehended 
for the late Conſpiracy. An Officer in Newgate did afſure me, 
when Treland was commited for the Plot, that he was able to 
take his Oath, that Treland peryerted-that woman ſome time be- 
fore; for he well knew him upon a ſecond Reveiw, but knew 
him not to be a Papiſt or Prieſt at firſt ; for he was admitted ro

her as a Friend. Hrelands ſtratagem in turning the Woman to b+- 
come a Papiſt, was thus diſcovered. Farly on the morning on 
which ſhe was Executed, I askt her, what hope {he had of a 
future happy ſtate 2 ſhe huffc at me, telling me, 7 need not trou- 
ble my ſelf about- ber, for ſhe was ſure of ber Salvation. T wondered 
at her Confidence, | but ſuſpected not the Grounds of her Ma- 
lepartneſs. TE 

Aﬀer I had Exhorted and Prayed with her ar the place of 
Execution, and was taking my farewell of her ; ſhe catreared me to 
oive her 'fome time to pray for her lelt, which ſhe did: Jn her 
Prayer, ſhe mixed theſe words, Lord grant, that the offering up of 
my RBidy to the Flames, may expiate the guilt of all my Sms, and fave 
my fort.” 1 told her, when ſhe! had finiſhe her prayer, that the 
foreſaid expreſſion ſmelt rank of Popery; and therefore askr her, 
what Religion ſhe came to die in? She replied, /he Was a Ro- 
man (atholick. 1 askt her, How long ſhe had been {uch ? She (aid, 
that a good Miniſter had told her, that if ſhe died im the Proteſtant Reli- 
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EP). 
gion, ſhe Was ſure to be Danmed. And 'that he proved it by this Scrip- 
rare, T how art Peter, and upon this Rock will T Build my Church, So 
that, he afſur'd her, that the Religion of the Romijh Biſhop, who 
was St. Peter's Succeſſor, was the Rock there meant; and fo there 
was no Salvation to thoſe who are Separatiſts from that Church, 
and the Profeſſion of it. I told her, That the Prieſt had deceived 
her. For the Rock was not Sr. Peter's Perſon, nor his Verbal Con- 
feſlion of Chriſt; for if ſo, Where was the Rock, and, What be- 
came of the Church, when Sr. Peter ſo ſhametully denyed his Lord 
chrice? But the only True Rock, on which the Church is Built, 
is the very Perſon, Offices and Merits of Chriſt, the Son of God, 
who was the Obje& of St. Peter's Confeffion. She was attentive 
ro what I faid, and ſeemed ſomewhat ſenſible of her being de- 
ceived. Saying, She Was willmg to be Saved betwixt us Both. Bur 1 
rold her, She muſt not halt *fwixt rwo Religions, fo oppoſite to 
each other; and that it was very dangerous to dye in the Roman 


Perfwaſion. She told me, She could not Renounce it, in as much as 


the ſaid Prieft had obliged her by the Bleſſed Sacrament, that ſhe ſhould 
wever recant or depart from the Popiſh Religion, 4s the beſt and ſafeſt to 
Dye m. 1 convinced her with Arguments to the contrary ; yea, 
ſhe her (elf was not Credulous of their abſurd Afarming of the 
Tranſubſtantiation of the Sacramental Bread and Wine, into the ve- 
ry Body and Blood of Chriſt : For ſhe ſaid, She neither taſted any 
Fleſh or Blood. She alſo declared, T hat ſhe had 19 Good Works of ber 
own, which ſhe durſt truſt to,” as Meritorious of Heaven; but relyed whol- 
ly and ſolely on Chriſt's Righteouſneſs, Whereupon I told her, She deny- 
ed the grand Points of Popery ; and therefore, was a Papiſt ro' get 
a Pretended Abſolution, or upon ſome Deſigne, Bur, tearing to 
Dye in the Komiſh Opinions, ſhe ask't me, If ſhe ſhould nt be Per- 
jured, if ſhe renounced them, having taken the Sacrament, to perſiſt m them ? 
| rold her, That ſhe muſt not cleave to an unlawtul wicked Oath ; 


bur beg Repentrance- of God, that ſhe fo cafily ſuffered her felf 


to be ſeduced. I rold her, That the Lord faith by the Propher, 
That an Vath muſt be takenin Truth, Righteouſneſs, and Judement. 

Now, ſhe did not, neither could {wear in Truth, becauſe it was 
to a Falle Religion; nor in Judgment, in Wiſdom and Difcreti- 
on, becauſe ſhe {wore raſhly and inconſiderately : Therefore, this 
Oath was Void in its own Nature ; and it conld not. bind her. 
the Matter of it being Unlawtul and Wicked. 

Ac laſt, being Convinced of her Error, ſhe was willing wo Re- 
tract it: Bur I cold her, That whar ſhe did, ſhe muſt do willing - 


ly, and from a tincere penitent Frame of Heart. She ſaid, She 


could and would freely (out of Conviction of her Duty) Renomunce all 
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Romiſh Opinions and Prattices ; which ſhe did openly, with an Au- 
dible Voice ; afhrming, That ſhe dyed a True Proteſtant. So I took. 
her by the Hand, and Prayed again with her, that God would par- 
dom her former Levity, and pive her Perſeyerance in the True 
Faith, which ſhe had fo. ſolemnly re-imbraced, 

This was the firſt Diſcovery of Profelyting condemned Male- 
factors at Newgate : To prevent which Sedution, Captain Richard- 
ſon ( ſince this came to his Knowledge) is very watchful, and 
oives all his Officers a Charge to ſuffer none to come to Con- 
demned Perſons, but only ſuch whom they know to be Prote- 
ſtat-Divines ; and that alwayes, an Officer be preſent to hear whar 
paſſes in Dilcourle. | 


V. Mr. Pickering, 
| Had diſcourſe with him before his Execution; but he would 


not permit me to pray with him, only defired my Prayers at 
Home for him; w:: < I promiſed him, and he Thanked me. I 
was preſent at his Execution, becauſe he was Hanged after three other 
ordinary Malefa&tors. When he came out of the Sledge into the 
Cart, He had a great Fluſhing in his Face; I apprehended by 
his Words and Getture, that he had Elevated his Artificial Cou- 
rage ; or rather ſunck himſelf into a Sullenneſs, by taking Cordyal- 
Spirits: For he was unconcerned at the Approach of his own 
Death, and no way affected with his monſtrous Crime. With 
an impudent Face, a lying Tongue, and anticke Carriage, 
he Denyed what he was Condemned for, and Afſerted his Inno- 
cency. He was reproved by the Sheriffs, for ſuch impudent Ly- 
ing ; having had a fair Tryal, and found Guilty of the whole Indict- 
ment charged upon him : Yer ſo ſeared are the Conſciences of theſe 
Grand Traytors, and Enemies to all Order, and well-Eftabliſh't 
Government, as well as the True and Pure- Religion, that they 
will hazard the Eternal Loſs of their Souls, as to a future hap- 
py State, rather than declare any Remorle for their abominable 
Deſignes and Practices. Yea, they ftick not to juſtify themſelves, 
as if Perjury could change the heinous Nature of Treaſon, and waſh 
it into a perfect Innocency. | 
Sir Richard How told Pickermg, That he ſhould have a confi- 
derable Time to prepare for his inſtant Death, if he would im- 
prove it well, and not miſpend it in extravagant, and falſe Pre- 
' tences. He hikewile call'd unto hint, to put him in mind of Pray- 
ing for himſelf; alleadging, that it was reported, that he was a 
Prieſt; therefore, he ought to be able to pray, in Expreſſions, and 


with 
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- with Aﬀections ſuitable to his preſent Diſtreſs :, Yer Pickering nei- 
ther warned the People, to take heed of an ill Life, nor Confoſe d 
any Sin to God, of which himſelf was Guilty ; Kit with a kind 
of rude ſmiling, denyed himlelf ro be a Prieft, but only a Reli- 
gious Brother. SIr Richard ask't him, If he were aſhamed of his 
| Religion, or, That the People ſkould hear him Pray ? For ſome 
of his Fraternity, Executed before, only muttered a few Private 
Ave-Maryes, or other Popiſh FRAgern, to themlelves. Then Pickering 
repeated the Lord's - Prayer, and the Apoſtolical- Creed; and faid no 
more, as to any Religious Concernments. Then the Ordmary, be- 
ins in the Cart with him, exhorted him to Expreſs himſelf more 
fally and pathetically in Prayer, lucable to the diſtreſs, of a Dying 
Man, which he refuſed to do. Then I ask't him, thar 1 mio] ke 
Pray for him, becauſe he might be uncompoled or indiſpol {ed-him- 
felt : But bs {aid, That he did not matter it; he had rather | 
ſhould let it alone. So after a ſtrange unbecoming, ſtupid, and 
fullen behaviour of himſelf, when he deſired no longer time, his 
face was vailed, and he was curred off: he hung about half an hour, 
and then was Cur down and Quartered, 


VI: Mr. Green, 


Reen was one of the Murtherers of Sir Edmmdber Y Godfrey. 
He was born in Ireland of a Proteſtant Father, (as himſelf (aid) 
but his mother being a Papiſt and his father dying, She com- 
mitted theSon to his Uncle (her brother) for Education, in the Popish 
Religon. Green could neither read nor write, yer his Uncle had fo 
trained him up in the Popish Principles, that he was a fitter ſubject 
(when grown up) for Popish Prieſts to work upon, and make him 
an Engine for their deſtrutive Practiſes- This appearcd by their 
inveigling of him into the horrid murther of the ſaid Sir Elnund : 
Green had ſome time before been prefer'd to be Chappel-keeper at 
Sonmerſet-houſe. Hereupon the chict comrivers of that Murther, 
took their opportunity ro draw him in, to be an Actor in that 
bloody Tragedy. Green was very ready ar hand for that purpoſe 
and was the eaſier induced thereunto, becauſe Sir Edmund, being © 
of his Majeſties Juſtices of the Peace, was very ative in diſco- 
vering and committing Popith Prieſts to Cuſtody : his Life was 
laid wait for ſeveral times, not only for the reaſon aforeſaid, but 
chiefly becaule he had taken ſome Examinations upon Oath, con- 
cerning the lace Horrid popiſh Conſpiracy, which they thought (i! 
Sir Edo were kill'd) would be loſt, or not fo valid in their Lees, 
dibility. Bur in this they were infatuated, - for the murther of 
Þ) this 
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this Worthy Patriot, confirmed the belief of the Plot. The man- 
ner of contriving Sir Ednund's Dearh was thus. As he paſſed 
by Somnerſet-Houſe, he was importun'd by ſome of the Complices 
in the murthering of him, to turn in at the Gate, under pretence 
that there was a fray within the Court; and that he being a 
Juſtice of the Peace, might (as he was bound) do a great good 
Office in appeaſing the Scuffle. Sir Edmund went in, nor miſtruſt- 
ing their deſign on him : Bur theſe cruel Enemies ro che Proteſtane 
Religion, had no ſooner got him into the back part of Sommer 
ſet-Houſe, bur they joſled him into a privare room, and there ſer 
upon him with their Fury. The Narrative 1s in Print, and too 
redious to relate. Therefore in ſum, as to Greens part, who acted 
in that bloody Tragedy, it was proved upon Oath, that he {trang- 
led Sir Edmund; and farther acted, in conveighing his dead body 
to the place where it was afterwards found. Green being condemned 
ro be hanged for this Barbarous Murther, I proffer'd my ſelf (as 
Ordinary) to viſit, and fit him for his approaching Death. He accep- 
red of it, and I went to him ſeveral days, to make him ſenſible of 
ſo great a Crime. He ftifly denied it, as alſo did Hill and 
Berry, to the laſt. I urged Green with various Arguments, to a- 


dore the Soveraignty of divine Providence, which had thus wone + 


derfully brought to light ſuch a ſecret miſtery of Iniquity, hardly 
to be parallell'd, in any Age. Yet Green was very obſtinate, in 
ſtanding out to deny, that he knew any thing of this Murther 
more or leſs, which I told him proceeded from ſome or all of 
theſe Reaſons following ; either becauſe he had taken an Oath of 
Secrely, or counted it no {in, bur rather a meritorious Act, to de- 
ftroy ſuch a grand Heretick as Sir Edmund was accounted. Or 
had received a Popiſh Abſolution from the Guile of that Murther, 
and ſo lookt upon himſelf as Innocent as the Child Unborn. Or 
would not conteſs that horrid Crime, to decline caſting a great re- 
proach upon the Popiſh Party. Yet however, I did not ceale for 
many days to exhort him, to unburthen his Conſcience of this parti- 
cular Guilt. I aggravated in many particulars, the heinouſnels of 
the fin of Murther, eſpecially of this, committed with ſuch perfidi- 
ous and cruel Circumſtances. Yet no Arguments prevailed with 


him to acknowledsg it. 


[ found him Ignorant in the Principles of the Chriſtian Faith ; | 


therefore I rook the more pains ro inform him of the danger of 
dying in the Romh Perlwaſton, which is grofly oppolite, by the 
Mixture of many abſurd Traditions, to the ſaving Fundamentals 
of Chriſtianity. He ſaid, That he did not believe many Points 
of Popery ; viz, The Power of Prieſtly Abſolutron, nor the Mexits of 

| Good 
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Good Works to claim Salvation by : Nor that it was Lawrful to 
Pray to any Samt or Angel: And that no Sin was Yemal in its 
own Nature, though it were never {o {mall. I much wondred, 
chart he ſhould ſay, He believed nor any of thele Popiſh Points ; 
and yet, that he ſhould wear a Crucifix at his Girdle. I deſired 


him, not to put any Religion in Looking on Ir, nor in Kiſſing 


of It. He ſaid, He put no Confidence of Salvation in It; only 
It was a Remembrance of his Bleſſed Saviour. I told him, Thar 
Chriſt had leit no ſuch, nor any other Memorials of Himſelf, bur 
only in the Scriptures of Sacred Truth, and in the Sacraments : 
Thar it is the Office of the Holy Spirit, to bring every Truth 
neceſlary for Salvation, to our Remembrance : And that Chriſt, 
his Offices and Merits, were only to be Believed in; and were 
iufficient to put us in mind of our Duty, and to quicken holy Af- 
fections in us. 

1 faid moreover, That it was a more Rehned peice of 7dolatry, 
to Conceive otherwiſe of God in our Thoughts, than as He had 
Revealed himſelf by the Scriptures of Truth, in his Infinite Ex- 
cellencies. And therefore, to relieye us, in preventing any groſs 
Miſtakes in our abſurd Imaginations of God, we were bound to 
fix our Thoughts and Conceptions in Prayer, upon God in Chriſt, 
as Incarnate; who is the only exprels Image of the Deity, and 
not any Corporeal, diſhonorable Miſ-reprelentarions of God, by the 
help of Pictures or Crucihxes. 

I found alſo, that his Popiſh Education had Rrongly prevailed 
on him, to adhere to the falle and ablurd Notages of the Romiſh 


Church: For when I told him, That it was nor ſafe to Dye in 


that Religion ; He replyed, T hat he was reſolved to hold and verſevere init, 
becauſe he had been Bred up in it. 1 ſaid, Thar could not be a folid 
Argument; for then he might be as Peremprtory to dye in a fin- 
ful State, becauſe the Principles of a Corrupt Nature were rivi- 
ted in his Heart, and were grown familiar to him by Cuſtom. 
He was ſometimes Pertiſh; yer when the Fit was off, he 
barkned to my Advice, and joyned with me in Prayer. | defi- 
red him, not ro mock God, either by any deliberate Wandring 
in his Thoughts, while I ſhould pray ; nor by ſaying any Ave- 
Maryes, or Popiſh Petitions, ſecretly ro himfelf. He promiſed me, 
he would not. He was troubled for his ſinful Courſe of Life: 
YetI rold him, Thar was not Repentance deep enonoh. David's 
Heart was the Centre of his Remorſe; and rhar not only k1s 
heinous Crimes of Murder and Adultery, were his Burthen, bur 
the Senſe of his vile Corrupt Nature, which was the poyſonous 
Spring of all ſcandalous Impieties. And thar, as we are in our 
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Thankſgivings for Divine Mercies, to Aſcend to the Free-Grace 
of God, in giving Chriſt to Redeem us, as the Sprins-head of all 
Spiritual Benefits; So, in a penitent Confeſſion of Sin, we muſt 
likewiſe Aſcend to the Guile and Detylement of Original Sin, 
whence all A&tual Abominations flow. "That this.is a great Re- 
* lief to us, when. we cannot make a diſtinct” Particular Enumera- 
tion of our Sins: And, that no Hypocrice can be truly humbled 
for the, fin of his Corrupt Nature, nor for Golpel-Unbelief, which is 
the direct damning, Sin, as being againlt the very Remedy of our 
Recovery from a State of Sin and Miſery. 

Every day, after ſutable Advices given to him, I Pray'd with 
him. He had not been Grammarred in that ftrange Diſtintion, 
which moſt of thoſe Popiſh Maletactors had learn'e, That a Papiſt 
may lawfully defire a Proteſtants Prayers at Home ; yer. that his 
Joyning in Prayer, is an owning of their reputed Herefie ; whoſe 
Breath is Infe&tious, when poured our in the Solemnity of pray- 
ing mutually in each others Preſence. Fil} had learnt this Eva- 
fion, though Staley and Berry, as well as Green, had not. I believe, 
the true reaſon, why all the other Criminals denyed me Liberty to 
Pray with them, was, Left Iſhould tov roo diſtinetly upon the 
right Sore, ( which they palliated, yea denyed) and fo dreaded 
that Trouble and Perplexity, which right thereby be raiſed in 
their Conlciences. 

I can give no further Account of Green, but only this, That 
upon the Day before his Execution, he told me, That he had 
received much Information by my Diſcourſes, and Benefit by my 
Prayers, in order to fit-him for his Death: He thank't me for 
my Vitits, but diſcharged me from farther Attendance upon him ; 
lo 1 went not with him to the Place of Execution, to obſerve what 
End he made. 


His Hill was one of the Murtherers of Sir Edmundbury God- 
frey. He was Born and Bred a Papiſt. He was not a Shoo- 
maker, as was reported; but the Son of a Shoo-maker. 

He ſaid, That he had been Servant to a Recuſant Lady, and ma- 
naged ſome of her Concernments; and went over Sea ſome- 
time, to give her an Account thereof, "That he had lately hired an 
houſe for himſelf ro Dwell in; But was not prelent at the afore- 
ſaid Murther : Yea, that he knew nothing of it, more or lels, 
neither before nor after. This he often averred with ſo many 
ſelf-Imprecations, that I was afraid to urge him tor the preſent, to 

any 
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any farther Acknowledgment; leſt I might thereby, give him an 
Occalion to aggravate his Sin, and ſeal up his Damnation with 
greater Obdurartion and Impenitency. | unfolded to him, the wide 
Diffefence berwixr the Proteſtant and Poprſſ Religion ; and that the 
Larcer could not be a Religion Infticuted by ( by iſt bec auſe It wa's 
founded in Blood, and propagated by Artifices -of Cruelty, In- 
juſtice, Violence, Equivocations, and Perjuries : Yea, even by Falſe 
Appcals to the Omniſcient Judge of Innocency, when Crimes were 


Juridically proved againſt the Appellants. 


[ ſaid, Thar this was the deepelt Policy of 7 Papiſts, tetcht from 
the Conclave of Hell : For, luch daring and Atheiſtical Appellants, 
are not only poſlelt with Tic Spirir of Lying, and [tron igly del; 
ded (while Living ): to believe a talſe, abſard Rel 19107 ; but if. 
lo, do as ſtrangely, out of an obſtiriare impenirent Heart, pal 
late Bloody Crimes with a flat Denyal of them, after Convictt- 
on thereof by due Procels of Law. Surely, ſuch a Violacion of 


the Sentiments of Conſcience, - muſt needs proceed from an A- 
theiſtical Denyal of God's Onaniſcient Inſpec tion, or a Prophanc 
Doubring of the Future Judgment. As if falſe Appellants kad 
not Souls capable of Damnation, or ſtudied how 0 {cal it up 
more firmly to themlelves : Bur ſich ſtudied Evalion' of their 
"hp Crimes, render them blacker and more horrid. while they would

them, he might obtain ſome hopetul Proſpect of their Pardon : 
He replyed, T hat he had endeavoured to ſearch out whatever might 
provoke the Lord to deſert bim, and fuffer him to fall mder the fatal Sen- 
tence pronounced upon him, He laid, He had been Guilty of Sins enough, 
for which he was thus ſeverely puniſht : Among the reſt, he inſtanced 
in this ; T hat be had wronged one im a T'velve-penny matter ; but he was now fo 
troubled about it, that he had made Reſtitution ſince his Condemnation ; al- 
though he was in extream want of Neceſſaries for his preſent Subſiſtence. 1 
Commended this in him ; bur withal rold him, That there was 
one Crime committed by him, for which he could never make 
any Satisfaction; viz, The Murthering of Sir Edmund : yet, that 
upon his true Repentance, Chriſt's Blood-ſhed was All-ſufficient to 
waſh away the Stain and Reproach of this moſt Prodigious Wick- 
edneſs. 

He {till ſtood out in a peremptory Denyal, That he knew any 
thing of it, more or leſs. © And in the ulual Canting Language, af- 
firmed, T hat he was as Inocent of it, as the Child unborn. Which Words 
may admit of an Equivocation : For the (hild mborn is Tanocent, 
as not being Capable of committing or declaring the Heinouſ- 
neſs of ſuch a Crime. Bur though Fil! was Capacitated for it, 
with all imaginable Principles of Jefwitical Subtilty; yet his deepeſt 
Sophiſtry appeared, in pretending to be as Imocent as the Child un- 
born; viz, In this Senſe, Imocent, as not able to declare his Guiltys 
nels of the ſaid Murther : For ſo he might be unable, in reſpect 
of an Oath of Secrefie, which was the Seal of his Impenitency. 
Or, he might think to Evade the Confeſſion of it, by this Equi- 
vocation, viz, I am as Iocent of the Fact, as there is Truth in 
this, Thar the Child unborn is here preſent, reſerving this Supple- 
ment of the Afſertion unto himſelf.

[ did fear, that ſome ſuch Equivocation might ſhroud it ſelf 
under Hull's flat Denyal of the ſaid Murther : Therefore, I told 
him, Thar is Ingenuity in Confefling a pecuniary Wrong, and 
making Reſtitution, could not demonſtrate any ſound Repentance, 
unleſs he took the Shame of this Murther upon himſelf, by a free 
Confeſſion of ir.

But to Confute this 
Plea : I knew a Fellon, who deny'd the Robbery for which he was 
Condemned ; yet probably to inſinuate into me a good Opinion 
of him, he Conteſt that he once Robb'd a poor man going to 
Marker, but being afterward troubled in his Conſcience for fo 
doing, he inquired out where the perſon wronged Lived, and ſent 
him double Reſtitution ; becauſe happily (ſaid he) the poor man loſing of 
his market, might harve gain d as much as T ſent him, by ſelling the Proviſe- 
ons which he was carrying thither. "Thus ſome will pretend to be In- 
genious in Confefling hidden Crimes, and yet will ſtand out in 
denying ſuch which are proved againft them. "This is but a coun- 
terteit remorſe. 
| On the day before Hills his Execution, he diſcharged me of 
farther attendance, becauſe he ſaid, he would be in greater retire- 
ment, to fit himſelf for his Death, now ſo neerly approaching : 
whereupon I took leave of him; and he prayd God to reward 
me for all my Viſits of him.

I obſerved that he had ſome books in his Chamber ; of 
all which I took an inſpection, and found no popiſh Author 
among them. I told him, that I much approved of his Care in 
the Choice of thoſe Books, eſpecially of the Bible, to be his Aſ- 
fociates and Guides in his ſolitary Confinement. Then 1 adviſed 
him, to ſearch his Heart-ſtate God-ward, and to conlider for 
whar ſpecial fins God had deſerted him, to fall into fo ſhame- 
full and notorious a Crime, as the Murther of Sir Edwundbury God- 
frey; who had Demonſtrated himſelf ro be a worthy Patriot of 
his Country. He replyed, that he knew nothing of it, neither 
before, nor after; and that he was no way Acceſſary to the 
puile of it. I ſaid, I could not give Credit to him in that; For 
the Crime was cleerly proved againſt him. I did not much urce 
him to confels it, at that time, fearing 1 tight provoke him to 
be more ſhie of imbracing any future Viſits or Advice, 1 benz:

Yet fill he 
was very ſhie and relerved, as unto any acknowledgement of rhe 
Notorious Murther of Sir Edmmdberry Godfrey. But take notice, that 
a ſincere Conſcience, doth not content it ſelf with the Confeſſion 
only of ſome particular ſin, but is moſt tree and ready to take 
the ſhame of every ſin, eſpecially of fuch a crime as wiltull Mur- 
cher, clearly proved againft him. And that none are ſuch proper 
Objects of Gods juſt condemnation, as ſuch, who to cover any one 
fin, though never fo ſmall, will ſtudy Evaſtons, to deny, con- 
ceal, or extenuate It. ': 

Thus to Cover {in, is to Add fin to fin. The Obligation to 
puniſhment takes faſter hold, the Guilt remaines uncapable of be- 
ing pardoned : the fin not conteſt, rankles and feſters in the Con- 
ſcience, Haunts the finner as an affrighting Ghoſt, yea, the Con- 
ragious poyſon ſpreads, till ic grow fo ſtrong in the Malignicy of 
it, that it damns FEternally. 

This Alarm (or awakening Conſideration) I gave to Berry, that 
I might excite him to an Ingenious Confeſſion of the Murther of 
Sir Edmundberry Godfrey; And beſide, I told him, that there was 
this danger in nor Conteſling a. Crime, that it hardens the heart in- 
ſenſibly, ro an impudent and impenitent peremptory denyal of ir. 
And that this was the blackeſt mark of a Reprobate. Afterward 1 
prayed with him, that the Lord (who is the ſearcher of all hearts, 
and the juſt Avenger of all lying and falſe appeals) would incline 
bim to an hearty and free acknowledgement of this very Crime ; 
that he would grant him true and deep Repentance, and ſtrengthen 
his faith in the Merit of Chriſts Blood, for expiation of ſo great 
Guilt. Berry had a reprieve for ſome time to fit himſelf for death, 
and I hope he made Good ule and improvement of it. For when 
the morning came, wherein he was to be executed, I found him 
in a more penitent, melting frame than before. I prayed with him 
at his Execution. I muſt do him this Right, as to ſay, that he 
was in 4 very Serious compoled "Temper ; For I have ſeldom 
heard any MalefaCtor (at the publick placeof ſuffering) expreſs him- 
felt in ſuch ſutable- and heart-broken petitions, for Divine Pardon, 
and renewing grace, as Berry did : He needed not a prayer-Book in 
Ris hand ; his Soul-Agonies taught himato pray ; Nor did he a 
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fall any thing, which ſmelr in the leaſt of Popiſh Leayen. His pray- 
er was fervent, and very compoſed, though death ftared him in 
the face; yet was he not under any Confternation or dejeCtion. 
He faid nor any thing, either in Mfrting his Innocence as to the 
Murther of Sir Ednundberry Godfrey, neither as to the Religion he 
dyed in. He fixt his eye upward, and: lookt not upon the peo- 
ple, being very intentive on the great work he was about. I 
gave him a Large time to prepare and fit himſelf to dye : He 
made {ome ſecret Ejaculations of his heart Heaven-ward : Then 
taking a Solemn farewel, I deſired him to reſigne himſelf up to 
the mercies of God in the alone and All-ſufficient merits of Chriſt, 
and ſo 1] went out of the Cart; and after a little time of Conſide- 
ration with himſelf, the Sentence of Death was executed upon 
him.

cauſe the duty of my Office as Ordinary obliged me) offer to them 
my aſſiſtance to prepare them for the Execution ; bur they did 
not Admit me to their Chambers: Thereupon, I deſiſted from 
any farther offer to Viſit them. Yet upon the day of their Exe- 
cution I waited for an opportunity to ſpeak with them before they 
were, Conducted to the” Sledges.

R. Harcourt was firſt brought down from his Chamber, to 
be carried up to the Chappel, where a dore opens to con- 
veigh them down the ſtone-ſtairs more conveniently to 
the Sledges. | | 

I thus ſpake to Mr. Harcourt, Sir, you did not think fit to ad- 
mit me to any Diſcourſe in your Chamber, but now that you are 
upon the very Borders of Death, and muſt be judged to an E- | 
ternal State in Happineſs or Miſery, Conſider well how heinous 
the Crime is for which you are to luffer Death. Beg of God to 
give you true Repentance unto Life Eternal, and do not ſtand 
our in the denying or extenuation of yonr Crime. 

Mr. Harcourt made me this ſlight anſwer, T hat T needed not to 
trouble my ſelf concerning Elim, for be knew his Duty ; and fo paſt away 


from me.

Hen came Mr. Whitebread from his Chamber ; I ſaid ſomthing 
of Adviſe to him as a dying! Man, and told him withall, 
that I had earneſtly pray'd that God would give him

he reſented with more 'Calmneſs and Modeſty of Spirit than 
Harcourt did, and put off his Hat to me at parting. 


[1]. Mr. Fenwick, 


Had longer Difcourle with Fenwick in a little Room alone by 
himſelf. I did Addreſs my ſelf to him in more Pathetick Ex- 
preſſions, than to the two other, becauſe I had more oppor- 
runiry for it. In ſum, I wiſht him to ſearch his heart, becauſe 
every mans by Nature, is as deceitful as it is Corrupt. That he 
would pray to God to Undeceive him, as to any falſe hopes of 
Heaven, and not build on any Sandy Foundation, by truſting to 
any Humiliation for Sin, or the Merits of any Saint or Angel ; 
And that he would not ſtand out. in denying of his Crime. 
That he would conſider ſeriouſly of that Sacred Scripture in the 
Twenty eighth of the Proy. of Solomon, the Thirteenth verſe, He 
who hides his fin ſhall not proſper in the attempting of it, 
but rather expoſes himſelf to a Curſe.

F Could not ſpeak with Gawen or Turner till they were placed in 
J the Sledge. I ſpake bur little ro them, "Time, and the Noiſe of

Only I told Mr. Gawen, that Now death ſtared him in the face, 
and his judgement to an Eternal State was very Near ; therefore 
[ adviſed him not ro palliate or extenuate his great Crime, much

[ told him I had and would continue to pray for him and 
his Fellow-Criminal in the Sledge with. him.

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© Frer Sentence of Death paſt upon the aid. Unhappy Gentle- 
A man, as being Involved in the Jeſuitical Conſpiracy againſt the 
King and Nation ; I Addreſled my ſelf in a Viſit to him, 

which he Accepted. When I firſt came into his Chamber, I told 
him, Thar I came not to upbraid a Dying Man, though of a 
contrary Religim: That I pittyed him, as a Condemned Crimi- 
nal; yet was more troubled, that he ſhould Eſpouſe the Popiſh 
Perſwaſtons ſo far, as to Suſpend, or Renounce rather, the Senti- 
ments of Right Reaſon, in Embracing and Adhering to ſo Cor- 
rupt and Abſurd Opinions. He anſwered me, That he thought him- 
felf m a furer Way for to attain Salvation, than any of my Opinion could ſet 
themſelves in, For Proteſtants ( ſaid he) follow the Miſtakes of their 
private Judgments; and then cry them up, for the Genuine Interpretation of 
the Holy Scriptures. But We (ſaid he) who are Roman Catholicks, 
have the Conduft of an Infallible Guide, to Interpret obſcure Ambiguities in 
the 8 criptures : For no Scripture ts of any private Interpretation ; other- 
Wiſe, well-meaning Perſons may propoſe, and put off their Fancies, for ſolid 
( oncluſions, drawn from the ſacred Records of God's Word. He (aid, 
'T hat therefore, there was great need of an external, ſupreme, infallible Judge 
on Earth; whoſe Deciſion upon Appeals, 'can only ſtate and determine all Cori: 
troverſies about matters of Faith and PraStice. I replyed, Thar the Di- 
vine Authority of God, as impreſt upon the Veracity of the Scrip- 
tures, was never ſeparated from the ſame Spirit, who did Dictate 
them, as mnto ſpecial Guydance; o far, as not to Deſert ſincere 
Chriſtians, that they ſhould fall into 'any Damnable Hereſie. Bur I 
feared, that the Romiſh Opinions were ſuch, though they be impo- 
ſed to be Believed and Obeyed, upon the ſcore of the Pope's In- 
fatlibility, equally with the ſacred Scriptures. What Blaſphemy is 
this, for a ſinful Man to arrogate the Title of Infallible, due only 
to God, the Fountain and Architype of all Truth! That the Fa- 
ther of Lights, gave Mankind the Beſt and Safeſt Conduct of his 
own Holy, Infallible Spirit, in Matters aforeſaid. And that the 
Scripttftes, being exemplified from his Eflential Purity and Vera- 
city, were not defective as Human Laws; which require, an Ex- 
ternal Judge and Interpreter, diſtin& from themſelves, in their Ori- 
ginal Conſtitution. So that, i all T hings neceſſary to Salvation, the 
Scriptures were a Perfect -Rule and Standard, to diftate and deter- 
mine Matters of Faith, and Chriſtian Obedience. Yet ſo arrogant 
is the Pope, as to Challenge an Authority ro Himſelf, to give the 
Scriptures a Sanction; yea, to Over-rule them by his Corrupt 
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Traditions, which he declares Tnfallible. Thus he Exantorats, 
and Invalidates their Divine Original, and Superintendency ; as it 
they received all the Life of their Interpretation, from his Autho- 
ricarive Nilucidation, as the Moon doth, her Light from the Sun. 
Hence it. is, that- when the Pope enters into any Council, he hath 
the Bible placed under his Feer, while ſingly himſelt Oyer-rules 
the Council ; and Exalts his fole Determination, above the ſacred 
Records of "Truth. Hence it is, that under a Pretence, that the 
Scriptures are Obſcute, and a dead Letter in themſelves, that they 
muſt be Animared with his Traditions, though never ſo Abſurd and 
ContradiQory to their Divine Authority, Certainty, and Perfection. 

Alſo I ſaid, That where the Scriptures were Obſcure in one 


Place, they explained thar Ambiguity in another : So that, there 


was no need of any External Judge. And that Proteſtant Divies, 
did nor give out their Private Sentiments, and Interpretations of 
the Scriptures, for Laws, to ſuperſede the Innate Authority of the 
Scriptures; or to oblige Chriſtians to an: Implicit Faith and Obe- 
dience, 'as the Pope doth ; who over-rules the very Scriptures Them 
ſelves: So that, no part of them is Canonical, but only thoſe 
Books, which he declares to be ſuch. Thus a finful Man judges 
that ſacred Law, by which himſelf, and all Men muſt be Judged ; 
though he claim a Power to Pardon Sm, and Diſpoſe of the E- 
ternal Rewards of Virtue, or Vice; accordingly. as himlelt pleaſes to 
determine the Nature and Circumſtances of Both. Hence I ſaid, 
It proceeded, that the Opinions of the Rom/h Church wete ſo Cor- 
rupt, as. moulded and adapted, to ſerve and promote the Carnal 
Intereſt of his Ambition, and the Licentiouſnels of his Followers.

Life. | :Inalmuch, -as (rift himlelf averred, That in vain do all 
ſuch Warſhip him, who Teach for Divine Do&trines, the Tra- 
ditions of Men: [That wholoeyer Adds or Diminiſhes from Scrip- 
tural - Fuandamentals,. deſpiſes, and ſeeks to nullify the. Wiſdom 
and Authority of God Himſelf, That Popiſh Principles undermine, 
and ſubvert the All-ſufhiciency of (brit, in the Execution of his 
Offices. . That as- Socmuans cannot be accounted Chriſtians, who de- 
ny the Divinity of ( hrit's Perſon: So Romaniſts, who Invalidate his

Nor can there be any Colour of right Reaſon, for that Diſtir:- 
tion ; That Popiſh Traditions are rather beſide the Rule and Dic- 
rates of the Scriptures, than directly contrary ro them. For, what- 
ever- is not agreeable to the Revealed, Perfe&t Will of God, ei- 
ther dire&ly, or by natural Conſequence, or by right Deduction, 
it is a Sin, Conhider, There 1s as little Hope and Comfort for 


that Perſon, who falls into a River, by ſlipping betwixt, or be- * 


fide the Bridge ; as for him, who dire&tly caſts himſelf into It. 
Both may be Drowned irrecoverably. "The One, our of the [n- 
advertency, or Miſtake of a Drunken Giddynels : The Other, our 
of the Preſumprtion of aſullen Obſtinacy.

So, 
Tranſgreſſion on the Right-Hand, in a Superſtitious Zeal, ma 
ruin a Man's Soul, as certainly, as down-right Atheiſm and Pro- 
phaneneſs.

After theſe Diſcourſes, I askt Mr. Layhome, That I might P:ay 
with him? He anſwered me, No ; Tet, 1 deſire your Prayers at Home. 
He ſaid, That Prayer in Preſence, was an Act of Communion ; but it Was unfit, 
to joyn With One, who was not a Member of the Roman Church. I replyed, 
That I thought, there was little or no Difference in ſuch diſtin Pray- 
ing; however,it could not be any unlawful A&t. He would not-Ad- 
nut me to Pray with him : Therefore, to root out ſuch a Scruple, 
I ſhall fate now, more at large, what I then ſpake more ſuccin&t- 
ly. Is not Prayer an Univerſal Duty, and a Teſtification of Chrt- 
flian Charity 2 Therefore, to limit Ironly to fuch, who are Adop- 
ted into any Faction, is to look on all others, as Excommunica- 
red from Chriſt, and the Hope of Salvation by him, as the only 
Head; who Influences the Univerſal Chutch, wich the Spirit of 
Faith, Unity, and Concord. 

Can any Papiſt think to receive Benefit by Prayer, himſelf be- 
ing abſent ; who hath not ſo much Charity, as to bear Proteſtants 
Preſence, in Praying together ? What proud Singularity is this ? 
Whar Inconveniency can happen, from a Proteſtants joyning with 
a Papiſt in Prayer, if they do not mix their Private Opinions (which 
are fitter for' a Diſputation) in the: time of Praying together ? Such 
Imprudence would turn Prayer, which is 'the Badge of Chriſtian 
(ommunion, Into an occaſion of Reproach ; and imbirter each orkers 


Spirits, to remain at 2 farther diftance. T6 prevent fuch a Mil- 


chief, let, them conſent, - that they will keep'cloſe to Scripture- 


Marer, and. Phraſes| in/}Prayer.; becauſe in theſe, they are agreed. 


So ſhall they not grieve each other, by ani uncharitable Exagita- 
ting and venting of their private Opinions. Yet I deny not, but 
that they ought to deſire of God, that he would clear up to them 
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his Truth and Ways ritore fully ; and that, in whatever they diſ- 


ſent, by way of Miſtake abour Opinions Forreign, to the Efſen- 


tial Parts, and Fundamentals of ( hriſtian Religion, they may come 
to a right Underſtanding of each other; and may recede from 
any falle Mixtures, | ſuper-added to Chriſt's pure Religion. There- 
fore, to deny any Proteſtant Divme, to Pray with Popiſh Perfons Con- 
demned, when they cannor have the Relief thereot, from any of 
their own Perſwaſion; leſt they ſhould Confirm them in their cor- 
xupt Principles, or joyn wicked Counſels, to diffuſe their Treaſon- 
able Deſigns, by Meſſages, to put Plots in Execution, is a War- 
rant to deny them the Aſſiſtance of their own Party, Yer they 
ſtick not, ro grow ſullen and inſolent, in rejecting the Prayers of 
Proteſtant Divmes. 

How careleſs of, and cruel to their own Souls, are ſich, who 
will not by all Lawtul Helps, ſecure and promote their Souls ever- 
laſting Blefſedneſs! Is not this ſuch a Breach of Charity, as to 
make voyd their own Prayers for Themſelves ? and to limit Chriſti- 
an Religion, only to the Roman Church, which is but a Corner of the 
Chriſtian World ; and cannot be properly ( athdlick, unleſs It embrace an 
Univerſal Charity for All Chriſtians, who Profeſs the ſame Chrift, and 
the ſame Fundamentals of Chriſtianity 2 But Proteſtants, have not ſo 
departed from the Church of Rome, as to hate all Perſons of her So- 
ciety ; but only, their Corruptions in Doctrine and Practice, We 
deny not to them, the Duties of Common Charity; or ſuch Requifite 4+ 
ſfiſtances at the time of Extreme Sickneſs, or Death, which may” ſafely 
conſiſt with their not being Confirmed in Popiſh Principles, too deep- 
ly rooted in them already ; and the Conſiſtency of the Eftabliſht Go- 
vernment, in the Engliſh Church, and State. After theſe Conterences 
with Mr. Langhorne, I askt him, Whether he were the very Perſon 
Acculed before the Committee of Parliament, in 1666; for being Con- 
{ciou;, at leaſt, of the Conflagration of London, by Treachery : Becauſe 
Mr. Richard Langhorne, Counſellor at the Temple, is ſaid in a Depoſi- 
tion upon Oath, to have caſt out Threatning Words about the faid 
Conſpiracy ? —— He anſwered me, 'T hat he was the Perſon then Accuſed ; 
but knew no more of the Firing of London, than he did of this Plot. But 
what he knew of "This, is ſufficiently Demonſtrated, by his being 
Condemned, and Executed for a Well-wiſher to lt, and Agent in Ir. 
I offer'd a ſecond Viſit to him, on the Thurſday before his Execution ; 
bur he ſent me Thanks, and deſired to be wholly Retired to himſelf. 
So being in the Country when he was Executed, I cannot give any fur- 
there Account concerning him. 8

Do more than probably believe, that the Feſuzts appeals relating to their Inno- 
cency, were meer Equivocations ; and that I may not be cenſured to wrong 
them by a ſuſpicion only, I ſhall Endeavour to prove, that they made falſc Apo- 
logies and Appeals. This I ſhall do three ways. 


| Firſt, 1 will preſent you, with many Aſeertions of the Doctors of their own 
Church and Society, who maintain Equivocation, yea down right Perjury, 
Lawful in thoſe Circumſtances, which occurred to theſe Feſaars. 

Secondly, 1 ſhall demonſtrate, how Sutably they drew the Copy of their De- 
fence, after the Original Pattern ſet them by the Precedent Fathers of the 
ſame Society. 

Thirdly, I ſhall Demonſtrate, how deep-dyed a Sin it is, how great miſchief it 
doth, and what exemplary remarkable puniſtiment, God uſually inflicts on 
ſuch falſe Appellants. þ | 


Firſt, bh is very likely, thefe Feſuits were Induced to make Equivocating Appeals 

when dying, becauſe ſo many DoQtors of their Church aſſert theſe to 
| be Venial, nay Lawful in many Caſes. Soto, who was a Principal Divine in the 
Council of Trenr, He acknowledges Perjury to be a greater Sin than Murther : Not- 
withitanding he maintains the Violation of Promiſſory and Aſſertory Oaths, to be on- 
ly Yenial, not Mortal Sins, how habitual and cnſtomary ſoever they be : So that, there- 
by, the dint of the Magiſtrates juſt Sentence, may be avoided, or the Carholick. 
Carſe promoted, 

Now, if raſh Appeals be (in the right Conſtruftion of them) a great Contempt of 
God, Falſe Ones muſt needs be an high degree of Blaſphemy and Atheiſm, Theſe, 
joyned with ſelf-Imprecations, are a Hocking of the Divine Majeſty, and the ſending 
up of a Chalenge to the God of Truth, ro damn the Appellant, if he ſpeaks what 
is Falſe, or any way Conceals the Truth, Yet ip the 7eſwirs account, not only Of- 
ficious Lyes, but down-right Perjurics are L-wful; when they may ſerve the Intereſt 
of their Qhurch, maintain their falſe Doctrine, or Conceal their Helliſh Deſignes, It 
is a great picce of Prery, to make Lies for the promoting of their Religion; So Ly- 
dovieus Vives, and Eſpenceus Comment in Tim. lib, 1. Cap. 11. pag. 156. 

Here it is to be Obſerv'd, that the third Lateran Conncil decreed it Lawful, to De- 
poſe and Kill any Prince Infected with Hereſy (that 5s to ſay) being a Profeſt Pro- 
teſtant. Hereupon, theſe Feſuirs thought, They needed not the help of an Equivocati- 
9», in aſſerting of their Innocency ; becauſe by the {axims of their Bloody and Hel- 
liſh Divinity, they affirm that it is betrer, to ſuffer a King to be Slain, than ro reveal 
the' Confeſſion, of ſuch a deſign intended, ' So Eudemon mm Apolog, Garncti, ch. 13. 
And Suarcz, Trattatu de Panitenti:, That the Lord gave to St, Peter, and Confequent- 
ly to the Pope, Power to make that which is ſin, to be nv Sin. So Bellarm, in Bark- 
[zim. ch. 317. That to Kill a King who is depoſed, is not to Kill / King, but 
only a privare Perſon, So Toler, lib, 4, De Inſtrattione phe ch. 58.

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That, he is ftiot a Murtherer, who Kills an Excommunicated Perſon, [being \poſſ«/t 
with Zeal towards eur Mother, the Catholick Church. — So, Pupe Urtan, in the 
234, Cauſe, and 5th. Queſtion : That the Sentences, Decrees, and Judgments of Judg- 
es,, who are Excommunicated, (as all Proteſtants are by them) are Voyd, and of no Au- 
thority, So Tolet, lib, primo, De ſnſtutione Saceraotali, cap. 13, That the Pope is Lord 
of all the Temporal Poſſeſſions of Kingdoms. — So Bellarm. in Barklatwn, cap. 21. 

Cardinal Du Perron, in his Oration made to the States in Pars, (upon the 15th. of 
Farmary, 1615.) doth not think it fit, that a Kg ſhould be Killed, but only Depo- 
ſed; which is all one, as to Condemn him to Dye : Becauſe (as they ſay) trom the time 
of his Depoling, he is no more a Lawful King ; but an Vſurper. Now, every Uſar- 
per of a Kingdom, may Lawfully be Killed. The ſaid Cardinal, Equivecares in his 
Advice, For, he ſpeaks to this Effet? : Let us not Kill an Herercal King, but De- 
poſe him. That is; Let us however, Diſarme him of his Authority, that he may be K1l- 
led, Let us take his Title from him, which is a Means ro preſerve his Life, Let us 
ot Kill him, while he is a King; but let us Depoſe him: And cher, who. ever Kills 
him, ſhall not Kill a King, Theſe Sayings, are full of Contradiltion, and try Weak!y, 
yea Wickedly, ſet tegether, 

By ſuch Popiſh Principles, the very Foundations of the Engliſh Governme:t, are quite 
blown up ; as if they had been at the Mercy of Faux, They hold, That the Nation be- 
ing Heretical, ( becauſe It will not ſtoop to the Yoke of Ant:-Chriſtian Thramy) hath 
no Government properly Its Own; No £:»g, no Subjects, no Parliament, no Laws, 
Liberties, or Propriety in any thing, They think, they may deal with Us, as Afonſters of 
Mankind, who have Forfeited all into their Hands; and nothing ſhall hinder them 
from taking Poſſeſſion, any longer, than till they can Maſter the Power of our Severeign 
Lord, the King, and his Laws. 

They deny, we can have any Legal Pariiament ; becauſe the Peers, (they alleadge) 
are Infamous as Hereticks, And Free-holders, to Chooſe and be Choſen for Common- 
ners, have no Propriety, None have Power (they ſay) by Conſequence, to Make Laws, 
to Require or Grant S»bſidies: For no Order of Men, among Herecticks, have any 
thing of their Own, to Give or Grant, All is Forfcited from them, for their Hereſie. 
They hold, That our Laws are of no more Force, than the Agreement of a Company 
of Robbers: Becauſe, being Excommunicated, weare, J1pſo Fatto, Diveſted of all Ci- 
vil Right, and Propriety in our Laws, Eſtates, Liberties, and Municipal Priviledges. 
So that, theſe Zeſuits pleaded Innocency, becauſe they Ated By and Under the Pope's 
Commiſſion; Which is Preſumptively-Conſtructive, for Depradation of our Goods, 
and the DeſtruQion of our Lives, upon his Ifſuing out the Sentence of Zxcommunica- 
tion, though no Declaration ſhould expreſly injoyn the Execution of Rapine and Mur- 
ther, Ay 

To be ſure, He who will Regulate himſelf by Their Aſaxims, may AQt any Wick- 
edneſs in the World, without any fear of Deadly Guile, Yet, That Church pretends 
to a Monepoly of All the Holineſs upon Earth. 

They may perſiſt 11} Death, in all Perfidiouſneſs to God and Man, in Breach of Pro- 
miſes and Compacts, in all Lying and Perjuries, in Slandering or Detraction; yea, 
in all Unmercifulneſs and Cruelty to Proteſtants : and yet, Net fall ſhort of Salvation, 
if theſe [mpoſtors may be truſted upon their Own Maxims., Theſe abominable Pratti- 
ces, are but Specks or Aſotes; not Againſt the Law of God, (the End of which, is 
Charity) but only Beſide It. So Duranaus, Vega, Rada, Herrera, Eſtins, Becanus, All 
theſe aforc-mentioned Crimes, are but Peccaazlices in Their account, when Commit- 
ted againſt Proteſtants. For, they owe Theſe, No Charity; and thereforc, may juſtly 
Contrive their Deſtruction, as Herericks, If an Arheiſt had a mind, tg,render the 
Chriſtian Name Odus, and the Goſpel a Licentions Dottrine, tending to D:ibauch Man- 
kind; He could need no greater Argument, but only This, viz. To perſwade Men, 
that the Maxims of the Roman Divimes, are Conformed to tle Rules of Chriſt, and 
Chriſtianity. For, Do not Pop:iſh Doctors Reverence Hypocrific, as ,an Holy Art ? 
A Lye, though very Groſs, is only Yerial in Therr account, unleſs it do Much Mif- 


chief; not ſo, when it is only againſt Truth it ſelf. Thus, it may be 4s [nocent, to | 


tell Lies, as Truth; and as Criminal to ſpeak, Truth, as Lies. There will be no Diffc- 
rence in their Own Nature, unleſs by accident, they do Hurt Alihe. Thus Soro, ibid. 
Lib. 5. Queſt. 7. Artic. 4, Pag. 168, Yea, Antonins Corduba Jetermins, that a Perſon 
Interrogated by a Judge, whether ſuch a Crime were Committed by him, may ſtifiy 
Deny It, (although he Did /t) with this Reſerve, I am not bound to Diſcover It, though

be be upon his Oath, to declare the whote Truth, He may Equivocate jn uſual Form; 
ſayes Lopez, Cap. Fl. pag. 264. Angel Sum. V. Confeſſ. N. 1, 

Yea, Popiſh Dottors have Devices to Legitimate the worſt Wickedneſs. Bellarminie 
ſayes, If the Pope ſhovld forbid Vertue, and command Vice, the Church muſt prattice 
Vice, or ſin againſt Her Conſtience, If the Pope can diſpenſe with Vows, which are 
Solemn Promiſes made to God, why not with the Guilt of Falſe Appeals? So Canus, 
pars Sexta, KRelitt de Panitentia. | | 

Some affirm, That the Pope can Legitimate Inceſt: If ſo, by the ſame Reaſon he 
may pardon Falſe Appeals. For, What are fuch, but a Spiritual Inceſt, committed 
*twixt the Heart and Tongue ; which ought to agree in ſpeaking Truth, for this is the 
Souls-Chaſtity? They count it better than Innocent, to abuſe the VVorld with Lies, 
even in point of Religion. Surely, if the Injury be not Great there, whercin can 


' it be Small? Yea, they allow of Lies, in their very Devotion. Peter Abbot of Clu- 


ny, declares That in one Church-Hymne, in the Praiſe of St, Benner, he found Twen.- 
ty-four Lyes, at leaſt, They affirm, That they may ſafely Lye, in Confefling, that 
they abhor the Sin confeſt: Yet themſelves look upon the Confeſſors Chair, as the 
Divine Tribunal. So Angelus, Sylveſter, Navar. Cap. 21. Num. 37. Covarruvius, Soto, 
Bannes. Now, if they may lawfully Lye, in doing Penance, when or -wherein will 
they ſpeak Truth? If ſuch a Sacred Part of their Religion be thus Prophaned, we 
may well conclude, that whereſocver they find any Liberty for ſpeech, they muſt have 
Licenſe to Lye, and that ex Officzo, 

| Nor can we rationally expect from Feſ#:ts, that they will Swear the Truth at Death. 
You will ſay, Then Conſcience is more awakned, made quick and ſerious in the Di- 
reive and CorreQtive Part of its Office. So that, the moſt profligate ſort of Sinners, 
when Dying, will not dare but to declare the Truth. 1 reply : Yet Feſwirs are Er- 
rant Deſigners upon Mens Conſcriences, to ſeat themſelves as Over-awing Demi- Gods 
therein, while they diftate Cheats and Dotages unto them. 

Yea, How do theſe Seducers Inſtruct their Novices, to believe ſuch ſtrange Abſur- 
dities, which Themſelves deny at Death? Then they deteſt all Lying Duttrines and 
Miracles ; as alſo, all Diſpenſations for Equivecating, This they pretend to do, when 
they have a Proſpect of Damnation at Death ; and to make the World believe, that 
Proteſtants Charge them with Falſe Imputations. Yet I cannot ſuppoſe them to be 
Serious, in Renouncing their Falſe Tenets at Death, For, if they did heartily do ir, 
How could they averr, that they Dyed in the Profeſſion of the Romiſh Church ? What 
Contradictions are theſe Afſeverations ? If they ſpake the Truth, when Dying, then 


were they Apoſtats from that Rel:gion, which themſelves ſtyle Carholick and Apoſtolich, 


Theſe 7eſmirical Impoſtors dread not Damnation it ſelf, while they turn themſelves in- 
to all Forms ; and for their Intereſt, affirm and deny the ſame thing in a Breath ; 
whereas Truth is the ſame Eternally, and Alters not, Yet, theſe Men live by a 
falſe Religion, for Earthly Intereſt and Grandeur : But, after all their Difſimulation 
and Intrigues, ſeem to Dye in the right Religion, Inſtituted by Chri/e. 

Hence 'it was, That they D:ſclaimed the Merit of Good Works ;; and at their Exe- 
cution, did not ſo much as Toxch upon any Thing groſly different, from the Purity of 
the Proteſtant Religion, Hence it was, that they Pray'd not Axdibly to any Saint or 
Angel : For, had they Groſly Contradifted the Scriptures at their Death, their Appeals 
( they thought) would not ſo Cleverly have been Believed by Credulous, Vulgar 


Minds. Jt may be, intheir Appeal to God, they Equivocated, and meant, that they Ap-. 


pealed to the Pope; whom they ſtyle, Their Lord God, as ſeated High in the Vene- 
ration of their Hearts, For they give little leſs, than Divine Honour to Him, in pre- 
ſuming, that his Vnbolyneſs- Abſolution, 1s an Immediate Ticket, to Challenge Heaven 
by, and to waſh them clean from the Guile and Reproach of the Greateſt VilJanies. 
Doubtleſs, theſe Appealers were ſo well known to, and Approved by his Holineſs, 
as it was a Wonder, that he did not work a Miracle for their Impunity. However, 
It is likely, that he ſo far honored theſe Eldeſt Sons in the Myſtery of Iniquity, that 
they eſcapt Purgatory by ſome rare Contrivance, and were Dignifyed Saints imme- 
diately after Death, for being Knights of the Poſt, - Doubtieſs they were hardned in 
this preſumption, that the Fope hath power to Diſpence with the Sentiments of right 
reaſon, yea.can make void the poſirive Duties of, , the Divine Law, Hence it is the com- 
mon Dottrine of their Church, That it is not. Lawful to keep Faith with Hereticks, in 
promiſſory Oaths, or 4ſſertory Juſtification of their Integrity. Romiſh Doors affirm, 
that if the Pope conſtitute and declare Virtue to be Y:ce, and the moſt abominable 
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Crimes to be Jnnoceney, they are bound under the Penalty of Damnation to believe 
him. -% . 

Now this is to Arrogate a Power above God himſelf, who cannot alter the Eter- 
nal Nature of Moral Principles, which are ſuch Fixed Truths, that what is Right and 
Juſt, or Wicked and Unjutt in the Nature of the thing sr ſelf, was ſuch, before any 
declaration of the Will of God concerning it was ſuperadded, Therefore to change 
the Meaſures of Good and Evil, which are Originally founded in the Eſſential 1n- 
trinſecal Goodneſs and Badneſs of Principles, is to give a Diſperſation to Sin, It is 
to Exantorate or [nvaliaate the Eternal Principles of Virtue, although theſe be Eita- 
bliſht on the very Dittates of right Reaſon, This is to Swperſede and make void the 
Authority of God himſelf, who hath Implanted thoſe commun ſentiments of what is 
right or wrong, in the Hearts of all Men. They, who draw all Appeals to the Pope 
for the Deciſion of what we. are to believe or praCife, though contrary to Divzne 
Revelation ( which is to make God himſelf a Lyar) how can ſuch Miſcreants be cre- 
dited in the moſt ſolemn Afﬀeverations of their Integrity ? Had theſe Impoſters turned 
their Eye, with an Holy, Awful Revererce upon God, the Prototype of Trath , had they 
had any regard of his Omniſcient Inquiſition, after falſe Appellants, they durſt not 
have « hallenged his Juſtice, to detect and puniſh their Impudent Aﬀertions, Surely, 
they dreamt of being weighed in Saint Mchaels Ballance, which is a Popiſh inventi- 
on to deceive dying perſons; as if their Xeritorzoxs Treaſons for promoting the Ca- 
theluck, Religion, ſhould Out-weigh their Lying Appeals; that ſo, they might zor bind 
4 Curſc upon their Souls, but direftly go to Heaven Thus, they did not weigh them- 
ſelves in the Ew Ballance of Gods Sacred Law, but flactered thenyſelves in the Con- 
trivances of a deceitful Heart; becauſe any one grain of Sin, makes all real Good works 
of no value at all in Gods account, when he makes a Righteous diſquifition of the Na- 
ture of our fittions. All the Wayes of a Man, are Clean in his own Eyes; but the 
Lord weighs the Spirit, Prov. 16.2, The Heart of a Sinner, often miſtakes the Na- 
ture of its own Actions; and yet, a Falſe Appeal concernmg them, doth not Appale him. 
1 deſire all Falſe Appellants, to conſider well, how they Seal xp their Damnation to 
themſelves. ] remember, how the Wife ſuſpeted of Adultery, was Tryed by Gea's own 
Order and Appointment, in the 5:b., Chapter of Numb, The Oblation to Try and 
Diſcover, was called 4 Offering of Memorial, to bring Iniquity to Remembrance, vetf, 
the 15th, The Lord's Jealoufie, will wax Hor, and his Fury Flame forth againſt Hy- 
pocritical Appellants. Gsd Himſelf, witl become a more Zealons Witneſs, and as Se- 
vere a Judge, to Entayl their Self-Imprecations upon themſelves, and their Poſterity. 
The Sacrament of Chriſt's bitter Death and Paſſion, ſhall not Purge away their Guilt, 
nor Comfort them in afſerting of their Innocency: It ſhall rather Revive and #ngra- 
ven ther Iniquity, in the harrid Reflexions of their Conſcience, Their Appeal, ſhall not 
Prove tneir Compurgation; but ſhall more ſuddenly and ſtrangely Reveal their Iniquity, 
ro their ſhame : while Upright Souls are made more Fruittul in a Conception of Ho- 
ly Thoughts, and are impregnated with all the Graces of Ch1/f's Sprric, An Hypo- 
crites Belly ſhall ſwell with Pain, while he prepares Dece:t ; and when he falls in Tra- 
vl with Iniquity, Satan, (that Lying Spire) ſhall take the Deeper Poſſeſton of . him. 
His Sin. ſhall be brought mere ſadly ro Remembrance, FHaunt himin the Guilt, and Hunt 
him ts ſwift Deſtruttion. 

Thus a Falſe Appeal, like the Fralouſre-Water, ſhall haſten a Confumption upon the 
Credut of every Jmpoſtor, The Curſe ſhall enter as Oy! unto his. Bones; yea, ſoak 
deeper intq his very Soul. Thus Perjury binds firm, every Self-Imprecation upen' the 
Hypocruical Appellant, Such Proſtitutiag of Sinners Conſciences to Perjury, in making 
falſe Apelogies to be Credited, is as Great a Sin, as the Heathens Sacrificing' of 
their Chzlaren, to the 1dol-otoch, For ſuch Falſe Appeals, may ruin thouſands of 
Deluaed, Souls; cauſing them to Juſtifie the Wicked, and Condemn' Righreous Judg- 
es: Both which, are cqually an Abomination to the Lord. It is very obſervable, in 
the 5:6, of) Numbers, the 15th, That in the: Oblation made for Tryal of the ſuſpe&ted 
Wife, there was No Oyl, nor Frankincenſe, mixt with the Offering of Jealopſte. Thes 
ſignifyed, that while any Sinner. gives the Lord cauſe, to ſuſpe&t the: Chaſtity, and 
Loyalty of his Soul, in any Falſe Appeal; ſuch an [mprdent Pretender unto Truth, 
(which, ought to rye the Heart and Tongne, in the ſacred Bond of Chaſtity and Adree- 
ment). halt:.not go Unpuniſht, He cannot have any Hope of being Aroynred with the 
Sperit of  Holizeſs, and of Peace, His beſt Services, ſhall not be Received with any 
Merciful. Interpertation; nor can the Prayers of ſuch, yeild any Delightful Savor to

the Lyd ; becauſe they cannot be mixt with the Fragrant Incenſe of ChriſPs Merito- 
rious Interceſſion, This Advocate, ſhall rather torn the Eage of bis juſt Indignation 
againſt them : Yea, by degrees, ſuch Sinners will Commence from Lying Equibocations, 
to down-right Perjurious Atrbeiſm, and the ſcofling at aſl Religious Fear of Damnation, 
to all Eternity. Apologies artificially contrived, neither cover the Scandal of the Sin, ' 
nor Cure or Recover the Sinner, They are-rather Libelling Accuſations againſt God's 
Fuſtice, who hath found out the Hypocrite, in his Atheiſhial Preſumption of Impunity. 
Such Self-Defences, rather a7gravate Guilt, than waſh away the Srazn of Sin, or 'Re- 
pro ach, | 

, Ingenuouſly to Confeſs the Crime laid to our Charge, and proved upon us, is 
the only Honorable Apology, and not any Soraid Yielding up of the Cauſe, Fudal's 
Name, which ſignifyed to give Praiſe to God by Confeſhon of Sin, was made good 
by his Practice, in the Caſe of Thamir. A True Penitentiaries Heart, is Grieved for 
.his Offence, and not 1mbittered againft any Adverſary, for Charging It Home upon him. 
Thus, by Ingenuity, we prevent the Judgment, and feverer Condemnation of the Lord. 
He will never Rejed ſuch, who will put themſelves to Shame ; but will then be moſt 
pacifyed when they lealt ſpare Themſelves, Ar Chriſt's Tribunal, to Juſtify - ones 
Selt, is to Loſe the Cauſe, and more incenſe the Judge of all the World. There, jim- 
pudent Appealers ſhall neither be able to Conceal, nor to Deny their Crimes, Ther, 
they ſhall not Defend themſelves, much leſs, Glory in their Shame. A free Peniten- 
tial Confelhon, Reconciles God to the Sinner; and the Sinner to Z:m!/elf, in the 
Recovery of his Loſt Peace and Reputation, Yea, it is attended with the Wonder- 
ful Efficacy of Faith; not only in applying the Merit and Vertue of Chris Blood, 
thed for the ,Expiation of Guilt; but it alſo obtains Singular Remarks of Divine Fa- 
vor. I ſhall inftance Th#, in a Miniſter, who once joyned with others of his Bre- 
thren, in EjeQting Sataz out of one Poſſelt. Saran being loarh to be diſturbed or c- 
jeRed, deſigned to diſcourage this Miniſter, by ſuggeſting to the poſſeſt Perfon, that 
he was formerly of a Scandalous Converſation ; whereof the Damoniack Accuſed him befere 
All who were preſent. The Faithful Servant of the moſt #:gh Ged, acknowledged all 
thoſe Crimes laid to his Charge, and took the Shame of them to Himſelf; thereby 
giving Glory to the Lord. Hereupon, he grew more Confident, that the Lord would 
ſignally Honor him, as an Inſtrument to/Eje&t Sta out of the Poſſeſt Perſon. Here- 
upon, he ſet himſelf more humbly and fervently to Pray; and in the very time of 
the Duty, the Devil flew out of his Long-loved Tennement; ſo that, the Demoniach 
was not longer Tormented by him. If theſe Feſuirs had been as Ingenumm Confiren 8, 
as .they had been Byſie Confeſſors, in rackiyg other Mens Conſciences ; This i: ſe'f, 
had been a Miracle. But they Dye in the ſame Impoſtures, which chey promote 
while they Z:vs, Their Religion, { 4s they have moulded it to Secular Intereſt) is no- 
thing but a Cheat, Yarniſhr over with Specious Shews of P:ery : It is only a Fardle 
of Lyes ſubtilly packt together, and the Dead-Sea of all abominable /mpieries, There- 
fore, no- wonder, if ſuch who avowedly profeſs the Trae of Seduttion, are as Dex - 
trous at the Arr of 'Equivocation, Hence it is, that they Ovſtinitely and Impudently 
ſport Themſelves, im maintaining that Myſtery of Jniquiry, againſt all Right Reaſon, 
and Self-Conviction. While they draw afl Appeals to the Pope, as 1nfalible, they 
preſume, that He can ſuperſede the Righteous Judgment of the ſupreme M4j-ſty of 
Heaven, in delivering of them from the Curſe of their Falſe Appeals. 

All the fore-going Conſiderations being well weighed, the Selt-Imprecating Appeals 
of theſe 7aſuits, If they were not as Tanocent as the Child Unborn, needed not ſtagger any 
Perſon, concerning the Juſtice of their. Condemnation and Execution. For, char For 1: 
of their Canting Plea, which very probably, was preſcribed to them, or fore: azreed 
fo among themſelves, without any Alteration, may be thxs Unriddled ; viz. 1 can no 
more Procef# my Innocency, than the Child Vnbora can. I cannot Really do it ; though 
in Artificial Words I may Endeavour it. Or Thus: The Child Unhorn is Realty 1:- 
wocent, but cannot Proteft it. T may and do proteſt it ; yet have it nor Really to pro- 
teft: Nor is the Child Unborn realy Innocent, T7we, It cannot be Charged with any 
Injurious Fatt; yet, zs Jt not Innocent, becauſe the Reftitnde of Human Native, or that 
Or:gmal Righteonſneſs, which ought to be in It, by rhe Law of its Primi::zve Crea! tion 
in Adam, the Root and Common Truſtee of Perfe# Righteouſuſs, for his Poſterity, i: 
by his Apoſtacy, juſtly wanting in every Child, There is in the Nature of the Child 
Unborn, a Seminal Averſneſs to God, and a Propenſneſs to all Evil. Therefore, to af. 
firm, That they were as Innocent as the Chill Unborn, was as much as to ſar, That 
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They were *.uilty before God ; ſor, So is\the- Child Unborn, | _ NE 
Yet, the Council of Trent hath Determined, (as an Article of Faith) That in Bap-

an Innocent, Harmleſs Thing. Council Trident. Seſl. 5, cap. 4. Soto iid, * So, theſe 
Malefactors,: being now 'about. to: Receive (as they preſumed) the "Baptiſm and Crown 
of Martyrdem, thought this would immediately waſh away the Guilt and Stayn of their 
Bloody Crimes; yea, Repair the Integrity and Peace of thejr Conſcience, after a Falſe 
avowing of their Innocency. Poſſibly, they reputed themſelves Innocent, becauſe they 
were Arraigned before a Proteſtant - Court of Fudicature 5 Which they counted Jucompe- 
tent, to take Cognizance of their Crimes; and ſo were Innocent, in That ReſpeR.

than only Mariana, as Mr. Gawen untiuly Allecged) Theſe maintain, Thar the Pope 
hath Power to Chaſtiſe ( yea, Kill) Heretical Princes, From the Depoſition of Henry 
the: 3d, by Sixtus the 5th. enſued the Parricide Committed by Jaques-Clement : For 
the which, the ſaid Pope gave Thanks to Ged, in open Conſiſiory, This Oratiun was 
Printed- at Paris, by Nicholas Nivelie, and Rollin Thierry with Apprebation of three 
Doors, viz. Boucher, De Cril, and Arcelim, Or (it may be) they pleaded their 
Integrity, becauſe they Atted by, and under the Pope's Commiſſicn; who (as they be- 
lievc) can Legitimate the worlt of Crimes, ſo as to make them become Keal Yirrues, 
This Aﬀertion I believe no more, than I do that Kapper of the Poprjſh Miracle, preten- 
ded to be wrought upon this Occaſion: A Polonian Gentleman, tpeaking ſlightly of 
the Pope at Dinner among his Friends, the White - 5rcad next 16 hum, became 


_ preſently as Black as 1k; But upon his Penitential Recanting, it turned Whiter than 


it was before, Thus their Appeals are of as much Credit, as their Fabulons M1i- 
racles, | 

Or, it may be, they Pleaded their Integrity, as their Holy Father, the Pope, aſſumes 
High Names ef Sarittuty; being himſelf of a clean Contrary Diſpoſition, Thus a Cruel 
Pope, takes the Title of Clement; and Malefacins, will needs pretend to be Boniface. 
This is. to be Innocent, per Antiphraſin, by the Rule of Contraries. 

But, that it may not ſeem ffrarge, that Dying- Criminals will falſly avow their 1-- 
noccr.cy, my ſelf, in my late Experzence, (as Oramary of Newgate) have known ſome 
Malefactors Condemned for Murther and Burglaries, to have gone out of the World, 
with a Notorious Aﬀſerting of their Integrity 3 although they had twice or thrice Con- 
feſt to me, (with ſome ſeeming Remorle) that they were juſtly Condemned for the 
ſaid Crimes. 

I do believe, that the Jeſuits have been their Tarers, Patterns, and Patrons, in ſuch 
Abominable Untruths. 1 ſhall more- cloſely Convince all Unbyaſſed Perſons, that theſe 
Five Feſuits could not be Innocent, Their Witneſſes from St. Cxuers, were Votarics 
Trayn*d up in their Religion, and ſworn at their Entrance into the Cclledge, to obey 
their Supcriours Inſtruftions. Therefore, ſome of them being askt by the Honorable 
Court of jJudicature, What they could averr (as to their cy# Knowledge) about a very 
Material Queftion? replyed, Thar they were not Inſirutted to Anſwer that Point : Which 
demonſtrates, that they were 4 orc-raught, ias Parrots, * What 10 alledge in other Re- 
ſpecs, - to have invalidated Doctor Oarcs his Teſtimony : Yet were they Heard with 
Wonderful Patience and Candeur, Nay, the Jeſuits themſelves, when they made their 
Own Lifece, did offer nothing of any conſiderable weight, bur mer Sephiſtical *Ewg- 
ſrons,- why the Court ſhould not procced to paſs Judgment upen them. At their Exe- 
cution, What Self- Imprecaticns did they uſe, as it they would by Theſe, 45 a Magical 
Conjuration, Charm the PF ublick Sptatcrs, to give Credit to their Lying and Arhcrſts: 
cah Appeals, 


Yet, 
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Yet, theſe Diſturbers and Underminers of Human Socicty, before they were turn: 
ed out of the Wotld, thought it Neceſſary, to Charm the Secrer-biting- Accuſatuns f 
their Conſciences, with Father Whitebread's Abſolution, which they Kecerved (in all pro- 
bability) when they Whyiſpered together. This they Reſerved ri Now, as a Preſump- 
tive Purgation of all their Crimes, and as a Safe Ticket, or Tranſport unto Heaven. 
They counted Athei/tical Lyes, to be St, Peter's Keys, to Open Paradiſe unto them ; 
Or a moſt Dextrous Artificial Puck-lock, to ſcrew themſelves into a Good Opinion 
with the Credulous, Vulgar People, But, as chat Witty Pope ſaid, (when he Sprink- 
led Holy-Water on Romiſh Novices, and they Expected Miraculous Effets) Fe who 


will be Deceived, ler his Superſtitions Conceit be Rewarded with a Cheat : So ſay 1; Let 


Papifts be deluded with falfe Proteſtations, who believe a Religion, ſtuff with Lycs and 
Blaſphemies. But, let not any Proteſtant be ſo Infected, as to Reſigne their Reaſon, 
and Reſolve their Faith, into the Conduct of their bare Aﬀertions; who Promote their 
Church, by all Deceivableneſs of Unrighteouſneſs, How are Popiſh Novices in a blind 
Zeal, hyurryed on by ſuch Sophiſters, to perpetrate the moſt Notorious Afﬀaſſinations 
of Princes; and nor to Boggle at This; as if it were a Vertue highly Meritorious. 
Thus do ſuch Bigots grarify the Blood: thirſty Humor of the Scarler Whore, and Exe- 


' cute the Fury of the Komſh Beaſt, And yet, when Feſuirs are Juſtly put ro Death 


for Villainous Treaſons, they dare proteſt, that they Dye Martyrs tor the Cauſe of 
their Blefſed Feſus; whom they Crucify afreſh, not only. by the Hands of an: 14o/4- 
rrous Maſs-Pricft, but in the Perſecution of the Profeffors of his pure Religion. = 

I will give ſome proof of this. Baron Herne, one of his Majeſtic's Juſticiaries in 1rc- 
land, aſſured a Perſon of Honor, that one Fohn Curphy, a Papiſt, Condemned for a 
Burglary, in the Year 1671. at the time of his Execution, did peremprorily Deny the 
Fact, and made ſolemn Appeals to God of his Innocency, Yet, the Contrary was ths 
Diſcovered : After he had Rung ſome little time, the Kepe by Chance brake; ſo he 
fell:down a little Stunned : Yet ſome Seed of Life remaining in him, he was brought 
to his perfet Speech. Hereupon, Terror was ſo deeply impreſt upon his Conſcience, 
for Lying, (though counted a Yenal Sin before) that he was forced to Confeſs the 
hea and after ſome time given him for Repentance, he was' Executed as he dc- 
ſerved. 

Thus you ſee, that Impudent, Impenitent Malefaitors, at different Seaſons, have dif- 
ferent Sentiments of God's Omniſcient Juitice, for Forging Lies deliberately, to make 
the World believe, that they are Innocent. God zs concerned, in the Honor of his 
Juſtice, to Vindicate his Omniſciency, in ſome ſtrange Diſcovery of ſuch Matchleſs 
Impoſtors; who can hardly Repent in the time of Dying. Indeed, it is not probable, 
they ſhould; who Ertay! upon themſelves, a Voluntary Curſe, by their perrinacious 
Diffimulation, and their Lying Arrifices, Thefe Men, are of late, Commenced ſuch 
profound Doctors in all Treaſon, Rebellion, Cruelty, and what nor, which may de- 
ſtroy a Proteſtant Government, that they oxr-ſtrip all former Monſters of Jmprery. 
Had this UnparellePd Villainy been EZfetted, it would have been Celebrated for a 
Meritorious Act, in Contriving a Speedter and more Effeftual Method, for the Propa- 
Sation of the Romiſh Perſwaſion, | 

This, is not the Truly, Antient, Apoſtelical Faith; but a Muſhrom of Fancy, fſtar- 
ted up, out of an AﬀeSation of Superſtitzous Novelty ; and cheriſht or ſpred by the Sound- 
leſs Ambition of Earthly Pomp and Grandeur. How can any Man, who hath not quite 
Extinguiſhr alt Sparks of Reaſon and Ingenuity, Embrace ſuch a Religion ; which any 
Idiot may be Aſhamed to Live in, and Afraid to Dye in? For, it is a Miſcellany of 
Blaſphemies, and all Abſurd Opinions ; yea, of all /mpieries. 

Hereby, it. comes to paſs, that at laſt, they are not able to put any Difference 
*rwixt Light and Darkneſs, Truth and Falſhood; nor to diſtinguiſh Righteouſneſs, 


from Violence and Injuſtice; nor Piety it ſelf, from the Extremity of Prophancs 
neſs.

| © bed many; Falſe artyrs hath the worldafforded, who while they Courred Death, 
A Sacrificed only a- Stray Body ,to a Srwbborn Mind, to keep up ſome Hereſy in 
Repute ? Jeſuits count this, a brave Reſolution; yet, it flows from the Inconliderate- 
neſs of a Sleepy ſecure Conſcience, They weigh net the after-claps of Death, nor Dread 
the future Aſſhizes of the Univerſal Judgment, Hypoecrits, will as confidently, commer 
and commend their Spirits into the Hand and Boſem of Chriſt, as if they had been 
Vi-aſht in his Blood, and changed into his lmage.

For, thar Faith which 
they pretend to, is rather Carnal fancy and preſumption, than any well regulated Refig- 
nation of their Sovls to the Conduct of the Scriptures, as imbraced by a firm Belicf, 
Such Reſignation flowing from a K:ght-bred Faith, is Divinely grounded on the Sacred 
Authority of God Alone, who is the Architype of Truth, But Feſ#:ts, do not be- 
lieve the Scriptures to be a perfe& Rule of Faith, and of the practicals of Chriſtian 
Self-denyal. If they eſteemed the Sacred Records, able to make the {an of God Com- 
pleatly wiſe unto Salvation, then Conſequently, they mult needs be the ſtrongeſt and 
only Sheild, to overcome the Jnordinate Love of Natural Life, and the Slavifh fear of 
a Violent Ignominious Death, Such a frame can zever be attained, unleſs the Puri-

I muſt receive and defend 
Divine Truth to the very Death; not becauſe I believe it with an Awmane Faith, 
as giving more credit co the Churches Tradition (which Confsgnes the Scriptures to be 
Canonical) than to the Authority of Divize Revelation : If ſo, I ground my Faith 
for Eternal. Life, upon an Vnc:rtain Opinion, or at beſt, upon the Raſh and bold Af.

Conſtitution in a Breath. ; | 
Thus, the Jeſuits - Faith, which is meerly or chiefly Humane, 1n the very eſſence 
and formality of it, (becauſe the Church or Pope determines So, or So,) can never 
reach to the Spiritual pirch and excellency of that Divine Faith; which being grounded 
on the: Sole Authors:y of Divine Revelation, can only 7uſtify 4nd Save a mans Soul, 
and - Conſequently, can only afford true courage and comfort in Dying, But Feſaies, 
never had their Hearts purified by believing, and,obeying- the Truths of Chriſt, as

Re- 
venge. For, he will ſay, Would you have me more, eruful than God! Ho un, \ have 
folluwed Hz:s Example, We are too much incliaced to Revenge z we need not ſck De- 
vices, to prove, that God Jnvites us there-unto. Theſe Men pretend ck; .of Spr- 
724; but ut is Afalice Raked up in Embers, till, they find a fir Opportunity to .be Re. 
venged zn Earneſt, and with a fuller Intereſt, 1 (cannot ſee thorow the 47:/ts of their 
Impoſtures, nor can | Reconcile their Hearts and Words together, when almoſt in the 
ſame Breath, they Revile and Condemn their -Judges of Injultice. 

Virtually, they Supplicated for the Avenging of their. Blood, . as wrongfully ſpilt , 
whule in thoſe very Appeals which they made to God, they afferted themſclyes ty be 
as White and Innocent, as, Innocency it ſelf. I have Read of Apollonins Thyavaus, 
that when he Pray'd, he had his Sword lying draw? before him, as ray to take Ven- 
geance on his Enemies; though this were the only:Expedient, to cut off Mercy from 
himielf. Do not Pop:ſh Doctors maintain, That: it is Lawful to_X! any cne who 
only Reviles us? This, they count not Revenge, but a Regular Self- Love, yea, a very 
Fuſt Care, which the Injured Perſon Owes unto Himſelf. - At the Lealt, he may Repair 
his Honor, by the Swords-point of Recrimination. Doubtleſs, they who hold, That 
we owe 4Vo Expreſs Att of Love to God Himfelf, all our Lifes!ong; and that the lntent:- 
on, and Deſire only of Loving Him (when we are Dying) fulfils our Duty in this 
Reſpect, could have but Little or Vo Charity, for their Enemies. This is really the 
Mercitul Temper of Romaniſts, to wiſh, That by One Blow in the Deſtruction of His 
Majeity, they had readily diſpatcht Three Nations, becauſe they will not ſtoop to the 
Yoke of Anti-Chriſtian Hereſie and Tyranny. | 

How Dzabolically did theſe Malefadors preſume to Clear themſelves, by clapping 
One Lye gravely upon Another. Firſt, They afferted their Jnnocency, though Convriled 
and Righteoully Condemned. Then, to teſtify their Innocence by their Meckneſs, 
they pretended to Forgive their Enemies; while by a Jeſvitical Back-Biow, they cn. 
deavoured to ſtab their Reputation, and Invalidate their Teſtimony by falſe Recrimi- 
nations. Now, it is alike Abſurd, for a Malefactor convicted by Law, to preſume to 
Cicar himſelf, by Calumniating of another; as for one, rally Innocent, to bear 
a Falſe Teltimony againſt himſelf.

ly Exerciſed, | . 

Erroneous Principles may have ſuch a Prevalency upon the Conſcience and Aﬀecti- 
ons of Hereticks, and Traytors, as to raife a Paſſionate Falſe Joy, in Suffering a /30- 
lent and Ignominious Death, But, How doth this ſtrange Wiurch-Craft, differ from the 
Real Joy of Chriſt's Martyrs ? | 

1, True Chearfulneſs in Suffering, differs in the Spring-head, or Roos: There is a 
Gracious, and a Moral Kind of Sincerity, Now, from this Mora! Inducement ozly, 
meer Opinionilts will Do and Suffer much, that they may preſerve the Peace of an E7- 
roneous Conſcience in being Honeſt to their Falſe Light. Yet, do they not enjoy the 
Comfort of a Renewed Conſcience : This prefers the Glory of God, and the Propa- 
gation of the Trath, before the Preſervation of its 6wn Peace, | 

2. Feſuitical Courage, is Artificial and Forced, meerly out of deſigne, to keep up the 
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credit, of a Falſe Opinion; rather than any Hearty Demonſtration of Real Self- De- 
nyal, It ſpends it ſelf in Vain-Glory, and is not attended with any Hzmble Diſtruſt 
of Perſevering. Impoſtors, in their pretended Comfort, 'are either Beſorted with Sen- 
ſuality, .or Tickled with 'Phantaſtick Joy. It is no wondet, if they ſuffer our of 4 
Brain-ſick Fancy, for the Brats of Pop:ſh Superſtition, But Fancies in. the Head, be- 
get only Flaſhes of falſe Zeal and Comfort, by the Concitation of Brisk Animal Spi- 
rits. Thus, Phrentick Perſons (the Brain being ovecr-hear) Cant, ratling of their 
Chains, as if they were Prznces in their own Imagination. - /mpoſtox 
the Strength of Deluſion, or from Stiffneſs and Kigidneſs of Spirit, 
it a Diſcredit, to be Changlings in Opinion, But one D:vinely hu 
Truth, chuſes rather to be [ts Caprive, than the Champion of Error. | 

3. JImpoſtors cover a ſad peeviſh Heart, with a jocund Countenance : But real Mar- 
tyrs, having the ſecret Conſolations of God's Spirit, are not Tranſported with Azery 
Joys, neither are they Theatrical in their Carriage, Joy in the Holy-Ghoſt ( not in 
Fancy, or the Face only) reſts upen them. Res eſt Severa, Verum Gaudinm. 

4. Diſſembled Courage, cannot be Uniform in a conſtant Undauntedneſs ; viz. Such, 
which becalms the Paſſhons, and confirms the Sufferer in his Uprightneſs. But ſome Fe- 
Juits have uſed Oprate Portions, that they might bring a Srupefattion on the Animal Spi- 
rits, ſo as to have Little or No Senſation of their Death. But rea! Martyrs, refuſe to 
uſe any Artificial, Sinful Means, to force Joy, rather than to wart for «t from Hea- 
ven, by the Acting of a Regular Fairh. A Pſeudo- Martyrs Courage, is defigned to 
Hector Proteſtants into a Belief of their Cheats; and their Parzence is as Counterfeit, 
as their Penitence, | 
5. True Conrage in ChriſPs Martyrs, Convinces, Shames, and Converts ſome of their 
Aadverſaries, becauſe the Lord ſets an edge on that Comfort which flows from His 
-Spirit, rather than the Gallantry of a Roman Reſolution. True Comfort in Suffering, 
is demonſtrated to carry a Divine-Stamp, by begetting a ſecret Veneration in the very 
Hearts of ſuch, who Oppoſe the Truth, 

But Feſwrs in their Juſt Execution, never (I think) did win over any Proteſtant, to 
become a Patroz for their Lies, The Reaſons are theſe : | 

1. Their Delufive Joy ariſes, partly from fortifying and confirming themfelves with 
the Signe of the Croſs, as a Charm againſt the Fear of Death. 

2, From a Popiſh Abſolution given before their Death: The Form of which, (as E- 
manuel $a reports) runs thus : | 

The Paſſion of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, azd the Merits of the moſt. Bleſſed Virgin Mary, 
and of All the Saints, and of all thoſe Good Aﬀts done by Thee, (we may interpret 
them for Exploits of Treaſon) and of all the Evil, which thou ſhalt patiently endure, 
(though juſtly for thy Crimes) ſerve, or be of Benefit unto thee, for the Remiſhon of af 
thy Sims, for Increaſe of Grace, and for the Reward of Eternal Life, 

3. Their Falſe-forced Courage, flows from an Ambitious, Superſtitions Opinion, that 
their Super-abundant Sufferings, ſhall conſtitute a Srock, or Treaſury of Merit, for gran- 
ting Indulgence to /ooſer Papiſts. For the /ike purpoſe, ſome Relicks of Pſeudo- Martyrs 
have been Buryed under an Altar, either to cry for Yengeance againſt their Unjuft 
Judges, ( Repnted ſuch by themſelves) or that every Maſs ſaid over ſuch an Altar, might 
Redecm a Soul out of Purgatory. So Ambitious are they, to ſhare and compeer with 
the Office of Chr:/t himſelf, in making an All-ſ#fficient, and Meritorious Satisfattion for 
Sin: Yet, George Caſſander (in his Conſultation how to Reconcile Rome and Us, in 
a Middle-Way) atteſts, That Saint Martin going to a Place in his Dzocefs, Famous for 
the Sepulchre of one who Dyed a Repured Martyr, found out, that the People Reve- 
renced and Adored the Relicks of a Wicked Thief. So dextrous are they, to put a 
Cheat upon the World, in boaſting of the Multitude of their Saints : Alſo, they ſet 
the Crown of Martyrdom on the Fleads of Traytors, to whom the Merits of Chr:/t”s 
Paſſion muſt be appyed for Abſolution, from all thoſe Impoſtures, which are ſo De- 
ſtructive to Al R:ghe Sentiments of Chriſtianity. | 

Here it may be Objetted, that Proteſtants, do not profeſs the Trxe Religion, be- 
cauſe they look Dejetted 4 their dying for it. To this I anſwer, that the Counte- 
nance, is not alway the true Herald of the 2ſind, Impreflions of Divine Joy, uſu- 
ally at fir/, fill the Soul with Fear, leſt there ſhould be a Deluſion in its peace. There- 

fore Kea! Martyrs, may not always Expreſs the Tranſport of Joy in ſuffering, Ex- 
ceſſive Rapture of Divines Joy, may ſo powerfully affef the Mind, that the Body 
may be Careleſs (in a manner) of Compoſing its Ourward Aſpef, which Jeſuits 
F more 
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more mind, in their Artificial Courage, than Sincerity totear Teſlimony to the Ttuth, 
Ye, the Soul of a Real Martyr, may abate an Ex1:4,/ical Cheerfulneſs, by reaſon of 
the /2d:ſpojitzon of the Body, which is incapable to bear Long the Exuberant Rap- 
tures of Divine ,Joy. Yea'the Soul /r ſe!f is ſomrimes hindred in a mare diſtintt and 
deep Conſiderarſon of thoſe divine Comforts which it pollelſes ; becauſe it .drinks In 
the Imprefſion'. &f. canner Objects from the Senſes. Thele . flat and dead, the brisk- 
neſs of. the purgſſpÞ»v1nr/i Conſolations, ſo that the {trengrh of its Joys may be Kemit- 
id. upon this Wiuvar. | 

B: ſides the WW#4045-Operation of them is deaded, by a dull 1-perfett Defeription 
of them unto Wr Perſons, who cannot Conjecture, what they Are, by any Report 
inade of them atThe ſecond Hind. Thus, the Refle&ion of the Sun-bearms, are Weak- 
e&r, than the direft Influences ; An Eccho is fainter in the Rebound, than the Immed;- 
ate Articulation, or firſt Formiig of the Vaice.

1t is not che part, or duty of a Chriſti- 
an under ſuffering, to Anticipate. Divine Manifeſtations by Impatiency; nor to Carve 
the hidden Manna laviſhly, and Unſeaſonably to himſclf, It is Treaſured up, to be 
Revealcd in the deepeſt extremities of ſuffering, The Spirit of Chriſt will not faz/ :0 
Euccour his Aartyrs, in the Fittejt Seaſon, For, He is not only a Pruderr, but a Farth» 
ful diſpenſer of his own Favours and Comforts. 

Let not therefore any Proteſtant Degezerate from an Holy courage and cheerfulneſs 
under his ſharpeſt Tryals Let Him not Degrade himſelf below his Spiritual D:gnity, 
by any puſillanimous warping in his Teſtimony to the Truths of Chritt, We are to 
Count this, rather matter of great Joy. that we are Eſteemed by God, to be His Faith- 
ful Witneſſes, intruſted with the Defence of His pure Religion.j If we Ferſevere un- 
der His Banner, - to overcome the Corruptions of Antichriſt, we ſhall at Lajt Re- 
ceive Robes of Glory, and Palms of Victory, as fignal Trophies of our Eminent ſclf- 
denyal.

On the other ſide, a Preſumptacus Sinner, a Cloſe Hypocrite, an Jnſolent Self-deſign.

an. Earneſt Deſire to be Difſolved, He may ſeem 10 Conflict with Death undaunced- 
ly,” Ind challenge an Executioner of Juſtice, to do his Worſt: And yet, all theſe Rays 
of Cheerfulneſs, and K4prures of Tranſporting Joy, may prove only the Preſumption 


of a deluded Conſcience, |

*Weekicid, to honor me with the dignity of Knight-hood ; then giv- 
ing-lis Royal Commands, that when he ſhould arrive in Oxfo;d, that 
1 Medal of Gold thould be made for me, with his own Efftgics, and 
that of His Deareſt Son Prince Charles of the one {ide : and to inicribe 
thereon, Carolzs Rex, Magne Britannie, & Carols Prixceps, And of 
the other ſide to inſculp the form of his Royal Baanor, uſed at the 
{aid Battie, and to inſcribe about 1t, par regale mandatum Carli Regis 
hoc aſſigxatur Roberto Walſh, which his Roy:i Mayeitie of Blefſed Me- 
mory gave me accordingly, out of his own hand and his Royal Com- 
miſſton tor me to wear the ſame, expretſing in it, that it was fur the 
molt acceptable ſervice that I rendred at the Battle of Edge Hill, which 
accordingly I have ever fince worn, this was not gain'd by love or 
favor, ſed ex officio g/adii, which no Herald can deny, bat may carry 
the title of right Honor, and. now to be upbraided by Everard or any 
fuch, Noble Reader, do but Judge, 1t 1 may well by me, be dige- 
ited, were I guilty of the leaſt difloyaity, I would condemn my elf, 
more then any acculer could make me. 


I. Now as to this Everarad,he did about the Year 1673.1n Par, come 
ofren unto my lodging, I then uſually making ule of him, to tran- 
jlate for me Ez2/iþ 1nto Freach, asI have divers of his tranſlations in 
writing nov by me, and extant, and then ſometimes gave him half a 
Crown ; he 2oming from on2 end of Pars, the Rew de St, Antoine t9 
the Sarnbonrze of St, Fermins often unto me, the Half-Crown did 1n- 
vite h1m, not as it feem'd his love to me, and one night he did fay, 
and at random, that greit defigns were intended to breed great di- 
ſturbances, in His Moſt Excellent Majeſfties Kingdoms, without, ſpeci- 
tying upon what particular grounds, or makuig mention in the leaſt 
degree that he had any intention to dilcover them, but much to the 
contrary, vowing that he was reſolved to live and die, as he ever was 
bred in the Roman Religion ; I then did repretent unto him, that as 
he was a Subjet of His Moſt Excellent Majeſties, and a Vaſſal born 
in the County Palative of Tipperary, under his Grace the Duke of 
O79, that he would do but his duty, if he knew any ſuch tmmo- 
tions intended, to give me notice whereby to advertiſe his Grace : 
which he then promiſed he would, but never after did he ever come 
1t 11e or near me, Some time before, I had from a very confiderg- 
ble kand, that there were then ingendring 1n Par#, to breed diftur. 
bances in his Majeſties Kingdoms, towards the ſubverſion of His Moſt 
Excellent 27ajefttes Laws and Government, in which ſome of his 
Subjects were very oftictoully intermedling, Irhen did immediately 
addreis my elf unto the z2arguis de Motac, who was my friend, antl 
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one of his Royal Highneſs the Duke of orleans his Chief Gentieman, 
who did introduce me unto his Royal Highneſs, unto whom I did 
then reprelent that ſome Ingins were let a foot, to begzt Tnmults and 
Diſturbances in His Mageſties of great Britain his Kingdoms 1672. 
and that_I did hope his Royal Highneis, would {peak unto his Chriſtz- 
an Majeſty not to give ear, or countenance unto juch His Majeſties 
Subje&s, as may therein-be made abettors, or incendiaries : Though 
] was perlwaded, that they were therein countenanced, as I could 
make Oath,his Royal Highneſs did promite me,he would {peak unto his 
Brother, and that he would cary a diligent and caretul eye thereunto, 
which with Juſtice I may fay, that his Royal Highneſs would not this 
day dilown. Now 1n as much as that this Everzrd doth ſet forth in 
his depoſitions, that I moſt unfaithfully did betray him unto the Tal- 
bots, athing I had no ground for, he not communicating unto me, 
that he had any ſuch intention, but much to the contrary , he and, 
they being much together, and upon the word of a man of Honor 
and the Faith of a Chriſtian I never did, nor was I but once all the 
time the Talbots were in Par converſant with them, nor havel had 
any intimacy with Collonel Talbot or his Brother, but rather to the 
contrary, as ſome of my Kings beſt Subje&s, I preſume may confirm. 
Now in as much as that Everard in his depolitions maketh Oath,that 
he was made Priſoner in the Tower by the means of the Talbots,and 
the Lady Arne-Gordop, In that Alegation he contradicts himſelf, for 
after his enlargement from the Tower, he meets me in St, Fames's 
Park, comes to me and cries, Sir Robert Walſh you are the man who 
put me into the Tower, and that made me a great ſufferer there, 1 
then told him Twas, and were it. todo again I would , and that I did 
wonder how ſuch a Villain, that had ſo malignant intentions towards 
the Duke of 22»mouth could obtain his liberty ; I did not then know 
that he had charged the Lady Azze, or the Talbots to have been the 
cauſers of his Impriſonment, and ſo we parted. Now to come to the 
true grounds of his being made Priſoner in the Tower, which ſhall be 
juſtified and made out : There was in the Year 1673. a Gentleman in 
Paris one Mr. Daloxſon, a perion born unto 4 good eſtate, and now in 
the poſſeſſion of it, he being in Paris, very much reduced unto ne- 
ceſſity, he came tome declaring who he was, naming ſome friends 
of his that I well knew, and for whom I had eſteem, he demonſtra-

or Caſhiered from the Dukes Service he was, and Mr. Sarehevel taker 
in his place, Everard hereupon grew enraged againſt his Grace, and. 
took a moſt Helliſh reſolution, which was to Poylon the Duke of 2707- 
mouth, in reſolution ſo to do, as in apparances he came 1nto Enolary, 
Mr. Dalozſon being Everaras intimate, he communicates unto Mr

Dalonſon his reſolution, to Poylon , and did carry Mr. Datonſoz wit! 
him to buy the Poyſon for the ſaid purpoſe, and is. did buy ir, Atter 
that Dalenſon had fully penetrated into Everards rritigntty ; Mr, Do 
lonſon giving me a vilit , he tells me, that he was {o happy as to mev; 
an opportunity and occaſion, winch may demonſtrate unto me, that: 
I had not oblieged an ungrateful Perſon, as unto the kind civility 3 
did conferr upon him, and that he then came of purpole unto me z . 
to diſcover unto me a very great concern, by v hich I may obliege 
a very great Perſon, Truly Iam not of their humor who would not: 
hear ; Icreſting in me after having heard, to give or take, fo Iasked 
Mr. Dalenſon what he would fay, who tel's mc: of Freraras relolntion 
towards the Duke of AMoamouth, and that he was with hin when he 
bought the Poylon, and that Everard was immediacely reſolved to 
go for Exzland to put his malignant Refojution in Execution, telling 
me that Everard intended that an other Duke ſhould paſs the ſame 
path, which I do not now here name ; at which I was not a little 
ſtartled, and conſidering upon the matter, I thanked Mr, Dalon/{oz 
tor his good wall, but told him that the diſcovery of that concern, 
was much fitter to have been communicated unto my Lord Locker; 
who was the Kings Embaſlador, and then in Paris Mr. Dalopnſor te- 
plies that he had a defire to own his gratitude to me, befides: paying 
of his duty towards the Duke of Monmonths fafety ; and adds, that 
if ſo I did not give ear to him; and that any miſchict thould afterwards 
inſue, that I may repent, Upon this I asked Mr.Da/oz/0;z, 1t he would 
go before good witnels, atteſt the putting of this information into 
my hands, he ſaid he wonid and more then that ; TI preſently herevp- 
on ſent for witneſs, and amongſt others for young Mr. Ze my Lord 
Lansborow his Son, a fine civil underſtanding Gentleman, who is now 
here 1n Town, and ſince married unto my Lord of Northamproys Neece, 
Indeed Mr. Zame was very loth to meddle in the bulinels, 1 telling 
him in Mr. Dalozſons preſence, what it was and how it was, which 
Mr. Zaze at this day I dare fay will ſay was thus, Mr. D/vz/o then 
{aid that he would not only give it under his hand, and feal, bu: 
would as well go 1n perſon into Erzetazd to maintain what he f*id, 
and to confront Everard, Mr. Dalopſon did fign and lex! before wit- 
nels, and fo I ſent it for Erelazd to thoſe it did concern, and in par- 
ticular the Duke of Monmonth, and Dalozlon allo told where Everayd 
would or was to lodge 1n Lozdon, and doubted not that it be were

taken as he would deſcribe where, but that the faid Poyſon would be 
tound with him; ſo Everard was {erzed upon and put 1nto the Tower: 
Dalanſon did come into Exgland, and contronted Eterard before ſome 
Lords of the Council, Dalonſoy was not 111 looked upon tor his infor- 
mation, but had his paſs and a YV:aticam to boot. So as vilibly its 
more probable that this put Everard into the Tower, rather then whar 
he faith in his depoſitions, after Everards being confronted by Dalon-

berty, Afﬀter Everards being in ſome clole reſtriction, then he fain 
would intimate unto Sir Fohz Robinſon, ſome informations as tending 
r9 Plots as Priſoners in ſuch ſtraights ſeldom fail to toment, hoping 
chereby to procure themſlclves ſome eaſe, yet would Everard have 
daſhed upon Sir Fohz tor nor repreſenting or giving his ear , but out 
of doubt Sir Fohx hath done the duty of his place , Everard in his de- 
poſitions gives out that rhis Dalonſoz was his man, a moſt palpable'un- 
rruth ; 1 have known Erterarda long time, but never in a condition 
ro keep a man, but he ſtill was to be kepr, 


IV.My name being by Ezerards means 1ntroduc'd and traduc'd,it gives 
me ſcope to follow with a larger declaration in my lufterance, my cre- 
dit being thus trampled upon, by Fobbs, Raſcals, and Villains, thar 
never dar'{t appear to lay any thing to my charge, face to face or be- 
fore Juſtice, but {til! like a Parator falfly informing behind my back, 
fam not the only thus ſerved, O what a patty it 1s, that the noble 
Law which was allowed of tothe Lord Rea, and David Kamſy ſhould 
$10t again be permitted ; which was to tight Zeſpee a /a main on a 
publick ſtage, to maintain the Truth, which would give an Allaye un- 
to impolitory and falſe acculations.

VI. Itis in part wonderful that this Everard being ever bred a Papiſt, 
and begotly one as to my knowledge, he never would as much as 
read any Byoks of controverly, often vowing that any Books that gave 
contradiction to the Roman Tenets, were Heretically, and {o not to 
be read, and that this man without the concourſe with any Proteſtant 
Divine ſhould turn convert, muſt appear as. a great bleſhing of God, 
or that it muſt be upon ſome worldly intereſt ; and whereas he fpeaks 
of his reconciliation te cha/otoz I doubt, 1t 1s that were he put to it, 
that hecould not make out. 


VII I having not named the fomentors of theſe diſturbances,being nor 
ſummoned thereunto, may not be of the ſame reſolution in my fol- 
lowing delcriptions. Sir Robert Walſh declares to the World, that he 
ever did and doth renounce the leſt of Grace, or Favor from His Sa-

ters, ( ſine culpz) this Order coming, Sir Robert would not accept of 
his liberty, but by Order of his own King, to he did obtain, from 
that Moſt Honorable Perſon the Earl of Cajtichavexy who is now here, 
ro Carry the {aid Order, unto His moſt Excellent Majeſty with an ham- 
ble Jeffe, that if any thing was or could be laid unto Sir Roberts charge, 
that it ſhould be pur in againſt him. Sir Rovers humbly praying His 
Majeſty then being in Bruxels, that any of His Majeſttes Subjects Ex- 
eliſh, triſh, or Scotch, may bs made his Judges, he moſt willingly 
owning that His Moſt Excellent Majelties Power and Laws, may be

. X. Sir Robert at the inſtigation of Everard, being ſummon to the 
Bar of the Honorable Houſe of Commons, and having made his en- 
deavors to have diſcharged his duty as aforeſaid, yet did he petition 
the houſe, and put his petition into the hands of an Honorable mem- 
ber of the faid Houle, to be preſented unto Mr, Speaker, which was 
io done by Sir Johz Coritox , who tells Sir Robert that the Speaker read

Letters from their Correſpondence, writ from hence unto the faid 
Cabal in Pars, and {ome of theirs from Par into their aſſociates here, 
and would have declared how they were introduced unto the French 
King, arid Þis reception of them. 


Il, He would have diſcovered, that ſome perſons in Ezzland were 
gained by the French King, and his Miniſters to be of Intelligence with 
them, ſo as that thereby the French might have given the better con- 
duc, unto their tranſactions with the Exg/ih, and that he would no- 
minate ſome of thoſe of His Majefties Subje&ts, who were fo gained 
by the Frezch King and Miniſters, warms 
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1IL. He would have made it apparent,thar the great Preparations that 
the French King made for War, did bend to bring the States of Ho!- 
{1zd to His Majelties Beat, which if he did not by torce of Arms comt- 
pals, he was ſure to do when he pleaſed to aftord them plauſcable 
Terms, which: depended on His Majeſty to do when ever he pleaſed, 
and that once getting 1n the ſtates of Holland, the Contederates would 
ſoon come to tearms, and that once coming lo, the Freach King tak- 
ing Breath would ſoon imploy His Artny Elſewhere, as this man 
would more particularly and probably into His Majelties Kingdoms, 
declare here, had our Miniſters of ſtate given him a hearing, but he 
being not heard went very unſatisfied for H-{and, where certainly he 
was liſtened unto, and gave great lights to the ſtates as unto the con- 
dud of their Treaty, and accommodation with France. This mar 
was not wanting in money, I may ſay he was very well tothe con- 
trary, but dilatisfied in Fraxce, and being very knowing in the French 
concerns, he would thereby increale his Fortune. 


IV. I could examplifie much upon what this man could have done,but 
as the times go it's more convenient not, when I could not be coun- 
tenanced in gaining credit for this mans repreſentments, I made theny 
no Jewels, I communicating them unto many, and lo were they by 
others to the Frexch King, and his Miniſters from hence, ſoas if I went 
now for France, my reception would be bur cold, I having T may 
with Juſtice ſay, that I was the firſt, that firſt gave notice of thele 1n= 
tended revolutions and diſturbances, though [ never hitherto did name 
the perſons who were firſt ſet on work to contribute unto the rai- 
ſing theſe Tumults, however I am not unſatished, to have contribu- 
ted by my endeavors rowards the payment of my duty, unto my Loy- 
alty, and though the returns I meet with, are leading to deturn in 
the future, ſuch as may not reſolve to continue in the Principals of 
Loyalty which I do and ever ſhall, which time may give an undeai- 
able demonſtration of.

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Edward Earl of Dorſet, the Lord Chamberlain to Her Majeſty, who was a 
Lord in deed, to uphold the priviledges belonging to'Her Majeſty, be 
vas my Advocate, nay Solliciter in my behalt and ſtuck to me, 
{ying, I will do you all the Service that Iyes in my power, but 1n the 
performance to act what he ſaid or promiſed : I was by the Oraer of the 
Houle of Lords diſcharged from Prifon,yet in the year 61 returning into 
Enzland was again taken for the 01d Debt, and made Pritoner ; but my 
Lord was dead, that Noble Doz/er, elie atſuredly there had been payed as 
much duty unto her Majeſties Priviledges as before, the then being here 
preſent as was 1n her abſence, as 1n my concern, but the times are chan- 
ged,and we too much a La mode, ſome promiſes much,and in effe*t per- 
torm little, this 1s no romance and leſs 15, what will follow : The wars 
beginning then, truly I was offerd by the Houles of Parhament a conſi- 
dzrable Imployment, my Tenent not leading me that way, I quietly got 
away, and went for Tore where my King was ; and I in no ill equipage, 
and after kiſſing his hand, applyed my-lelf unto the Lord Henry wilmot 
late Earl of Rocheſter deceaſed, who left this Young Lord,I hope to 1nhe- 
rit the Fathers Worth and Gallan:ry. The Lord w:/ot was then raifing 
2 Regiment of Horle for His Majeſty, and afſoon as I came to him, he did 
embrace me, bidding me welcome , not Alamode but in effe&, telling 
ine I ſhould command his own Troop, then a railing, fo I did, and in it 
2 Hundred Valiant brave men, moſt Gentlemen of Eſtate and Quality, 
who not long after did ſo approve themſelves; who could not chooſe 
but ſo to do, having ſuch a General 1n the head of them as was his Lord- 
thip, whar hath not he done to leave his Name Renowned, 

VI. I being made Priſoner laſt Parliament 1678. all my Papers and 
Writings ſeized upon, and I carried Priſoner to the Black Rod by Sir 
Edward Cartred, who was very civil towards me, and carried before 
the Moſt Honorable Committee of Lords, and yet the Noble Lord 
that moved againſt me in Parliament, appeared no more to have made 
party againſt me, believing not as I prelume what was told him. 


VI. Now give me leave Noble Readers, to give a relation of the 
firſt War betwixt King and Parliament, which truly 15 uncontradict- 
able, for it ſhall carry nothing 1n it but a real Character of truth. At 
the Battle of Edge-hill, His Highneſs Prince Repert that ever Renown- 
cd Perlon, Commanded the right Wing of our Horie, who put the 
Enemuics into an ablolute rout, and the Earl of Bradford the left, unto

Brave and Noble Gentlemen, as Sir Toh? Don2zan, Str Brien O Neale, 
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Iir HEAry Talbot, Sir walter Doagin, ſon to Sr Fova p brave Irith Gentle- 
men, v hole moſt Valiant deportment gave great Teſtimony of their 
Loyalty, asI may ſay did the whole Troop aud his Regiment, as may 
witneis that firſt ſervice they were in, his Royal Majeſty of Bletled 
Memory, and His now Sacred Majeity, and his Royal Highneſs, were 
not only there as witneſs of their Loyal Subjects, but allo hazardly 
and. dangerouſly ingaged 1n the faid Battle, to their great and ever 
Renowned Everlaſting Glory. The Lord ile having charged the 
right Wing of the Enemy, did beat them and put them fo 1 diſor- 
der, as that they run confutcdly into Ki2ton, which was in the Rear 
of their Army, the reſerve of our Horle unpremeditatedly follow the 
purſuit of the Enemy, which gave the advantage unto the relerve 
of. the Enemies Horle, as alto unto their main Body, that they fell 
upon that Renowned Moſt Honorable Earl of Liz&y our General, and 
ſo furiouſly, as that His Majeſties own Regiment was diſordered, and 
divers of their ſtandards taken at the ſame tune, where the Noble Lord 
Gerard Commanding Three Regiments of Foot made a moſt manly 
ſtand, our Horſe being for the moſt part mingled 1n the Enemies, and 
his Highneſs Prince &#perts Horſe puriuing, fortune proved lo favor- 
able uuto Sir Robert walſh, as to keep the Lord wilmots Troop in a 
Body unſ{caitered, {o as he encountred lome of the Horie that charged 
the Earl of Liazy in their return, this being 1n the rear of the Enemics 
Army towards the Town of X/zgtoz, S1r Kobert with his Troop charg- 
ed them and recovered the ſtandards, which they took from the Kings 
Regiment, and allo took ſome of the Enemies, and Sir Robert being 
then inthe rear of the Enemics Army in the Town of Xizztoy, did 
fieze upon Two Pieces of Cannon and a Waggon, brought them into 
the rear of His Majeſties Army. His Glorious Majeſty having lain that 
night upon the top of Edge-Hill, his Army not then drawn from the 
Enemies, Sir Robert towards Morning brought the Two Pieces of Can- 
non and Waggon to the bottom ot Edge-hill, and brought the ſtan- 
dard of His Majeſties, and fome of the Enemies unto His Highnets 
Prince R#pert, who immediately did preſent them, and Sir Kobert un- 
to His Majeſty, who was gracioully pleated, there to Knight Sir Rober? 
for the acceptable ſervice he then did render, 


VI'T. Sometime after, histhen Royal Highneſs the Prince, going to 
command in the Weſt of Exgland, Sir Robert was by His Majeſty 
Ordcred into the Weſt , to ſerve under his Royal Highnels Bannor, 
which he did, as Lieutenant Collonel of Sir George Yaughans Regi- 


ment of Horſe; who was a brave Worthy Noble Gentleman, and 


then Sheriff of wiltſhire , leaving all to Sir Roberts Conduct : But he 
{t1i| came when any fight was, The Deviles being then ſurrounded 
by Sir 71m waller, and all our Army in the Deviles, which were 
lo ſhort of Amrniunition and Match, that they were forced to make 
fe of all the Bed-cords which were in the Town for Match, His 
Royal Highneſs Prince Maurice, that Renowned Prince, the Famous 
and Honourable the Lord Marqueſs of Harford, and the Honourable 
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Lord Hepton were 1n the Deviſes, and Sir william walley ſurrounded 
them with his Horſe, Foot, and Cannon, having. ſummoned the 
Trained-Bands of thoſe parts'to come and joyn with him, which they 
then did; the Prince and Lords called then in the Deviſes a Coun- 
cel of War, and concluded that their belt expedient was to diſpatch 
an Officer, that would hazard to get to Oxford, to'give His Majeſty 
advice how it ſtood with them in the Deviles, whereupon did depend 
very highly His Majeſties intereſt : They pitched upon, Sir Robert 
walſh to go, and ſent for him, he being with his Regiment upon 
the Out-guards, and asked him if that, he would adventure ; he made 
an{wer that he would moſt willingly and readily , that he regarded 
no hazard, or danger, fo as that he could but compals their Relief : 
upon which he was immeciately ordered to go, which he did, being 
not ill Horſed , and went all alone, carrying not a {ervant or man 
with him, He was 1n his way clofely purſued by the Enemies Scouts, 
and part of their Out-guards , but it pleaſed God he got fate, and the 
next morning got to His Majeſty , who then was 1n Oxford, His 


Majeſty did then immediately Order that Reliet ſhould preſently be 


{ent, and calling upon the Lord w:/mzt, did order, without delay, t hat 
he ſhould get ready the Horie, and march unto the Relief of the De- 
viſes, which was as ſoon as poſſibly obſerved , fo as the Lord ilmot, 
the Lord Biroz, Colonel Thom.zs Weſton now Earl of Newport, and di- 
vers of the beſt Commanders did march, and hardly drew Bit in their 
march to the Deviſes, which was no eafie or (hort march : And 
when arrived at the Deviſes, the Horſe were weary, and I may fa 

by the lame ; and ſtragling, that we miſſed Five hundered Horſe of 
our Number coming from Oxford, My Lord wilzzot from M alborough 
did diſpatch Sir Robert walſh, all alone towards the devices with Or- 


der to return aſſoon as poſſible, -to bring hin: notice how matters went, 


Sir Rofert did go and return quickly to my Lord, whoſe condutt and 
Carriage was ſo evidently made apparant to the world, as nothing 
could be more: my Lords ; ( as thus) His Highneſs Prince Manrice, 
and the Lord Hoptoz did march with the Horle out of the devices.in- 
tending to have joyned to the Lord 11-7, and in part did, his High- 
els Horſe were not many, and when he came to joyn, they adviied 
in Council, what was tc be done, wall and his Army, He 
and Foot and Train-Bands very numerous, and our Horſe were weari- 
cd being not above Fifteen Hundred or Two Thouland, at the Council 
the Lord wilmet gavehis opinion as thus , that his Horſe were all weari- 
ed, and by coniequence an impoſſibility that they could make any re- 
treat, from the Enemy without being utterly cut off The Enemies 
Ariny bring not half a Mile from them, and therefore if the Prince 
an1 the Lord Heptor pleaſed to conſent, that he would advance with 
2 Th. uſand Horie, to the top of a Hill which lay betwixt them and 
the Enemy, preſuming that the Enemy would fo underyalue them, 
as that they would march up the Hill to devour them. My Lord wil- 
mot adding, that if rhey ſo would come as they did, perhaps it might 
ruin them , which did, the Prince and Lord Hopton did conclude with 


the 
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the Lord 7ilmots fenle, whereupon of the Horſe which vere 12 this 
devices, my Lord 171297 of the Weſtern Horte only tajcs Sir Fohy 
Di:by, a moſt Noble and brave Officer, and Sir Robert Walſh, wirhk 
their Troops to joyn with him, my Lerd ſends Licvrenant Collune! 
Paul Smith, Who was unto his Lordſhips Regiment with a Hundred 
Horle as a forlorn hope, and marches himlelt in the right Wing of 2 
party of his Horle, and adjoyns Sir Fohn Digby, and Sir Robert 314ll/ 


y 
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with their Troops, to be at the head of his ſecond Divilion of his lett 


Wing, and his Highneſs Price Mavrice marched with the Bady of 


the Horle, it tell out ſo as my Lord Y:{zzet did Prognofſticate. Sir /- 
liam waller Orders Sir Arthur Haſelrick, to march up luch a Hill to de- 


vour the Enemy, which he undertook in the Head of a Thyuſand 


Horle firſt, which were Armed Cap 4 pe, and afterwards named Lo!- 
fters. Haſelrick lending his forlorn hope,which was encountred by ours, 
he marched in the head of two divitions, and the reſt of his Hor!e 
marching in Regiments up the Hill after one another, which were 


between Four and Five Thouſand Horſe, The Lord w:4-4 firſt re- 


ceived their charge, then charges them, beats Hzſelrict, and Haſedric 
diſorders the reſt of his Horle, the Prince and Lord Foptoz advarice, 
ſo as the Enemies Horſe was clean forced to run away. - Then the 
Prince and Lord wilmot conſults to charge their Foot and Cannon, 
which they put in Execution and did Rout then, took all their Can- 
non, Foot and Colors, e're thar our Foot in the devices could get out 
to joyn with us, this was fo clear and fair a Victory, as that it gained 
his Majeſty the whole Weſt of Ezziazd, which then was of the Iaſt 
conſequence ; The Lord {mot then calls Sir Robert Walſh, and ſays 
that as he went to His Majeſty to bring this relief, he thould imme- 
diatly poſt to His Majeſty and give him the account, which Sir Ro- 
bert did, His Majeſty being not at Oxford, but gone to meet Her Ma- 
jeſty then come our of Hollzvd, which he met at Edge-Hill where 
Sir Robert addreſt, and 7711s Majeſty and Her Majeſty in the Coach, Sir 
Robert gave His Majeſty the account, which was moſt mightily accep- 
table,and his Highneſs Prince Rupert and my Lord of St. 414475 then by 
when Sir Robert gave the account, ſome time after the Lord Heptoz: 
retiring, his Brigade of Horle was given Sir Robert walſh, who was al- 
lo made Commullary General in the Weſt of HZorie and Foot, a chargc 
of great truſt and Honor, as allo of the Counties of SortÞ1zpre., 
Suſſex, Surry and Kent , which then were afſoctated Counties, his 
Commiſſions are now extant, which were to ample and fpatioutly 
large, as that the General the Lord 60rizz was not over plealed, yer 
fioned the Commiſſions. His Majeſty of Bleſled Memory, gives Sir &0- 
bert walſh Commiſſion, to go for 1relazd in the Year 1644. to railc 
Horſe and Foot, and in His Majcſties one hand, writes to my Lord of 
Ormoad then Lord Lievtenant of Ireland, to give Sir Robert all athi- 
ſtance and countenance, which that moſt ever Loyat untainted and un 
changeable Subject, did moſt willingly countenance Sir Revert 1n, giv 
:ng all furtherance, ſo as Sir Robert did bring upon his own Colt and 
charge, without having a Peny from is Majeſty bring then out of 
Ireland 
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trelayd a Hundred Hurſe, which he recruted his Regiment ich.and 
His Glorious Majeſty being then in Cormewal to oppole Eſſex, who then 
was General. 77eacl Caſtle was lurrounded by Efſex hb forces, Efſex 
Lying of Liftedell fide, and His Majeſties Army of the other {ide of a 
{mall River. Sir Fames Szzith that Worthy Noble brave Gentleman, 
being ſent with his Regiment of Horie For the Guard of the {aid Caſtle, 


- did there moſt Worthy ſervice and received cruel Wounds : Sir Ro- 


bert Walſh and his Brigade of Horſe were then commanded unto Sir 
Fames his relief, wholc fate was ſo proſperous, 1n che beating of Eſſex 
bis Foot from the Hedges about the ſaid Caſtle, and in view of His 
Majeſty and Army, that His Majeſty after Sir Roberts coming off, ſent 


for him, and took him by the hand, his Royal Highnels then next 


His Mijcſty, ſaying, he hoped to live to gratific Sir Ro/crt, not only 
for the ſervice he then ſaw him render, bur as well for his Loyalty 
and former ſervices, 


IX. Some time after the Lord {mots Imprifoament and confine- 
ment into Exezer, by the falſe reports of ſome, Sir Robert having 
heen 2 Creature of the Lord wi» ts and his Officer, who moſt per- 
fealy well knew his Loyalty, faithfulnets and Gallantry, and particu- 
larly in His Majeſties ſervice, fecing the Lord wilmots unjuſt difgrace, 
bing tezec upon 1n the head of the Army by Mr. Thom Elliot; up- 
on which Sir Robert was ſurrendring and giving up his Imployment 
and charge ; His Majeſty taking notice of which,the Army then march- 
1hg, His Majeſty ſtopt, and ſo did the Army, and called upon. Sir Ko- 
bert, (aying, be heard that he was upon quitting his ſervice, Sir Robert 
humb!y repiied, that he hoped that His Majeſty would permit him 
ſo to do, ſeeing that the Lord ior, whoſe Loyalty and ſervice he 
ever was 2 witneis of, was ſo uſed, and truly Sir Robert did plainly 
{9 declare his unwillingnels to ſerve any longer ; His Majeſty was 
pleaſed to give Sir Robert great encouragement to continue, and in an 
Extraordinary manner, and told him that he ſhould nor quit, and that 
he commanded him not to quit, unto which there reſted no anſwer, 
( but obedience) tne world ignores not with what ungrounded falle- 
hood the Lord wi/mot was then made Priforfer, and how he came off 


with honor. Then His Majeſty. came into wi/tſpiere , and came to 


Andiver where Sir william wallers Army lay near, waller ſent a con- 


fiderrble party of Horie to obſerve His Majeſtics Army, whereupon 


the Lord Georze Goring, that Worthy Commander then General of 
his Royal Hizhnels's Army, 1mmediatly did order to draw out a con- 
fderable party of Horſz, and did Order Sir Robert walſh to command 
the {aid Party, with order to purſue Sir william waller, which readi- 
ly w13 put 1n Execution, where many Voluntiers readily went along, 
and Particularly then Mr. Henry Bennet now Earl of Arlington, with 
{o much of good will and reſolution as none could demonſtrate more, 


Sir Rovert then deſiring him not to go, he being a perſon who was 


then 10 the Pen charge and Imployment, and fo readily kind and care- 
Ful to ſerve and obliege us Officers, ſo as that if any thing ſhould hap- 
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pen him, it would infinitely redown to our loſs and ſufferance, but 
he would not be deturned, of bearing a ſhare in thar occation, which 
was fo viſibly near of being put in Execution; in the purſuance of 
which, he then from rhe Enemy did receive that Noble icar of honor, 
which to this day he beareth the mark of in his Face, which aſſoon 
as Sir Robert ſaw, he immediately did Order Collonel Garret 1oy,

now here in Town to condu& him oft; and to have himt9 the Chy- 

rurgion to be dreſſed , which accordingly was done. 
X. Some time after the Army was given up in Cora-wall, and Moſt 

Officers to ſhift for themſelves, of which number Sir Roberz being one, 


| he betook himſelf for 7reland, and there treated with the Frexch Kings 


Envoy, by name Monſieur de la Monnerie, tor Sir Robert to carry 2 
Regiment of Foot into the French Kings lervice, who capitulated with 
Sir Robert in the Name of His Chriſtian Majcſty : that Sir Ro{ezt upon 


his Landing in Frazce ſhould receive Thirty Crowns, tor each man, 


and ſhould have a penſion of Two Thouſand Crowns yearly, betidcs 


other great and large promiſes in words, which never were Pericorm- 
ed. Sir Robert upon his one coſts and charge, hired Two great 77: 
{ad Ships, into which he Shipped Nine Hundred and Fifty men,tfrom 
the County of Galway, and the City of Galway, and {atitng for France 
was met by ſome Parliament Ships, who took one of Sir Roberts Ships, 
loden with men, which they ſent into the Iflands, but fortune fa- 
voring the Ship that Sir Robert was 1n, did etcape, and he got into 
Haver de. Grace with Six Hundred men, he ſerved the Frexch King as 
Collonel of the {laid men, which Agent /2 Hopnerie did not perform 
his capitulation in a Tittle, ſo as Sir Robert grew unſatisfied in His 
Majeſties Service, and looſing his Sons who were Captains in Fir X9- 
berts ſaid Regiment : then the Prince of Coxde taking Arms againſt his 
King, Sir Robert took his diſmils and paſſe from the King, and gave 
himſelf into the ſervice of the Prince uf Conde. After lome time Sir 10- 
bert was taken Priſoner and put intothe Baſfi1/, where he was forced 
tolye for Three Years, notwithſtanding that, the Prince, of Code did 
uſe all indeavors to have Sir Robert exchanged, and did offer one 210;:- 


fieur Bouzy, for to Exchange Sir Robert ; who was Licvtenant General 


in his Chriſtian Majeſties Army, which was denied, it being given 
out, that Sir Robert did intend to kill Cardinal Mazarine, the 
ordinary common prete*t, that when envy or malice contrives again{t 
man ; then uſually its babbled and given out, that he was to kl the 
Prince or Miniſter of State, | 


XI, If gratitude were 1a practice, ſure Cardinal 1Maz4rine would nor 
have forgot his parts as hereunto;for when theCardinal er'e he made his 
eſcape from Par, was 1n very great apprehention and jear of his lite 
by the Duke of Orleans,the Prince of Conde AMonſienr de Beauford & their 
party. Sir Kobert having not then quit the Kings Service nor the court 
party, the Cardmal being in great apprehention of looſing his liſe, 
though he lodged in the Pallas Royal, though Sir R2/ert was then ves 
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ry unſatisfied , he did rema(s and gather a Hundred Gentlemen, ever; 
one with his Sword and Piſtol, and had them into the Inns and Ca- 
baretts in the Rew de Lones enfents and near the Pallas Royal, and the 
Cardinal then being in hourly fear of being attacked in the Pallas. 
Sir Robert writ unto his Eminence , that he lay with a hundred 
Cavalicrs, in Caſe that any attempt were made upon his Eminence : 
Thar Sir Robert was ready to bein the head of the ſaid Gentlemen to 
hazard his Life and theirs 1n the defence of his Eminence , who then 
lent Monſieur de Navaile, now Duke de Navaile, to ſee it what Sir Robert 
writ was ſo; Mon/ieur de Navaile did to the Cardinal return,and certified 
him, that what Sir Rebert writ to him was ſo. Upon which the Car- 
dinal, the Alarum being paſt, Two or Three days after, Sir Robert 
being in the Palſas Royal, the Cardinal took him 1n his Arms, ſaying 
he was a true Perſon of Honor, and that if ever it came in his way, 
that he never would forget Sir Roberts generoſity and kindneſs. Bur 
the Cardinal made it his profeſſion, not to be a ſlave to his word ; 
yet did Sir Robert when he lay 1n the Baſtile, pur him 1n mind of his 
promiſe , which proved one 4 /z 70ae de France : But at long run, 
Mr. walter Montegwe 4 Perton of Credit and Renown with the Frezch 
Court, and Cardinal, was ſo honourable as to wploy himſelf for 
Sir Ro/erts liberty, which in finc he obtained , but upon ſuch Terms 
25 haverarely been impoſed upon any Officer or Soldier of Fortune, 
which was thus; that Sir Robert walſh ſhould put in Two Collonels 
of the Kings Army,and Two good Burgeſles of Pari5,who ſhould become 
bound in Fifty thouſand Crowns. "That Sir Robert walſh ſhould not 
ſerve nor carry Arms againſt His Chriſtian Majeſty in Five years fol- 
lowing, which was given by Sir Robert and performed, The Lord 
of Muskery , and Sir-Fames Dilloy were the Two Collonels who be- 
came bound, Monſieur de Contenre,and Monſieur de la Coſte the Burgeſles, 
and fo Sir Robert was ſet at liberty. Could it be thought that ſo great a 
King would > far conſider a ſingle Officer, or Soldier of Fortune : I 
cannot but ſpeak well of the Prince of Coxde ; for when he firſt re- 
ceived me into his ProteRtion, ſeeing my Diſmiſs and Pals from His 
Chriſtian Majeſty , he did afford me his Favour and Countenance ; 
and when firtt 1 came to him, the Armies then lying about rYilnenfe 
St. George a little above Shallozton, the Kings Army lying of one fide 
the River , Commanded by Mounſieur de Tzreze, and the Princes 
Army of Chalonton ſide, The Prince bid me take Five hundred Horſe 
and beat about Parz, to find ſome Booty which may put me into an 
Equipage ; and that he would but moderately hear any Complaint 
that ſhould come againſt me, Idid take the {aid Horſe which were 
all Germans ; and truly I did more ſtudy to render the Prince ſervice 
than to plunder, if it came not in my way; and fo I marched all 
Night, and paſt by the Rear of the Kings Army, and took ſome OfF- 
cers and Priloners , my intent being to go to Potoiſe to beat up ſome 
of the Kings Army who lay there , and in my return the next Morn- 
ing 1 drew up to refreſh betwixt St. Germans and St. Clow a top of a 
Hill : While I was there, I ſaw a Coach with fix Horſes going for 
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Paris, 1 lent a Party of my Cermains to bring me thit Coach, think- 
ing to make a priz2 thereof ; but who ſhould be 10 1t bur rhe belt of 


men ; {othe Germazzs were greedy, and would underitand no Freach 
or Engliſh , but one of his Lords, that noble Lord Garret as I take it, 
comes up to the party, and found me in the head of them, he ask- 
ed me who commanded the party ;*I anſwered, he was nor far'off, 
then he tells me who was 1n the Coach, and made Priioger, Upon 
which I immediately drew my Party towards the © oach, and waited 
on it to Pars, 1 am glad it was no other than His Subject that com: 
manded the Party. The Prince of C-2ae then being not very atie- 
tionate ; the Duke of Zerraiz being flacken'd and I well fatisficd in 
all ozcafiohs, which may demonſtrate the paying of my tuty and Loy- 
alty; yet I was not a little ſatisfied, it was I thast Commanded that 
Party, which prevented further troubie to the ſaid Coach, The Prince 
of Conde not being ignorant how the Duke of Zorrain wes gained, 
to have proved {Icw 1n the Prince of Cexde's then preteniions, with- 
out which the French King might have run the hazard cc, 


XII. Fortune was to me {o favorable, that at the Batile of $7, Antoine: 
I gained {o much the heart of the Cittzens of Payer, as that ever at- 
ter, they hardly would ſtir out of the Gates of Pairs, without hav- 
ing me 1n the head of them, as I was at St. Deans, when Aonſienr 
ae Semegrize Commanding the Qucens Guards, charged the Par/{rens 
and was repulſed, theſe troubles of Pars being appeaied by the Prince 
of Condes quitting Pars, wherein he quit his chieteſt hold : t betock 
iny ſeli for Flanders, and made my addreſs unto his Grace the Duke 
of Ormexa, who moſt kindly not degenerating from his ever wonrcd 
greatnels and goodneſs, did afford me his Countenance ; fo as I by 
His Majeſties Order and Conſent, did venture for Eeland , in hopes 
to prove ulctul tor His Majeſties Rights and Intereſts. Upon which 
his Grace the Duke of Ormond writ unto me all in his own hand ; 
that I ſhould come tor Exeland; and to advence my Intereſt an cn- 
deavours as in ali I could for His Majeſties ſervice ; affuring me , 
that 1f I could attain to be permitted by the Uturper to be in L99- 
don , if {01 ſhould lometimes tran{gre{s in my expreſſions, towards 
His Majeſty, that it ſhould not in the future prejudice my Loyalty; 
Upon this I came tor Loxdoz, and did ule all my endeavours to come 
in Thurloes favour, then Secretary to the Ulurper ;. I did fo obtain 
irom Thurlce, that he gave me his word, 1 ſhould have the liberty 
of the Town. 1 giving him my word that I would not a&- any 
thing againſt the State, during my being under their Government: 
So tor a Months time 1 had acceſs unto Thurle , but foon aiter, 
though I had Thwrloe's word for my liberty, that word was rot pcr- 
- formed, but 1 was, ſurprized, I lodging at one Elkizgs Houie, who 
was a Packer and an Azataprift, then dwelling in 22r#-lane, and 1 
pretume lives their ſtill, I was by Four Files of Musketcers iur- 
prized 1n my Bed, Captain 1/72,» Bower then lying with me. and 
hurried away unto the Tower, where 1 lay Four Months cloſe Prito- 
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n2r, none being admitted to me but my Keeper ; joon after was that 
moſt Noble and ever Renowned Earl vi Orc7p,, the Eat of 1expct, 
the Earl of Norwich the Eart of Clanricrac, and many Periuns of qua- 
ity brought 1n Priloners, and as I take it the only then made. cioſe 
Prifoners, was that Famous never to be buried im Oblivion, rhe Duke 
of Albemarle and I clote Prifoner, fome who then attonced His $a- 
cred Mzjeſty did afſuredly givethe Uſurper notice, that 1 was 1n Ezz- 
{a4 as imployed by my King, ſome time ater, the liberty of the Tow- 
er being granted me, upon the interceſſon, of Zaxters Wife to her 
Husband. The Lord Brohi/ now. Earl of Orery, who 1s a Perion of 
that Honor, as will own whatT here fzy, through the Tntercetſton of 
his Honorable Siſter, then in Loder the Counteſs of Barimore, his Lord- 
thip did interpole for my liberty : Whereupon his Lordſhip came to the 
Tower, and gave me 2 viltt, his words as near as I can remember 
were theſe: Sir Robert had you ſerved the State, and Jis Highnels rhe 
Protector as you did the King, what poſt or poiture do you imagine 
vou might now be in, I leemingly did aver what his Lordihip ſaid, why 
then laid my Lord can you now reſolve to ſerve his Highneis, if you 
can [ will tell you how, and you ſhall have your Liberty and Money 
to boot, unto which I did teem to litten, then {aid my Lord, you fee 


lity now Priſoners, who make offer of their attempt, as unto what TI 
intend to propoſe unto you, cach of them now offering, that they 
will tind out to make the diſcovery, but as Iam inclined to get you 
your liberty, I have propounded to his Highneſs that you may be the 
Perſon imployed, -and he hath conſenred thereunto: If lo you can 
make 1t appear that you may be received at Brzdges, and that upon 
your word and honor unto me, that you will really :1mploy your en- 
deavors to make the dilcovery, how his Highneſs Perſon was defign- 
cd to be attempted, and you hall have your liberty, and ſome Money 
for your Voyage. I replied that I firſt would addreſs unto the Duke 
of Or72:#d, to feet T could make my peace, and be admitted to Courr, 
which my Lord Broh:ill gave me ſome time to do, And then I writ 
tothe ſame tenure unto his Grace of Ormozd, and an other Letter in 
private, unto his Grace of what paſt and was to paſs, and upon what 
termes I was to obtain my liberty, Iſhowing the return to the Lord

- Whereupon he lent to tind the Littles, and to ſearch ever 
curner of his Chamber, bur found no viibility of what I had repre- 
ſented. his havin:z ſent Commuillaries and a Glatier to {uund the Bars, 
but they could diſcover no appearance ; ſo Dez Fohalent to me, that I 
repre:ented what was not true. I returned.to Dez Fob, that thoſe he 
{ent were Fools; and gave them direction how to diſcover the truth 
of what I repreſented, and lo they did. You muſt know, that when 
they came with a Key to found the Iron Bars, the Bars did. ſound all 
found, which in a cut Bar 1s not ordinary, But Gr:4:7z95, as ſoon as 
he fled, did fill the Oraphis with wax and Toubacco-powder, and un- 
ti. I gave he Key of this diſcovery, they could not find it out ; but 
having found it he was ſoon Executed, and all the favour he could 
obtain, who was once the Great Gri/m7/225, was to have his hezd chopr 
off in the ſaid Priſon, and was not carried to the Common Place of

grear Sons, and a Daughter, which 1 finding, as alfo diſcovering her 
Glyping and Frolicking qualities, I withdrew in my viſits and fre- 
quency with her, whereupon the grew moſt outragiouſ]y inveterate a- 
gainft me, and whereas her Letr ers of which I have a Buthel, de- 
clare that my ſheets ſhould be well aired, and I ſhould be kept warm, 
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and that all her all was mine, and in her Letters declariug, that ſje 
pretended not to have the honor of marrying a perlon of my quality, 
only coveting my Company. The cruel utage of hers as followeth, 
m1y admit my thus expatiaiing, though a thing contrary, to my na+ 
ture towards that venerable Sex: Ir's true, that in the time of our 
converſe, I did tell her that there would be great diſturbances and 
troubles ingendred in Ezg/az4, I ioon atter refraining giving her my 
vilits, ſhe grew paſſonately deſperate, run out one night out of her 
H- uſe into the ſtreet, ſftopr my Coach, the half naked ; and {wore if 
Icame not in and tay all night, that ſhe would kill her{elf, I not 
ſtaying as being un-villing thereunto, ſhe a little atter went in her 
paſſion to my Lord Chict Juſtice, and made a mot pernitious and 
falle affidavit, that I robbed her of a Hundred Pounds worth of Plate, 
and that Ihad pawand it, unto Mr. Johz walls a Gold-imith in roms 
bard ſtreet, . at the ſign of the A»ge!, who can witne!s that I never did 
pawn any Plate unto him, a Perſon in whoſe hands, I intruſted m3- 
ny of mine to be kept, above Two Hundred Pounds, and that it any 
was pawnd that the pawnd it herſelf, and afterwards jhe caine to Mr, 
walls, and fain would have retrieved her Plate,ſaying that ſhe only ſent

now O. B. unto which I did appear at 6#:/4-Hall, before the Lora 
Chief Juſtice and that Honorable Bench, a Jury being Impanneld. ſhe 
appearing there and telling her Story, the Lord Chiet Juſtice and the 
Bench, found it ſo nonſenſical as my Lord told the Jury, that there 
was no Subject for them to be troubled with, ſo dilmifſed them and 
me from the indi&tment, though ſhe pretended to have compriled me 
in the Number of ſuch as were concernedin the Vlot.

now 0. B, did abſolutely give unto Sir Robert Walſh a Dubble guilt Tan:

Who ſaith, : 

Hat on or about the laſt day of Ofover 1678,1 was at Kl/- 
mac Thomas in the County of Waterford, in the company 
of one Richard Power Gent. and Thomas Samſon Gent. 
Seneſchal and Steward to the Earl of Tyzrone, where after 
Breakfaſt, fc. Ihe ſaid Samſon told me, That the Earl 

of Tyrone deſired him to pray me to come to him that night or the day 

following ; and that his Lordſhip had ſome Concerns to confer with me 
about, which he the ſaid Samſon knew not what they were (as he told 
me.) Iaccordingly went the fame night to the Ear] his houſe at Cyr- 
roghmore With the ſaid Samſon , who went into the Parlor to the faid 

Earl, and acquainted him therewith ; and the ſaid Samſor reurning to 

me , told me that his Lordſhip was at Supper with Strangers,and could 

nor ſpeak with me that night ; but deſired me to come the next morn- 
ing : which I accordingly did: After wellcome, ©c. His Lordſhip ask- 
ed me whar News 2 1 rold his Lordſhip, I pretumed that he had the beſt 

correipon.[ency in that part of the Countrey, and that for my part I 

had none worth his Lordſhips hearing. I haveCfaith he) received Intel- 

ligence out of France , where I underſtand that the French are. very 
powerful ; and that Parlesg vous Francoize will be plentifully heard 
here ere long. 1 asked his Lordſhip what great Exploits the French 

King had done ? Done (faid he} Hath done Wonders, and we may with- 

out doubt, call hmm Defcndor of the Faith : He beſt deſerves it , and 

Iam ſure the hand of God is with him. My Lord, faid I, a man would 

be apter to think, that if the French were intended that way, he would 

rather veriture on Exgland firſt, than come hither. 

Il have received a Letter, faith he, from one Rovert Power , who 
ſtudies the Law at one of the Courts at London, That the French have 
a great ſtroke in Fngland already ; and (fays he) before youare half a 
year older the French will ſubdue both Englandand Ireland, and little 
harm thereby ; for they in Eng/and haveno Faith in them : For they no 
ſooner grant a thing, than recall it again , juſt as they have dealt with: 
me about the Lands of Deaces - but, ſaid he, before they enjoy it, Be- 
£og 1 will loſe the beſt blood in my Body. Then my Lord, faid I, it 
the French come hither, they will kill all us poor Subjects. As for that, 
{aith he, 1 have made my Conditions for this ſide of the Countrey; and 
if you will joyn with me, I will put you in a ready way to get an E- 
ſtate. I told his Lordſhip that I wanted it much , but could not tell 
how to come at it. With that his Lordſhip drew out of his Pocket a 

| B great 
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preat quantity of Papers roled up , and defired me to ſign unto it ; 
where upon a ſudden glance I could read the Names of 7.2ul Strong, 
Richard and John Power ; and do believe there were the Names of 
One hundred Subſcribers. I deſired his Lordſhip to excuſe me for the 
preſent, and that I was unfit to be employed in ſuch matters : And 
moreover, that never heard of any of my name that proved Traitors 
to their King , and I would not begin. With that his Lordſhip called 
me Coward, and drew his Sword almoſt out of his Scabbard to kill 
me ; but he eſpied a Gentleman coming, which was Sir John Ponſoby's 
Son. Then my Lord went to greet him, and after he had uſhered 
him into his houſe , his Lordſhip goes himſelf unto the Bridge at Car- 
roghmore, and called to William Power a Brogmaker , and defired him 
in, all haſte to call John Daniel unto him , to inform againſt me ; for 
that I had beaten the faid Danzel in my own defence half a year be- 
fore, for which the ſaid Danze forgave me , before four Witneſſes; 
yet the ſaid Daniel was forced to inform againſt me. And the Earl 
threatned that if he did not , he ſhould loſe his Ears : On which 1 was 
difarmed, and by a Mittimus fent to V Vaterford Gaol, Andit being 
Saturday late at night , the Conſtable took my word to meet him at a 
certain place the Monday morning following. In the mean time 1 pro- 
cured Bail, and brought them to Curroghmore ; which Bail the Lord of 
Tyrone refuſed : and his Lordſhip alſo ſent to ſeveral Juſtices of the 
Peace, that they ſhould not bail me on any account : And his Lordſhip 
faid further , That if I did not ſtarve in Prifon , he would hang me the 
-next Aſſizes. Then going towards Waterford Gaol , I wrote a Letter 
to V Villam Smith Eſquire, that he would ſpeak to my Lord in my be- 
half, to take Bail for me ; who promiſed he would : but his Lordſhi 
refuſed todo the ſame, when again Bail was tendred. And then I was 
ſent to VVaterford Gaol the beginning of November, and there remain- 
ed until the 14th of March following , although there were five Let- 
ters written to his Grace the Duke of Ormond, by me complaining to 
his Grace of the Miſuſage I had received, and containing what farther 
I had to ſay. Which Letters either miſcarried , or were taken up at 
the Poſt Office at V Vaterford , that the Lord Lieutenant never recei- 
ved them , nor no account given to his Grace of them ; as his Grace 
was pleaſed to ſay.

Ho further faith , That after I was ſent for by his Grace the 

Lord Lieutenant and Council in March following , and was 

ordered to attend the Court of. the Kings Bench , and the

charged by the Earls People , his Attourney Mr. Buckner , his Sollici- 
tor Thomas Cowdall, and one Mac Carty Deputy Clerk of the Crown 
tor Minſter Circuit ; where the fore-mentioned perſons brought an 
Indiftment againſt me for Stealing of Horſe out of the County of 
| Clearc,

Cl-are , which , as they pretended, was about three years before. 
Which was but a Contrivance ( as it was found upon Trial ) by the 
Judges of the Kings Bench , thereby to render me infamous ; that my 
Evidence againſt the faid Earl might be of no value: where 1 was 
bound to proſecute the faid Earl at Waterford Aſſizes next enſuing. 

Note , That this Cowda#t was the foreſaid Powers man , and Mac 
Carty one wito was under promiſes to diſcover all ſecrets to the Ear! ; 
that he knew as Clerk of the Crown. . . 

But being bound to proſecute the faid Earl at Waterford, I was dif. 
couraged from appearing there, ſeveral people telling me that I ſhou!d 
never return from thence ; in regard the ſaid Earl had procured one of 
his own Council to be Judge of that Afſſizes, and his own Tenants and 
Relations to be Tryers of the Matter, and that at his own Door and 
Countrey. All which ſo affrighted me , tnat I choſe rather to hazard 
my Recognizance and forfeiture of my Bonds,than to endanger my Life; 
which I underſtood was ſought for. 

Yet notwithſtanding all Threats , I went to Waterford Aſſizes , but 
finding rhe faid Earl of Tyroxe and his Cozen, Lieuten. Thomas Power, 
lodging and dietting in the ſame houſe with the Judges; and being told 
in War-rford, that it I opened my lips againſt the faid Farl:of 7yronc, 
that 1 ſhouid not ſleep that Night following , unleſs I ſlept to Eterni- 
ty. Which Threat daunted me much, alſo wanting John Mac Namara 
his Aſſiſtance of his Teſtimony , which: by promiſe of Reward by 
the ſaid Earl , he was kept from affording me. 

And nor having then forced Mr. Thomas Samſon to bring in his 
Teſtimony , nor Mr. Edward Tue his ; all which I knew could diſco- 
ver much in this matter, was the Cauſe why I left the Court and ab- 
ſented my ſelf , thinking it would be better at the Kings-Bench , by 
which time thoſe Perſons before-mentioned would be brought in. 

Further, In order thereunto , I wrotea Letter to the Lord Chief 
Juſtice K:-tzng , and Sr. Richard Reynolls, the Judges then at Water- 
ford , Thar 1 was not then prepared to proceed, the Witneſſes being 
not brought in, with ſuch like Excuſes ; but fearing tie Letter ſhould 
not be del.vered, and not daring to go to the Judges Chamber, by 
reaſon of the Earls being there, and his Friends and Servants , I went 
into the Court ; where as ſoon as I appeared, the Lord Chief Juſtice 
called , as I thoughr unto the Gaoler, to take me into Cuſtody ; 
which affrightened me fo, that I went away out of the Court , and 
ſuch a Hue and Cry was made after me, by the Gaoler , Conſtables , 
and Bailliffs, that was glad to go into one Mr. Fu/lars Tann-houſe 
near WVater/ord, and there to ſtay all that night. In the mean time the 
Gaoler goes where my Horſe was, and told the people he was ordered 
by the Judges to ſecure my Horſe. The next morning by break of day 
{ hired a Boat ,, to ferry me over to the Slip houſe in K://&enny fide and 
County , and went into one Mr. William V Vilkenſon's houſe, an Inn- 
keeper , who about four of the Clock in the afternoon: told me that it 
was not ſafe for me to ſtay in his houſe, in regard there was ſo great a 
ſearch and inquiry made after me in V Vaterford, Whereupon I took 
Mr. VVilkenfon's advice, and went two miles on foot towards K:1hen- 
#y ; intending to go to his Grace the Lord Lieutenant , who was then 
there, and to acquaint his Grace with the proceedings ; but Major Rz- 
chards. his Coachman , one who lived with the faid Earl not long be- 
fore, overtook me in the way , and rid before me to an Alchouſs . 

where

here he writ a Letter to the Earls Coachman William Finch, that he 
the ſaid Finch ſhould acquaint his Lord of my going towards XK //kenny; 
which Letter I accidentally diſcovered : which cauled me to leave the 
Road, and to go to a place called the &7rtecres , and there to ſtay four 
or five days, until John Mac Namara , who had diſcourſed the Matter 
with the ſaid Earl of Tyrone, ſent a Letter unto me; in which he ſaid 
that the ſaid Earl ſwore and dam'd himſelt to Eternity that he owed me 
no ill will at all, praying me to come to his Houſe ; but being ſo afraid 
of my ſafety , I told him that | could not. 

I then writ a Letter in few days after unto the ſaid Mac Numara for 
my Linnen and other things that were at his houſe, who returned the 
Meſſenger to me witha Letter without my Linnen ; wherein he menti- 
oned that he would meet methe next morning at Waterford, and have 
my things there with him, and that he had ſeveral things to impart 
unto me concerning the Earl of Tyrone , which he durſt not write : ſo 
meeting accordingly the ſaid Mac Namara , his Wite and Father-in- 
law Teege Finican at Mrs. Farvies her houſe , I told him that 1 was 
ready to g5 0n Ship-board for Eng/ind. Never trouble your ſelf farther, 
ſaid Mac Namara, for 1 will get you a good Conſideration and Liberty 
to ſtay in Ireland ; the aforeſaid Fznican alſo promiſed me 20 5. and one 
Barrel of Beer he had at home , and he would lend me his Horſe to ride 
to his houſe to drink part thereof ; the ſaid M. Numara telling me that 
I was not in caſe at preſent to take ſuch a Journey (meaning to Frgland) 
and ſo they flattered me home with them : Which 1 ſtill underſtood by 
their Diſcourſe, thar it was on the Earls accompt that rhey invired me. 

Two days aiter my coming to M. Nama his Houſe , he went 
and infermed the ſaid Earl therewith, and told me, coming home from 
the Farl of Tyrones , that the ſaid Earl preſented his Service unto me , 
and deſired me to give Major Butler and Mr. John Rouan a meeting, 
at 2 certain place, in order to agree with me ; which rhing I imparted 
to Mr. Edward Tvie, he living in the ſame Town where the ſaid Mac 
Namara dwelled. Mr. Tvze defired me to be wary, tor fear they ſhould 
intrap me ; on which I told Mr. [:ze I would go and ſee what they 
would be at : In order to which reſolution, Mr. Mac Namara and my 
ſelf, met them the ſaid Major Butler and Ronan, about tour Miles from 
the ſaid Mac Namars his houſe, where Ale was fold ; and reaſonin 
the matter together , the {aid Major Bu/er deſired me to deſiſt 
troubling the ſaid Earl of Tyrone any further, and the ſaid Earl would 
give mea good Farm and Stock, and the ſaid Earls Favour or evermore, 
than ever his Lordihip ſhewed to any before ; and willed me to name 
any Sum of Money that I pleaſed , and he the faid Burley , would be 
bound for the payment thereof , on Condition that I the ſaid Powrhe, 
would not any more trouble the ſaid Earl ; but that I would ſay , that 
Eſq; V:1l:ars, Capt. Nicholls, Mr. May, Mr. Bradly , and Mr. Peter 
Aut ory , were my Aſliſtants and Promoters in this Diſcovery and 
Deſign againſt the ſaid Earl. 

To which I anſwered , That neither of the Parties mentioned , ever 
tpake a word to me concerning ſuch things 1n all their lives, and it they 
had, i would not be prompte1 to ſuch an unjuſt Adtion by any of them; 
and rhat 1 never charged the ſaid Earl with any thing , but what the 
faid Earl was pleaſed to tell and ſhew unto me himſelf. 

Aſter they had kept me there until it was almoſt night , then Ma- 
jor But ley nc Roan home unto the Earl of Tyrone , and Major But- 
| ter 


ter came hirniſelf with me , and Me. Numars, home to Me. Numa: 
his houſe ; where the ſaid Major and my elf lay that night together : 
ail which Diſcourſe of our meeting afore-mentioned, I acquzinted Mr. 
Tvie with. Then I reſolved to go into Fxg/and, but Mr. Foie told me 
that it that it was,nor lafe to go , before I had the Lord Lieutenant: his 
Pais. Now upon that faving | knew not what todo, for want of a con- 
ventency to apply my ſelf unto the Lord Lieatenant ; and alfo being a- 
fraid ro go alone , 1 then went to Waterford, where | met one of the 
Earl of Tyrone's Servants, named John Whelen, who told me before 
Mrs. Jarvis and her Servants, that it ſtood me inftead to run away 
at the Aſlizes, for if 1 had ſtayed, the Judges were reſolved at leaſt 
to crop my Fars .; and Mr. Wilkenſon atore-named , told tne that the 
Jadges were reſolved to take me along the Circuit with them , and to 
indi me at Enns, and hang me if they could. OE 
 Talfowrit aLetrer to the Earlof Orrers, which the aforeſaid Edward 
Tie was tocarry to the faid Earl, the faid Tvze having occaſion of his 
own into thoſe parts. ( Which Letter the ſaid [vze read before it was 
ſealed.) The contents of the ſaid Letter was to pray the Earl of Orre- 
ry to ſend-for and examine the aforeſaid Mr. Samſon , who was then at 
Touzhall (ner the faid Farl) and to write to his Grace the Lord Lieu- 
tenant , deſiring him to fend for the ſaid Mr. $:2yſon, 'Mr. Toze, and my 
ſelf ; -but Mr. Te being buſic in ordering his Harveſt, could not go ſo 
foon, as he intended, to the Earl of Orrery's : In the mean time, when 
the Earl of Tyrone could not by Bribes or otherwiſe, prevail with me to 
deſiſt , he then petitioned the Lord Lieutenant againſt me, and there- 
upon a Purſivant was ſent to the Earl of Tyrones firſt, and told him that. 
he was ordered to take his Directions for the ſecuring of me ; and being 
raken, I ſhould be brought before the faid Farl firſt : And the faid Earl, 
to cloak his knowledge wherel lay (as if he was ignorant of the ſame) 
ſent ſeveral of his Servants to ſearch after me ; who all knew where 
I was, having often ſent unto me before ; who coming into the atfore- 
ſaid Mac N:mzar74 his houſe about Ten or Eleven of the Clock at nighr, 
the ſaid Farls Servants apprehended me and bound me with Ropes ; 
but when I ſaw the Purſivant, 1 asked him, Whether he had a Warrant ? 
Who told me that he was but a SpeQator, and they (meaning the Earls 
Servants) were the Officers ; and withal he bad me take leave and laſt 
farewel of my Friends. | | 
Then they brought me away from Mr. Mac Namara his houſe four 
miles that night, and next morning they carried me tied with Ropes 
(out of the way we were to go) to Waterford, until ay came to the 
Croſs therz; and then they went irito Mr. Guddr:dge his houlſe,an Inn- 
keeper , and there ſtayed me until all the Farls Friends in the Town, 
and all the Officers in the Town came to ſee me in that Caſe. And 
then they procured a lame unſhod little Garren for me toride on, and 
tied my Legs under the Horſes or Garrens Belly, and ſo carried me out 
of the way, thorow the Fown to the other endthereof ; having man 
SpeQators : and then, carried tne back to the ſaid Earls Houle at Cor- 
roghmore {ſo bound), where the Earl had'many Friends gathered toge- 
ther to ſee me come in that manner ; and fo left the' ro the EatlS'plea- 
ſure. | 
After they had-ſtayed me at the ſaid Farls , after the manner afore- 
faid , abour two hours, then they carried me on the way to Carigme- 
fare ; and Themas Power, the Earls chief Gentleman, rid before 7 to 
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Crehanah , to Major Butlers Houſe, todefire him to meet me in the way, 
which accordingly he did ; and asked me, as if he had not known what 
was the matter ? I anſwered him that I did not know. Said the Major 
to me, CanI ſpeak with you in private ? I told him that there was no 
fit piace for him to ſtay , for I was wet and dirty with riding fo far 
in dirty ways without .Boots with my Leggs. tied. Then. the ſaid 
Butler followed me to Carigmeſure, and brought with him John Rou- 
an aforeſaid and Quarter-maſter Ely ; 'the faid Ely ſaying , That he 
knew the reſt of the Company , but me he knew not. I anſwered him 
that he knew me too, if he would acknowledg it , but I was indiffe- 
rent whether he would or not. I know you fo well,faid Zh, that one 


rope 1s too little for you, Then Major Butler and Ronan fell again 


to the old way of corrupting me by turns, and the Major promiſed me 
that if I would do as he before defired , that he would follow me next 
Morning to K:Hkenny , and get me rid of any further trouble; if I 
would take their former proffers , and accuſe the fore-named Gentle» 
men : -and that there were a People before me at K1/kerny , that would 
be very glad that theſe Gentlemen aforeſaid , ſhould be brought in to 
the ſaving of the Earl of Tyrone. | 
But I refuſed and ſcorned their offers , notwithſtanding the* great. 

ſhame and painthey put me to. Major Butler then took me by the 
hand, and ſaid Old Friend farewel now for evermore. Then Quar- 
ter-maſter Ely began a Health, to the Proſperity of the Farl of Tyroxe, 
and to the confounding and utter Subyerſion. of all his Enemies ; and 
forced the Health to go round, RIDDEN 

| This £lyis the Lord Lieutenant his Quarter-maſter , and charged by 
the aforeſaid Mac Namara , .in his after Examination, of being in the 
Plot, and to be a Major under the Earl of Tyrone for the French King, 
and confeſſed that he was a Papiſt heretofore, when queſtioned by the 
Lord Lieutenant upon the aforeſaid Mr. Samſor's telling:him betore the 
Lord Lieutenant and Council , that the had a Crucifix about his Neck, 
and afterwards was committed to the Marſhal for abuſing the ſaid Sam- 
ſon , where he cqntinued for.one week, and then returned to his Com- 
mand. | 


The Examination which follows is Mr. T-z:'s ,, touching the know- 
iedge he had of Mr, Mac Numara , which was before ſpoken of to be 
concerned with the Earl of Tyrone in the Plot ; and who afterwards in 
his Examination confeſſeth he was to be an Officer under the faid 
Earl : who promiſed me before the ſaid Mr [ze to diſcover the ſame 
at the Afſizes ; but through Bribes did not appear : but managed the 
Earls Deſigns with me , to bribe me to deſiſt my proſecuting the ſaid 
Earl ; and offered me large Bribes to throw the Accuſation on others. 
But on Mr. Tzzes confronting him before the Lord Lieutenant and Coun- 
cil , and petitioning the Board to have him kept from the ſaid Earl of 
Tyrone's Friends and Agents , and from Quarter-maſter Z/y , who tur- 
niſhed him with Money and florſe, and promiſed him Bail on occaſi- 
on : He then being kept cloſe, according to the ſaid Tvze's Petition, he 
then confeſſed the Truth, and diſcovered the whole Plot ; as you may 
fee ini his Examination following Mr. Tvze's.

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The EXAMINATION of 


Edward Ivie Gent. . 
Taken at ſeveral Times before the Lord 
Lieutenant and Council of IR E LAND, 
in the beginning of November 1679, touch- 
ing the Farlof TYRUNE : 


Ho faith , That about Michaelmaſs laſt was Twelve.month, 
John Mac Namara of the County of Waterford Gentleman, 
; brought unto 'me Fames Power the Father, and his-three 
Sons , Richard , William, and James Power ; the ſaid M 1c. Namara 
deſiring me to take them as Tenants: on the Lands of Danbtl, in the 
ſaid County of Waterford; which accordingly [did , the ſaid Mac Na- 
ard aſſuring me that they were honeſt men : who atter that they had 
been there ſome time, I obſerved together with my Servantsand Neigh- 
bours, a great recourſe to them of perſons , being private in'the faid 
Power's 'houſe by day ,-and going away at night ; having. ſeveral 
ſtrange horſes at day, and gone away at night. I alſo obſerved. the 
faid Powers and the aforeſaid John Mac Namara- providing Bridles, 
Saddles, Swords, and other Arms. | TI 
In the meantime a Warrant was ſent from his Grace the Lorddieu- 
tenant, to apprehend the ſaid Powers and Mac Namara + The Pows- 
ers being apprehended, made their Eſcape out of.;the Conſtables 
hands ; which the Countrey took much notice of : Mac Namarg be- 
ing alſo taken, was committed to Waterford Gaol, and infew days bai- 
led out ; on which he returned home, and ſome days after told me;that 
he had made his application to the Earl of , Zyroze to afliſt him in this 
his trouble: And finding the faid Earl in fear, on Boarke's charging 
him for Treaſon , ſo that he did not anſwer the faid Mac Numarg's ex- 
pectation ; he the ſaid Mac Namara returned hotne in great paſſion, 
and concluded that his Father-in-law and Brother-in-law ſhould goto 
Dublin to get his Pardon ; which accordingly they did ,; and apphied 
themſelves ro Sir John Cole for their Aſſiſtance :. And as they told me, 
they met at Sir John Colz's-the Lord Chiet Juſtice Keerzng:;; on, which 
they concluded to get no Pardon; for that the Lord Chief Juffice -had 
promiſed to be kind to the ſaid Mac Namara, and would. ſtand his 
Friend at the Affizes. Upon which they returned home, and acquaint- 
ed the ſaid Mac Namara with what they had done. But the ſaid Mac 
Namara concluded himſelf not ſafe, in their not bringing his Pardon, 
and therefore broke out into a great paſſion , and'told\me that ſeeing 
the ſaid Earl had drawn. him into ſuch dangerous Deſigns, and ha 
now left him, he would no more look after Pardons, nor truſt no more 
to promiſes , but he would diſcover the whole Truth, which the Earl,

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of Tyrone was carrying on againſt the King ; and further faid , That 
Bourke was but a Fool , and knew nothing of the Plot , in compariſon 
of what he knew ; and that at the Aſſizes he would make a full Diſco- 
very thereof, FETF$6.1 

The faid Mic Namara farther told me , that the ſaid Farl was Pri- 
vy to all the Horles and Arms provided for the Plot , which when the 
ſaid Bohrke came into the Countrey,l ecyne tes him with ;., and there- 
uponethe ſaid Bourke wrote a Lettef to the Judges , Wheteif he menti- 
oned, that the faid Mac Namara and others were concerned in the 
Plox;,, and therefore he could not appear till they appeared : The faid 
Mac . Namara hiding himſelf, until he. hail received an Account of 


Mri. Bourk's Proceedings and of the return of the Letter ſent to the 


Judges , in order to his coming in to diſcover';- that he might be fecu- 
red. "To which purpoſe the faid Mac Namara received a Letter from 
a Friend of his, That Boxrke had not yet ſpoke with the Judges, and 
therefore adviſed the ſaid Mac Namara to continue private where he 
was, until he heard further from him. Ar this time Mac Namara had 
arr Bourke to confeſs , but deſiſted on the Earls Promiſes of Re- 
wards. '' | 

The- ſaid Earl of Tyrone hearing of the faid Mac Namara's Intenti- 
ons , ſeveral Letters was poſted atter the ſaid Mac Namara, in order 
to\get him to Waterford ; with promiſes: of being proreQted from all 
things which was lain to his Charge. Upon which promiſes the ſaid 
Mac Namara game to Waterford,and there was privately ſecured inthe 
houſe of Mr. Firs Gerrald a Papiſt and Merchant, and the ſame night, 
or the night after, was conveyed up to the Earl of Zyroze's Lodgings ; 
where, he the faid Mac Namara told me, being betore the faid Earl, he 
the ſaid Earl told him ,- That he little thought his Fathers Son would 
ſerve him fo as to betray him ; and that if he would defiſt diſcovering 
what he knew of the Plot, he rhe ſaid Ear] would excuſe him, as to 
hiptrbbbles, and ſave him from appearing at the Court : and thar he 
had ſo ordered Matters with the Judges, that the ſame B:ul ſhould Rand 
till the next Aſſizes without his appearing ; which accordingly was 
done, 'to the admiration of all thar heard it: And aliured him , thar 
he thefaid Earl, would-againſt thenext Aﬀſizes, write to or fpeak with 
Mr. Morr4 ( who ſaid the Earl) is my Friend and your Proſecutor, 
and order the Matter ſo , that againſt the next Afhizes,-he the ſaid 
Mac Namara ſhould be freed. | 

After: the Aﬀtzes Mac Namara returned home , and Pourke being 
gone away , ſent a Letter to Mic Namara tor his Linnen and ether 
things leſt with them : ſaying in his Fetter that he was going for 
Engiznd, and that the Ship was ready to faik Mac Numara knowing 
that irwas to inform againſt the ſaid Farl, made all hafte poſlible to 
him; whom as Mac Namara told me, the Far] ordered to fend for 


Bourk?-,' to prevent his going into Exgtarvd, Upon which Mar N.- 


mtr 3 and his Father-in-law went to Waterford , where they found 
Bourke, and told him , that they had a Batrel of Beer which he mutt 
taceipartiof, and Twenty Shillings in Money for him , but whether 
the 'faid Boz þ: had the Twenty Shillings , he beft knows. Vpon 
which'the ſaid Pony be came to Mar Nama 's houſe, of v hoſe come- 
ing” he” made hafte'to acquaint rhe ſaid Karl; and Mr Namara re- 
turning home ,- told Bonrhe that rhe Earl of Tyrone defired to be re- 
membrel unto him $ and did aifure him ther the ſaid Fort was not an- 
gry with him : with many other kind Greetings. And

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And being my ſelf at a Chriſtening , in company of Mac Namara, 
Ponrke , and orhers, the Prieſt called Mac Namara out , and asked 
him whar was done as to the Buſineſs of the Earl of Tyrone at the AL 
ſizes ? And ſeeing them go privately under a Bank (to Contelling ) I 
asked him what they did there? Myc Namara told me that the Prieſt 
relolved in Things he doubted of and was troubled abour. 

The next day the ſaid Mac Namara acquainted the ſaid Bourke from 
the Farl , that he had appointed Major Butler and John Rowan to 
treat with the ſaid Hourke ; and that the Earl would give him a Farm 
and Stock , and what Money he pleaſed, if he would charge Mr. V:1:. 
ars, Mr. My, Captain Nzcholls , Mr. Brad!y , and Peter Anihonn, 
for imploying him the ſaid Bonr#e , and feeing him unjuſtly to accuſe 
the ſaid Earl; and fo to declare that he knew nothing againſt the Earl, 
but charged him thorow the inſtigation of the Gentlemen atoreſfaid : 
and that thereunto was by them ſublLorned, in promiſes of great re- 
ward. Hereupon | asked the faid Mac Namarg what would become 
of Bourke then it he ſhould do ſo? He anſwered that then the ſaid 
Farl wou'd be inthe ſame Capacity , or greater than he was before ; 
and then no man could harm him the ſaid Bourke : and that the 
Earl would detend him from any perſon that ſhould endeavour to 
harm him. 

After which , I talking with Bourke concerning the proffers made 
him , 1 adviſed him robe juſt, to which he anſwered , Tiiait he would 
rather dic than to be unjuſt, but notwithſtanding he woull meet the 
ſaid Gentlemen, to ſee what they would be at. Mac Namara alto told 

-me , That he would requite me, if that I would but intrap Mr. .S m7 
ſon the Earls Steward that was ; who had been privy to the Earls 
Concerns , and might diſcover much againſt the ſaid Earl , if not pre- 
vented. | 

Some days afrer Afic Numara, Rourke , and 1 met , being that 
morning , they went to mcet the aforeſaid Major Butler and (Ronan , 
I being with them at one James Fiuzcan's houſe, 1 again charged 
Bourke toke juſt, andatule no man , but to ſpeak the truth ; which 
accordingly he promiſed me to do. An to they went trom tne. to 
the place appointed , where they met the ſaid Burlr and Rowan ; 
who uled great Reatonings to perſwade Boyrke to charge the Gentle- 
men' aforelaid, but could not prevail ; as Mac Nimars, Butt, and 
Bourke rold me at their return ; who came and lay all together that 
night at Mac Numara's houle. 

The next morning | having ſome occaſions at Waterford , and Ma- 
jor Builer going that way, we went together 3 Major Butler telling 
me that they had treated with Mr. Boxrke about the Farl of Ty- 
rone's Buſineſs , but could not bring him to any thing ; the Major 
wiſhing that the Eari had never been born , to intruft ſuch a one 
as Bourke with a Secret of that importance. 1 then asked the faid 
Major Butler what he thought then would become of it ? Who 
aniwered that he hoped yet to prevail with Bourke to do as be- 
fore. | 

And then Bourke writ a Letter to the Earl of Orrery , deſiring 
me to carry the fame ; which I received, having buſineſs that way : 
In which Letter the fail Bourke mentioned the teveral Treaſons he 
had to diſcover, Lut the loſing his Horſe, and the danger he was in 
of his life, made him uncapable of waiting on the Lord Liab, 

an 
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and therefore prayed the Earl of Orrery to acquaint the Lord Lieu- 
tenant of it. Before this Letter was ſent , the Purſivant ſeized the 
ſaid Bourke , and Mac Namara ſeized the ſaid Letter and carried it 
to the Earl of Tyrone, who acknowledged that he received the ſame. 
Whereupon I went to Nzcholas Osbourne Eſquire, one of his Maje- 
ſties Juſtices of the Peace of the ſaid County of Waterford; who 
took part of this Examination which I have now made ; and adviſed 
me to go to the Earl of Orrery to impart the whole. 


Vpon the Examination before-mentioned , I adviſed Judge Keering, 
who took part of my Examinations , that if he ſent privately and 
apprehended the ſaid perſons , there would be found in Mac Nama- 
ra his Pocket, a Letter which would confirm the ſubjet matter of 
my Examination, provided the Warrant was committed to

ney and Inſtru&tions for the Concealing the Treaſon ; with great pro- . 
miſes of Rewards from the Earl and the faid Zy : which accordingly 
_ theſaid Mac Namara did for ſometime do.

F Ho faith , That W:1/;am Bradly Eſq; one of his Majeſties 
Juſtices of the Peace for the County of J[Vaterford, in the 

Year 1678, gave me the faid Mac N.mmara an Oath of Se- 

crecy touching the Plot intended and deſigned in Irelarid, by the Earl 
of Tyrone and the reſt of the Confederates , againſt the Kings Majeſty : 
At Which time he imparted to me , That the Earl of Tyrone had re- 
ceived a Commiſſion from the French King to be a Collonel of Horſe in 
the County of Waterford and that he the ſaid Willzam Bradly » was 
to be his Lieutenant Collonel , and defired me to provide my ſelf with 
Horſe and Arms, and to procure as many as I could of thoſe I dare truſt;

Whereupon I did provide my ſelf, and ſpoke unto John Folio, James 
Finicas , and Denns Mac Namara , to provide themſelves with ſuch 
neceſſaries as were requiſite for that purpoſe ; informing them alſo 
that Mr. Bradly did impart fuch matters unto me, and who knew 
that I the ſaid Mac Namara had imparted ſuch matters to the ſaid 
Fohn James and Denny , who afterwards did confeſs the ſame to his 
Grace the Lord Lieutenant and Council , and before [ had liberty to 
ſpeak with them , or they with me , I being then kept cloſe Prifoner 
from any one of the Kings Evidence. 


The Precedent Examination gave, when on a Petition preferred by 
the reſt of the Evidences , I was kept from any of the Earls Friends , 
and from Quarter Maſter Z/y,who was always with me before,and not 
denied to be with me but on the Petition of the aforeſaid Gentlemen : 
Then it was ordered that I ſhould be kept cloſe and not to have any to 
come unto me; I was then very fearful to diſcover my mind, becauſe of 
the Guilt that was upon me,being concerned : Which after a Promiſe of 
Pardon ( if I ſpake the truth ) I then reſolved to diſcover ſo far as l 
knew, though againſt my ſelf ; upon which I freely declared my 
mind 1n this following Examination.

plied, That if the French were at Coole-fin, meaning a place a mile from his 
houſe, he would not draw his Sword againſt them. | | 

And at another time when he wanted Oats for his Horles, the Earl ſaid, 
That he had rather want-Bread for his Table, than Oats for his. Horſes, nor 
knowing how ſoon he might be called on Service. Now having denied the 
ſerving of his own King before, I might well wonder whom he intended tro 
ſerve, having made ſuch Great Proviſion of Horſes, ; | 

And afterwards when per{waded to go and meet the Sheriff about the 
Militia, he went to a place called the Three Miles Bridge in the County of 
Faterford, where the meeting was appointed ; but juſt met them and made 
haſte back, and disheartned thoſe he mer from going ; and jeared at the 
Troop, calling it the Batrermilk-Troop, laying that his Great Horſe would beat 
a Troop of them. At his return ſeveral of the Officers that came out of 
France were come to the ſaid Earl's Houſe, where he met them. 
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_ And at another time having had fome Trial goze againſt, him in the 
Courts at Dublin, and receiving a Letrer from his Attorney or Sollicitor,of 
ſomething which the King had done cynceraing it in Fxelard, he fell intoa 
peat Paſſion againſt the King, and ſaid,; That 1t the King was pulled out of 
is Throne, he would not draw his Sword: to defend him. 
And uparr getting one Owez Hhelan an Old Tory, and making him his Ser- 
geant or Baylifh, I telling himthar the Country, would take notice of it, he 
willed that he had ten thouſand ſuch Torys, for there'i a time coming, ſaid

At the ſame time the aforeſaid Owezs Hhelan the Old Tory,and others lay 
in wait for me with Clubs, which was alfodiſcovered,and prevented by my 
preſenting a Piſtol at them, and fo made, my eſcape from them.  ” 

Alſo Foha Power, who, as the Servants told me, killed the Lord Mohay, 
threatned my Life : he was carried to Dublin in the Earls'Coach, and there 
kept private at the Earls Charge. | i 

Lieutenant Thomas Power the Earl's Kinſman, now of Captain Congroſe's 
Company, alſo threatned my life at the Aſſizes'in the Judges Chamber. He 
alſo got me tobe ſued by one Porter, a Papiſt, for Wine, which the ſaid Earl 
had many years before I came unto him ; the ſaid Power wiſhing that he 
had broke my Neck when he laſt met me, for then, ſaid he, you would not 
have been an Informer now. This was after I denied. the Earl's Man to ap- 
pear for the Ear againſt the aforeſaid Mr. Boxrke, And having had Warrants 


. from /7/Uliam Bradly, Elq; againlt all the aforeſaid Perſons, got by the Earls 


Pretended leave to me; yet afterwards they were all ſecured from Juſtice by 
the ſaid Earl. "Of which I acquainted the, Judges of the Afſizes, but they 
rave ime no Warrant againſt the ſaid Per{5ns , but afterwards acquainting 
the Lord Chief Juſtice Boorh therewith, he gave his Warrant againſt them ; 
but it could nat be ſerved, the Offenders being all ſecured from Juſtice by 
the {aid Earl in his own houſe or lands, 

_ . Madam Mortemore telling me, Thatif I proſecuted them, eſpecially the 
Powers, that .I ſhould loſe my life,and no body know what was become of 
me, being a ſtranger in the Country 

And when Mr. Sourke was to proſecute the ſaid Earl at the Affizes at a- 
zerford, Auguſt: 14. 1679. tear-cauſing him\not to appear, Thomas Power,the 
Earls Gentleman. came to me and told me, that the Earl would have me to 
appear for him'/before the Judges ; and that if T would ſo appear for him the 
Earl would be clear'd : Bovrke being gone with promiſes of Reward, if 1

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would ſo appear, which Iretuling to do, the ſaid! Power parted from me iti a 
threatning manner, and atterwards at Mr. Zraaty;: was followed by Finch a-

The fame night Mr. Dobbins the High Sherift was ſent by the Judges for 
me to come to them totheir Chamber, which I accordingly did, at which 
tine the Judges told me, that the aforeſaid Bourke was gone, apd had ſent 
them a Letter, wherein he mentioned; that fear and want of his Evidence + 
made:him toabſcond, or words to that purpole::! Then the Judges ſent for” 
Mr, Mo Cartee the Deputy Clerk of che.Crownjand for Bonrt's Information, 
who brought it, and read it nntome before the: Judges, and hearing then 
read, I told the Judges, that as for part of the- information, as't was read un- 
to me, I thought the Earl not guilty ; but as to Powers Letter, Irefuſed toan- 
{wer thereto, and the reaſon I anſwered fo, was, becauſe I was not on my; 
Oath, and therefore conſidering the danger I was'4n, 'being ſo threatned, /as 
before, and ſeeing the Judges and-theſaid-Earl,lodging and earing together; 
and the Earles ſervants at the Judges.door,as.it vw pes been keepers of the 
door, cauſed me then to confeſs nothingagaiaſtthe Ear}, of what I knew. 

The Judges commended me for a very: 'honelt-man;' as'they fold me that 
they heard I was, and therefore, Boarke being »gone;' if I would vouch for 
the Earl, that he was not concerned iwany thing that he was charged, the 
ſaid Judges {aid that on my bareaverring it, the faid'Earl would be acquit. 
ted,l then complained much againſt the Earles Servants ; cſpecially,again(t 
the aforeſaid Finch, (who was thenin the houle) and'fo Lleft the Judges ; 
who ſent for me a ſecond time, andGudge Keelirg asked me; whether 7 had: 
any T reaſons; or knew anything of the: Earles diſaffetFion to the King, to inform 
them withal,; 1 being ſilent they concluded I had, and therefore: command? 
ed me to bring the ſame 1n writing, to'them the next morningy which ac- 
ccrdingly, I promiſed them to do. ''But having acquainted the' Judges of the 
{aid Finch, as you may read before, and of his being in the Town, and he 
not being apprehended ; and beingiathe Judges own Chamber, where they 
dined with the Earl,ſolicited and threatn:d by My. Shortnal, the Earles pre- 
teaded Chapiain, and menac'd and threatned, as before, by the aforeſaid

he, the ſaid Earl, neither feared th: Lord Lieut: nant, nor Lord Chancelonr his 
exemie, and that he cared hot now where he was tryed, having before often ſaid, 
that he conld not be forced to England to be tryed, and that in Ireland th.y conld 
not, without calling a Parliament. | | 

The confideraton whereof, and the fear I was in to deal with ſo potent 4 
perſon, made me not to appear according to my promile,the next Morning, 
togivein my teſtimony; but I went into the County of Cark to adviſe with 
the Earl of Orrery, whom I knew would adviſe me, whofe ſickneſs hindred 
my procedure, until I was ſent for by the Lord Lieutenant and Council, and 
being there ſeveral times examined, and by ſeveral Councils and Commit- 
tees, that our genuine ſence might be taken, and for that preveation of all

tully ſatisfied them whether our Teſtimohy was true or no. | 

. All theſe precedent Examinations and Informations together with three 
more, viz. Dennis Mac \emara, Fohn Foley, and Fames Finican, alkagreeing 
10 their Evidence with thoſe Examinations & Informations, notwithitanding 
the one did not know what the other had confeſſed or declared. All which 
Exarninations and Informations being delivered to the Lord Ziextenant and 
Council, we were all bound to appear at #aterford Afhizes, to proſecute the 
ſaid Earl of Zpron': Where we accordingly went, having fir{t petitioned the 
Lord Lienteaant and Council that none of the Earls Kindred, Papiuit; or Tenants 
{hould be of the Jury : Acquainting his Grace, that it they were not exemp- 
ted trom being of the Jury, it was 1n vain tor any of the Kings Evidence to 
appear there : Which Petition the Lord Zientenart told us was granted, bur 
when we came tothe Afſizes, we found it denied by the Judges : and rhe Ju- 
ries Proceeding were ſuch as made the Evidence complain, ſome unto the 
Kings Majeſty, and uthers to the Lord Lieutenant and Counci). 

Upon which 7hom.s Samſon, one of the Examinants was commanded by 
the Lord Lieutenant to deliver his knowledge in writing 1nto the Council of 
the Proceed ings againf the {aid Earl at the Aſſizes : Which he accordingly 
did in the following Examination. On which the Lord Lieutenant and Coun- 
cil, telling the ſaid Sampſon, the ſaid Examination was to be ſent tothe Kings 
Majeſty. And to vindicate my Reputation, the Lord Lieutenant and Coun- 
cil was pleaſed to give me leave to come for Englazxd, and gave me their Li- 
cenſe for rhe ſame.

Ho faith, That according to my Recognizance I went to the ſaid 
Aſtizes on the 10, of March laſt paſt ; the then going Judges being 
Sir Richard Reyzolls and Sir 7Pilliam Davis, 
The next morning after my arrival there,I waited on them in their Cham- 
er to receive their Commands. I then told Judge Reyzo!ls, that Thad ſome- 
time before petitioned the Zord Lieutenant and Conncil, That no Papilts, Te- 
nants, or Kindred ſhould be of the Jury : and that his Grace told me, that 
my Petition was an[wered, and that he would give the going Judges Inſtru- 
ctions therein. | 

To which Judge Reyzolls replied, That all the Judges had given their O- 
pinion, that it was contrary to Law,that Papilts thould be exempted of be- 
ing of the Jury. I then anſwered, that I was content with what my Superi- 
ours thought bt. 

Judge Reyzolls then told me IT might have a Councel allowed me, I told 
him, I defired it in regard it was for the King, and by reaſon 1 was a ftran- 
ger to ſuch Proceedings : Upon which I made choice. of Counſellor Becker, 
but Judge Davis told me that he was not acquainted with Crown Proceed- 
ings, and therefore {aid,they would allyw me Counlellor Pize; and that they 
would give me a Note to him ; but they went ro Church, and gave me no 
note at all. I then went to enquire for Councelior P2zz, bur tound that he 
was not 1n, or near the Town. 

- Juilge R-yzolls alſo told me, That the Farl was to be indicted for High 
Treaſon, and that Mr. Brad! y was tobe indicted with him-on the flame Bill. 

I then replyed, that I much wondred at 1t, in regard that the Witneſſes a- 
gainſt the one, were nor againſt rhe other. | 

And that I thought Mr. Bradley might, if well handied, and indicted aſun 
der, be a material Witnels for the King ; bur Judge Reyolls then anſwer- 
ed, it was {o ordered above : I then ſaid, I was content with: what Autho- 
rity commanded. Upon which the Judges went to Church, trom whence 
they returned to the Court, and after the Ceremony of the Court uſed, ec, 

The Grand Jury was called : Counlellor Porter, a Papiſt, {aid, My Lord, 
theie is a Peer of the Nation in queſtion, and therefore he prayed leave to 
appear for him. I anſwered, That there were three Nations 1n- the Cale,and 
that the Kings Witneſs had rather need; of Counſel :. Yet the Judges allow- 
ed Counſellor Porter to ſpeak, and Counſellor Zongun, a Papilt alſo ; who 
ſaid, My Lord, I am for the Impeached : And they prayed leave to except a- 
gainſt ſome of the Jury, which was againſt none but Proteſtants. 

The two Counſels together with three Attorneys appeared {orene Earl, 
the Kings Evidence being not allowed one: and preſſing for a Cqualel, Judge 
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Reynolls anſwered me, he would be bur Counſel ; which I took as ſpoken in deriſion. 


Hereupon Idefired to object againſt Tenants and Kindred of the Earls, Papiſts- being 
before allowed ;. and in particular againſt Paul Sherlock, a Tenant, and Peirce 


Welch Gent. a Kinſman of the Earl, and others, who upon their bare denying them- 


ſelves Tenants or Kindred, were admitred Jurors, and {worn ; whereas they were both 
cither Tenants or Kindred. After Dinner I attended the Judges again in their Chamber, 
who ſwore me and the other Witneſſes, commanding us to attend the Grand Jury ; 
which we, accordingly did, waiting in a Chamber next the Grand-Jury Chamber ;"and 
Hubbart Bourke one of the Evidences, went to the Jury, and intreated Admittance, and 
deſired tobe heard, as he told meand the reſt of. the Witneſſes. Bur the Jury told him, 
that they had his Examinations already, and that they had no buſineſs with any of us; 
for that they were ordered to hear nonew Matters : To which I anſwered, That I was 
{worn to attend the Jury, and therefore would have Admittance. 

Capt, Grant always meeting the Evidence at the Door, and telling them that they had 
no buſineſswith us, which was unknown to ſome of the Jury. $7 2 
Whereupon went tiree times to the Grand-Jury-Door, and being earneſt, I.was ad- 
mitred in; Capt. Grant and Mr. Carew asked me, Whether I had any new Treaſons to' 
inform the Jury of, other than what were delivered in before the Lord Lieutenant and 
Council in my Examinations ? and told me, if I had, they were ordered not to hear (or 
Words to that purpoſe ;) I told them, that I had no new matter but what had been be- 
fore the Lord Lieutenant and Council ; but 1 deſired to have my Examinations read unto 
me, to ſee if they were all there, or if need required , thatTl might explain the ſame, 

or words to that purpoſe. | | 

On which, they read one of my Examinations unto me,whereby I found all myExamina- 
tions were not there; or at leaſt read unto me, of which I informed the Jury. 

But Mr.|Velch, Capt.Grant, and Mr.Carew preſſed not to have me heard ; on which, 1 
told them, that ſome of them were fitter to be on an Examination, than on that Jury; on 
which they were ſilent. F | 

And the Foreman acknowledged before the Committe of the Council appointed to ex- 
amine them, that they received but Nine Examinations; of which he gave me an Account 
in writing, 2nd that I toid them of ſeveral-things that were not in thoſe Examinations. 

Sir Fohn Davis wondering where the fault lay, that all the Examinations had not been 
delivered to the Jury, being not the one half of the Examinations taken before the Lord 
[.jeutenant and Councel, andalio of the leaſt value, the next day, bcing in the Judges 
Chamber, there came in Capt. Gram and Major Richard, two of the Jury, who told 
Judge Reynolls, that the Bill againſt the ſaid Earl, was found Jgnoramus. 

Whereupon Judge Rey:ells asked Maj. Richard, whether they all agrecd toit? Hean- 
Cxcrcd, T hat 9 were for finding the Bill, and 10againſt it, and fo they were out-voted. 

Capt. Grant ſaying that they found the Matter Charged againſt the ſaid Earl High 
Trealon, but they invalidated the Teſtimony of the Witneſſes, and that was the reaſon 
why they did not find the Bill. Bur beigg asked,, Whether he knew or heard ofany evil 
Report of me? he denied that ever he did: And not log hefore, Capt. Grant, and they 
that were againſt finding the Bill, gave a Teſtimony under all thcir hands for one of the 
Evidence*s Honeſty, which is ready to be produced , it being at a time when he appear- 
ed for the Earl; and alſo promiſed him Bribes if he would not confe!s. And when three 
of . the Jury that were for finding the Bill, ard three that were againſt it, were ſummon'd 

'before the;Councel, the Forcman faid, That the nine Examinations in their hands were 
ſufficient for any to find the Bull ; but he was ſure that if there were as many more, and 
as many more Witneſles, - yet they that were againſt it, would not have conſented to the 
finding of it. Fey | 

| But that whichlI further obſeryed, was, That after the,Evidence were ſome of them de- 
nied Allowance-to the Jury; being told, that they bad Evidence enough before them ; on 
whichthe Evidence left attending, and were gone : They then pretended that they ſent 
for them, and not finding them, informed the Judges, that they wonld-haye heard them, 
but coyld not find them: 1 deſired that Mr. ac Nemara might be examined to this; 
but was not when I came away. 4+: 

The next day, being on my Duty, attending the Court, the Bill was brought in Jgnora- 
210 ; Of which I told the-Judges, that I obſerved but juſt before, a Bill was found againſt 
a Perſon/for pulling a pobr Fellow oyt of a Smoky Cabben, for which a Fins of 4 4. was

. But 
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But the King (faid L) bad hard meaſure that a Bill ſhould not be found againſt a perſon 
for denying to be aſliſtant to him if he were pulled out of his Throne, with other Crimes 
ſworn againſt him. And therefore I prayed the Judges that the Jury might be ſent for and 
poled, and that they might anſwer one by one, which were for finding the Bill, and which 
againſt it. And that inquiry might be made of the perſons that were of moſt value as to 
the Kings Intereſt, and proteſtant Religion, they that voted for finding the Bill, or they 

voted againlt it. ; 

On which the Judges ſent for the Jury, and had them called over one by one,and no que- 
ſtion was put tothem, but wherher they were all agreed? To which the Foreman anſwered, 
That according to the way they uſually uſed 1n Juries (that is) by Poles or molt Voices 
they were agreed, but no otherwiſe : But if it were according to law, they left that to the

I alſo told the Judges in open Court, That one John Winſton, the Earl of Tyrone”s Sene-

On which his Grace ordered in Council, that he ſhould he no more Subſheriff: yet as 
ſoon as another High Sheriff was choſen, the ſaid I/i»for deſired to be Subſheriff, and in or- 
der thereunto offered the High Sherjff,, That if he would admit-of him the aid infor to 
be Subſheriff; and let the Pannel of the Old Sheriff ſtand, the aforeſaid Counſetlor Porter 
ſhould give him Counſel all the Year for nothing: And that Mr. Andrew Lynn, and the late 
High Sheriffſhould be his Friend for ever : Of which I offered the Judges Proof in Court, 
Witneſſes being there ready to atteſt it : But the Judges took no notice of it. 

There was likewiſe brought to the Judges by Maj. Richards, en accuſation of one Francis 
Hatchet againſt the faid Earl, for that the {aid Earl would have imployed him to make Pike- 
ſtaves and Holbard-ſtaves , and that the ſaid Earl ſhewed him heads to put thereon ; of 
which the Judges commanded me to give in writing what I knew of the tame ; which ac- 
cordingly I did, 2nd was ſworn unto it, but was ordered by the Judges, not to ſpear with 
the ſaid Hatcher. I then told the Judges, that I ſcorned todo any thing under hand : The 
the ſaid Hatcher was ordered to be examined by Major Richards, who when he was exa- 
mined again, minced his Teſtimony, from what he had ſaid before, ro the ſaid Major Ri- 
chards, alledging,that he dare not ſpeak more for fear of his life, or firing his houſe:-When 
Major Richards was examined to this by the Committee appointed therefore, Sir Fohn Da-

ſarne Bill with the Earl, would have confeſſed what he knew,and gave a great 
diſcovery to the thing. | | | | 
Judge Reinolls ahſwered, that if he had confeſſed any thing, he would 
have hanged him as round as a F#glers Box. | | - :

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And-I'moſt humbly acquainted the Zord Zzeutcnant, that the Bill being. 
not found apainſt the Earl, moſt men looked upon us as ruined, whowere 
the Witneſſes for His Majeſty,and they that can a moſt againſt us, account 
themſelves moſt happy. . 

Many perſons having ſaid from the firſt, that if we diſcovered any thing, 
we were ruined in regard all the great Ones of the Nation would be againſt 
us.

Eſt the unworthineſs of my Perſon, and ſmalnefs of my Fortune, ta- 
F* gether with the many, Lies and Falſhoods which do ordinarily at- 
tend ſuch as come on the, Stage , wherein great perſons are concerned, 
thereby to weaken vr invalidate their Teſtimony ,- (the accuſed having 
little elſe to excuſe their fact, , as will. evidently appear in Mr. Sampſons 
Examination, and his Gontronting the Jury) for fear;;I ſay, leſt the one 
or the other ſhould leſſen the circam{peRion or. care of all Proteſtants, 
to, avoid that fire, which through, the warning of Dr. Oates and others, 


Hath yet been ſuppreſſed, and which without care may yet break forth 


into a greater flame z we have theretore apart at the end of all our Exa- 
minations annexed a, ſhort excuſe for our preſumption, and alſo given a 
brief deſcription of our ſelves. - 4 « 

As to my birth, I was bar in To-zouud., Son to Edmzond Bourke, a 
man of honeft lite, though not the richeſt of his name. I had my Breed- 
ing and Education in the Kingdome of ireland, in the Romiſh Religion, 
and alſo under an Atturney,' which employ ſince I have been at my own 
diſpoſe, hath maintained me, by keeping of Courts inthe Country, and 
acting as an Atturney- in the ſame. And whereas it hath been generally 
ſaid by ſome, who make it their bulineſs to invalidate my Teſtimonie, 
out of love tothe Impeached, that the xeaſon why I informed againſt the 
Earl of Tyroze, is, for that he ſent; me to Goal for great Miſdemeanours; 
what cauſe he had of ſending me to Goal, did appear before the Judges 
of the Aſlizes to be very unjuſt, there being nothing at the Aflizes laid 
to my Charge, or on the Indictment proved ; but I hereby declare, that 
my being in Goal, together with the miſcarriage of my Letters ſent to 
his Grace the Lord Lieutenant, was the only reafon why I did not diſco- 
ver the things contained in my Examination ſooner 3. and that the dil- 
charge of my Conſcience to God, and Allegiance to. my King, was the 
only motive thereunto. And to make it more evident, ſeeing the evil 
of my former Religion, and being convinced in my Conſcience that no 
ſound Religion can be maintained by the effuſion of innocent blood, 
diſobedience to Superiours, and ſubverting of Goverament ; 1 there- 
fore have before his Grace the Lord Primate and Chancellour of Ireland, 
and hereby do declare to all others, my ſelf to be of the Reformed 
Church of Exgland, and by Gods affiltance dointend to Jive and die 1n 
the ſame ; and [I defire all perſons to confider,for what I leave my Friends 
and Relations, and Name-ſakes, denying my ſelf ſuch great profiers and 
advantages, as by my. Information you may ſee I have refuſed. And I 
do hereby further declare, in the preſence of Almighty God, that I ne- 
ver direglie or indireGe received any Sum or Sums of Money, or to the 
value of one Meals Meat, of ever in the leaſt expect ſo to do, from any 
of the Gentlemen on whom I was deſired to charge that I ſhould be 
by them hired to Impeach the ſaid Earl, and then I ſhou}d have ſuch 
large Rewards, It the world will but conſider the great hardſhips I have 
lain ander, to he impriſoned fo long time, in a Countrey where I have no 
Friends, or at leaſt,that dared to appear forme, and on ſo unjuſt a cauſe 
as the Judges and Jury were ſenſible 1t was, when I by them was acquitted ;

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I know they will conclude I had very hard meaſure. And when I was 
ſent, for to give my Teſtimony for. the King , beiag then bur one ſingle 
Teſtimony that appeared, and had onely Truth and Juftice to ftand by 
me, I was by the malice of the Sheriff; or-Sub-Sherift, bound with cords 
under the Horſes belly, contrary to the Warrant ſent for me by the Lord 
Lieutenant and Councel; and after I was brought to Dxblir, I was falſe- 
ly Indicted for horſe-ſtealing, by the Earl of Tyrones Atturney, and by 
the Judges of the Kings-Bench Acquitted 3 and when I was bound over 
to Waterford to proſecute the ſaid Earl, was therefrom afrighted by Me- 
naces and Threatnings , and afterwards made a ſpectacle of Contempt, 
being carried about with my legs tyed 1n an egregtous' manner, by the 
Earls ſervants, under a falſe pretence of the Lord Lieutenants Warrant, 
who ſaid he-granted no ſuch Warrant. And when I deſired that Mr. 
Sampſon and Mr. Tvie might be ſent for, knowing that Mr: Tvze could, 
and believing that Mr. Sepſor mult of neceſfity know of the Treaſon, 
when they came up I was ordered to have neither Pen, Ink, nor Paper, 
nor to ſpeak with any ont of the Purſtvants fight and hearing, uatil they 
were fully examined apart; notwithſtanding all perſons that were ſent for 
on our charging them, were never kept aſunder, but one left to inform 
the other, until we acquainted the Lord Lieutenant and Council there- 
with- Conſidering the premiſes, 'I do deſire all good Chriſtians to be 
{paring in their judging of me for what I have done, God of his mercy 
having raiſed me up (with others ) to make a diſcovery of what in pro- 
bability might have inflamed the whole Nation : and let not the perfor- 
manceof my duty in diſcovering, though the preſent danger feem to be fi- 
lenc'd,be any diſreputation to the Diſcoverer, who is ready to ſerve God, 
his King and Country, to the utmoſt of his power.

| An Account of Myr. Macnemarrah. 


- Ow tofollow the ſame method which the other Evidence hath done 
| before, being ſo very well known 1n the Countrie both by name and 
living, I ſhall therefore trouble my ſelf the leſs, and onely tell you, that I 
am of the Mycnemarrahs of Cracolo, and was for many years a Prote- 
{tant, and never a Papiſt but ſince I married into a Popiſh Family in the 
County of #aterford ,and have lived there ſome years paſt; and having 
never fince I lived there been excluded from being of the Grand or Pet- 
tie Jurie of every Aſſizes, and all along been of good Credit with the 
belt of the Countrie; often employed in publick Concerns, and a Re- 
ceiver of the Kings Revenue of Hearth-money 1n ſeveral Counties; which 
Othce I have faithfully and honeſtly diſcharged : ſo that I defie any man 
ro charge me to the contrarie, being at moſt References or Countrie-con- 
ceras made uſe of, either publick or private. 

And when the Powers mentioned in Mr. 1vie's Examination, who was 
concerned with me in that Plot, were apprehended by a Lieutenant's 
Warrant ( who after they were apprehended fled from Juſtice ) I was 
alſo apprehended, and gave Bail, but kept from trial by the Earls intereſt 
with the Proſecutors. At which time many of the Jurie and other Gen- 
tlemen gave a Certificate of my good behaviour, and ſpoke for me in 
open Court, though now they are againſt me, and would MEA.” =y 
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Teſtimonie, for my diſcovering the truth concerning the ſaid Earl, and 
for my diſcharging my Allegiance 3 which if I had not done, it might 
have proved of ill conſequence to his Majelſties interelt : they alſo pro- 
mifing me Safetie and Bribes.1t I would not diſcover. And whereas 
it may be objected the ſmalneſs of my intereſt in the Countrie, it is well 
known, that not one man'in the Countrie had the like intereſt amongſt 
'the ordinarie ſort: and [ could have raiſed as many men as one of a 

reat dea} more ſubſtance 3 which was the occafton of my being drawn 
into this evil Contrivance , which through Gods providence was pre- 
vented, and by my Confefſion (though I was long kept from it by the 
Earl's and Mr. Ely's promiſes of reward and preferment) may become of 
great uſe to'the King and Countrie 3 which time may diſcover, although 
at preſent the Prieſt excommunicates me, and the voices of evil Confede- 
rates and their Allies are open againſt me. And I do declare,that my Con- 
fefſion was got from me not onely through fear, but out of love I had to 
that Religion I had formerly profeſſed, which was got ſo near my heart : 
That bloud which I muſt have been guiltie of, my Conſcience would not 
ſuffer me to ſhed ; nor would I leave that Allegiance which was due to 
my gracious Soveraign., And I do bleſs God for my Return from that 
hellith bloudie Plot, and do pray the Readers favourable Conſtruction of 
him that is, &-c. a devoted Servant to the publick good of King and

ment, in which I was an Actor, and for which I was forced to abſcond;

Neither do I believe but the Earl of Tyroze would look upon me un- 
der that CharaCter, if I had been a Witneſs for him; elſe he would ne- 
ver have endeavoured to have had me entrap Mr. Sa»-ſoz, and to have 


come in againſt him, as in my Examination is expreſſed : Wherefore all 


that I ſhall ſay, is, That if through my Teſtimonie I have been the occa- 
fion of Mr. Macnemarrah his confeſling and declaring the great danger the 
Engliſh Proteſtants were in, and the preventing of the ſame, through 
Gods mercie and the vigilancie of our Superiours; all that I deſire is the 
accepting of the Endeavours of a Loyal Subje& and Servant to his

Wherefore as ſomething hath been ſpoken 1n vindication of the other 

Evidences, fo I crave the Readers patience,to ſpeak fomething in my 

own vindication ;, which I ſhallendeavour to do, to undeceive:the world, 

by declaring theſe three, things : 


1. The condition of my Perſon and Family. De LI 

2,, The trne Grounds moving me to appear 1a this Cale, 

3, In-anſwering the Prejudices and Objections whereby,the Accu- 
ſed have laboured to traduce and defame me. 


Firſt. Asto my Perſon, I was born in Sherburne 1n the Countie of Dor- 
ſet, of an honeſt and credible Family, being in Marriage and otherwiſe 
related to the chicfeſt ſahabitants 1a that place; having paſſed all the 
Offices of the Tawn where I lived, under Mr. Lyford, a Divine well known 
by his learned Works, then Miniſter of the place ; and after his deceaſe, 
undex the:rlabours ot-others, in a'firm adherence to the Proteſtant Reli- 
g10n..,;fqs .above thirtie years : But after the deceale of my Wife, 1 
went into.Trelaud to. gather up ſome Debts of my own, and others by 
whom 1. wasemployed. And after my arrival there in Ireland, I lived 
moſt 19, the Province of Myzfter, being acquainted with moſt of the 
Nobilitie, and Gentrie of the Counties therein 3 where a Certificate of 
my. Lite:and. Gonverſation might, if defired, have been eafily procured : 
for I defie the world to charge me with any Miſdemeanours which may 
ig.theleaſt render me uncapable of being a Witneſs for the King, or 0- 
ther perſons in any Judicial proceedings z or that can otherwiſe blemiſh 
my Reputation : Yea, the very Tenants of the Earl of Tyrone himſelf, not 
intereſted or pre-engaged, will teltifie for mez and three of the Jurie ex- 
amined before the Council, did on their Oaths ſwear that they never 
knew. or heard any evil Action done by me. 

Secondly. The Motives. engaging me to make this Diſcoverie, after a 
long forbearance of the fame, when ſummoned up to the Council, was, 

1. The fear of God; which ſhould be the ground of all our Actions 
and Undertakings : for. that will not allow a. man to approve Guilt in 
him(clt, or conceal it in-othexs, eſpecially when the Conſequence is fo por- 
tentous as to threaten Ruine to the King and Countrie 3 which would 
have been involved 1a the common Calamitie, it real, as it ſeemed to 
appear. | | 

2. Love to the Proteſtant Religion 3 which muſt needs ben great dan- 
ger, if not quite extirpated, if a forraign Papal power had the uppertand 
19 that Kingdom, the Papiſts having ſo great a part alreadie. 


3. My 
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3. My Dutie and Allegiance to his Majeſtie, Ire/ard having for foie 
hundred years been his and his Royal Predeceſlors; fo that no good 
Subject could. poſiibly hear any thing tending to the rending it out of 
his Majeſties hands, and being called thereunto on Oath, but muſt teſtifie 
his truth therein. Old Tyroze, of Iriſh Extraftion, had in Queen Fliza- 
beth's days endeavoured to betray it unto the Spaniſh, who by Gods 
Mercie and Engliſh: Valour, were ferreted'out., Being ſatisfied in my 
Conſcience of Endeavours to betray 1t to the French now, i looked up- 
on my ſelf under 2 deep Engagement not to conceal it. 

4. I will not deny but that Selt-preſervation and Command of Supe=- 
riours, had alſo ſome influence upon my Diſcoverie in concurrence with 
the former Motives. Having diſcovered ſome dangerous Intrigues, 1 
thought it hazardous to conceal them, there being no Acceſlarics in Trea. 
ſon, but Concealers as well as Actors, coming under the fame Guilt 3 and 
the rather incited thereunto by his Majeſttes Proclamation, ſignifying, 
That if the Diſcoverie were not made by a day appointed, there was no 
Pardon to the Diſcoverers. Herein I hope, amongſt the 1ntelligent ſort 
of mankind, I have not laid in any great prejudice againſt my Telitimonie, 
becauſe Self-preſervation is a natural Principle which runs through the 
whole Species of mankind : And yct I confeſs I had ſome (iruglings in 
my ſelf, before I could conquer thote dithculties which lay in my way 3 
I mean, thoſe prejudices which I forcfaw would be objected againlt me. 

Thirdly. The ObjeCtions and Prejudices I foreſaw, were thele : 

I. I was comparatively but a mean and inferiour perſon, and therefore 
unfit to act in ſo high a Concern, and againſt {o potent a Power, eſpeci- 
ally having the harlh uſape of Mr. Bourke be-ore my eyes. It was a Say- 
ing, as I remember, of Sir Walter Rawly, That if a man followed the 
Truth too cloſe by the heels, it might perhaps knock out his brains. For 
an infertour perloa to accuſe great men, doth many times make the Wit- 
nels ſuffer, and ſet the Offender tree. . Truth, it's but ſeldom entertained 
for its own fake, that it hath need of piecing advantages to buoy it up 
againſt the power of great Perions. This, I contels, put ſome ſtop on me 
for a while, until the former Conhierations did out- ballance them. 

\ 2. There was much danger of Life, Libertte, loſs of Employmeat, fore- 
ſecn by me ; which are Clogs and Weights hindring the attempts of ma- 
ny noble Attions ; it being the predictions of moſt perſons, that ſuch 
would attend thoſe that appeared therein, Conſidering likewiſe the 
many Slanders and Reproaches that was caſt upon us by the Earls Friends, 
and to reckon up all the Abuſes and Threatnings agaiaſt me and the ret? 
of the Witneſſes, ſome of which are hereafter mentioned, would be te- 
dious; if love to Truth had not carried us on, 1t was impoſhible we ſhould 
have been ſupported under them. 

3. It 1s alleadg<d as a Dilparagement to me, that T appeared againſt my 
Lord and Maſter, for ſuch the Earl of Tyroze had been, which 1s counted 
a thing of no credit for a former Servant to do. To which I fay, I was 
the Earl's Steward, for which I had his Gommiſſton, and do acknowledge 
tt the dutie of a Steward to be troe and faithful to his Maſter, 1n things 
wherein the fafetie of King and Kingdom are not concerned : Yea, and 
to perliſt in that frame of reſpect, as long as matters will bear any favou- 
rable interpretation, 1t being the part of a Servant to take all 1n the beſt 
ſence. And I my elf was fo far excuſable heretn, that at firſt when I 
heard the Earl ſpeak tome diſcontented words, I thought them merely 


19dited from his paſſion , or other particular preſſure, without any real or 
folid 
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ſolid ground 3 which made me go (o far in concealing, or rather ating 
for the Earl, that I could hardly retrieve my Allegiance. 


Yea, his Lordſhip when he was accuſed by Bourke, I was very forward 


to appear for him, as thinking him wrong'd ; and accordingly accompa- 


nied him to Dublin to that purpoſe : ſo that I was not the firſt Starter of 


the buſineſs againſt the Earl, but was brought in by the information of 


Mr. Boarke ; and 1 was fo paſſionately zealous for him, that I could hard- 
ly retrieve my Allegiance. | F 

Indeed upon ſerious recolleCting of things, and confidering that the 
ſaid Earl had a conſtant defiance to the King ; and alſo the multitade of 
Papiſts, and other Iriſh Officers diſbanded in Fraxce, reſorting to my Lord, 
and harboured by him, I was convinced that a tranſient difcontent 


_ could not form it ſelf unto ſo great a defigne, but that it muſt have a fir- 


mer root : And thereupon began to obſerve things more narrowly, and 
then found matter enough to ground more than a Suſpition, and did be- 
lieve there was ſome truth in Boxrk's Information. Being alſo farther a- 
wakened by the Plots in England againſt his Majeſty and Goverament, I 
had a great conflict in my {elf what todo. At laſt the nobleſt conſidera- 
tion weighed down all the reſt, and I reſolved to maugre all fears and 
doubts, and teſtifie the truth ; refolving that it was not an incumbant 
OS on a Servant, utterly to loſe his own Reputation to piece up his 
Malters. : 

WhereuponI made ſeveral days to make ſome diſcoverie at Kilkenny to 
the Lord Lieutenant, but d1d not then effeCtually proceed ; but then [ 
acquainted Eſquire Brad/ey (which after was charged) one of his Maje- 
ſties Jaſtices of the Peace, who told me that he dare not meddle for fear 
the 7r;f would fire his houſe and burn his Family. Whereupon I under- 
took a Journey to Texghall tothe Earl of Orrery for to get his advice and 
countel, but found him 1n a dying condition, In the mean time God him- 
ſclf opend a door unto me for my Diſcoverie : for upon Mr.Beurke's In- 
formation I was ſent for by the Lord Lieutenant and Council, to deciare 
my knowledge of that matter ; which having betore dif-engaged my elf 
from the Earl's ſervice, I was the freer to do. And having before ſeen 
the great {warms of Papiſts flocking to the faid Earl's houſe, thirtie or 
fortie more than our own Family, I alſo conſidering the pretended ſet- 
tlement of his Eſtate, for fear of Mr. Boyrke his charge againſt him, in caſe 
the Treaſon was found. 

All theſe things conſidered, I leave my ſelf to the Cenſure of all unin- 
terelted perſons, whether my dutie to my Prince and love to my inperi- 
led Religion, ought not to over-ballance the inferiour conſideration of 
being a Servant to Lord and Maſter, if he had been ſo at that time 3 
which he was not, when thoſe two references do enterfere one with the 
other. 

4. It's objefted againſt me, that T leftthe Earl and turned head againſt 
him, becauſe I could not make up my Accompts z and that ſo I covered 
my diſhoneſty under a pretence of Loyalty. 

To which I anſwer, That there is no truth in the Allegation, as they 
that know the Earl's concerns, may cally judge: for that I was not in 
his ſervice above eight months, and having never or ſcarcely above 10 s. 
11 my hands, but as the Rent was received, or before it was ordered to 
be paid away. And if at any time I undertook a Journey of a nights 
{tay abroad, I left with the ſaid Earl my Money and Books, for fear of be- 
ing robbed, and the Robberie put on my ſelf ; a trick which I was fore- 

warned 


Lo 
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warned of by my Friends, and the Earl's too. The truth of this I leave to 
the Countrie-Gentlemen, whether they have not heard the Earl ſpeak it 
to my commendation. 

And of all the Years Rents that came to my hands, was not with other 
Receipts above 500 /. ( what Eſtate the Earl had more, I know not ) for 
which I was accountable 5 out of which was paid 300 L. and more in fol- 
vent Bills, and old Debts, and Rent-charges on the Eſtate : which con- 
ſidered, with the charge of Law, Building, Improvements, Journeys to Dub- 
lin, Maintenance of the Houſe, buying almoſt all we uſed : And ſome- 
times when well freighted with Iriſh Gentlemen and diſbanded Officers 
out of France, it colt in Extraordinaries above 101. a week ; ſpending 
more in the Popiſh Faſting-days, being always two or three days in a 
week, than would maintain a well-govern'd Proteſtant Family the whole 
week, | 

But to give no more ſuch needleſs Excules, I paſſed that Account of the 
firſt half years Rent to John Power Eſq; of Clachmore, the Earl's Kinſman, 
and by the Earl his order : and having charged my ſelf with the Receipt 
of the whole Rental, the Earl was in my debt 20/1. which I owed at 
Waterford. And to make me take up more there, he gave me aRental of 
the next half year 3 which being ſo ſmall, and fo great Debts charged on 
it, that the Earl himſelf could not think on a way how to make proviſi- 
on for that Journey he was then going to Dzblir, and to pay the old Scores. 
But I was forced to ſtay behinde and drive the Tenants Cattle; and 
what Rents could not be had, to take a Bill for on my word in Waterford, 
and ſo have the remainder of the Rents made over to me to diſcharge the 
tame. . 

At the Earl's return from Dxbl;z I was earneſt to diſcharge my Ac- 
compts and Stewardſhip, and in order thereunto got the aforeſaid Joh: 
Power to {ollicit the ſaid Earl to audit my Accompts; who accordingly 
did, and himſelf made up my Accompt by Acquittances, which the Earl 
allowed him to paſs, and in the behalf of the Earl to {et his hand to them. 
Oa which all the Arrears due from the Tenants was due to me, having 
charged my ſelf with the whole Reatal and Charge as received 5 which 
the ſaid John Power, by the Earls order, was ordered to acquaint the Te- 
nants with : which Arrears I was a fortnight gathering,and diſtrataing for 
at the Earls own door. And what Arrears was due, and I could not then 
receive, I took Bond for1n the Earls own houſe 1n my own name ; which 
I after ſued for and recavered at the next Aſſhizes: which the Earl never 
found fault with, until (as you may ſee in my Examination) I denied his 
Geatleman to appear for him the (aid Earl at the Aſſizes, in Mr. Bourke's 
abſence ; and when I would not appear for him, then he pretended that 
he was not ſatisfied in his Accounts, and defired to have them examined 
again: and then every penny to the very Work-men was alſo examined 
and proved, and others that were brought to deny what they had recei- 
ved and diſcharged under their hands, went away with great ſhame. 
John Power returning to the Earl, ordered me to wait on the Earl in the 
Field, where he diſcharged me with many Threats. I paſled the Ac- 
compt ſo ofen and ſo well, that the ſaid Joh power ſaid, that he defied 
the whole world to ſhew a better or honeſter Accomptz on which the 
Earl was Debtor to me 10/. 10s. 5 d. on the Ballance. 

All Gentlemen that know the Earls Concerns, can, if they pleaſe, ſay 
that the Earl yet never parted with any Steward but gave him the like 
ſcandalous parting; no, not ſo much as Mr. Johr Power himſelf, who was 
as to the Earls concerns,in all mens eſteem,a very honeſt man. And 
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And when Iwas ſummoned upto Council-boaxd, then he got me arre- 
{ted inthe way 3 which Suit the Lord Licatenant offered to free me from. 
Yet I anſwered'the Suit to avoid the ſcandal, andithen the Earl ler fall his 
Suitz and as Counſellor Porter ſaid, he believed that the Ear] knew not 
of it ;'and farther ſaid, that he was ſure he could not certainly ſue me, in- 
aſmach'as he had ſeen the Accounts, and which were ſo jult and. legal, 
Judge Keeling well obſerving,that if I had been as great a Rogue as Clan ſey, 
he was ſure 1 conld not cheat him in his Rents. But to farizite the world 
more fully, I am ready to paſs it again, if fauly thereto admitted ; or to 
refer the farther ſcanning the ſame to indifierent men, provided one of 
them1sa Proteſtant. | | 
5. Objection laid in azainſt me was, of being bribed by others to 
throw the Treaſon on the ſaid Earl: 
.' This Cloud, though black, or blacker than the former, may flie away as 
ſoon as the other : For the Earl himſelf cannot think {o, when he knows 
that Maj. Butler was ordered to put this on foot againſt Col. /7:/zars , as 
ſoon as the Earl heard that Mr. Boxrke had charged him ; concluding that 
the world would believe it, becauſe of the Law- ſuit that had been betwixt 
them; which certainly the Colonel had then no need to do, having ob- 
tained the Eſtate from the Earl. 

And when examined by the Chief Juſtice on Oath, whether I was a 
Steward to Col. Y7;Yiars, I anſwered, That I was not; but if free, I would, 
foraſmuch as he was a good Proteſtant, and a Loyal Subject. And when 
the Queſtion was put to the Colone], whether he had employed me, he 
anſwered, That he had heard by the Country that I was an honeſt man ; 
and if free from the Kings coricerns 1n this Examination, he would em- 
ploy me. And one thing I obſerved of the ſaid Colonel was, that when 
he had a Witaeſs'examined on a Commiſſion about a werghty atiatr, he 
then told the perſon, encouraging him' to ſpeaktruth, that he had rather 
loſe his Eſtate, than to keep it by a falſe Oath: ; 

And I do hereby declare, in the preſence of God, that I never had one 
Penny bribe from him cr others in my lite. 

6. Hopes of Reward in the lait place charged as a Motive inducing me 
to this Undertaking. | 

To which I ſay, That my Carriage in both Kingdoms will be my Compurgators 
from this Charge. I have becn always more a Fricnd to others than to my ſelt, ha- 
ving [traightned my {Ulf todo others good. Belides,the Accufation contradicts it (elf ; 
to loſe a certain Employ for uncer:tam Hopes, is not the part of a prudent man, I did 
calily forcſce the Troubles, by Threats and Menaces to others, and did not expe leſs to 
fall on mic 3 and which at length came to paſs , the Knite being taken out _f the hand 
of one going toſtab me : and for me to diſpoſſcſs my {clt of a quiet and peaccable Habi- 
tation and Livelihood, and thercby, as it were, to court my own Trouble and Difap- 
pOIntment, 15 not to be imagined I thould have done, unlts higher Motives had engaged 
mc. 1 was but an ill Carver for my {clt, the way I took. it ny aim was only at Re- 
wards. All mens judgments (which are but fallible) will beat laft furveyed and exami- 
ned at a higher Tribunal; and it then it appear that the hilt recited Motives put me up- 
on this Diſcovery, and do {till ſupport me againſt all Diſcouragements under it, I ſhall 
be then ſufficiently acquitted betore God ( as I am at preltent in my own Conſeicnce ) 
whativoever Slanders, Obloquies, and Reproachcs, the Envy of Adverfaries doth caft in 
ray way, to aſperſc, black, and detame me. 


Theſe. things I have offered to the view of the World, in rcſpect of my Allegiance, 
knowing It my duty, that it I ſaw but a Cloud as big, as my hand, 1 ought to diſcover it 
to my Vaſter the King 3 and alſo in love toniy icIt to fecure me againſt ſuch Scandals. 
which otherwiſe might be a hindrance to Truth.

Ny; He Malicious Slanders, and Scandalous Reproaches 
CG CAP Z5 thrown upon me for my good Intentions to Serve 
PER nr — my King, and Country, being the Contrivances 
fy T (Gf) of that Never-ſleeping Party, who have lett no ſtone 
"AAR unturn'd to abolith the Belief of Sir Fdmand-Bury 
er, FM 6 Gs Godfrey's Murther, at leaft as any way Reflecting 
Wo ality << upon Romiſh Deſign, have occaſioned me to Publith 

theſe few ſheets, not only for the Vindication of my 
own Innocence, but alſo for the General Satisfaction of the Nation, and 
for its farther Confirmation by ſeveral particulars never yet made Pub- 
lick to the world. 

That I was a faithful Inſtrument to procure the Diſcovery of that In- 
human and deeply Meditated Murther, is a thing well known to many, 
as having been particularly employed by His Majeſty and the Counc1), 
to perſuade Mr. Prance to Diſcharge the Conſcience of a Chriſtian, 
by making a true Confeſſion, becauſe of my great Acquaintance and 
dayly Familiarity with him. Which they, who telt the fatal Con{e- 

uences of my ſincere Endeavours, ſo deeply laid to heart, that they 
froght ſeveral ways to Enſnare my Life, and Undermine my Reputa- 
tion, accuſing me of being a Party concern'd, and one that {poke by 
the Ditates of Fear or Impoſture; and therefore not to be Credited, 
whereby they aim'd to. kill two Birds with one Stone, that is to ſay, 
ro ſtop the Progreſs of Proteſtant beliet, and Satisfie* their Revenge 
upon me. Theretore tor the Satis|action of the world, and my own 
Vindication, I thought it but neceſlary to give this Real and Faithful 
Account of my Proceedings and Tranſactings in reterence to my Ac- 
cuſations, : 

In the firſt place, T was Bred up in a Proteſtant Family from my 
Infancy, as being the Son of Mr. Rowland Boys, a Clothicr in the 
City of Worceſter ; and I have all along Protels'd the fame Religion. 
True it 1s, that Neighborhood and a Soctable Temper brought me into 
the Acquaintance of ſeveral: Roman Catholicks, with whom I had tre- 
quent Converſe, but with none fo ſtr1&tly obliged in Friendſhip as with 
Mr. Miles Prance, between whom and my felt there was a more than 
ordinary Intimacy, which gave cauſe of Suſpicion to many, tiat I was 
of the ſame Perſuaſion ; though indeed the true ground of ſuch Familia- 
rity was only upon the frequent occaſions of mutual Commerce. _ 
reaſon 
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reaſon for intimate Converſe ſo fair, that a more probable cannot be 
given, nor more frequently in pratice, there being nothing that Fa- 
miliariſes even Familiarity it ſelf, ſo much as the League of F riendſhip 
and Profit, and the dependency of Trades one upon another, I being 
an Artiſt in Lampwork, for the making all manner of Curious Repre- 
ſentations 1n Glaſs. 

Upon the 29th. of September was Twelve-Month, at my Return 
_ out of the Country, I was by my Neighbour Mr. Praxce invited to 
Dinner, in Token of a courteous Welcome-Home. While we were 
merry at Table one Thomas Haddon, a Lodger at that time in Mr. 
Prance's Houſe, came in very haſtily full of private.Intelligence, which 
Mr. Prance having underſtood in a Corner of the Room, return'd to 
his Gueſts with a Sorrowful and Penſive Countenance. Which ſudden 
alteration occafion'd me out of Friendſhip, to be more than ordinaril 
inquiſitive into the Cauſes of ſo Diſconſolate a Change. At firſt he 
ſeem'd very ſhieand reſerv'd, but when I preſs'd him more cloſely, he 
told me, That ſeveral of his Friends had been taken out of their Beds the 
night before, and carryed to Priſon. I ask'd him whether he knew the 
cauſe of their Apprehenſion 2 He anſwer'd, No. Perhaps faid I they 
may prove to be Highway-men, and then your Griet will ſoon be over, 
though they ſhould receive the Reward of their Miſdeeds. To which 
Mr. Prance return'd, That they were perſons falſly accuſed, but thar 
tizi* Crime was not for Robbing upon the High-way. Whereupon I 
bid him be of good Comtort and tear nothing, for that Innocency would 
j aſtific it ſelt. While we were thus D:ſcourſing, in came one Grove, a 
School-Maſter, living in Prizces-ſtreet, in the Company of another 
Stranger, who both rook Mr. Prance aſide to the end of the Room, 
where they Whiſper'd for ſome time together, fo that I could not un- 
derſtand any thing of their Diſcourſe ; only Grove was over-heard to ſay, 
His Unkle Grove who was ſince Hang'd ) was taken. 

After we had ſtaid till toward night, the Company that had Din'd 
together, that is to fay, Mr. Prance, Haddon, my Self and others, 
went all to a Coffee-Zouſe in Drewry-Lane, where Mr. Prance being 
known to be a Papi/t, was Greeted with a very Sowre Welcome by one 
of the Company, in theſe words. Now all the Bloody Deſigns of you 
Papiſts are Diſcover'd,- and ſeveral of your Prieſts and Jeſuit are appre- 
hended for High-Treaſon, for attempting to Kill the King and Deſtroy the 
Proteſtant Rel/gion. Theſe. words did not a little Nettle Mr. Prance, 
who therefore to vindicate the Innocency of his own Party, ſmartly 
reply'd, That they who were taken were Honeſt men, and that he would 
prove them fo to be. Which Diſpute one word begetting another ) 
grew to that degree of Heat, that I was afraid of an abſolute Quarrel, 
which would have ended in nothing but Blows. Whereupon I took an 
opportunity to perſuade Mr. Praxce to leave the place, and to retire 
to the Tavern; where being in private, I endeavour'd to get out of him 
the truth and the occaſion of rheſe odd Paſſages ; but he would give me 
no ſatisfation, only continued ſtiff and firm inthe Vindication of his 
Friends, the apprehended Papiſts. 

Oa the firit of October, Mr. Prance was ſent for tothe ſame Cofee- 
Houſe, and Threaten'd by ſome perſons, that they would have him be- 
tore the King and Council for his vindication of Traytors, and the ex- 
travagant Expreſſions he had utzer'd the laſt time he was there, To which 
| Mr. 
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Mr. P. more calmly anſwer'd, that he would fend for me, and hear what 
I would fay to it, which he accordingly did. When I came, I told him, he 
was much to be blam'd for delivering himſelf in ſuch high Terms, but 
that I hop'd there would be no farther notice taken of his words, in regard 
he was known, or at leaſt verily belicy'd to be an Honeſt man, and no 
way concern'd in Deſigns of fo wicked a Nature. To whuch he reply'd, 
That he was as Innocent as the Child unborn. After he made this Pro- 
reſtation, we went both of us to the Parties that had Threaten'd him, and 
FE. undertaking to be his Advocate, deſired them that they would not call 
a man in Quettion for a ſew raſh words, eſpecially ſince they knew nothing 
of ill in his Behaviour , but had rather experienc'd the contrary : who 
- being by that means pacifi'd and oblig'd to a kind promiſe of Civility, I 
advited him to be more carctul for the turure and go home about his 
Buſineſs. | 

About a 11. or 12. a Clock the ſame Night, Mr. P. being a Bed; 
was put into a moſt terrible Afﬀrightment ; tor hearing as he lay, the 
Noiſe ofa Conſtable and his Watch pailing along the Streer, he verily uma- 
' gined that tlicy had been come to apprehend him. This ſudden Terror 
caus'd him to call up his Lodger ZZaddon ; who having made himſcit 
. ready, and obſerv'd the Coaſt to be clear about his Houſe, away went 
Mr. P. to ſcek a ſafer Harbour : which when I underſtood the next day, 
I Check'd him tor his idle Fears and groundleſs Apprehenſions, and Coun- 
fel'd him to ſtay at home. To which he made this ſhort anſwer, That he 
was afraid, and could not help it. Thereupon, in point of Friendthip ] 
ofter'd him my own houſe, and there entertain'd him tor two Nights, 
viz. the 2d. and 3d. of October ; but withal I advis'd him that it any 
Officer ſhould come to enquire for him at his own houſe, that he ſhould 
immediately Surrender himſc}f, for that the bare Suggeſtions and Surmiles 
of his Neighbours could be no Proot againſt him, andthat his own Inno- 
cency would overcome all. 
 Upon'the coming forth of the Kings Proclamation, Mr. P. not being 
willing to take the Oaths of A/egiance and Supremacy, was relolv'd to 
have gone out of Town. But when he Communicated his Intentions to 
me, and had Diſcover'd the Scruples of his Conſcience, I perſwaded him 
* Not to be 1{o over nice, but to take the Oaths, and not only uſed all the 
Arguments my own Capacity had furniſh'd me withal, but alſo for his 
clearer Information and Inſtruction proter'd to go along with him to the 
Biſhop of /.o»don, Dr. Stilling-fleet, or Dr. Burnet, who, I did not Queſtion, 
would give him thoſe convincing Arguments that would oblige him to 
embrace the Proteſtant Religion and torſake Popery.. Which Diſcourſe of 
mine fo tar prevail'd upon him, that he went and took the Oaths both of 
Allegiance, and Supremacy, in obedience to the Kings Command : and 
after that, went along with me to hear Dr. Sharp, whoſe Sound Divinity 
confirm'd him in what he had done. : 

This Succeſs engag'd me to improve my Induſtry with others, that 
were his Friends and Viſiters; particularly with one Mr. Edwards, a moſt 
Severe Roman Catholick, living in Browns-Court 1n the O/d-Bayley, whom 
I met at Mr. Prance's Houſe, and there endeavoured to Hay him to 
a Conformity with the Church of Ezgland. Bur his obitinacy was ſuch, 
that he utterly rctus'd to think of any alteration in his Opinion ; not bur 
that he loved the King, as he ſaid, but that he would not Swear A/legrance 
to him. Upon which ſome Diſcourſe ariſing between the faid Mr. E- 
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rards and ry ſelf, wherein Mr. Edwards ſeem'd to complain of the hard 


meaſure which was Dealt to the Roman Catholicks, that being Subje&s 
and Freeborn-men, they ſhould be forc'd like Exiles, trom their Homes 
and Habitations, meerly for not acting againit their Conſciences, But 
here, I met with ſo angry aRebuke for declaring, in juſtification of the Pro- 
clamation, that no good Subje&s would Scruple to take thote Oaths which 
were Commanded by Him, to whom they ow'd their Protection, that I 
thought my ſelf in ſome danger of my Litz. For one Mr. Owe a Zealot 
of the ſame Leaven, taking up the Cudgels againſt me, flatly told me that 
I was no Honeſt man to ſpeak in defence of his Majetties publick Com- 
mand, call'd me, in a vehement Paſſion, Great Heretick, and with a Me- 
nacing tury bore up ſo cloſe me, that I expected ſome immediate Act of 
Violence, which perhaps he had executed, had not my Siſter, in a trem- 
bling fear ſtepp'd between and pull'd me away trom the Company. How- 
ever I accounted my ſelf not a little happy in the good Othce I had done 
my friend Mr. P. And I make this ſhort inſtance, not only to iſhew how 
difficult a thing it is, tocure the Canker'd obitinacy of men Intoxicated and 
Stupified with the DeſtruCive Principles of Popery, but in ſome meaſure 
to let it appear to the world, that the good Service Mr. P. has done, -was 
not an Act, ſo much proceeding from the hopes of tutureadvantage, but by 
the Inducements of a fair and Candid Reformation. 

Soon atter theſe Paſſages had happen'd, there was a ſecret Murmuring a 
mong the Neighbours, that doubtleſs Mr. P. was concern'd in the Murther 
of Sir Edmund-Bury Godfrey, for that he was fo timorous asto lic trom his 
Houle, and becauſe he was alſo the Queens Servant. But for my part, 
when I heard theſe dangerous Rumours, I {till reprov'd the Reporters tor 
going about to bring a perſon cauſleſly into trouble, not deeming him in 
the leait to have been Guilty. 

At another time, when Yernatti was with Mr. P. at the 77orſe-ſhooe 
Taverna, in the Company allo of the before-named Haddon, Dr. Parratt's 
man, whoſe Office 1t was to Collett Money from the Friends of Deceas'd 
Papiſts to have Maſſes ſaid for their Souls in Pargatory, it happen'd that 
T came in, I knew not what their Diſcourſe was betore I enter'd the room; 
but ſo ſoon as Faddon was gone, Yernatti fel] upon me with all his per- 
ſuaſive Arguments to Reconcile me to the Church of Rowe, and would 
have us'd perhaps many more words, but that Mr. P. told him, it was 
in vain to trouble himſelt. And indeed it was bur an ill time for him to 
think of Converting me, who had the ſame Deſign upon his preſent 
Friend. | 

Upon the 20th. of December, when Mr. P. was Apprehended and car- 
ried away, his Wife with Tears in her eyes came to me, and requeſted me 
to go and give my Teſtimony tor him, that he lay at my Houte ſuch an 
ſuch nights, and therefore could not be Guilty of the Crime that was laid 
to his Charge ; I went accordingly to ſpeak what I knew, but my Teſti- 
mony would not then be admitte.l. Yet in regard I had Diſcovered fo 
much kindneſs for him, and ſuch an Intimacy with him, it was Order'd 
by ſome of the Members of the Houſe of Commons, that my Houſe thould 
be Searched; believing there might there be found ſome Letters perhaps 
belonging to Mr. Prance, from whence they might Collect ſome farther 
Diſcovery of a truth which they were ſo diligently labouring to find our, 
For the Execution of this Order, the Officers appointed came to one Mr, 
Robert Sexton's Houſe in Princes-ſtreet, who underſtanding their buſinels, 
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and being my very good friend, perſuaded them to deſill; Or af ieaſt to 
ſtayfor ſome time,t:1l I came thitiier my ſeif,in regard it might bring a Scatj- 
dal upon me, and breed an ill Opinion of me among my new Neighbours 
( for I was but a little betore removed to my Houle near /.#dgate ) Luckily 
F came into Mr. Sextons, while the Officers and he were 1n this Debate. 
They ſtrictly examined me what I knew of Mr. P. and lus Actions, and 
told me they came to Search my Houſe. I readily defired them to do it, 
while I taid where T was ; but entreated them to do 1t with as little noife 
as migEt be, for the reaſons before-mentioned ; aſſuring them withal, that 
I had no Letters, Books, or Papers that any way in the world concern'd 
Mr. P, which gave them ſufficient Satisfaction. _ 

Much about this time Mr. P. was more ſtritly examined before the 
King and Council, where he firſt made a Conteſſion, and then aenied all 
again ; whezeupon he was ſent back to Newgate. But the Honourable 
Board having been informed that I had been intimate with the Priſoner, 
ſent for me, to trie whether any thing to the purpoſe might Le gather'd 
from me in point of Circumſtance or otherwiſe, 1 anſwered directly to all 
Queſtions demanded, to the utmoſt of my knowledge. But not being pri- 
vy to any thing of the Murther, I could not give that Satisfaction which 
was ſought for, fo that I was order'd to attend the next day being the 47h. 
of January, and to bring along with me my Wite and Servant. We were 
ſeverally called in, and narrowly examined about many things in relation _ 
to Mr. P. What he was? When he lay at my houſe ? We Anſwered, that 
we knew no ill of him, but that we thought him ro be a very Honeſt man. 
We alſo told them the time that he lay at my Houſe, and the occation, as 
is before declared. Which gave the Council ſuch ſatisfaction, that we were 
all Diſcharged. | 

The Council being thus ſatisfied that I was a Proteſtant, anda perſon of 
honeſt repute, ſent tor me again upon the 107th. of January, and com- 
manded me to go to Newgate, and to endeavour to draw what I could out 
of him, concerning the Murther of which he was Accuſed, and to ſee whe- 
ther I could perſuade him to make a full Confeſſion of the truth. According- 
ly I went, put ſeveral Queſtions to kim, and begged of him over and over 
to Diſcharge his Conſcience, and to tell the Truth, Mr. P. ſeemed tobe 
very joyful to ſec his old Friend, but would Confeſs nothing, and to all my 
Queſtions made only this general Anſwer, That he was Innocent of the 
Horrid Murther ; however he entreated me to 'come again, and not to 
forſake him in his Diſtreſs. I promiſed to return the next day, and 
- did fo; but then I found him like a perſon almoſt Diſtracted, and obſery'd 
that in his Franiick Paſſions he would olten repeat his Innocency, and his 
ignorance of the Murther, but yet when he was asked any Queſtion abour 
it, he never anſwered to the purpoſe. Seeing therefore that | could by no 
means engage him to Conteſs the Fa, and rhat all my Labour had been 
hitherto in vain, I returned back to the Council and gave them an account 
of what I had done, Nevertheleſs they ordered meto perſiſt, and to make 
uſe ofallthe means and Perſuaſionsthat I thought might take eſte to oblige 
him to Diſcover the particulars of a Murther, in which they were fully 
perſuaded he was none of the leaſt Active Confpirators. And indeed ſuch was 
che Care and Diligence of thoſe great Perſonages in the Diſcovery of that 
Deteſtable Murther, that they gave me great encouragement to return 
again, and ſeemed to intimate ſome hopes of favour to the relenting Priſo- 
ner. The two ſorrowtul Brothers of the Murthered Knight went along 
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with rae, and ſtaid in another Room while I Diſcours'd, entreated ahd per= 
ſuaded the Priſoner, and ſpent many kind and friendly words in vain, tor 
nothing yet could prevail. In the Evening upon the 117th. of January 
D. Lloyd, the Dean of Baxgor, came to him, and calling tor me, ſhewed 
me before Mr. Prance's face a Warrant for his Pardon, intreating him 
withal upon his Majeſties ſo Gracious and Condeſcending Mercy , to 
Diſcover his knowledge. He would not at firit believe the Warrant to be 
real, For, faid he, to me, if it were fo, why had not you brought it as well 
as the Doctor ? After many perſuaſions reiterated in vain, the Doctor per- 
ceiving him in a bad Condition of Health, would not urge him any farther 
that Night ; only wiſh'd him a Phyſician togive him ſuch Preſcriptions as 
he wanted; whereupon I beſought him to take care that ſome one of the 
Kings Phyſicians might be ſent him ; which he procured accordingly. So 
that about one of the Clock the ſame Night I being lett with him all the 
while, Mr. Dickyſon came to him, and gave him ſuch proper Remedies as 
perte&tly recover'd him. The next day, being Sunday the 12h. of Fanuary 
I return'd to him again, and ſpent the whole Atternoon with him, intreat- 
ing him with many perſuaſions as well tor his own and his Familics ſake, 
as for the publick good, that he would not conceal from merited Juſtice, 
thoſe whom now I was tully convinced, that he knew to be ſuchnotorious 
Offenders ; but that he would at length declare his knowledge. Urging 
him withal, not to looſe the fair opportunity that was offer'd to him to have 
both his Lite and his Liberty, which if now negleted, might coſt him a 
dear and too late Repentance. At that time I preſs'd him lo effectually, 
that he began to ſpeak ſomething to the purpoſe, telling me that he had 
feen a Relation of the Murther, bur, that never being perſonally concern'd 
in the Fat, he knew nothing more than what he had learnt from that 
Narrative. TI ask&'d him who ſhewed him the Relation? He anſwer'd, 
Vernatti, but this ſeemed not Satisfa&tory to me. For upon tarther Diſ- 
courſe with him, I perceived that he gave mean account,not asfrom a ſecond 
Hand, but as one that had been all along concern'd in the Fact. After a lon 
Debate, and many Perſuaſions, at length I told him, that I was aſſur'd of his 
Pardon, it he would ingeniouſly and in time Conteſs the whole matter, and 
how far he himſelf had been concerned. That I knew there were others in 
Priſon tor the ſame Crime, who if they ſhould firſt Reveal the Buſineſs, 
h:s Confeſſion would only ſerve to Condemn himſelf; and rheretore I ad- 
viſed him, as helov'd his life, ſpeedily to prevent his own Misftortune, by 
giving a free and exaCt account of-the Murther ; in regard it was plain, 
that Yerzatti would never have truſted him with the Relation of ſuch a 
Secret, had he not been a Confederate. [That night I could get no more 
out of him, fo that I left him to ponder upon what I had 1aid to him. 
Whish had that good effect, that by break of day the next Morning being 
the 13zh. of Fax. I was ſent for to the Priſon, to ſpeak with Mr. P. And 
that very morning it was, that he Diſcovered to me all that he knew of the 
Murther of Sir Edmund-Bury Godfrey, and of ſomething more relating 
to the Plot it ſelf, and gave me a full account of the manner of the Aftion, 
it not in the ſame words yet altogether the ſame in Subſtance, which he 
himſelf hath already made publick to the'world, to which, tor avoiding a 
needleſs Repetition TIreter the Reader. 

When I brought the account to the King and Council, they gave me my 
Oath to Confirm that the Recital of it came immediately from Mr. Prances 
mouth which I readily took, as being a moſt certain Truth. I —_ 
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told lis Majeſty what Mr. P. had revealed to rae of the Deſign of Pr offer» 
Mateſon, Adamſon, and Bradjhaw ; to have Murthered the Right Hono- 
rable the Earl of Shafts bury. And indeed ſuch was the Indetatigable Care 
and Induſtry of that Noble Peer in Proſecuting the Diſcovery ot the Plor, 
ſuch his unwearied endeavours to ſecure his Majelty and the Kingdom, by 
his Witdom and Councils from the Attempts of our Enemies, that he 
has merited the thankful applauſe of the whole Nation. No wonder there- 
tore that the Papi/ts thould be ſo zealous to remove lo great an Obſtacle of 
tacir wicked Confpiracies out of the way. | 

[ alſo gave an account of what Mr. P. had revealed to me concerning 
the Plot, or at leaſt of fomuch as he knew, All which things Mr. P. has 
ince himſcit more amply declared eithcr in his own Narrative, or in the 
Teſtimonies which he gave againſ? the {everal perſons, fince Convicted and 
Executed lor the Crimes in ſome part by him proved againit them, 

When the Kings moſt Exceilent Majeſty had received a tull Information 
of all theſe things trom me, part in Writing, part by word of Mouth ; he 
cauſed Warrants to be iſſued torti tor the apprehention of Profſer, Brad- 
ſhaw, &c. andby me ſent an Order to Captain Richardſon to bring Mr. P. 
up to the Council the ſame day. The King was then preſent, and took the 


pains toexamuine him himſelt, to every particular of what I had delivered 


and declared ; all which Mr. P. confirnid as he had beiore Contets'd to 
me inthe Priſon ; and further declar'd to his Majeſty, That he would ſtand 
by his ſaid Confeſlion with the hazard or loſs of his Lite. 

. In conſideration of this Conteſſion, his Majeſty was pleaſed to command 
that Mr. P. ſhould have his Pardon, and that Captain Richardſon ſhould 
ſuffer him ro want tor nothing. I was alſo ordered to keep him Compa- 
ny every day. For the Kings Maj:ſty and Council were pleaſed to be fo 
ſenſible of the pains I had taken, to bring that horrid Murther to light, 
that the Earl ot Eſſex, a moſt Noble and Prudent Counſellour, with the 
reſt of the Honourable Board, did me the high tavour to return me a par- 
ticular thanks. And Sir Robert Southwel afterwards declared in the Lobby 
before ſeveral perſons that I had Diſcharg'd a good Conſcience both toward 
God and man. And theretore 1n requital of my good Service upon that 
occaſion, upon the 2974. of Fan. his Majelty in Council was moſt gra- 
ciouſly pleaſed to make the tollowing Order in my behalf. 


Ar the Court at White-hail the 29th. of January 167, 
Preſent the Kings Moſt Excellent Majeſty. 


The Lords of the Committee of Examinations, having this day repre- 
ſented to his Majeſty in Council, the neceſſity of having a ſtock of three or four 
Hundred Pounds, to anſwer the Occaſrons of the Committee, did among other 
particulars mate mention of the Service which had been done by Mr. William 
Boys, who had for a long time left his own occaſions, and the following of his 
Trade, to obey the Orders of the ſaid Committee, and frequently to reſort to 
his Neighbour Mr. Prance, in order to Diſcover the truth of the Evidence 
which he had given touching the Murther of Sir Edmund-Bury Godfrey, 
and their Lordſhips praying that his Majeſty would pleaſe to beſtow ſome mark 
of his Favour upon him to the value of 3o 1. Tis Majeſty was pleaſed to Or- 
cer, and it is hereby Ordered accordingly, That the Right Honourable the 
{ord Hizh Treaſurer of England do forthwith cauſe to be paid to the ſaid 
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William Boys the Sum of Thirty Pounds Sterling, as of his Majeſtjes free 
Gift ana Bounty to him, out of the Stock, which by the ſaid Commute ts de 
fired to anſwer the Service which is under their Care. |

Aſter the Tryals of the Murtherers were over, I waited upon the Right 
Honourable, the Earl of Eſſex to intreat his tavorable Aſliitance and his 
kind word to his Majeſty and Council in behalf of Mr. P. tiat he might 
be releas'd out of Priſon; That as I had beci an Aid and Succour to him 
in the time of his Trouble, I might not be thought to leave the work im- 
perfect, which TI had in Friendſhip begun ; having no other end or aim in 
all my Actions Relating to this Aftair, than to approve my felt a good and 
Loyal Subje&, a true Proteſtant and a Cordial Friend. Neither amlI con- 
{cious to my ſelf of having tail'd in any one of theſe particulars; tor which, 
my Innocency will at no time refuſe withall humility to make 1ts appeal ro 
thoſe Noble Lords who were the difcerning Witneſles of my behaviour, as 
having trequent occaſion to attend upon them, during Mr. Prance's Im- 
priſonment. 

Therefore for ſeveral reaſons, I thought it but neceſſary to give thus ſhort 
account and Narrative to the world as being, Firit, 

1. AnEye-witneſs of his Majefties molt Princ ly and Tender Care, and 
unwearied pains, which he took at that time t+r the publick Security of 
the Nation, and tobring the Offenders to Condig,;: puniſhment, And thar 
the Lords of the Council were no leis vigorouſly .” {ive to fecond his So- 
veraign Reſolutions with their moſt prudent Advis *, and cot tinual and 
laborious Scrutintes, 

2. To confirm the Relation of the Murther made 5y Mr. P. as bein 
firſt received by my ſelf from his own Mouth, which T dc Atteſt betore God 
and the whole world to agree in all particulars with what he limſelt has 
Publiſhed,andſo abſolutely conſent, that I ſhould but have incurr'd the blame 
of tyring or abuſing the Reader with a Repetition of the ſame words again. 
Nor was it extorted from him by any other Wrack or Torture, then that 
of a Difmaid and Diſtracted Conſcience, which could not Disburthen it felt 
till it had thrown off the Shackles of thoſe tears and jealoutics that uſually 
perplex the Guilty, eſpecially conſidering the remedileſs D//emma that 
was put upon him; that Labyrinth of Lite or Death, wherein he tound 
himſelf intrigu'd without hopes ot ever getting forth, unleſs he made uſe 
in time of the Silkcen Clue that was offer'd. 

3. In the third place, I thought it was a duty owing to my own Repu- 
tation, to diſengage it from the Scandals throw upon me by the Papi/ts, 
who would make the world believe me to be a Phanatick. As alſo to reſcue 
it trom ſome ill thoughts of the Proteſtants who ſaſpefted me to be a Papi/t, 
in regard of my frequent Converſe with thoſe of the Roman Catholick Pro- 
teſſion. 

As for the Papiſts, it was no more than I exſpeCted from them, who 
being unwilling to believe ſo horrid a Murther, perpetrated by the contri- 
vance of their dignifi'd Prieſts and Conteſlors, or athamed that ſuch an erer- 
nal Blur ſhould contaminate their Eccicſiaſtical Hiſtory, care not what 
Blemiſhes and Scandals they throw upon others, to wipe off the Reproach 
irom themſelves. Which 1n regard it has been their continued practice 
irom the beginning of the firſt Diſcovery of that Villanous _ the 
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Eftedts whereof have only redounded to their farther thame and Confuſion, 
F have great reaſon not to queſtion bur that the Reports whuch they have 
rais'd upon me, will bc as little regarded, as thoſe vilifying Imputations, 
which they vainly caſt upon others. Although, were it true, that TI were 
a Phanatick, 1 ſhould not account my ſelf ſo ignominious, as 1t T were in 
the number of the Papi/?s, with that weight of Blood and intended Maſla- 
cre upon their Shoulders. I lightly paſs over that other Reproach of theirs, 
That I was a Presbyterian Raſcal, and that if it had not been tor ſuch a 
P resbyterian Rogue as I, Mr. P. had never made his Diſcovery, as being 
of little or no value. 

As for the Proteſtants, T muit confeſs that their Suſpicions donot a little 
trouble me, and I cannot but look upon their unkindneſs as proceeding 
trom ſomewhat of Ingratitude ; ſince that Familiarity with which they 1o 
upbraid me, happened to be fo Fortunate for their Advantage. 

But for their farisfation, I do declare that I never was a Pap/ſt, nor of 
any other Profeſſion then that of the Church of Eng/and, in which T allo 
intend to live and die. Nor was I ever concern'd in any ot the foul Actions 
of the Papiſts relating to the P27,or the Bartarous Murther ot Sir Fdmand- 
Bury Godfrey, but as an Inſtrument to Diſcover the Truth: being look'd 
upon by his Maxeſty and his moſt Honourable Privy Council as the fitteſt, 
and molt likely perſon to Succeed, by reaſon of my Acquaintance and Fami- 
liarity with Mr Prance. - 

And to ſhew how Careful and Faithful T was in the Management of that 
Secret wherewith I was entruſted by his Majeſty, I muſt tarther declare, 
That when Mr. Redding, who had often ſought for me at my houſe, and 
having at laſt found me out, and by all Perſuaſions and Arguments 1mag1- 
nable, had endeavoured to get from me a Copy of Mr. Prance's Conteftion 
and Depoſitions ( which was highly prefs'd upon me at the Dog Tavern 
near Ladgate \ I retus'd him with Indignation of all his promifed Encou- 
_ ragements and Rewards ; telling him withal, thatas I had been entruſted 
by his Majeſty in the Buſineſs, I would by no means or perſuaſions in the 
_ world Falfifie fo great a Truſt, nor Diſcover what Mr. P. had revealed 

betore the ſeaſon ot due allowance. | 

When Mr, Reading had given me over, there came two other Gentle- 
men to me with the fame Propoſals ; aſſuring me of a great Reward in hand, 
to let them have Mr. Prances Confeſſion, and what he had Diſcover'd con- 
ccrning the Murther, and the Plot. But all their Promiſes could not move 
me 1n the leaſt to betray a Truſt, ſo Graciouſly repos'd in me by my Sove- 
reign; and with the Honour and Satisfaction ot having fo done, I hope 
to live with a more quiet Conſcience upon the ſmall gains of my Lawtul 
Induſtry, than upon the more abounding ways of 'Treachery, and In- 
fidelity. 

Neither may I here omit to tell my Revilers, that while I was in the 
midſt of that Service which I performed, I was not without ſome difen- 
couraging Apprehenſions of being in danger of my Lite. For being one 
Evening at Mr. Sexton's Houſe in Princes-ſtreet , three perſons living 
hard by, and well known to be ofthe Popiſh Gang, were obſerved to ſtand 
waiting at the Corner of the ſame Street, who when they perceived that I 
was coming forth, withdrew themſclves towards Lincolns-1nn- Fields, 
which was my direCteſt way home; of which, Notice being given to Mr. 
Sexton, both heand the reſt of my Friends advis'd me to take another way, 
in regard it was dark, and fcaring thoſe perſons were upon the Watch = 
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do me a Miſchief. The perſons names were, one 7arleton, a Guilder, 
ſince Fled for being concerned in Guilding Mild Shillings, and one 4/4- 
rigea Turner, and Neighbour thereby, with one more who was a Stran- 
ger ; which, with what I have already faid, IT hope may ſerve to quath the 
Miſtruſts of my Religion, and farisficall good Proteſtants ol the reality and 
ſincerity of my Intentions. 

Now ſo ſoon as I had obtain'd Mr. Prance's abſolute Enlargement, 1 
brought him to Prinzes-ſtreet to ſee his Wite, whom he had nor ſcen all 
the time of his Confinement, and there alighted at Mr. Sextous Houſe. At 
that time the ſame Aldrige above-mentioned, with his Wife and ſome 
others, began to renew their former Malice, muttering one to another that 
the Rozue P. was come out of Priſon, and that the Presbyterian Regue 
Boys was with him ; which not ſafficing, they alſo began to vent their 
Spleen in irreverent Language againſt his Majeſty himſelt ; tor which | had 
them ſeiz'd by vertue ot a Warrant trom ſeveral of the Juſtices of the Peace, 
who Committed them to Cuſtody, where they remained two days, and 
were then carried before the Lords of the Council, who 'v cre pleaſed to 
Diſcharge them upon their Submiſſion. After this, I took Mr. P. together 
with his Wite, home tomy own houſe near Ladgate, where ſhe continued 
for a Month. Thither alſo came ſeveral of the Relations of both to Viſit 
him, as I thought, out of love, but indeed tor nothing bux to Teaze-and 
perplex him, by Pealing continually in his Ears, That they were atratd he 
had wrong'd his Conſcience, and wiſhing that the Blood of thoſe that died 
might not he at his door. All which tor a while Mr. P. took patiently 
enough, but told them withal, that he had done noting but what Juſtice 
oblig'd him to do, and that had it not been tor thoſe wicked Prieſts and Pa- 
Pits who had: deluded him before, he had never come into that Trouble 
and Diſgrace which he had undergone. Perceiving then, that they came 
rather to vex him, than Congratulate his Delivery, I made bold to tell 
'em, that I believ'd they were ſorry that his Lite was Sav'd, and that they 
had rather he ſhould have Died than have Diſcover'd the Truth, and fo 
with Mr. Praxce's leave, forbade them all my houſe, excepting only his 
Wite. 

Being thus diſguſted, and meditating new ProjeQs, they endeavour'd 
all they could, to get Mr. P. from a place ſo inconvenient tor their purpoſes. 
Which when they had effected, then they began to form New Detigns, tor 
the bringing about whereof, they thought they could find no better way, 
than to create a difterence between Mr. P. and my ſelf, which they intended 
to heighten afterwards to an abſolute Quarrel and breach of Friendihip. 

The Deſign was very filly and like the reſt of their vain Imaginations ; 
however they were reſolv'd to put it in execution, hoping that when they 
had ſet us once at Defiance, that ſome ſtrange Incongruities and Incoheren- 
cies would have dropt trom us tor them to lay hold on, and to make their 
advantages of, So carefully is that great Maxim of the Pope, Divide and 
Reign, diftus'd from the Hand to every particular Member of the Romiſh 
Doctrine. 

To this purpoſe the women were the firſt that attempted to make 'Tryal 
of their Female Cunning. The fir!t that began to lay her Trains to blow 
up the long Friendſhip between Mr. P. and my felt was one Mrs. Bing, 
as Mr. P. himſelf acknowledg'd, a protcit Roman Catholick, let on by 
thoſe of her own Religion. 

But her Plot tailing, Mrs. Prazce her felt went to one Mrs. Dorothy Sos 
orn, 
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orn,her own Siſter, and a zealous Papit,and Cunningly inform'd her, that 
the time was now come to be reveng'd upon me tor being Inſtramental in 
the Diſcovery of the Murther of Sir Edmund-Bury Godfrey ; for that her 
Husband and I were quite fall'n out. Though I have ſo much Charity for 
Mr. Prance's Wite, to believe, that ſhe had no unkindneſs for me, but up- 
on the Score of her Religion. 


This Wheedle encouraging Mrs. Sherbons Zeal, away goes ſhe to the 
Lady Powis, and inform's her of thedifference which themſelves had forg'd 
| berween Mr, P. and my felt, and advis'd her not to let flip the Opportunity 
that offer'd it ſelf of making their Advantage of it. The Lady, believing 
the overture real, and conſequently a thing probable to take effect, em- 
ployed Mr. Dazzerfeld, a perton at that tune altogether unknown to me, 
to make his way into my Company, andto uſe his Art to the beſt advan- 
tage of their Deſign, which was to entrap me, it poſſible, by Prolixity of 
Diſcourſe, and to gain what ever Diſconcurrencies of former Evidence he 
could, relating to the Tranſactions between me and Mr. P. To which end 
he came to me by no name, but only as from Mr. P. upon a pretence of 
deſiring me to cut him ſome Amber. To which I made him anſwer, that 
it was a thing quite out of my rode, and wonder'd that Mr. P. who knew 
me better, ſhould ſo tar miſtake my calling. The Gentleman perceiving 
his Errour, defir'd to be more private with me over a glaſs of Wine. As 
for Wine refus'd him, conſidering how he had fail'd in his Addreſs, which 
had rendered him very ſuſpicious ro me ; but in regard he came trom Mr. 
P. as he faid, I yielded to drink a Diſh of Coffee or a Glaſs of Ale with 
him, yet with this Caution to my ſelf, that I reſolv'd the Maſter of the 
Houſe, as much as poſſible he could, ſhould be by, all the time of our ſtay. 
When we were together, Mr. D. then. as I faid before ) unknown to me,be- 
gan'with the Death of Sir Zdmund-Bury Godfrey. Upon which he applau- 
ded my Kindneſs to Mr. P. by telling me how great a Friend I had been 
to him in Saving his Lite. But then coming to his point, he fell 
on the other ſide to bemoan my Misfortune that I ſhould beſo ll requited 
for my Kindneſs, for that Mr. P, ſtrangely ungrateful and torgettul of my 
ſucceſsful Friendſhip, did nothing but rail at me, and ſpeak il! things of me, 
behind my Back. . To all which I made only this ſhort reply, That I was 
very ſorry forit, bur for the occaſion, lett it to God and Mr. Prances own 
Conſcience to be the Judges. 


To this purpoſe he went on much further, and left no inſtigations and in- 
centives uneſlay'd to heighten my Provocation againſt myFriend. However 
[ ſtill perſiſted in my good Opinion of him, believing Mr. P. to be the fame 
perſon in relerence to his honeſt affe&tions toward me ; and therefore deſired 
M. D.to defitt from any furtherAttempts,which would be but vain and fruit- 
leſs. Which, though it filenc'd his Re Proſecution at that time, yet he 
again the next morning,ſtill concealing his name,and pretending only came 
to be an admirer of Art ; and therefore, ſeeing certain Counterfeit Necklaces 
in my Room, ask'd me, whether I made them or no 2 I rold him, I did. 
Thereupon he bought ſome three or tour, with fome ſlight Queſtions betfore- 
hand, what the true value of them might be ? To which I repli'd, That 
in regard he was Mr. Prances Friend, I would have no more ot him, "_- 
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what I ſold them for to the Exchange, Buthe repli'd, he was fo much an 
_ admirer of Art, that he could not but believe himſelf oblig'd to give 
me a Price according to his own judgment , and the value, that 
he himſelf had ſet upon them ; which was more than I demanded. Atter 
that we parted, and I ſaw him no more till about ten days,or a Fourthnight 
afterwards, at what time I met him accidentally in Fleet-ſtreet, when he 
would have preſ#d upon me a Bottle of Wine at the Caſ//e 7avern, Bur 1 
refus'd it, and excus'd my ſelf, by telling him, I did not care to Drink 
with ſtrange Company, as being known to have been Inſtrumental in the 
Diſcovery of Sir Edmund-Bury Godfrey's Murther, and theretore did not 
know what Deſigns ſome people might have upon me. Aiter which, I only 
met him Paſſant upon a Sunday in Fleet-ſtreet witha Lady in his hand. 


All this while Mrs. Dorothy Sherborn kept an Intimate Correſpondence 
_ with meand my Wife. But with no other Deſign than to blow the Coals 
of Diſcord between Mr. P. and me, with olten Repetitions of my Kindneſs 
to her Brother-in-law Mr. P. and telling me how much he was beholding 
to me for his Life, for which reaſon, he was a very unworthy perſon to 
ſpeak ſo ill of me, as he did, in all Companies. On tne otherſide I till 
took his part, and juſtifying.that what he nad done was no more than what 
it behoov'd himto do, told her, her Brother-in-Law could have no reaton 


to ſpeak ill of me, and that rherefore I ſhould be very cautious of believing 
whar ſhe faid to be true. 


Notwithſtanding all this, Mrs. Sherborn continu'd without ceaſing her 
undermining Projeas,fo that neither my Wite nor I could paſs by her Houſe, 
but ſhe call'd us in, and was ſtill exclaiming againſt the good Service Mr. 
Prance had done, which ſhe call'd one of the greateſt pieces of Villany that 
poſſibly could have-been Committed. , And fochanging her Note, accus'd 
me, to have wrought him to make a Conteſſion of Tales and Stories to fave 
his Life and hazard his Soul. So that it was no wonder her Brother-in- 
law was ſo much offended at me as he was. Applauding Providence there- 


in, that would by means of their differences untold the Myſteries of both 
Our 1n1quities. 


Which Inſinuation might perhaps have wrought ſome effe&t upon my be- 
.liet, well knowing how Indetatigable the Papiſts are to Bugbear and Ter- 

rifie the Conſciences of perſons not well reſolv'd, and conſequently that 
Mr. P. might poſſibly be wrought upon to have ſome ill thought of me, 
but that I knew, that I had only compleated what Mr. P. himſelf had be- 
gun; by tortifying him in his reſolutions to ſtand to that Conteſſion which 
he had made before the Lords of the Committee, and to confirm him in 
the ratification of his own Act and Deed. 


Seeing then, that Mrs. Sherbors preſt theſe things ſo hard upon me, I 
reſolv'd to put the Queſtion as ſeverely to her, and deſired her punctually 
to tell me, whether ſhe thought there was any Plot or no ? To which ſhean- 
{wer'd, that ſhe beliey'd there was a Plot againſt the King and Govern- 
ment, but not that it was carried on by the Papi/ts, bur that I ſhould find 
na ſhort time, that it was a Presbyterzax Plot : which made me very much 


admire, 
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admire, in regard that neither by my Converſe with my Acquaintance 9 
that Profeſſion, nor by my reading ot their Books, I could find them in- 
clin'd or Principl'd to any ſuch Acts of Irregular Violence, 


Mrs. Sherhorn being thus at a loſs, one James Pemberton, living near 
Ludgate, Tracing her Steps, undertook to accompliſh what the had begun, 
though he made his Batteries with the ſame plauſible Infinuations that ſhe 
had uſed before; as, that I had been a great Friend to Mr. P. &c. How- 
ever that I had over perſuaded him to Conteſs things of which he was no 
way Guilty, meerly to fave his Lite ; arguing from a ſuppoſition, that he 
was inſufficient to be entruſted with fo great a ſecret, that he was altoge- 
ther innocent. Finding my ſelf thus frequently and fo ſeverely encounter'd, 
] retreated to my former Queſtion and ask'd him likewiſe, whether he 
thought there was any Plot or no? whoſe anſwer was to the ſameTune that 
Mrs. Sherborn had Sung before, that he beiiev'd there was a Viot, though 
not of the Papj/ts Contrivance, but by the Contrivance of the Presbyzer;- 
ans, and that in aſhort time it would be ſo prov'd : Ard his Grand Argu- 
ment was, that the Papi/?s had died wrongiu!lly, or elſe they would have 
made a true Conteſiion of themſelves. I rep!.'d, thr was no true prook, 
and ſhewed him a Book upon the Tryal of Parry, wiierein 1t was made out,

This Letter I ſhewed to ſeveral Friends, but-they all concurr'd that it 
was only a Trapan, and a Deſign laid to enſnare nie, and advis'd me not 
to go without ſome other perſons to bear me Company. With this Caution 
I went, and enquired for the Number 2. but there was no ſuch perſon 
as had ſubſcribed his name to the Letter. I underſtood indeed that there 
was an honeſt Gentleman of the ſame Name that liv'd at We/tminfter, but 

being 
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being ſent to by me, he utterly diſowned any knowicdge of the Matter, 
or- that he had appointed any Buſineſs at the ſaid Tavern. But it ſeems 
there was a Gang that Watch'd my coming, and hearing my ſmart enquiry 
for the Number 2. and my Expoſtulation with the Servant of the Houle, 
one of them came to me, and told me, that he and {ome others ſtaid for Mr. 
Odriffe, and that it could not be long ere he come; and thereupon invited 
me to the reſt of the Company. Then I concluded twas time for me to. 
march off; ſo I thank'd him, tor his Kindneſs and took my leave with a reſo- 
lution not to come near him nor his Mr. Odriffe neither. | 


When all theſe Deſigns prov'd fruitleſs, then they gave itout, that ] 
held a Correſpondence with the Earl of Danby, and that he had given me 
Ten pounds to pay my Rent ; which, as they pretended was for tome pri- 
vate Service, that I had either done or was to do his Lordſhip. A tlung 
which I utterly diſown ; for Þ cannot remember, that ever 1 fo much as 
ſaw the Earl of Danby in my life but once, and that was, as I was coming 
down with Mr. P. from his Grace the Duke of Monmouths Lodgings in 
the Cockpit at White-hall, and the ſaid Earl was paſling by through the 
place where the Sentinel ſtands; and then neither did I know who his 
Lordſhip was, till the Sentinel, of whom I ask'd the Queſtion, had in- 
form'd me, nor did I ſo much as ſpeak to him, as all that were preſent 
can Teſtifie, And indeed it would have been a {trange confident Preſum- 
ption in me to have gone towſpeak to a perſon of Honour to whom I was 
utterly unknown, having no buſineſs with him, as I neither had at thar, 
or at any other time. So that how his Lordſhip ſhould come to know 
my wants, and be fo bountiful as to give me Ten Pound, I can by no 
means underſtand. However, it his Lordſhip were ſo Liberal, I had the 
Misfortune to be baſely Cheated, tor I. never had it. And I wiſh Mrs. 
Sherborn would do me the Kindneſs to inform me, who the perſon 
was, to whom his Lordſhip gave order to pay the money, for I pro- 
miſe her, did I know the perſon, I ſhould go and demand it. For if 
it were true, both his Lordſhip, and my felt, are very much abus'd. On 
the other ſide I ſhould have been extreamly to blame, that I ſhould 
not ere this have returned his Lordſhip my moſt humble Thanks for 
ſo great and ſpecial a favour : neither do I know of any perſon trom 
whom I ever received a kindneſs, that can Tax me of fo much Ingra- 
titude. But this is like the reſt of the Aﬀtions of the Papi/ts, that 
care not what they ſay, or Swear to, ſo it be to advance the Intereſt 
of their Holy Mother the Church of Rowe, though never ſo much to 
the Prejudice and Detamation of the Innocent. 


At length Mrs. Sherborn declares, that Mr. Dangerfeeld told her this 
Story, and that he came to have impoſed upon her. A Tale which ſeems 
very Incoherent with "Truth, that he ſhould go about to Amuſe or 
Trapan her, when they were both at the ſame time in the ſame Con- 
federacy. together. For Mr. Dangerfeld hath ſince declar'd, that he 
never knew me, but by her means, and that they had a real Deſign 
to have ruin'd me, 1t they tound that they could not win me to ſerve their 
purpoſes, though with this intimation, that my complyance with them 
would prove a Thouſand pound in my way. 


But 
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But nov that the Scene is chang'd, Mrs. Sherborn rails againſt Mr. 
Dangerfield as much, or more than ever ſhe did againſt me, and proſe- 
cutes his Failings with as loud Inve@tives and Aggravations, as her An- 
ger can expreſs, So that it is evident that the Papi/ts do not bear ſo much 
Malice againſt the perſons, or the Vices of men, as againſt their Refor- 
mations, and Recantations of their Errours. The wicked ſhall be Saints 
among them, ſo long as they will be Inſtrumental to carry on their 
Deſigns; but 1f once, out of an apprehenſion of their Miſtake, or an 
abhorrency of the Facts which they put upon them to Execute , they 
ſeek to retrieve themſelves and their Reputation , by a ſeaſonable Re- 
pentance and DeteCtion of the Romiſh Treacheries, then the moſt pon- 
derous Crimes and Scandals .are too light to over-whelm their recover'd 
Reputations, 


As for Mr. Prance himſelf, his own Relations began to be his moſt 
bitter Enemies, and rais'd a Report, that he was concern'd in making 
of Fire-balls; and that he was ſeen in Perpole-Lane, the Night before 
the New-Priſon was Burnt, and that ſeveral Fire-balls had been found 
near the place where he had been Drinking, in that Lane, the night 
before. This Report fo terriffd Mr. Prance's Wite, as fearing it might 
fell to the prejudice of her Husband, that with a mind -very much 
troubled and perplexed, the came and found me out, in a place in the 
City, where I was with her Husband and ſome other Company, and 
calling me aſide, rold me the whole Relation, and defired my afſtiſtance 
to ſearch out the Truth, which I promiſed her. Accordingly I went 
the next day to fatifie her. But after I had made all the diligent enquiry 
I could, I tound the whole buſineſs to be grounded only upon the Idlc 
Twattle of an Old-woman that Lodg'd in Perpole-Lane, who the next 
day after the Fire went to a Female Relation of Mr. Prances in Bride- 
Lane , and a Proteſtant, and told her of the Fire that had happen'd 
the night before, and that Mr. Prance was ſuſpected about it : who 
made her anſwer , that ſhe knew nothing of the Fire, neither did the 
believe her Kinſman any way concern'd in it. However ſhe went in 
Friendſhip to her Siſter, that was a Pap, ahd giving her an account 
of what the Old-woman had told her, deſir'd her to give Mr. Prance 
notice of it, as being more familiar with him. She on the other ſide 
meditating to make another fort of uſe of the Information, improves 
the Surmiſe, intending to have Kindled a more deſtructive flame to 
Mr. Prances diſadvantage, and endeavour'd to have brought not only 
Mr. Prance but her Siſter into trouble about it. But it prov'd 
ſuch an idle and filly invention of Popiſh Contrivance as only ſery'd 
to ſhew the inveterate Malice of their Dying Revenge , ready to lay 
hold upon any ſeeming opportunity to have blaſted the Credit of Mr, 
Prance's Evidence, as I made 1t cleatly out, 

About the beginning of Faruary Mr. Prance came to me, and told 
me 1 was to be Examined in reference to a very great and weigt-; 
Concern. . I asked him whether he knew what it was? To wt.--. : - 
made Anſwer, that it was not convenient for him to ſpeak © .*  : 
faid withal, that there was a womanto be examined alſo w:-*z -+- 
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| Upon which I endeavour'd to Recolle& my Memory, but could not 


call to mind any perſon with whom I had had any Diſcourſe: about 
any thing of State Afﬀairs, as not becoming nie to meddle with them, 


Thereupon I ask'd him who the perſon was that ſhould cauſe me to be 
Examin'd? which he refus'd to tell meza thing that I took ſomewhat unkind- 
ly from him, telling him that I could not have conceal'd any thing trom 
him, which might have fore-arm'd him againſt the Information of any 
perſon whatſoever ; but all I coald fay fignif'd nothing at that time. 


Upon the Twenty Second of the ſame Month , he invited me to a 
Glaſs of Wine at the Feathers Tavern in Fleet-ſtreet, whither I went 
along with him. There we met ( as I thought accidentally ) with 
Mr. Warcupp, one of his Majeſties Juſtices of the Peace tor the County 
of Middleſex, and Captain Crefſe?, in whoſe Company I had not fate 
long, but Mr. Warcupp ſent for Mr. Bed/ow. After ſome Salutations that 
paſs'd betwixt us, in came another perfon, who Saluted me by the 
Name of Mr. Boys. I return'd him his Salute, but could not Divine 
who he was, till one in the Company taking up the Glaſs, preſented 
his Service to him by the name of Mr. Dazgerfe/d. - So ſoon asT hear'd 
"that, I ask'd Mr. Prance it that were the fame perſon who was em- 

ployed to make the Plot as Acted by the Presbyterians } He told 
me it was. - Then faid I, this 1s the perſon that came the laſt Sum- 
mer to have inveigld me. Whereupon I ask'd him it this were the 
perſon who. intended to have me Examined? ''To which he replid , 
it was: whereupon I ſtaid ſomewhat longer than I meant to have done ; 
expecting what Mr. Dangerfield or any other perſon in the room might 
have to ſay to me ; but there was nothing ſaid that night. 


Upon the 29th. of Jauuary Mr. Dangerfield came to my Houle, and 
told meI muſt appear before the Lord Mayor to be by him Examined, but 
told me nothing of the occaſion. Thereupon I went that day to m 
Lords Houſe, but his Lordſhip being that day buſie, I had Orders to 
attend the next, which accordingly I did. Before I went Mr. Prance 
came to me, and offered to go along with me ; but I refuſed his Cur- 
teſie, becauſe he had Conceal'd the name of the Perſon from me, when 
I defired him to let, me know it : Telling him withal, that I did 


not Queſtion but to be able to anſwer any thing that ſhould be alledg'd 
againſt me. 


When I came before my Lord I found the occaſion of my being 
Summoned to be quite contrary to what Mr. Prance had intimated, 
as that, / had tralk*d at a ſtrange Rate of things of high and great 
Concernment, For indeed the buſineſs was only this ( and I was con- 
ſcious to my felt it could not really be for any other reafon ) that 
I ſhould declare and juftifie the Truth of Mr. Dangerfie/ds coming to 
enſnare me, how I came to have a Diſtruſt of him, -and the way's and 
Method which he us'd to engage me to a Diſcovery of the Secrets 
which the moſt Honorable Privy-Council had entruſted ime withal, and 
what Mr. Prance had Confeſled touching the Murther, and farfher to at- 


teſt 
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teſt my conſtant refuſal of his Temptations, and Reſiſtance of his plau- 
ſible Batteries. Of all which I made an Afrdavir before his Lordſhip, 
ſince Printed in Mr. Dangerfee/ds Second Narrative, to which I reter 
the Reader ; which gave his Lordſhip Satisfaction, and ſerves as much 
' as any thing, to confirm Mr. Dangerfelds Evidence. 


This is that which in Vindication of my felt, I thought not only 
fit, but neceſſary to declare to the world. A Relation altogether plain, 
and without any Fallacy of Expreſſion, which he that will go about

deſift appearing further, though their Intentions were really ts ſerve his Majeſty 
therein.

pounds of his Grace the Duke of Ormond, Five hundred pounds from the King, 
and a Commiſſion to be a Captain ; and that his Majeſty had given him two blank 
Patents for Baronets, the one for his Father-in-T aw, and the other to be at his 
own diſpoſing 3 and alſo a Grant of the Commons of Rakeale, and all the Commons 
of Knock-Greary, # the County of Limerick. |

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4. To the fourth Article he ſaith, That he never in his life-time labourcd 
or endeavoured by any ways or means to ſtifle or keep back any Evidence 
againſt Sir 7ohr: Davis, or any other 3 though at the ſame time he firmly be- 
lieves, that Sir John Davis is a loyal faithful Subject to your Majeſty, and doth 
from his heart abominate any Villany or Contrivance againſt your Majeſty, 
he having been as (crutinous to find out the truth upon the ſeveral Examina- 
tions of this Reſponder, taken before him and ſeveral others in Treland, as 
any perſon whatſoever.

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ARTICLES of 4 wo## high and tranſcendent nature, preſented and exhibited to 
the Kings moſt Excellent Majeſiy, and to the Right Honourable the Lords of 
his Majeſties moſt Honourable Privy-Councel, by David Fitz: Gerald, againſt 
William Hetherington, ix obedience to his Majeſties Order in Councel bearing 
date the 4 day of February inſtant. 


i. THE ſaid David Fitz-Gerald, praying the liberty at any time hereafter, 

as acca(ion ſhall require, to explain the Articles hereafter .following, 
and rurther tolmpeach the ſaid IV illiam Fietherington, doth now moſt humbly 
fay and propoſe, Thatthe ſaid William Hetherington, having broken Priſon in 
Dublin, correſponded with Hazlaz, and the reſt of the Outlaws and Tories in 
the North of Ireland, and having defrauded and cheated many of his Maje- 
ſties good Subjects in; that Kingdom, repaired into Exglard, and untruly pre- 
tended to ſome of his Majelties good Subjects here, to gain himſelf reputation 
and creditin Fzglend, that he was ſometimes a Juſtice of the Peace in (ome 
County in Ireland, and had a confiderable Eſtate there, though he had but 
eighteen pence in his Pocket when he came to Londoy, and all his Apparel 
was not worth half a Crown 3 procured himſelf ( but by what, or whoſe means 
or Authority, this Proponent doth not yet know) to be ſtiled, the Manager of 
the Iriſh Evidence, thereby to have the opportunity to relieve his diſtreſs, 
though by the ſhipwrack of his Conſcience, and utter ruine of his Soul ; and 
alſo by ſuborning Witneſles to accuſe Perſons of the highelt Quality, next and 
under his Majeſty, of Treaſon, and to accule others of the like crime, thereby 
inſtead of ſerving his Majeſty, according to the duty of his pretended Office, 
to diſturb his Majeſties happy reign over his Subjects, and the peace and tran- 
quility of his Kingdoms. | 

2. Thar the (aid Hetherzgton, the better to effect his ſaid wicked deſigns, 

got into his hands One hundred pounds of his Majeſties money, to be diltri- 
buted amongſt the 1riſh Witneſles, who were all needy, and miſerably poor, 
which ſum he converted to his own uſe, but Ten pounds only he diſtributed 
amongſt four Prieſts, and others of the Witneſſes; and hath alſo received di- 
vers ſums colleded in the City of London, for the Triſh Witneſſes, wherein he 
hath not juſtly diſcharged his Truſt. 

3. That the ſaid Hetherington laboured all ways and means he could, to ren- 
der his Majeſties Royal Perion and Government od1ous, as well to his Subjects 
of England, as of Treland, and to induce them to a belief, that his Majeſty is a 
favourer of Papiſts and Popery, thereby to ſtir up the people to Rebellion, 
both in Erzgland and JTrelayd ; for he the ſaid Hetherington did divers times, 
in open Companies and places in the City of Londor, and elſewhere, publiſh 
and declare inthe hearing of his Majeſties Subjects, that he brought with him 
out of Treland into Erglaxd, a Bull or Brief under the Seal of the Pope, or Bi- 
ſhop of Rowe, diſcharging his Majeſties Popiſh SubjeRs of Treland from their 
Natural Allegiance to his Majeſty ; And that he himſelf in perſon, did ſhew 
and produce the aforeſaid Bull or Brief to his Majeſty, and acquainted his 
Majeſty with the tenour thereof; and that his Majeſty took no notice of it,

Plots both in ZErgland and | Ireland, againſt his Majeſties Perſon and

5. That the ſaid Hetherington, the better to compaſs the enterprizes afore- 
ſaid, and to ſtrengthen his proof againſt her Sacred Majeſty, his Royal High- 
neſs the Duke of York, the Duke of Ormond, and others as aforeſaid, as alſo 
to anticipate the ſaid Duke of Ormond, Lord Lieutenant of Jreland, his en- 
deavours to reduce Harlan, and the reſt of the Tories m the North of Ireland, 
to their due obedience, hath for ſome time paſt held, and ſtill doth hold, pri- 
vate correſpondence with the ſaid Hazlan, and other Outlaws and Tories in 
the North of Ireland, though many of them are guilty of Murthers, and Out- 
lawed or proclaimed Rebels, according to the courſe of the Laws there: And 
did by his Letters invite the ſaid Hanlar and his Contederates, to give out in 
ſpeeches, that he and his Confederates were privy to the Plot in Ireland againſt 
his Majeſty, and that he and they could prove chat her Majeſty, his Royal 
Highneſs the Duke of 7ork, the Duke of Or-10xd, and the Lord Chancellor 
ot Ireland, were principally concerned therein, fo as ſuch Declaration might 
be made publick here in Fngland : That then if Hanlan would but ſend him 
the ſaid Hetherington a competent ſum of money, and would really ſwear 
(though falſly) againſt the Queen, his Highneſs, and the reſt, he would under 
pretence of ſuch his diſcovery of the Plot, and giving Evidence as aforeſaid, 
obtain his Majeſties Pardon for the ſaid Harlan and his Confederates, for all 
Treaſons, Murthers, Felonies, and all other offences whatſoever 3 thereby in- 
tending no good to his Majeſty and People, but confuſion and trouble, and to 
put a piece of Hazlan's money into his own Pocket, and to ſuborn the ſaid 
Miſcreants to ſwear as he ſhould diQate to them, hoping to better his condi- 
tion by the ruine of his Majeſties good Subjects, that he projeted would enſue . 
thereupon. 

6.That he pretended to havea great many ſubſtantial and credibleWitneſles 
in Ireland, to prove the Iriſh Plot, whoſe Names he could not then remember, 
as he alledged, and therefore obtained a blank Warrant from his Majeſty, to 
fetch over the (aid Witneſſes into England : That under colour thereof, he 
hath by his Emiſfarics there cauſed ſeveral Gentlemen, as well Papiſts as Pro- 
reſtants, and Juſtices of the Peace in many Counties, Towns, and places in Ire- 
Lind, to be Impriſoned, torced other ignorant men to pay monies for not trou- 
bling or molefting them, and at length brought over into Exgland (among(t 
others) ſix honeſt perſons, Inhabitants of Carrick and ClonmeF, as Witneſles, 
and on their arrival in 7 92doz, imployed one Fxſftace ( omryns to per[wade them 
to (wear againſt their knowledge, in Afirmance and Juſtification of what 
Compns had already untruly (worn 5; And this he did purpoſely to abuſe his 
Majeſties Warrant and Royal Authority, to put his Majeſty to great charges, 
to amuſe the Vulgar, to hinder the ſaid perſons 1n their own private concerns, 
becauſe they would give his Emiffaries no monies, to diſcourage Trade and 
Dealing in Tre/and, and to create an univerſal diſquiet, and terrible apprehen- 
lions 1n the hearts and minds of his Majefties Subjedts there, of imminent and 
\udden dangers and calamities, the ſaid Fetherington thereby labouring and 
wickedly deſigning to bring an odixuxe and ſcandal upon his Majeſty, and his

All which Articles the ſaid David Fitz-Gerald :s ready ts aver and prove, as his Majeity 
and this moſt Honourable Board ſhall eward: And humbly prajeth, that the ſaid 
Hetherington way be committed, or ſo ſecured, as that he may be compelled to Anſwer 
the ſame: For that the ſaid David Firz-Gerald hath goed reaſons to believe, that the
